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As its tell-tale title suggests, it is a 
monumental work, in fourteen volumes 
recording a collection of Treaties, 
Engagements and Sanads entered into 
by the erstwhile British Govt, of India 
with the native Indian States and the 
neighbouring countries. 

Each Volume has been so compiled 
as to give the various Treaties, Engage- 
ments and Sanads entered into with 
native States falling into one contigu- 
ous geographical area. Volumes 1 to X 
and XII fall into this category. 

Volumes XI, XIII and XIV deal 
with Treaties, Engagements etc. with 
territories which now form part of 
foreign countries. Their destinies were 
however governed by the then British 
authority of India under the compulsion 
of the then prevailing forces of history. 

It is a work of immense historical 
value and research utility and undoubt- 
edly a veritable mine of information 
equally for the historians, researsh 
scholars, statesmen, diplomats, public 
servants, educationists, administrators, 
and serious students of contemporary 
history. It will prove a valuable source 
of reference for Govt. Deptts., 
Public libraries and also libraries of all 
educational institutions of higher learn- 
ing, including universities and colleges. 

A serious work of this kind 
will help stimulate more enterprising 
research on the source material provided 
in these volumes. They throw a flood of 
light on the evolution and expansion of 
the old British empire in this part of 
the world and the craft and the strategy 
employed by them before which the 
hetrogenous native states and their 
weak rulers were no match. They had 
thus no option but to acquesce to the 
terms and conditions dictated to them. 

Such a useful work should be the 
proud possession of all concerned inclu- 
ding the research scholars, historians 
and libraries in India and abroad.

L-BUNDELKHAND. 

'T'HE Rajas of Bundelkhand long struggled to maintain their independ- 
1 ence against the Muhammadan powers of Delhi. During the latter 
part of the reign of Shah Jahan, a Chief named Champat Bai asserted his 
independence and a new dynasty in the eastern part of the province was 
founded by his son Chhatarsal. The western Chiefs continued more nr 
less subjecf to Delhi. The territories of Chhatarsal were estimated to 
produce a yearly land revenue of one crore of rupees. His only strong 
fortress was Kalinjar, and his principal residence the city of Panna, in 
the neighbourhood of which are the celebrated diamond mines of Panna 
During the government of Baja Chhatarsal, the province of Bnndel* 
khand was invaded by Mubammnd Khan Bangash, the Pathan Chief oi 
Farrukhabad; and the first Peshwa, Baji Bao, was invited from the 
Deccan for the purpose of repelling this invasion. The expulsion of the 
Pathan from Bundelkhand through the successful exertions of a Mahratta 
army was followed by Baja OhhatarsaPs adoption of the Peshwa as his 
son, and by a distribution of his territory between his two legitimate 
sons, Hirde Sah and Jagat Baj, and his son by .adoption, Baji Bao. By 
this arrangement the Peshwa became the legitimate possessor of a large 
portion of temtory in Bundelkhand, which was the earliest territorial

toqaiaiiion of tho Mohratta OoTomment in Nortkoni India and wai 
ooniiderably aztended by subaequant conquaita. Tba two ramaining 
aharas of tiia poaaaaaiona of Baja Cbhataraal oonnnnad to ba bald in 
•mall portioni by thannmaxona daacandanta of bia lagitimata aona, or by 
tba nominal adbaranta and raballiona larranta of the daclining bxanobaa 
of that family. 

Madboji Scindia, in bia laat and aueceaafiil attampt to re-aatabliab tba 
ICabratta power and influanoa in Nortbam India, waa attended a 
ahpng rainforeemant of troopa from the Dacoan under tba command of 
All Bahadur, -a grandaon of Baji Bao, being the aon of Sbamabar Baha- 
dur, who waa the oflapring of the Peabwa and a Muaalman concubine. 
On a former expedition of Madbuji Scindia to Northern India, a number 
of the nobles had abandoned tba Muaalman faction and influence at 
Delhi and bad attached tbemaalyaa to tba Mabratta leader. Among these 
waa Baja Himmat Bahadur, tba spiritual bead and military commander 
of a large body of darotaas, who bad acquired soma territory in Bundel- 
kband. Diaaatiaflad with bis treatment by Scindia, Ali Bahadur, at tba 
instigation of Baja Himmat Bahadur, turned bia attention to the entire 
conqueat of Bundelkkand. An agreement waa concluded between Ali 
Bahadur and the Baja, by which a large portion of the proyince was, 
when conqueredt to be consigned to tho independent management of 
Himmat Imadur, and its revenue to be exclusively applied to the pay- 
ment of a body of troops which the Baja engaged to furnish and to 
maintain in the service of Ali Bahadur. 

The distracted state of the province of Bundelkhand, which had long 
been a scene of domestic dissension and civil war between the legitimate 
descendants of Baja Chhatarsal,^^rded at this time peculiar encourage- 
ment to the ambitious views of Ati Bahadur. Of the territory which had 
descended to the two legitimate sons of Baja Cbhatarsal and had been 
divided in unequal portions between them, the large/ share, which 
waa pioa s s s s e d by Baja Hirde Sab, had passed from the possession of his 
grandaon Hindupat to that of two rebellious servants of his family, 
named Beni Husuri and Saim Baj Chaube, the former of whom had 
established independent authority at Fanna, while the latter had obtained 
possession of the fortress of E^alinjar with, the districts surrounding it. 
The possessions also of Baja Jagat Baj, a^r a long and severe contest 
between his second son and his two grandsons, Ouman Singh and Khu- 
man Singh, the children of the eldest son of Jagat Baj, had been flrst 
distributed umong the three ; but they were afterwards entirely usurped by 
the two latter, whose posterity were now contending in their turn for the 
sole posasasion of the whole of the inheritance of Jagat Baj. 

Ali Bahadur soon establidied bis authority in the greater part of the 
province. The only serious resistance he met with was at Halinjar, at the 
siege of which he died in 1802 , after having condnded an arrangement 
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irith Ae Oourt of Poona by wbich ibd sovoreiiifii and paramount liglit of 
the Peshwa OTer all tbe conquests of Ali Bahadur in' Bundelkhand was 
declared and acknowledged. 

Ali Bahadur loft two sons, Shamsher Bahadur and Zulflkar Ali. The 
former was at Poona at the time of his father’s death. Baja Himmat 
Bahadur professed at first the mteniion of supporting the right of Sham- 
sher Bahadur and of mainiaining the government of his father’s posses- 
sions in his name and behalf till his arrival in Bundelkhand. For this 
purpose he selected from the several Mahratta leaders who remained in 
Mi Bahadur’s camp the maternal cousin of the late Bawab, by name 
(Biani Bahadur, who was accordingly declared Begent during the absence 
of Shamsher Bahadur ; Baja Himmat Bahadur retaining, as before, the 
exclusive management of his own districts and an increased influence over 
the mind and councils of the iBegent and of the native Chiefs of 
Bundelkhond. 

About this period the declared hostility of the several subordinate 
Chiefs of the Mahratta Empire to the arrangements which were concluded 
by tbe Treaty of Bassein*, which, among other advantages, the 
British Oovemmeiit acquired territory in Bundelkhand yielding 
Rs. 8f),l(),000 a year, occasioned a fonnal declaration on the pari of the 
British Oovemment of their intention of maintaining the provisions of 
that treaty ; and this declaration was immediately followed by offensive 
operations on the pari of Daulat Bao Scindia and the Baja of Berar, imd 
by no less hostile, though more secret and cautious, measures of aggres- 
sion on the pari of Taswant Bao Holkar. 

In the plan of hostile operations suggested by the last named Chief, 
the invasion of the British territories in the Oangetic Doab, and a preda- 
tory incursion into the districts of Mtrsapur and Benares by the route of 
Bundelkhand, would appear to have been some of the measures to which 
the greatest importance was attached; and Nawab Shamsher Bab.idur was 
selected for the execution of the project. 

Baja Himmat Bahadur, foreseeing in the success of this plan of the 
Ualu'atta Chiefs an immediate diminution of his own authority in Bun- 
delkhand, determined to abandon the Mahratta interests, and to seek the 
permanent establishment of his own influence, with the aggrandisement 
of his possessions in Bundelkhand, by assisting in the transfer of the 
province) from the Mahrattas to British rule. Accordingly, by an Agree- 
ment (No. I) concluded at Shahpur on the 4th of SeptemW 1808. it was 
provided, among other stipulations, that a portion of territory in Bundel- 
khand, yielding an annual revenue of twenty lakhs of rupees, should be 
ceded to tbe Baja for tiie maintenance of a b^y of troops under his com- 
mand in the service of the British Government; and, in consideration 
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of iho gneA advantagos whicb were expected from the junction of the 
power and influence of Himmat Bahadnr, and from his cealons co-opera* 
tion with the British force in their occupation of Bundelkhand and in the 
^establishment of the Britidi authority in that province, a permanent jagir 
in the British dominions was also promised to the Baja, the extent of it 
to be proportioned to the benefits which might afterwards appear to have 
been derived from his adherence to the terms of his engagement. The 
immediate advantage which accrued to the British Government from 
this arrangement was the assistance afforded to a detachment of their 
troops in crosiung the Jumna into Bundelkhand, 'which might otherwise 
have been vigorously opposed by the united force of the Uahrattas and of 
HLnmat Bahadur; and to the latter Chieftain the acquisition of a rich 
and fertile territory, of more than double the extent of that which he had 
possessed under the former government, without any considerable in- 
crease of his former military establishment. The districts which were 
specifically assismed to Baja Himmat Bahadur comprised, with a few 
trifling exceptions, the whole of the territory contiguous to the west 
bank of the Jumna from Allahabad to Kalpi. 

On the death of Baia Himmat Bahadur in 1804 these lands were 
resumed, and jagii\ and pensions were assigned to his family. 

During the negotiations between the British Government and Baja 
Himmat Bahadnr. Nawab Shamsher Bahadur had arrived in Biindel- 
khand. But his efforts to establish his authority against the British 
Government were unsuccessful, and he was content in 1804 to accept a 
provision Wo. IT) nf fouv lakhs of rupees a vear, with pcnpi^siou tr 
reside at Banda. This provision was subsequently gufaranteed (No. Ill) 
to him in 1812. Shamsher Bahadpr died in 1828, and was succeeded by 
his brother Znlfikar .\!i. To him succeeded Ali Bahadur, who joined 
in the mutiny of 1857, and was therefore deprived of his pension of fouT 
lakhs a year. He was removed to Indore, where he 4was placed under 
sunfeillance and allowed for his support a pension rf Bs. 80.000 a vear 
for life. He died in 1878. when stipends amounting to one-third of the 
lapsed pension, or Bs. 12,000 a year, were ansigned to his family. 

Of the territory ceded bv tbe Peshwa, the British Government retained 
in tbeir own possession lands on the banks of the Jumna yielding abouf 
fourteen lakbs, exclusive of the territory granted to Baja Himmat Baha- 
dur. The Chiefs who held the remaining portion were maintained in their 
territorial rights, with a view to secure a barrier against tbe inroads 
which were then meditated bv Holkar. As tbe autboritv of tbe Pesbwa 
ir. Bundelkhand was little more than nominal, it hecame necessary tor the 
pacification of the conntrv to enter into engagements with the Chiefp 
holdinw lands in the 'Ppshwo^g shmv ^f the province, seciirinw to them 
the rights they enjoyed under Ali Bahadur^s government on condition of 
allegiance and fidelity. The (Thiefs in the western ^lortion of Buiidel* 
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khand were treated as independent, and treaties of fnondship and alli- 
an'ie were fonned witli the/n. 

All the sovereign rights of the Peshwa in Bvndelkhand were finally 
ceded to the British Oovemnient on the extinction of the Peshwa’s power 
in 1817. 

Foar of the Bnndelkhand States, Jalann, Jhansi, tlaitpur and 
Ehadi, lapsed to the British Government; and six, Chirgaon, Purwa, 
Tiroha, Bijairagiiogarh, Shahgarh and Banpur, were confiscated, the 
four last named on account of the rebellion of their Chiefs in 1857. The 
Chief of Banpur was the representative of the oldest Bnndcia line, which 
lost Chanderi, Lalitpur, Kurwai, and other districts to the Mahrattas. 

There are twenty-two States in Bnndelkhnnd of more or less import- 
ance. ITnfcil 1888 Ehaniadhuna was inclnded in this Agency ; but in that 
year its political supervision was transferred to the Resident at Gwalior 
(itc Gwalior). In 1898 the State of Baraundha or Patbar Kachhar, 
the Estate of Jaso, and the five so-called Ealinjar Chaube Jagirs 
(Paldec, Taraon, Bhaisaunda^ Pahra and Eamta Rajaula) were trans- 
ferred to the charge of the Political Agent, Baghelkhand. The onlv 
States which have formal treaties with the British Government are 
Orchha (formerly known also as Tehri), Datia and Samthar. The other 
Chiefs hold their territories under Sanads, and are kiund by Ikrarnamas 
or deeds of fealty and obedience. 

All transit duties have been abolished at different times in late years 
tbrougbout Bnndelkhand. There are no extradition agreements with any 
of the States. Extradition is effected in accordanr.e with the Extradition 
Act and the rules connected with it; but there are reciprocal arrange- 
ments on certain matters, extradition, surrender of Police and 
Military deserters, service of Summons, etc,, between the States in 
Bundelkhand and certain other States in and outside Central India and 
adjoining British Districts. 

The area of Bnndelkhand is 10,186 square miles, with a population, 
according to the Census of 1921, of 1,269.783. 


(I).— LAPSED STATES. 

As already stated, four of the Bundelkhand States have lapsed to the 
British Govemmont, namely Jalann, Jhansi, Jaitpar and Ehadi. 


1. JaTiAUK. 

The Chief who was in possession of Jalaun at the time of the British 
occupation of Bundelkhand wos Nana Goviud Bao. He joined Shami&er

Bahadur ia his ho8til% to the British Oovorument, and his tarritories 
were therefore occupied by British troops. But on his submission his 
estates were restored (No« IV) to him in 1806, with the exception of Kalpl 
and a few villages on^e banks of the Jumna. In 1817 he was released 
(No. V) from the tribute and military service which Qovemment had 
acquired a right to demand after the Peshwa had ceded to them all his 
sovereign rights in Bimdeikhand ; and he ceded to Government the district 
of Eande and some villages in the pargana of Churki. Nana Govind 
Ra^ died in 1822. and was succeeded by his son Bala Rao Govind. On 
the death of Bala Rao Govind in 1832 without issue, his widow adopted 
her brother, Rao Govind Rao. on whose death in 1840 the territory lapsed 
to the British Government. 


2. jRasrsf. 

The first Treaty (No. VI) with Jhansi was made with Sheo Rao Bhao 
in 1804. He was succeeded in 1815 hj his grandson Ram Chand Rao, 
with whom a new Treaty (No. VII) was made in 1817, after the Peshwa 
bad ceded his rights in Buudelkhand to the British Government. Ram 
Chaud Ban died childless in 1835 : and, as the Treaty of 1817 was inter- 
preted as guaranteeing the inheritance of Jhansi not to the descendants 
of Ram Chand Rao only hut of Sheo Rac Bhao also, the succession of 
Baghunath Rao, uncle of Ram Chand, was recognised. He also died 
without le^timate issue in 1838. The right of his brother Gnngadhar 
Rao to the succession was admitted; but, owing to his incompetence, the 
direct management of the State was retained by the British (^vernmeut. 
The administration, however, was transferred to him in 1843, under condi- 
tioiis sf eoified in an Agreement (Na^ VIII). Oangadbar Rao died child- 
less in March 1853: and, as there was no male heir of any nf the 
Chiefs who had ruled Jhansi since its first connection with the British, 
the State lapsed to iho British Government. 


8. Jaitfux. 

The Jaitpur Estate was held by one of the def;ceudants of Chhatarsal. 
The first Sanad (No. TX) of the British Government was given to Raja 
Kesri Singh in 1812. On his death the estate descended to his son Pari- 
chat, who was deposed for rebellion in 1842. Tbe Estate was then con- 
ferred on Diwan Khet Singh who, as a descendant of Chhatarsal, had 
advanced claims to the State of Charkhari. On the death of Khe^ ^ :'h 

ill 1843 without- male heirs, the Jaitpur Estate lapsed to the iiruish 
(lovemment. A descendant of the family, the widow of Diwan Jait 
Singh (Mussamai Rani Dulaiya, aiw Raja Beti) receives a pension of 
Be. 250 per mensem. 
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4. Emm. 

Khadi was a small Jagir granted (No. X) in 1807 to Parsuram, leader 
of a band of plunderers, with a view to the pacification of the proviiiire of 
Buiidelkhand. Parsuram died in 1850. It was then ruled that the grant 
was merely for life, and the Jagir was accordingly resumed. 


(II).— CONFISCATED STATES. 

The six iStates or Estates which were confiscated in Bundelkhand were 
Chirguon, Purwa, Tiroha or Eirur, Bijairaghogarh, Shahgarh and Ban- 
pur, 

1. Ghugaon. 

This was one of the eight Hosht-Bhaiya Jagirs (7.1;., infra) into 
which Diwan Rai Singh divided his Jagir of Baragaon. It was confis- 
cated in 1841 on account of the rebellion of the Jagirdar Hakht Singh. 

2. PuiiWA. 

Purwa formed one of the Ealinjar Chaube shares (ice Baghelkhand) 
and was held by Pokhar Prasad, sou of Govind Das. It was confiscated 
in 1855 on account of the csomplicity of his son and successor. Bishan 
Prasad, in murder. 

3. BUAIR.4GHOOAKH. 

When Maihar (see Baghelkhand) was divided in 1826 on, the death 
of Durjan Singh (nee Baghelkhand No. XV J), one share, Bijairaghogarh, 
fell to the lot of his second son Prag Das. The Estate was confiscated 
in 1858 for the rebellion of its holder Surju Prasad, son of Prag Das, 
and in 1865 it was included in the territories administered by the Chief 
Commissioner of the Central Provinces. 

4. Shahoabh. 

This Estate was confiscated for the rebellion of its Chief in 1857. 
Baja Bakht Bali, the ez-Chief, died at Bindraban in 1873. 

5. Banpvb. 

This Estate v/as claimed by Soindia as forming part of the Chanderi 
district conquered by Gwalior in 1830. The claim was not admitted; 
but, after the confiscation of the Estate consequent on the rebellion of 
its Chief in 1857, it was made over to Scindia under the arrangements 
connected with the Treaty of 1860. The ex-Chief Raja Mardan Singh 
died at Muttra in 1879. The Government of India granted allowances 
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for the support of his grandson Diwan Nirbhe Singh and his family. 
These allowanoes have bean continued in gradually decreasing amounts. 
At present a pension of Bs. 200 per mensem is enjoyed by a descendant, 
Diwan Sawant Singh. 

6. Tiboha on Einun. 

Amrit Bao of Tiroha was the son of the Beshwa Baghoba. On the 
flight of Baji Bao to Basseiii, Holkar wished to treat his flight as an 
abdication, and to put forward Amrit Bao as his successor. The advance 
of the British troops on Poona, however, defeated his plans. Amrit Boo 
opened a friendly correspondence with the British authorities, and an 
Agreement (No. XI) was made in guaranteeing to liim and to his 
son a provision of seven lakhs of rupees a year. Amrit Bao at the same 
time abandoned his pretensions to the Pe^waship. He selected Tiroha 
in Bundelkhand as his residence, where a Jagir of Rs. 4,691 was con- 
ferred on him. Amrit Bao died in 1824, and was succeeded by his son 
Vinayak Bao. On Vinayak Bao*s death in 1853 without issue, the 
pension of seven lakhs ceased. He left two nous by adoption, Narayan 
Bao and Madho Bao. These joined in ihe rebellion in 1857, and their 
family estates were confiscated. Narayan Kao died a prisoner at Hasari- 
bagh in 1860. Madho Bao was pardoned in consideration of his youth. 
He attained his majority in 1866, and was permitted to draw the pro- 
vision of Bs. 80,000 a year which had been made for him. In 1873 a 
sum of Bs. 50,000 was advanced to him for the purchase of lauded prop- 
erty in Bareilly, the amount being deducted from the capital sum in- 
vested; in 1877 a similar transaction was sanctioned involving a further 
advance of Bs. 32,000. The allowance payable to Madho Bao was thus 
reduced to Bs. 26,720 a year. He was originally permitted to reside at 
Bareilly and to purchase lands th^e; but about 1894 be left Bareilly and 
settled at Behar^hat in the Bulandshahr district, and in 1901 it was 
decided that there was no longer any reason for requiring him to reside 
in a specified place. 


(m).-STATE8 HELD UNDER TREATIES. 

The only three States in Bundelkhand with which formal treaties have 
been concluded by the British Government are Orchha, Datia and Sam- 
thar. 

1. OechUA. 

Grchha, which was fomerly known also as Tebri, is the oldest and 
highest in rank of all the Bundela States, and was the only State in 
Bund 3 )khand which was not held in subjection by the Peshwa, though the 
Mahrattas {^fiwd from it the territory which formed the State of Jbansi. 
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Riiilra Pra<-ap in said <o have founded Orehlia in 1601. Bir »SIiijrli Deo 
(1G05-1G26)« who was the fourth in succession froih hin», is the most 
famous of the Orchha Chiefs. His son and successor Jujhar Sin^h 
(102(1-10*15^ I'ebelled and was disposseKsed of his Chiefship, the State re- 
maining without a CJliief from 1035 to 1041, when Shah Jahan restored 
it to Fahar Singh, another son of Bir Singh Deo. 

Sawant Singh ruled over the State from 1762 to 1765 and received 
from Shah Alam, son of Alam (Hr II. a royal banner and the title of 
“ Maheiidra whicli is still homo by the Orchha Chief. 

Baja Bikramajit Mahendra*, eleventh in succession from Pahar Singh, 
was the ruling Chief of Orchha when the British entered Bundoikhand, 
and a Treaty of friendship and defensive ullinni'c (No. XII) was concluded 
with him on the 23rd Decern bt»r 18J2. This Chief formally abdicated in 
favour of his sou Dharaiu Pal; hut, on the death of the latter without 
issue, Bikramajit again assumed the goveminent of his State. He died 
in 1834, and was succeeded by his brother Tej Singh, who died in 1841, 
having previously adopted his cousin’s son, Sujan Singh. Sujati Singh's 
right was disputed by the Lurai Baiii, the widow of Dharaiu Pal, who 
claimed the right to adopt a successor to the State. The pretensions of 
the Larni Kaui led to serious disturbances; but, as the adoption of Sujan 
Singh was acknowledged by the British Government and acquiesced in 
by tiie neighbouring Chiefs, Government established Sujan Singh in the 
succession and appointed the Kuni as regent till he attained his majority. 
Sujan Singh died u few months after he had reached his majority. On 
his death his widow was permitted, with the advice of the principal 
Bundela Chiefs, to adopt 11 amir Singh, a collateral relation of the family 
and then a minor. 

The Maharaja of Orchha formerly paid u tribute of Its. 3,000 *0 
Jhansi for the Jagir of Terauli. This payment passed to the British 
Goveniment on the lapse of Jhansi but was i emitted as a reward for the 
services of the Maharaja in 1857. The istimrari revenue of tlie village 
of Mohanp-.ir, amounting to Us. 200, was remitted at (lie .same time. 

Ill 1802 the Killer of Orchha received a Saiiail id A.Ji»p(ioii (No. 
XIII) ; and in 1867 was granted a permanent salute oi 15 guns. 

The Ijarai Kani died in 1867, shortly after Hurnir SiiigJi iiad beea 
invested with the administration of liis State. Hamii Sinirh died in 
March 1874. His younger brother Pratap Singh \va.s recognised as Iih 
successor, and a British officer was temporarily deputed to siiporvise the 
administration of the State. Pratap Singh was entru.sted with the 
government in June 1874, and the British officer was withdrawn in May 
1876. 

All transit duties were abolished in the Orchha State in 1880, and the 
fact was notified in the Gazette of India. 
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In 1882 Mabaraja Pratap Singli was granted the hereditary title ol 
Sawai, and in 1886 that of Saramad-i-Bajaha-i-Bundelkhand or First 
of the Princes of Bnndelkhand. 

The Maharaja’s eldest son Raja Bahadur Bhagwant Singh died in 
1920; and his second son, Bao Kaja Sawuut Singh, was adopted by the 
Chief of Bijawar whom, with the nanctioii of Government, he succeeded 
in 1889, after renouncing all positible future claimB to tlie Orchha State. 

In 1884 the Maharaja made over land free of cost for the Jhansi- 
Manikpur State Railway (now the Great Indian Peninsula). Subsequent- 
ly he claimed compensation which, in the special circumstances of ilie 
case, the Government of India paid. Civil and criminal jurisdiction in 
the lands acquired for the railway was ceded (No. XIV) the Maharaja 
in 1888. 

In 1887 the name of the capital of the State was changed from 

Tehri ” to ** Tikamgarh,” smd the State and the Darbai^were officially 
styled ** Grchha,” thus avoiding the former confusion with the Tehri (or 
Garhwal) State in the United Provinces. 

Prior to 1909 the village of Dadpura had escaped actual incorporation 
with any of the States or Jagirs in Bundelkhand or with the Jhansi 
District. This omission was discovered in 1908 : and Orchha, Dhurwai 
and Tori Fatohpur each laid claim to the village. It was decided in 
1911 that it was dependent on the Oichha Darbar, to whom it was accord- 
ingly transferred. 

For the construction of the Dhakwan weir of the Betwa Canal the 
United Provinces Government in 1915 acquired from the State, on pay- 
ment of compensation and under^rtain other conditions, the land of 
the Karkigarh island in the Betwa River. 

In connection with the construction of the Pahari Reservoir in 
the Dhasan River the United Provinces Canal Department acquired in 
1915 an area of approximately 298 acres uf State land under an Agree- 
ment (No. XV). 

In January 1920 the Mahhraja acquired: from Xampta Bajaula, a 
Jagir in'Baghelkhand, a plot of land for the construction of a temple. 

Maharaja Fratap Singh died on the 8rd March 1930 and was 
succeeded by his grandson the present Maharaja Vir Singh, bem in 
1898. 

The area of Orchha is about 2,080 square miles; the population, by 
the Census of 1921, 284,948; and ^e revenue about ten lakhs of rupees, 
but about one-half of this amount is alienated to rektions of the Chief 
and others. 
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T})9 Bkiliiaiy forces consist (1926) of 130 Oayalxy, 600 Infantry and 
100 Artillery men, with 50 serviceable and 40 unserviceable guns. 

2. Daha. 

Dutia was in origin an offshoot of Orchha, as regards both the State 
and the family of the Chief. Bhagwan liao, u son of Bir Singh Deo ox 
Orchha, received it and Beroni fi'om his father in 1626. The territories 
of patia came under the LUpremacy of the British Oovernment with the 
other territories in Bundelkhand ceded by the Feshwa under the Treaty 
of Baasein {nee Vol. VII, The Peshwa). The first Treaty with Datia 
was concluded with Raja Parichhat on the 16th March 1804 (No. XVI). 
After the deposition of the Peshwa in 1837, u tract of land on the 
east of the river Sind was added to Datia as a reward for the attach- 
ment of the Baja to the British Government, and .i new Treaty, dated 
the fSlst July 1818 (No. XVII), was made with him. Raja Parichhat 
died in wuthour isauo, having previously adopted a foundling, Bije 
Bahadur, whose succesLion was recognised. The Liuccession of Bije 
Bahadur was opposed by Diwau Madan Singh of Bercni, a collateral 
branch of Parichhat*s family, on the grounds of conssuguinity and an 
old ugreemeiit that, in the event of the Datia Chief dying without mate 
heirs, the succession would lie in the Beroni family. But, as Govern- 
ment had already recognised the adoption of Bije Bahadur, and as the 
country was fairly governed and the succession was agreeable to the 
people, the claims of tha Beroni family were set aside. The Thakur of 
Beroni also endeavoured to obtain a recognition of the distinct tenure 
of his Jagir in independence of tho Chief of Dalia, but In this he did 
not succeed. 

Bije Bahadur, who died in 1867, left an illegitimate son, Arjun 
Singh, but was succeeded by his adopted son iihawani Singh, who was 
born in 3846. In consequence of dieturbances caused by the advocacy 
of the claims of Arjun Singh, who was supported by the Rani Regent, 
Arjun Singh was removed trom Datia. Subsequently a rebellion was 
raised by the Rani and her followers, who seized the fort of Seonda. 
The fort was reduced by a British force, the chief rebels were sentenced 
to imprisonment for life in the fori of Ohunar, and the Rani was placed 
under close surveillance. The claims of the Boron; branch of the 
family to the succession were again brought forward and rejecif^d in 
1861. In October 1861 Captain Thompson was deputed to Datia on 
special duty, and was not withdrawn till the young Chief was invested 
with ruling powers in May 1866. Arjun Singh died at Nowgotg on 
the 30th September 1887. 

In 1862 all transit duties were abolished in, Datia. 

In the same year the Ruler of Datia received a Sanad of Adoption 
(see No. IIII). 
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lu August 18(>5 tlie (ioveiiiineut of India decided that in future the 
Chief of Datia should be called Maharaja, and in January 1877 the 
hereditaiy title of Ix'keudra (No. XVIIl) was bestoa’ed on him. 

In 1867 the Kuler of Datia was granted a permanent salute of 15 guns. 

lu 1879 the Maharaja entered into an Agreement (No. XIX) re- 
garding the liiafinfacture, import and expui't of salt: and prohibiting 
the export of bhang, ganju, spirits, opium, or other iutoxicutiug drug, 
or preparation thereof, by routes barred by tbe inland customs line. In 
considei’atioii of the loss he would sustain by this agreement, it was 
arrangeu that he should receive Ks. 10,000 a yeai'. The prohibition 
regarding the impoi t of salt was tentatively withdrawn in 1884, and has 
not yet been re-imposed. 

Ill 1883 a question ot much importance to the State, which hud been 
pending ftir many years, was decided It ndathd to the devolution of 
shares iu the Beroiii dagir. The main point involved was the origin 
of this estate, and it was doftnitely ruled that the dagir was a grant 
entirely independent of Datia, made from Delhi, and that the Maharaja 
could not therefore claim to stand in the same relation to Boroni as he 
might to jagirdars holding under a giant from his State, though the 
Thakurs must be considered as politically subordinate to Datia. In 1902 
the Government of India le-affirmed their decision that iu matters of 
succession Beroni is not subject to Datia, and that succession to shares 
in the Beroni Estate must be according to the rules of Hindu Law; 
this decision, however, in no way affects the general subordination «»f the 
Beroni Thakurs to the Oatia State. 

In 1882 the Maharaja ced^d land for the Betwa Canal, receiving 
payment for the area acquired. ' In 1888 an Agr<)emeiit (No. XX) waj' 
negotiated between ( fc'vernment and the Darbar regarding c.ession of 
jurisdiction and other matters eoiiiieited with the Canal. 

In 1888 the Mahunija ceded (No. XXI) civil and criminal jurisdic- 
tion in the lands which had }>eon acquired in 1884 in the Datia State 
for the present Great Indian Peninsula Railway, A question of com- 
pensation ar^'se, similar to that which was discussed in the case of 
Orchhn; but the Maharaja declined to receive any payment from Govern- 
ment for the land he had made over for the railway. 

The. Darbar h&.s adopted British currency as the sole legal lender 
for all trniisections in the State, and reported that the work of convorfdon 
Had been completed on the 9tli Tanuarr* 1904 

Maharaja Bhawaur Singh died in August J907 and w'iw succeeded hv 
his son, tht present Lokendra Govind Smgh Bahadur. 

Owing lo maladministr^rtims the McliaMja was temporarily deprived oi 
his powers in 1911, and the admiuistratiou was carried on, under the 
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IMitical Agent’s controli b; a Diwan appointed by the Oovernineut 
of India. 

Uestricted powers were given to the Maharaja in 1913, and full 
udininisti'ative powers were restored to him in 1916. 

In 1908 the State entered into an Agreement with the United Pro- 
vinces Government in re8pei*.t of the closure on certain conditions of 
the liquor and drug shops in the State village Pandri. 

The Imperial Postal Department took over the postal arraitgeineiLf> 
of ihe State in 1921, since when a free grant of Service Postage Stumps 
of the face value of Bs. 5,000 is made annually to the State. 

llie Maihataja of Datia pays id Scindiai^ through the British Govern- 
ment, Ks. 15,000 (Nanak Shahi currency) on account of the pargana of 
Nadigaon. 

The area of Datia is 911 square miles; the population, by the 
Census of 1921, 148,659; and the revenue about Bs. 19,00,000. 

Under the reorganisation scheme of January 1921 the authorised 
strength of the Datia State Forces consists (December 1926) of; —

The State has 48 serviceable and 76 unserviceable guns. 

With effect fi’om the 1st January 1922 the designation “ Imperiu) 
Service Troops ” was changed to “ Indian State Forces ”. 

3. Samthab. 

The State of Samthar was once a part of the Datia State. About 
1735 Baja Indrajit Singh of Datia granted titular honours to Naune 
Shah’s son Madan Singh Gujar, who was at the same time made 
Eilahdar of the Samthar Fori. I^ter, a Jagir of five villages was 
granted to Madan Singh’s son Devi Singh, and from this Jagir the 
present State of Samthar developed. When the British entered the 
province, Baja Banjit Singh, son of Devi Singh, requested to be taken 
into the friendship and protection of the British Government; but uc 
definite aiTangement was. made till 1817, when a Treaty (No. XXII) 
was concluded with him. 
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Btnjit Singh died in 1827» end wna euooeeded by bis aoni Hindupat. 
In 1868 the Beni wei allowed to administer ibe State as Begent, the 
Baja being of unsonud mind. 

In 1882 the Bnler of Samihar received a Sauad of Adoption 
(Ho. XXIU). 

Hindupat had two sons, Ohhatar Singh and Arjun Singh, the latter 
of whom was commonly known as Ali Bahadur. In 1864 Chhatar Singh, 
having attained his majority, asserted his claims to rule the State, and 
they ware recognised by the Government of India. 

In 1866 the paigana of Amra, roughly equivalent to a quarter of the 
State, was assigned to the Bani for the maintenance of herself, her 
husband and her younger son. The Bani died in 1880; but the arrange^ 
ments were not disturbed, the assignment of the Amra pargana oon** 
tinning for the support of Ali Bahadur and the ez-Chief. In 1883, 
owing to inconveniences caused by Ali Bahadur’s management, the 
pargana of Amra was restored to Samthar: and the detached village 
of Sami, as well as cash allowances, were assigned for the maintenance 
of Ali Bahadur and his father, who were directed to vacate the Amra 
fort as soon as suitable accommodation had been provided for them at 
Sami. 

In 1887 the Baler of Samthar was granted a perinaiiciit salnle of 
11 guns. 

In 1868 the claims of the State to an annual payment of Bs. 730, 
formerly made to it by the Jhansi villages of Manikpun; and Nandpnra, 
were admitted; and in full satisfaction of them the village of Snjauni 
in the Jalaun district was transferred to Samthar. 

In 1872 all transit dues ^^l^re abolished in Samthar territory. 

In connection with the general scheme for the equalisation of salt 
duties, an Agreement (No, XXIV) was made with Chhatar Singh in 
1879. By this he undertook to control the manufacture, import, transit, 
and taxation of salt, and was allowed in return an annual supply free 
of cost of 600 mauqds of salt for consumption within his Stabs. The 
agreement also prohibited the ezpoH of all intoxicating drugs, prepara- 
tions and spirits by all routes and in all directions barred by the inland 
customs line. In 1884 this agreement was revised (No. XXV) : and 
the State now receives Bs. 1,460 annually in lieu of the supply of salt 
mentioued above; while the restrictions contained in the Agreement of 
1879 relative to the import, export and transit of salt were tentatively 
withdrawn, and have not yet been re-imposed 

In 1882 Chhatar Singh ceded land for the consti'action of the Betwa 
Canal, and was paid compensation. In 1888 an Agreement (see No. XX) 
was negotiated regarding cession of jurisdiction and other matters con- 
nected with the Canal. 
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In 1888 Clihatar Singli ceded (No. XXYI) criminal and civil 
jurifldiction in the lands wbich had been acquired in 1884 for the present 
Qreat Indian Peninsula Railway. Questions as to compensation arose 
similar to those in Orchha and Datia, and the Qovernment of India 
sanctioned the payment of compensation ; but Chhhatar Singh declined to 
accept it. 

'llic ex-Chief, Hiiidti|nif, died at Sami in 1890. Having regard (o 
the length of time which hud elapsed since Chhatar Sing had been 
de favto ruler of the State, the (lovemment of India decu'ded that there 
was 110 necessity for (he formal rec'ognitioii of his succession. 

Chhatar Singh <lied on the Kith June 1896, and was succeeded 
hy the present Ruler, his eldest son Bir Singh Deo, who was bom on 
the 8th November 18W. On the Ist January 1898 the title of Maharaja 
was conferred on Raja Bir Singh Deo as a personal distinction. 

In 1905 a canal tolegraph line was opened along the Betwa Canal, 
a portion of which runs throusrh the Somthar State territory. 

The area of the State is 180 square miles; the population, by the 
Census of 1921, 33,216; and the revenue about Rs. 3,60,000. 

The military forces coiisisl (1926) of 200 Cavalry, 260 Infantry and ^ 
50 Ariilleiy men, with 6 serviceable and 40 unserviceable guns. 

In 1862 the Samthar State was held liable to the payment of nazarana 
at the rate of a quarter of u year’s net revenue on direct successions, and 
half a year’s net revenue on successions by adoption; but at the Delhi 
Assemblage of 1877 the obligation to pay nazarana on direct successions 
was remitted : and at the Coronation Darbar of 1911 all Nazarana levies 
were abolished. 


(fV)..-STATES HELD TINDER SANADS. 

Of the class of Chiefs who hold their States under Sanad.s and are 
bound by TkraTnamas, or deeds of allegiance, there were twenty-six in 
Bundelkband but seven of these were transferred to Baghelkhand in 
1896. Of the twenty-six Chiefs eight are descendants of Raja 
Chhatarsal. Chhatarsal had twenty-two legitimate and thirty illegi- 
timate sons. Four only of the former had offspring, namely, Padam 
Singh, Hirde Sah, Jagat Rai and Bharti Chand. Chhatarsal divided* 
his jmssessions between Baji Rao Pesbwa and bis two sons, Hirde Sah 

* The Peshwa’s Aare ooasiated of the diitricti of Kalpi, Hatta, Baugor, .Thansi, 
Sironj, Guna, Oarbahota, and HIrdenagar. 

Hirde Sah’s share, as helonging to the senior line under the name of the Paj 
of Panna, embraced the districts of Panna, Kalinfar, Amha, Shahgarh, etc. 

To Jagefc Rai, under the name of the Raj of Jaitpur, were allotted Bhonagarh, 
Banda, Ajaigarh, Jail^ur, Charkbari, etc. 
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and Jagat llaj. The diMensions in the family, howeyer, broke np the 
possessione of the two eons into a nnmher of email States, and prepared 
the way for their conquest by Ali Bahadur. On the death of Ali 
Bahadur, at which time actual possession formed the basis of the engage- 
ments between the British Qoyemment and tho Chiefs of Bundelkhand, 
the following States were held by the descendants of Chhatarsal:-^by 
the descendants of his second son, Hirde Sah, the States of Panna and 
Liignsi; hy the descendants gf his third son, Jagat Raj, the States of 
Charkhari, Bijawar, Ajaigarh, Sarila and Jaitpnr; the State of Jigui 
by a grandson of his eldest son, Padam Singh; and the State of Jaso 
by a great-grandson of Bharti Ohand, the fourth son. The State of 
Beri was held by a descendant of Jagat Raj in the female line. Besides 
these States held by actual descendants of Chhatarsal, the following 
States were formed out of the territories oyer which he ruled : Chbatarpur. 
Baraundha, the Ralinjar Chaube Jagirs, Bihat, Alipura, Gaurihar. 
Naigawan Rebai and Oarraiili. 

A fundamental principle in the arrangements made by the British 
Government in Bundelkhand was originally declared to be the confirm- 
ntion of the Chiefs of that proyince in the possession of such parts of 
their ancient territorial right as were held under Ali Bahadur’s goyern- 
ment, subject to the conditions of their allegiance and fidelity to the 
British power; their renouncing all yiews of future aggrandisement ; and 
their abandoning such pails of Ali Bahadur’s conquests as had been 
acquired by them subsequently to his death. It was also resolved to 
form arrangements with some leaders of plundering bands wbo were 
not hereditary Chiefs, but whoi^. hostility was directed solely to the 
object of obtaining subsistence, abd to grant them some ferrifoiy with 
a view to the pacification of the country. At first it was the policy of 
Government to leave the protection of their territories to the Chiefs 
them8elve.s, and to exact no tribute or revenue from them. Tn several 
of the engagements executed in 1806 and 1806 it was therefore distinctly 
stipulated that the Chiefs should i*enounce all claims to the aid and 
protection or Government. Experience, however, soon showed the 
necessity of depart uig from this principle, and of declaring the 
Bundelkhand Chiefs to he subordinate to, and dependent on, the British 
Government. But it was not the intention of Government to establish 
its laws and. regulations in the States of these Chiefs; and to remove 
all doubts on ibis subject, these States were declared by Regulation 
XXTI of 1812 to be exempt from the operation of the general regula- 
tions and from the jurisdiction of the civil and criminal courta. The 
particular clauses of the engagements made with the Chiefs, which imply 
a right o# jurisdiction on the part of Govemmeut. have been pene^allv 
understood to convey exdu.sively n right of political iurisdirfio»», that 
is to say, a nght to interfere for the seftleuiept of disputed claims, 
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(liiferencM and disputes of any kind, not tkrouglL tke channel of the 
courts of justice, but through the agency of the representative of the 
British G^ernmeht in Bundelkhand. 

The engagements made with the States held under Sanads are nearly 
all alike. ' They declare generally that the territory was received by 
cession from the.Peshwa and annexed to the British dominions, but that 
the States of the Chiefs were continued to them from motives of justice, 
benevolence, and good faith; they bind the Chiefs to implicit submission, 
loyalty, and attachment to the British Government; they require them 
to govern well ; to increase the cultivation of their territories and make 
the ryots contented ; to deliver up criminal refugees ; to seize thieves and 
rahbers and make them over to the British Government. They are liable 
to such control, not, inconsistent with their engagements, as the British 
Government may see dt to exercise, and the rights and powers of the 
Chiefs are limited to such as have been expressly conferred. Those 
Chiefs on whom special powers had not been conferred were obliged to 
refer all heinous cases, involving sentence of death or transportation or 
imprisonment for life, to the local officers of the British Government; 
but in 1921 all of them who enjoyed a salute, except Ajaigarh, 
received Sanads (No. XXXVT) empowering them to dispose of all 
criminal coses except those against Europeans, Americans and Govern- 
ment servants, subject to the condition that persons sentenced to death, 
transportation or imprisonment for life should be given every facility 
to present a petition for mercy to the Agent to the Governor-General. 
.\jaigarh received a similar Sanad in 1926. 

All transit duties have been abolished in the Bundelkhand States at 
different dates during the last dfty-seven years, the abolition being 
iiMiially nniified in the Gazette of India, as in the case of Orchha in 1880. 

Tt is extremely difficult to estimate the revemie of the Bundelkhand 
States, owing to the prevailing practice of giving large tracts of land 
on service tenure, instead of collecting the revenue and paving cash 
for service. None of the Bundelkhand Chiefs pav trihrite in respect 
of the whole of their States ; but three, namely Oharkhari, Ajaigarh and 
Bihat, do so for certain villages or districts. The total amount of irihiite 
paid annually by these three States is Bs. 16,997-6-6. Panna pa vs a 
quit-rent of Rs. 9,955 CPor a list of these payments see Intro- 

duction to Vol. TV). 

1. pAIfNA. 

The Panna Chiefs are descended by blood from the Orchha house. 
During the anarchy that followed the death of Juihar Singh, Champat 
Rai, a grandson of TTdot Singh, brother of Madhukar Sah, Raja of 
Orchha, broke off all relations with Orchha and became the recognised 
leader of the Bundelas* His son Obhatarsal ^acquired much territory 
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east of tho Dhaaan river and founded Panna. On hit deaili hia poeeee- 
eione were divided, the town of Panna tailing to his senior son Hirde Sah, 
who thus became the first Baja of Panna. 

When the British entered •Bundelkhand, Baja Kishore Singh, su^th 
in succession from Hirde Sah, who was then a minor of about 12 or IS 
years, w'ss the Chief in possession of Panna, which was then in a 
most disorganised condition. A Sanad (No. XXVII) was conferred 
upon him in 1807 on his subscribing a deed of allegiance. This 
Sanad •*onfirmed him in the ]M>sses8ion of 802| villages and three 
parganas. Many of the villages included in the Sanad were, hoa*ever, 
in the possession of men who had wrested them from the Baja and 
refused to give them up; but with the aid of the British Oovemment 
he recovered not only these, but manv other villages not entered in 
the Sanad. A fresh Sanad (No. XXVIII) was therefore granted to 
him in 1811, by which he received in perpetuity 1,363]^ villages. 

The oppressive conduct of Aaja Kishore Singh forced the British 
Government on several occesions to interpose. In 1823 he entrusted the 
management of his State to Kuar Pratap Singh of Chhatarpur for four 
years, and the engagement was guaranteed by the British Government. 
Rut before tbe end of the, period the conduct of Kishore Singh led to his 
expulsion from Panna, and the appointment of his son Harbans Bai as 
Regent. Kishore Singh died in exile, in 1834. Harbans Bai, having no 
children, wa.) succeeded, in 1849 by his brother Nirpat Singh; but the 
succession of Nirpat Singh was not acknowledged by the British 
Government till he had issued orders for the prohibition of »ati 
throughout the Panna State. 

For his services in the mutiny Nirpat Singh received, among other 
rewards, a khilat of the value of Bs. 20,000; but in 1862, in consequence 
of bis resisting the settlement of boundary disputes, he had to he warned 
of the terms of allegiance on which he held his State. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Panna received a Sanad of Adoption (No. 
XXIX). 

In 1863 Nimat Singh ceded certain lands required for railway pur* 
poses (No. XXX). 

In 1867 the Ruler of Panna was granted a permanent salute of 
11 guns. 

Nirpat Singh received in 1867 a Sanad (No. XXXI), conferring 
iinoii him, under certain conditions, supreme criminal jurisdiction 
within his territories; it was specified, however, that the powers thus 
granted were not necessarily transmissible to his successors, Tn 1869 
the title of Mahendar was conferred on him by a Sanad (No. XXXII) 
in reobgnition of his loyalty to the British Government. This title 
was made hereditary in 1875,

Maharaja BTirpai Singh, whose liberality in alleyiating the disireis 
which prevailed in Bundelkhand in 1869 had met with the marked 
approval of Oovemment, died in June 1870, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son, Rudra Pratap Singh. 

In 1887 supreme jurisdiction, under certain conditions, was eon* 
ferred on Maharaja Rudra Pratap Singh by a Sanad (No. ZXXIII), it 
being laid down, as in the Sanad granted to Nirpat Singh, that the 
powers were not neeossarily transmissible to his successors. In February 
1881 it was ruled that this Sanad had no application to any criminal 
case in which the person accused, or any one of the persons accused, 
is a European British subject or of European or American nationality. 

In .1893 Rudra Pratap Singh died, and was succeeded hj his 
brother Diwan liokpal Singh, on whom supreme criminal jurisdiction 
was conferred under the usual ccnditipns by a Sanad in 1886. In 1898 
Lokpal Singh died, and was succeeded by his only son Madho Singh. 

The Saugor-Eatni Railway, for which land in the Raipur Pargana 
had been ceded free of cost in 1896, was opened on the 1st January 
1889. Full rights of civil and criminal jurisdiction, which had been 
originally ceded in 1896, were also conceded in the revised form in 
luly 1899 (No. XXXIV). 

In 1962 Madho Singh was deposed for complicity in the death of his 
uncle, Khuman Singh, by poison. He was interned at Bellary in the 
Madras Presidency, with a suitable allowance for his support. He was 
succeeded on the 20th June 1902 by his first cousin Yadvendra Singh, 
Khuman Singh’s eldest son, who was oom in 1893. During the minority 
of Yadvendra Singh the administration of the State was vested in a 
Diwan and Oounoil supervised by tne Political Agent. 

In 1903 a lease of the Darbar’s excise rights in certain isolated 
outlying villages situated wholly in the Damoh District was granted, to 
the Central Provinces Administration. In 1910 and 1916 further 
agreements between the (lovemment of the Central Provinces and the 
Panna State were enteied into restricting the production, sale, etc., of 
country spirit, opium and hemp drugs in the villages of ITrla and 
Papeti and leasing the excise rights in certain island villages of the 
State. 

For Ote Ken Canal land was ceded in 1906, on payment of the usual 
compensation, and in 1908 the State entered into an Agreement 
(No. ZXXV) regarding jurisdiction and other , matters connect with 
the working of the Canal. 

Maharaja Yadvendra Singh was invested with full ruling powers 
on the 4th February 1916. In 1921 a Sanad (No. XXXVI) conferring 
hereditary extended judicial powers was granted to him. 
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In 1921 the Imperial Postal Department agreed to take over the 
whole of the Postal arrangements in the State, and the Darbar were 
given a free supply of Service Postage Stamps for State ootTespond- 
ence of the face value of Rs. 900 a year. 

The area of Panna is about 2,596 square miles; the population, 
by the Census of 1921, 197,600; and the revenue about Bs. 10,68,299. 
A small and fluctuating revenue is also derived from the diamond mines 
near Panna. The Maharaja pays a quit*rent of Rs. 9,956 on the districts 
of Sheovajpur and Aktohan. 

Under the reorganisation scheme of January 1921 the authorised 
strength of ihe Panna State Forces consists (December 1926) of : —

The State possesses 13 serviceable and 21 unserviceable guns. 

With effect from ihe 1st January 1922 the designation ** Imperial 
Service Troops ** was changed to Indian State Forces 

The State was liable to the ITasatana rules up to 1911 when, on the 
occasion of the Coronation Daibar, all such levies were abolished. 

2. Luqasi. 

Diwsn Dhiraj Singh, grand^ of Hirde Sah, was in possession of 
seven villages during the government of the Bundela Rajas and also 
during the period of Ali Bahadur’s authority. After the estahlishment 
of the British Government he was maintained in possession, and on 
the 9th De<»ember 1898 received a Snnad (Ho. XXXVII) after executing 
the usual deed of allegiance. 

In consequence of the infirmities of age Dhiraj Singh, in 1814, re- 
quested permission to abdicate in favour of hia second son Sardar Singh, 
in preference to his eldest son Padam Singh, who four years before bad 
rebelled against him, and had only submitted before ^ detachment of 
British troops, and on receiving a separate assignment of land for his 
support. This was sanctioned on condition of Padam Sinirh being perma- 
nently secured in his jagir, in order that he might not be driven by his 
necessities to any desperate steps in asserting his claim to tKe succes- 
sion. It was not considered necessary to issue a new Ranad to Rardnr 
Ringh. Dhiraj Ringh died in 1819. 

During the mutiny of 1857 half the villages of Tmgasi were laid waste 
hr the rebels in consequence of the fidelity of Rordar Ringh to the British 
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GoTenimat. In reward for hie eerricee Sardar Singh received a jagir 
of Be. 8,000 a year, and a hhilat worth Be. 10,000. The privilege of 
adoption, accorded to him at the same time, wae eabeHquenfly confirmed 
in 1868 lay a Sanad (No. XXXTIII) granM to hie eucceeeor. 

Sardar Singh died in 1860, and wae eucceeded by hie grandeon Hira 
Singh, hie eon, Hurat Singh, having died previouely. Hira Singh 
engaged in 1868 (No. XXXIX) to keep clear roade through the jungles 
in the jagir which wae granted to hie grandfather. This agreement wae 
in 1878 modified to the extent that certain Bakhel land in the village 
of Chaukhra was restored to the jagirdar, as it was culturable ; while he, 
on his part, provided 600 bighae of grass land in Barat Siireri for the 
horses of the cavalry regiment quartered at Nowgong. Hira Singh died 
in 1872, and was succeeded by his son Khet Singh, with the hereditaiy' 
title of Diwan. On the latter’s death in 1902, his eldest son Chhatrapati 
Singh succeeded. He died on the 80th November 1917 and was succeeded 
by his infant son Bhopal Singh, born on the 81st October 1916. During 
bis minority the administration of the Jagir is under the supervision of 
the Agency. 

The area of Lugasi is 45 88 square miles; the population, by the 
Census of 1921, 6,182; and the revenue Bs. 30,000. 


8. Charxhahi. 

This Chiefship dates froni 1766, when Khuman Singh, a great- 
grand'son of Chhatnrsal, received Charkhari from Pahar Singh of Jaitpiir; 
During the subsequent dissensions among the descendants of Chhatarsal, 
Bije Bahadur, the son and successor of Khuman Singh, lost possession 
of the State of Charkhari ; but, when Ali Bahadur invaded Bundelkband 
Bije Bahadur accompanied him. All the Charkhari teiTit4>rv was con- 
quered hy Ali Bahadur, who assigned to Bije Bahadur lands yielding 
about four lakhs of rupees on his entering into engagements* of fidelity 
and allegiance. 

Bije Bahadur was the first of the B^ndela Chiefs who sobmitfed to the. 
authority of the British Government; and a Sanad (No. XL) was gi*unted 
to him in 18M. A new Sanad (No. XLI) was given to him in 1811,

'The Nawab AH Bahadur having, secured to Maharaja Bikramaiit his ancient 
territorial poanmiena, tha Raja now oromiaes and engages that his leldest son, 
l>i^u IshwaH Bbifdi. shall always remain in attendance on the Nawab Ali Bahadur, 
that his second w»«i. 1)iw«n Purau Mai shall never loin the refractorv or rehellioim

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after ike settlement of disputes regarding kis rigkt to seyeral Tillages 
not indiided in tke Sanad of 1804. 

Tke Baja’s only legitimate son, Goyind Das, died in 18B2. Tke Baja 
tken declared kis wish that Ratan Singk, kis grandson by kis illegitimate 
son Banjit Singk, should be nominated his successor, to tke exclusion of 
collateral heirs with whom he was at fend; and the British Ooremment, 
seeing no objection to Batan Singh being considered the eyentual heir 
should no legitimate son be bom to the Raja, gaye a formal and public 
recognition uf his title. Bije Bahadur died in Noyember 1829, when 
Ralan Singh was only fourtMn years of age. The conflicting claims of 
the collateral relatiyes were the subject of much discussion. Ratan 
Singh was eyentually confirmed in power, but was required to make 
proyision for his relatives. In 1857 the question came under considera- 
tion whether, on the death of Ratan Singh, the State of Charkhari should 
escheat to the British OoTemment; but it was mled that the effect of 
.the recognition of Batan Singh in 1822 was to admit him to all the rights 
secured to the Raja of Charkhari by the Sanads granted in 1804 and 1811, 
and necessarily involyed the right of his heirs, if be should have any, 
to succeed to the State. The Raja’s son Jai Singh Deo was accordingly 
recognised as his future successor. 

Bor his serrices in the mutiny Ratan Singh received, among other 
rewards, a ja^r of Bs. 20,000 in perpetuity, and a khilat. Besides the 
pargana of Fatehpur, which was bestowed on the Raja as a reward, lands 
in Hahoba to the value of Rs. 9,500 were given to him for an equivalent 
in Meradeo. 

Batan Singh died in 1860, and was succeeded by his minor son Jai 
Singh Deo, whose mother, Bani Bakht Knar, was appointed Regent, 
on tke condition that she would be recognised as such only so long as she 
and the two ministers designated by the late Raja, Maulvi Siraj Husain 
and Diwan Anna Sahib, acted K harmony and without mischievous 
differences of any kind. The Rani, however, strove to assume an undue 
diare of power, and this eventually led to her removal from the Regency. 
Shortly afterwards dissensions broke out between the two ministers, and 
it was found necessary to appoint a British officer to act as referee. On 
the death of Siraj Husain in 1866 the British officer was withdrawn, and 
the administration was left in the hands of Diwan Anna Sahib; who, 
however, died in the following year, when his son Tantia Sahib was 
appointed manager. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Charkhari received a Sanad of Adoption {tee 
No. XXXVIII) : and in 1867 was granted a permanent salute of 11 guns. 

Tn 1866 the Charkhari State ceded (No. XLII) the parganas of 
Fatehpur, Hirapur and Meradeo, receiving in lieu thereof villages of 
the aggregate annual Talue of lb. 29,525. A snm of Bs, 29,029 was also 
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paid to the State as compensation on aocount of past losses, of revenue 
from the Heradoo pargana. 

In 1874 the Maharaja was invested with full powers'of administration 
in his State, a British officer being deputed to Charkhari for one year to 
aid the young Chief with his advice. Jai Singh Ueo did not, however, 
profit much by his assistance; for shortly after the officer’s departure 
gross mismanagement ensued, and another officer had to be deputed 
temporarily to Charkhari in 1879. Next year the Maharaja was deprived 
of all power and the political officer at Charkhari was nominated Superin- 
tendent of the State. 

Jai Singh Deo died childless in 1880, without having adopted an heir. 
The Oovemment of India recognised the succession of Malkhan Singh, son 
of Jujhar Singh, a distant collateral relation, who had been adopted 
by Jai Singh Deo’s widow. The usual nasarana was levied, the value 
of the khilat of investiture being deducted from it. Malkhan Singh 
being a minor, the State remained under British superintendence (the 
administration being conducted under the Political Agent’s orders by the 
Muntazim, Diwan Bao Jujhar Singh, the father of the minor Chief) until 
January 1892, when the Chief was given ruling powers but the grant to 
him of extended powers of crimimil jurisdiction was reserved. 

In January 1886 the separate Agency at Charkhari which had been 
created in 1879 was abolished, and the State was again incorporated in 
the Bundelkhand Agency. 

In 1894 supreme criminal jurisdiction, under certain conditions, was 
granted to Malkhan Singh (No. XLIII), it being specified that the 
powers were not necessarily transmissible to his successors. 

In 1903 the Maharaja agreed to grant land for the construction of the 
Dhasan Canal through his territory, on the same terms as now exist in the 
case of the Betwa Canal. 

In 1905 he ceded land for the construction of the Ken Canal, on 
payment of compensation for the area required. In 1908 the State 
entered into an Agreement similar to the one executed by Panna (see No. 
XXXV) regarding jurisdiction and other matters connected with the 
working of the Een Canal. 

Malkhan Singh died without issue in 1908 and was succeeded by his 
fatlier Jujhar Singh, who died, also without issue, iu 1914 and was 
succeeded by his younger brother Ganga Singh. 

In 1809 the Maharaja of Ajaigarh laid claims to the Chiefship of 
Charkhari ; but his claim was rejected by the Oovemment of India in 
1914. 

Oanga Singh died on the 6th October 1920 and was succeeded by his 
adopted son, i£e present ruler, Maharaja Arimardan Singh. During his 
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miiiority the adnunietratioa of the State was earned on by a Council of 
Begenoy, with the Maharaja'H father Bhan Pratap Singh, Bao of Jigni, 
ae Begent. Maharaja Arimardan Singh was inveeted with full ruling 
powers on the 6th December 1924. 

A Sanad (see No. XXXVI) conferring heiuditaiy extended criminal 
powers on the Maharaja was granted in 1921. 

The Kuler of Charkhari enjoys the title of Sipahdar-ul-Mulk 
which was eonfen*ed upon them on the occasion of the Delhi Assemblage 
ot IMfT. 

The area of Chaihhari is about 881) square miles; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 123,405; and the revenue about 
Its. -6,00,000. The State pays a tribute of Bs. 8,588-8-6 for the Bhina 
and Chandla districts. 

The military forces consist (1926) of 35 Cavalry, 176 Infantry and 
44 Artillery men, with 24 serviceable and 18 unsei'viceable guns. 

The State was liable to the Naaarana rules up to 1911 when, on the 
occasion of the Coronation Uarbar, all such levies were abolished. 


4. Buawah. 

The founder of the Bijawar family was Bir Singh Deo, an illegiti- 
mate son of Jagat Baj. When Ali Bahadur invaded Bundelkhaud, Bir 
Singh Deo refused to acknowledge his supremacy and was killed fighting 
against him near Charkhari. Baja Himmat Bahadur, however, made 
interest with Ali Bahadur on behalf of Kesri Singh, son of Bir Singh Deo, 
(ind pi'ocured for him his father^s possessions on the same terms as those 
subsenbed by the Baja of CharkhVi* 

Kesri Singh was the Chief who was in possession of Bijawar when the 
British Clovernment obtained supremacy in Bundelkhaud. Owing to 
complicated disputes with Raja Bije Bahadur of Charkhari regarding 
the piirgana of Bamgarh, and with Kunwar Sone Sah of Chhatarpur 
regarding the villages of Dhainmpur, Bajra, Sathai and Karaiya, no 
Sanad was granted to Kesri Singh. He died in December 1810, and was 
succeeded by his son Batan Singh, who on his accession in 1811 (the 
disputes with neighbouring States having in the meantime been decided) 
received a Sanad (No. XIjIV) and was required to sign a deed of alle- 
giance, the 10th Article of which was specially intended to prevent the 
vevival of old, or the setting up of new, daime against neighbouring 
Rajas. 

j^atan Singh died in 1838 without male issue; and, at the request of 
bis widow, his nephew Lachhman Singh was recognised ae his successor. 
Laohhman Singh was succeeded in 1847 by his son, Bhan Pratap Singh. 
Por Ills services in the mutiny be received rewai'ds, including a khilat. 
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In 1882 the Buler of Bijawar received a Sauad of Adoption (fee 
JKo. XIII): and in 1887 wa^ i^rauted a permanent ^ealnta of 11 gone. 
In 1866 the Clovernment of India decided that in future the Chief of 
Bijawar ehould be called Mahamja: and in 1877, on the occasion of 
the Delhi Assemblage, he was granted the heroditary title of Sawai. 

In 1867 Bhan Pratap Singh received a Sanad (see No. XXXI) grani> 
ing him full criminal powers within his State; but in 1887 his powers of 
supi'eme criminal jurisdiction were wiihdraa*n: and, owing to con- 
tinued mismanagement on his part, the State hud to be placed under 
the superintendence of the Agemty. In 1898, having no male issue, 
the Chief adopted as liis heir the second son of the Maharaja of Orchha, 
Kao Baja Sawant Singh, who was born on the 25th November 1877 : 
and the adoption was saiictioned by the Oovernment of India. 

Bhan Pratap Singh died on the 15th September 1899, and Sawant 
Singh’s succession was resented by the leading Thakurs ; but their ulmost 
overt hostility was suppressed by the temporary internment of the ring- 
leaders at Nowgong, and the resumption of their jagirs till such time as 
they showed themselves ready to resume their allegiance. Maharaja 
Sawai Sawant Singh was publicly installed on the 28th June 1900. In 
Jahuary 1903 he was given administrative powers under certain condi- 
tions, which were relaxed in October 1904. In the interval debts hftd 
been liquidated to the extent of several lakhs, and a substantial cash 
balance accumulated in the State treasuries ; the succession nasarana had 
been paid by the State to Government and by the Thakurs to the State; 
and the recalcitrant Thakurs had been pardoned and replaced in the 
peaceful possession of their estates. 

The regular revenue survey and settlement of the State by specially 
selected British officers were completed in 1905. 

A Sanad {see No. XXXVI), conferring hereditary extended criminal 
powers on the Bulisr, was granted in 1921. 

The area of Bijawar is about 973 square miles; the population, by 
the Census of 1921, 111,723; and the revenue about Bs. 3,34.000. 

The military forces consist (1926) of 26 Cavalry, 1Q3 Infantry, 20 
Aimed Police and 8 Artillery men, with 8 serviceable and 4 unservice- 
able guns. 

The State was liable to the Nasarana rules up to 1911 when, on the 
occasion of the CoiimatioD Darbar, all such levies were abolished. 

6. Ajaigau. 

In 1765 Guman Singh, a nephew of Pahar Singh the Chief of 
JaitpuT, was granted Banda and Ajaigarh' by his uncle. The Chief of 
Ajaigarh was originally styled the Baja of Banda. Baja Bakht Singh, 
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or Bakht Bali, grandson of Jagal Baj, was driyen from his possossioni 
by Ali Bahadur, and reduced to such indigence that he was glad to accept 
a stipend of two rupees a day from his conqueror. On the British ocou* 
pation of Bundelkhand in 1803 he receiyed a pension of three thousand 
Oouhar Shahi rupees a month, until an adequate territorial provisioii 
could be assigned to him. At this time the fort of Ajaigarh and the 
greater portion of the territories forming the old possessions of Jagat 
Raj were in the hands of a military adventurer namri Lachhman Dawa^ 
With a view to the pacification of the country, it was resolved to confirm 
the occupancy of Lachhman Dawa, on condition of his making sub- 
mission and tendering allegiance to the British Government. Lachhman 
Dawa was accordingly required in 1806 (No. XLV) to surrender the fort 
of Ajaigarh to the British Government at the end of two years, and 
meanwhile to pay a tribute of Rs. 4,000 a year. Tie broke these condi- 
tions, and was therefore dispossessed. A large share of his territory was 
given to the Raja of Ajaigarh who in 1807 received a Sanad (No. XLVI) 
restoring to him a portion of- his possessions. His pension was dis- 
continued in 1808. In 1812 the Raja asked for a Sanad, specifying 
in detail the villages which composed his State. This was granted in 
September of that year (No. XLVII); and at the same time, at the 
request of the Raja, the 6th and 6th Articles of the deed of allegiance, 
which he had executed in 1807, were cancelled. 

Bakht Singh died in 1837, and was succeeded by his eldest son 
Madho Singh, who died childless in 1849, and was succeeded by his 
brother Hahipat Singh. The question was raised at the time whether 
the engagement with Bakht Singh limited the succession to his lineal 
desoendimts, and whether the State should escheat to Government; but a 
decision was finally given in favour of the succession of Hahipat Singh. 

Hahipat Singh died in 1853, and the succession of his son Bije Singh, 
a boy eleven years old, was recognised. He died in 1866; when the 
BritiA Government considered that the State of Ajaigarh had lapsed, 
and declined, pending a reference to the Court of Directors, to recognise 
the widi of Bije Singh’s mother to appoint Ranjor Singh, his illegitimate 
brother, as successor. At the close of 1866 the Court of Directm desired 
that, before deciding that there was no rightful heir to the State, an 
enqhiiy should be made into the origin, nature, and extent of the rights 
of BaUt Singh’s family as they existed before the grant of the Sanad to 
Bakht Singh. These instructions had not been acted on when the 
mutiny of 1867 broke out; and as the rebel Farsand Ali, by proclaiming 
Lokpal Singh, alleged to be an illegitimate con of Hadho Singh, as 
Ghi^ of Ajaigarh, retarded the pacification of the province, whUe the 
widow of Hahipat Singh remained steadfast in her allegiance to the 
British Government, it was determined in 1869 to waive the claim of 
Government to the lapse, and to recognise (No. XLYIII) Ranjor Singh, 
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on the wme tenuB and conditions as those on which the State had been 
held by Bije Singh, with succession to the heirs male of his body law> 
fully begotten. Certain esclusive privileges within the town of Banda, 
to which the British regidations were extended, • were, however, 
excepted from this agreement. 

In 1862 the Buler of Ajaigarh received a Sanad of Adoption (see No. 
XXIII) : and in 1867 was granted a permanent salute of 11 guns. 

During the minority of Banjor Singh, the State was administered 
by the widow of Mahipat Singh. On her death in 1868, the young 
Chief was entrusted with the management of the State. At the Delhi 
Assemblage of 1877 he received the title of Sawai as a hereditary 
distinction. 

Supreme criminal jurisdiction, under certain conditions, was con- 
ferred on the Chief by a Sanad {see No. XXXIII) in 1887. It was ruled 
in February 1891 that the Sanad does not apply to any criminal case in 
which the person accused, or any one of the persons accused, is a European 
British subject, or is of European or American nationality. 

In 1905 the Maharaja ceded land for the construction of the Sen 
Canal, on payment of compensation for the area acquired. In 1909 the 
State entered into an Agreement, similar to that executed by Panna 
{see No. XXXV) regarding jurisdiction and other matters connected 
with the working of the Sen Canal. 

In 1909 Banjor Singh laid claim to the Chiefship of the Charkhari 
State ; but this was rejected bv the Covernment of India in 1914. 

In the same year the State entered into an agreement with the United 
Provinces Government in respect of the closure of liquor, opiuih and 
drug shops in certain villages of the Banda district and the Ajaigarh 
State. 

Banjor Singh died in 1919 and was succeeded by his eldest son, the 
present ruler, Maharaja Sawai Bhupal Singh Bahadur, bom on the 
I3th November 1866. 

A Sanad {see No. XXXVI), conferring hereditary extended criminal 
powers on the Chief, was granted in 1925r 

The area of Ajaigarh is 802 square mile^:; the population, according 
toihe Census of 1921, 84,790; and the revenue about Bs. 6,00,000. The 
Chief pays, on account of the Xhera and Bachon districts, a tribute of 
Bs. 7,013-12-0, a remission of Bs. 2,600 having bean . made on the 
separation of Jaso from his territories in 1816. 

The military forces consist (1926) of 26 Cavalry, 216 Infantry and 
41 Artillery men, with 9 serviceable and 4 unserviceable guns. 
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Naimna of a qaartar of a yoar*t not rrrenae on diiool iafX3eMdo% 
aud hall a yoar’s not monuo on succossion adoption, was takoii up 
to 1911, whan all Naiarana levies wefe abolished on the oooasion of the 
Coronation Darbar. 

6. SabhiA. 

The Sarila State was founded by Aman Singh, son of Pahar Singh 
of Jaitpur, who' was the son of Jagat Baj and grandson of Baja 
Chhataml. 

Raja Tej Singh, Aman Singh’s successor, was expelled from his 
possessions by Ali Bahadur, but recovered a portion of them through the 
influence of l^ja Himmat Bahadur and, at the time of the British oocupui 
tion of, Bundelkhand, was in possession of the small fort and village of 
Sarila the district of Jalalpur, yielding a revenue of about Bs. 9,000 
a year. In consideration of his influence in the district and his submis- 
sion to the British Government, an allowance of Bs. 1,000 a month was 
granted to him until a suitable provision in land could be made. The 
villages he claimed yielded Rs. !^,600. They were conferred upon him 
in 1807 by a Sanad (No. XLIX), and his pension ceased. 

Tej Singh was succeeded by his son Anrodh Singh, and he by his son 
Hindupat. 

In 1802 the Ruler of Sarila received a Sanad of Adoption (see 
No. XXIIl). 

Hindupat died in June 1871, when the Government of India chose 
for the Chiefship Kha'lak Singh, a member of a distant branch of the 
family, who had been adopM by Hindupat’s widow. Elialak Singh 
was a legitimate descendant of^Eehri Singh, another of the sons of Jagat 
Baj. Khalak Singh died childless in 1882, witiiout adopting an heir. 
The Government of India selected as his successor his brother Pahar 
Singh, then aged about six years. The Government were guided in 
this selection partly by the wishes of the deceased Chief’s widow, who 
was prepared to adopt the boy and subsequently did so; but at the same 
time they ruled that adoption by the widow of a deceased Chief does 
not of itself confer a right to succession. As an act of grace the Govern- 
ment of India decided to treat the succession as that of an adopted son 
and to levy nasarana accordingly. Pahar Singh was installed in 1895i 
but died on the 22nd February 1898. He was succeeded by his {losihu- 
mous son, the present Baja Mabipal Singh, bom on the Uth September 
1896 . 

In 1903 the State agreed to grant land for the construction of the 
Dhasan Canal througdii its territory, on the same terms as now exist in the 
ease of the Hetwa Canal. 
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Jluju HaHipal Singh was invested with full administiwtive powers on 
the 6th November 1919 : and in December 1988 he was granted a Sanad 
(No. L) confen'ing on him enhanced judicial powers as a personal 
distinction. 

The area of Sarila is 35-28 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1981, 6,081 ; and the revenue about Be. 60,000. 

NAiarana of a quarter of a year’s net revenue on direct succession, and 
half a year’s net. revenue on succession by adoption, was taken up to 
1911, when all Nasarana levies were abolished on the occasion of the 
Coiuuation Darbar. 

7. Jioni. 

The founder of this Jagir was Bao Padam Singh, a son of Chhatarsal. 
The Jagir was much reduced during the Muhmita invasion, Lachhmaii 
Singh, Padam Singh’s son, only managing to retain possession of the 
two parganas of Bath and Panwari. 

Prithwi Singh, son and successor of Tjachhman Singh, was in pos- 
session of fourteen villages at the time of the British occupation. These, 
were attached in consequence of his contumacy ; but two years later six 
of the villages were restored to him by a Sailed (No. J/1) granted in 
1810. On his death in 1830 without legitimate sons, it was proposed to 
iWBume the Jagir; but a posthumous son, Bhopal Singh, was born and 
was eventually recognised, the administration remaining in the hands 
of the widow. In 1840, in consequence of a feud between the Bani 
Begent and her confidential advisers, arising fi'om the Bani having 
allowed an undue exercise of authority to her brother, a subject of 
Orchha, the British Government interfered and appointed managers, 
who were bound to act faithfully in the interests of the Jagirdar and 
to submit accounts of the income and expenditure to the Agent of the 
British Government in Bundelkhand. The administration was made 
over to Bhopal Singh in 1846. 

Bhopal Singh was of weak inind : and, in consequence of his gross mis* 
management, which resulted in an afiray, attended with loss of life, 
between his followers and those of the Bani, the Jagir was taken under 
the diiect management of the British Government in 1856. 

fn 1862 the Chief of Jigni received a Sanad of Adoption (No. LIl). 

Bhopal Singh, died in 1870, when the adoption, in accordance with 
his wishes, of Lachhmaii Singh, youngest sou of Maharaja Nirpat 
Singh of Panna, was recognised by the Government of India. During 
Ti ^hhniAfi Singh’s minorify the Jagir remained under British supervi- 
sion until 1881, when he was permitted to assume management. 

Laohhman Singh died in 1892, and was succeeded Bhan Pratap 
Singh, alias Fateh Singh, a scion of the Oharkhari agoption 
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by LacUunAB Singh’s widow was sanctionod by ths Ooranunonl of 
India. Bhan Pratap Singh was born on the 18th Hay 18T8. and daring 
his minority the management was entrusted to Lachhman Singh’s widow. 
The management of the Jagir was placed in his own hands oh the 
Ist January 1918. 

In 1908 the Jagirdar agreed to grant land for the construction of the 
D has a n Canal tiirough his territory, on the same terms as now exist in the 
ease oi the Betwa Canal. 

Bhan Pratap Singh’s only son, Arimardan Singh, succeeded by 
adoption to the Charkhari Chietship in 1920 : and during his minority 
the Bao acted as Begent of Charkhari. 

In 1928 the Qovemment of India decided that the Jagirdar should in 
future be designated as the Bao of Jigni. 

The area of Jigni is 20*48 square miles; the population, by the Census 
of 1921, 3,642; and the revenue about Bs. 14,000. 

By the terms of the Adoption Sanad of 1862, nasarana of a quarter of 
a year’s net revenue, in cases where the succession did not go to a lineal 
heir, was taken up to 1911, when all Nasarana levies were abolished on 
the occasion of the Coronation Uorbar. 


8 . Bnni. 

Diwan Jugal Prasad, to whom a Sanad (No. LIII) was given in 1809 
by the British Government, was a descendant of Jagat Baj in the female 
line. His grandfather, Acharju, married a daughter of Jagat Baj, who 
granted him in jagir the villagesy Urnri, Chili and Dadri. These were 
held in the family under the Bundela Bajas, and were confirmed to Jugal 
Prasad by Ali Bahadur. On the British occupation of Bundrikhand the 
villages of Chili and Dadri were resumed, but the Diwan was left in pos- 
session of Vmri. The village of Dadri was given to Nana Oovind Bao, 
Chief of Jalaun, in exchange for villages in the district of Kalpi. Sub- 
sequently the right of Diwan Jugal Prasad to these viUages was estab- 
lidied. The village of Chili was therefore restored, lan& of equal value 
in the pargana of Jalalpur were given in Ueu of Dadri, and ^ eoQeo- 
tions made from the villages during the period of resumption were re- 
funded. These villages, however, were all surrounded by lands in which 
the Britidi regulations were in force, and could not conveniently be ex- 
empted from the operation of these 'regulations. Other villages were 
therefore given to the Diwan in exchange in 1811 (No. LIY). 

Jugal Prasad died in 1814. He was succeeded by Phairan Singh, 
grandson of his full brother Gafidharb Singh, the claim to the sueoession 
having been voluntarily renounced by Baoju, the father of Phairan 
Singh. In 1867 Phairan Singh was succeeded I 7 his only son Bish- 
wanath Singh. On the death of BishwanaiE Singh in 1861 the widow 
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widiad to adopt Balbhadra Singh, a diatant relative of the family, to the 
anduaion of Bije Singh, aon of Biahwanath Singh’a turat ooaain. But 
GeWnment inatalled Bije Singh, then thirteen yeara old, on the giounda 
that he waa the nearer relative of the deceased; that he was living in 
Biahwanath Singh's house at the time of his death, and performed the 
funeral obsequies; that he waa recognised as ^he rightful claimant by the 
principal Thakura; and that the Political Officers wer^ in favour of his 
recognition on grounds both of right and policy. In consideration, 
however, of the services of Biahwanath Singh during t^ mutiny of 1857, 
the naiaiana, which in ordinary circumstances would have been claimed 
pu the succession, was remitted. 

In 1862 the Chief received a Sanad of Adoption (No. LT). 

In 1886 the Jagirdar coded land for the Betwa Canal, receiving the 
usual compensation. No formi^ engagements were concluded with Beri 
in regard to this cession of land or jurisdiction. 

Bije Singh died in 1882, and itas succeeded by his eldest son Baghu- 
raj Singh. Baghuraj Singh died in 1904, and was succeeded by his - 
eldest son Lokendra Singh, who was bom on the 29th August 1891. 
During Lokendra Singh's minority the Jagir was administered, in 
accordiAoe .with Baghuraj Singh's iMt wishes, by his junior surviving 
widow, assisted by a Kamdar appointed by the Political Agent. Ijokend * 
ra Singh was granted restricts powers on the 3rd June 1914 and full 
powers in May 1916. 

’ In 1908 the Jagir entered into an agreement with the United Prov- 
inces Government in respect of the closure of the liquor, opium and drug 
shops in the villages of Bhojpur and Pathraita. 

In 1928 the Government of India decided that the Jagirdar should be 
designated the Bao of Beri. 

The area of Beri is about 32 square miles; the population, hj the 
Census of 1921, 4,621; and the revenue about TSm. 40,000. 

Nasarana of i\ quarter of a year's net revenue on direct succession, and 
half a year’s net revenue on succession by adoption, was taken up to 1911. 
when all Naiarana levies were abolished on the occasion of the Cormin 
tion Derbar. 

8J OBBaTABm. 

Kunwar Bone Sah, whom the Britidi Government established in the 
Baj of Chhatarpur, was a servant of Hindupat, grandfather of Baja 
Eidiore Singh of Panna. During the troubles which ensued on the intro- 
duction of &e Mahratta power, Eunwar Sone Sah usurped a large tract 
of country for himself : and, on the British occupation of Bundelkhand, 
his induence was so great that the purchase of his submission by the 
guarantee of his possessions was considered an important political object 
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In the Sanad (No. TiVt), ipranted to him in 1806| the town of Chhatarpnt 
and tour thanae which were in hta potMeMion during the lifetime of Ali 
Bahadur, with the townn of Hhow and Salat, which he had usurped after 
Alt Bahadur’s death, were reierved 1^ the British Ooyemment; and in 
consideration of this, GoTomment remitted to him, as a prorision for his 
wm Pratap Singh, the trihnte of Rs. 19,000 which he paid to All 
Bahadur. 

OoTomment, howeyer, were of opinion that it might he expedient to 
restore Chhatarpur and the four thanas. on the understanding that Sone 
Sah would he responsible for the peace of his own territories. The restora- 
tion was not made till 1808, when Ifhow was given to Sone Sah and 
Chhatarpur to his son Pratap Singh,* on the withdrawal of the British 
troops from that quarter. 

In 1812 Sone Sah made a distribution of his territories among his five 
sons. liater he was persuaded hy his younger sons to make another dis- 
tribution, by which the share of Pratap Singh, the elder, was consider- 
ably lessened, and all the brothers were declared to be independent of each 
other. Oovemment disapproved of this partition ns being both unjust to 
Pratap Singh and opposed to the policy of the British Government, which 
desired to prevent the dismemberment of the Buiidelkhand States; and 
the Raja was informed that if, in consequence thereof, any necessity for 
interference arose after his death. Government would uphold the rights of 
Pratap Singh. Government also refused to recognise the hereditary des- 
cent of the shares of the younger brothers in their families, and directed 
the Agent, on the death of Sone Sah, to assume the first distribution of the 
State as the basis of an arrangement with Pratap Singh; tfie other 
brothers, Himmat Singh, Pritlh^i Singh, Hindupat and Bakht Singh, 
holding their shares for life in subordination to Pratap Singh. These 
instructions were carried out on the death of Sone Sah in 1815, and were 
confirmed by Sauads granted in 1816 to the five brothers., from each of 
whom a corresponding engagement was taken (No. LYTT). After the 
shares of the brothers had been allotted, some exchanges took place for 
mutual accommodation. Pratap Singh had inciirred much expense in 
fortifying the fort of Deora, which commanded the passes through the 
hills. This was in the share allotted to Bakht Singh, but the possession 
of it was necessary to enable Pratap Singh to fulfil bis obligation to keep 
marauders In check. The districts of '^Deora and Karinni were therefore 
given to Pratap Singh, in exchange for Raigarb and Teloba, which were 
giyea to Bakht Singh. Prithwi Singn’s share contained no town with a 
convenient place of residence, and to meet his wishes in this respect Bakht

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Siiif^h made ataf Raj|pir)i him, in exchange for nix Tillngeii of equal 
value. 

The Sanad granted to Pratap Rtngh contained the names of thirty- 
nine villages not ‘entered in the Ranad of Rone Sah. Many of these were 
hamletN dependent on villages named in the Sanad of 181X1, but twenty- 
one of them were claimed by Baja Kishore *Singh of -Panna. It was 
found, however, that all these villages were in possession of Sone Sah at 
the time of AH Bahadur’s death, and his possession of them was there* 
fore maintained. Possession at the time of Ali Bahadur’s death . wfeis 
declared in this, as in other cases, to constitute the standard for the 
adjustment of all such claims. 

On the deaths of Himmat Singh, Prithwi Singh and Hindupat, their 
jagirs reverted to the Ohhatarpur State. Bakht Singh was unable to 
manage his jagir and made it over to Pratap Singh, who gave.him in lieu 
of it an allowance of Bs. 2,260 a Inonth. In this jagir there was an as- 
signment of three villages, which had been made to the Dichhit family of 
Nowgong by Hindupat. Pratap Singh made various attempts to resume 
these villages, but wag always compelled by the British Government , to 
withdraw, on the ground that the family had a right to the jagir hy vir- 
tue of old grants from Hindupat. While, however, the right of the Baja 
of Ohhatarpur to resume these villages was denied, his supremacy over 
the Dichhit family was recognised, and the family were declared to hfi 
guaranteed subordinates of Ohhatarptir. Thus the Dichhit »1iagirdnr is 
not of the rank of a Bundelkhand Ohtef, nor has he any daim to a separ- 
ate Sanad from the British Government. It is accoi’dingly jnciimheni 
on him to refer such questions, ns the aholition of transit diMaivlgithm 
the jagir, to the OhhatRi*pur Chief for his concurrence. In 19l9|W1he 
resumption by the Chhalarpur Dnrhar of certain plots of land in tW vill- 
age of Mail, the status of the Chhntarpur State in relation to the Bilehri 
Muati was moi’e clearly defined, by the derision of the Government of 
India that the jurisdiction in the Estate, which had for some years been 
with the Political Agent, should he restored to the Ohhatai*pur Darliit;' 
on (*^*111111 conditi&ns. In accordance with this dSttifion the State as* : 
sumed control of the Muati with effect from the 20th Tnnuarv 1920, and 
erniited a Sniiad to the Munfid.ar in respect of the landft in Man. 

Whew Sone Snh died in 1816. his second, third anU fourth sqns. 
Himiunf Singh^ Prithwi Singh and Hindupat, find rebelled lugftuvt

Stmjal Sah, son of Prithwi Singh. A reference was made to the Chiefe 
of Chrchha, Charkhari, Bijwar, Panna, Ajaigarh, Datia and Shahgarh, as 
to the right of Pratap Singh to adopt Jagat Raj. They gave it as their 
opinion that, according to the practice of the Chiefs of Bundelkhand, 
Pratap Singh had a right to select Jagat Raj and to pass over Eunjal 
Sah. The Court of Directors, however, disappxoved of reference to the 
arbitration of the Bundelkhand Chiefs as a means of settling such ques- 
tions ; but, before it was decided whether Pratap Singh should be allowed 
to adopt Jagat Raj, or whether the State should lapse on his death, 
Pratap Singh died in 1864. The Court of Directors ruled that Eunjal 
Sab had no right to the succession, the Sanad of 1806 being only a 
life grant ; and that, as the Sanad of 1817 limited the succeiuion to the 
lineal heirs male of Pratap Singh, and Pratap Singh had died childless, 
the State of Chhatarpnr had clearly lapsed. Moreover, they declined to 
recognise any right on the part- of Jagat Raj in consequence of his adop- 
tion by Pratap Singh. But in consideration of the fidelity of the family 
and the good govemment of Pratap Singh, Government consented in 1854, 
as an act of grace and favour, to grant the State to Jagat Raj under a new 
Sanad (No. LVin)^ the succession being strictly limited to him and bis 
^ male descendants. The widow of Pratap Singh was made Regent during 
the minority of Jagat Raj, but was removed from the Regency in 1863, 
in consequence of her unsatisfactory management, and Wause of the 
a^l^ she gave to rebels in the Chhatarpnr territory. A British officer 
to Chhatarpur to superintend the administration and instruct 
&iHHkg Chief in his duties. 

1862 the Ruler of Chhatarpur received a Sanad of Adoption (see 
XXIII) : and in 1867 was granted a permanent salute of 11 guns. 

Jagat Raj was entrusted with the management of the State early in 
1867 but died in the following November, leaving an infgnt son Yishwa- 
nath Singh, bom on the 29th August 1866, who was recognised as bis 
successor. From 1867 to 1887, except for a short period (from 1876 to 
1878) the State remained under British supervision. But on the 29th 
August 1887 the Chief, having then completed his twenty-ilrst year, was 
invested with full administrative powers subject to the conditions usually 
imposed in such cases. In 1894 Raja Vishwanath Singh was empowered 
under certain conditions (No. LIX) to exercise criminal jurisdiction over 
beinons offences within bis State as a personal distinction : these powers 
iifere made hereditary in 1921 (see No. XXXVI). On the 25th May 
1895 the title of Maharaja was conferred on him as a personal distinc- 
tion: and this was made hereditary (No. LX) in June 1919, 4 * 

In 1906 Maharaja Vishwanath Singh ceded land for the construction 
of the Kan Canal, on payment of compensation for the area required; 
vand on Um 20^Oct6bt|j^^ the State entered into an Agreement similar 
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to the one executed by Fauna {see No. XXXV) regarding jurisdiction 
and other mutters connected with the working of the Ken Canal. 

A yearly payment of Rb. 3,249-10-3 is made to the State of Ghhatar- 
pur for land acquired in 18G9 for an addition to the Nowgong Cantonment. 
Similarly, ('.ompensation is paid to the muafidar of Bilehri, through 
Chhatarpur, amounting to Rs. 2,838-9, for land acquired for the Now- 
gong Cantonment in 1845 and 1869. 

The urea of Chhatarpur ia about 1,130 square miles; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 166,549; and the revenue about 
Rfl. 7,00,000. 

The military forces consist (1926) of 21 Cavalry, 100 Infantry and 
296 Armed Police, with 29 serviceable and 3 unserviceable guns, 

Nazarana at the rate of a quarter of a year’s net revenue on direct suc- 
, cession, and half a year’s net revenue on succession hy adoption, was 
taken up to 1911 when all Nazarana levies were abolished on the occasion 
of the Coronation Darhur. 


10. Bihat. 

The ancestors of the Biliat family, who are Bundela Rajputs, re- 
ceived service grants froin the descendants of Hirde 8ah and these were 
continued (luring Ihe governnient of Ali Bahadur. Biwan Apnrbal Singh 
and his relaf ivt!. Din an Chhatri, were found in possession at the time 
of the British occupution, and the usual Sanads (No. LXI) were con- 
ferred on tlieni in 1807. 

Aparbal Singh was succeeded hy his son Bankat Rao, and he in 1828 
hy his son Kamod Singh. Kamod Singh was succeeded in 1846 by 
his son llirde Sah, wdio died in 1859, and w'as succeeded by his uncle 
Govind Das, hiother of Kamod Si^gh. 

In 1862 the Chief received a Sanad of Adoption {see No. liV). 

Govind Das died in 1872 and was succeeded by bis son Mahuiu Singb. 

Tbe Jagirdar agreed in 1903 to grant land for tbe construction of 
the Dbasan. Canal through his territory oi; tlie same terms as now exist in 
the case of the Betwa Canal. 

Mahum Singh died on t]\e 25111 danuary 1908 and was succeeded by 
hi? son Bir Singh Ju T)eo, lK>rn on the 16th l^lay 1902. 

In 1008 the Jagiv entered into an agreement with the United Prov- 
inces Governnient in respect of the closure of tbe opium and bemp drug 
shops in the villages of Alipura and Nnikpura in tbe Bibat Jagir. 

In 1923 the Government of India decided that the Jagirdar should be 
designated Rao of Bihat.

Dnder the terms of the Adoption Sanad, nasarana at the rate of a 
quarter of a year's net i*evenue on direct successions, and half a year’s 
net revenue on successions by adoption, was taken up to 1911 , when all 
Nnsamna levies were abolished on the occasion of the Coronation Dar- 

bar. . 

11. Anmnu. 

The lands composing this Jagir were granted by Hindupat, grandson 
of Hirde Sah, to Aclial Ringh, a Parihar Bajput, and the grant was con- 
tinued to his son Diwan Pratap Singh by Ali Bahadur. Pratap Singh 
was in possession at the time of the British occupation, and the Jagir was 
confirmed to him by a Saiiad (No. LXIt) in 1808. 

Pratap Singh left four sons, the eldest of whom, Pancham Singh, suc- 
ceeded him. In 1886 Pancham Singh divided the Jagir between himself 
and his three brothers, Tilak Singh, Jawahir Singh and Kishore Singh, 
but the division was not reported to, or recognised by, Oovemment. In 
1846 Kishore Singh died leaving a grandson, Bakht Singh. As the sub- 
division of the Jagir had led to disturbances, Kishore Singh's share was 
re-annexed to the Jagir, Bakht Singh being allowed to retain lands 
yielding Bs. 8,000 a year. It was soon afterwards decided that no Jagir 
held under Sanad from the British Government should be converted by 
sub-division into a samindnri wittiout the previous sanction of Oovem- 
ment. In 1849 Jawahir Singh died after having adopted one of Bakht 
Singh!s sons. Bakht Singh, who had resisted the resumption of his 
grandfather's share, seised that left hy Jawahir Singh, hut was compelled 
by force to yield and retire on an allowance of Bs. 8,000 a year from 
the Jagirdar of Alipura. 

In 1852 an arrangement was effected by which lands of the annual 
value of Bs. 6,000 were assigned to Kishore Singh's family: this was 
subsequently modified and a cash payment of the same amount was sub- 
stituted. In the meantime Tilak Singh had died, and his share had been 
allowed to descend to his two sons. This gave Bakht Singh , ground 
for further agitation; but it was decided that be had received every con- 
titration) wd the Jagirdar was given permission to re-annex Tilak 
flwh*s share on making a suitable provision for the family. Bakht 
8^h refused to accept this decision and, on the outbreak of the mutiny 
of 1867, took part in the rebellion. On his surrender in 1866 he was 
tried for j^iti and murder, but waa acquitted for want of evidence. In 
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1888 the eadi allowance of Bs. 6,000 was dmded among Kishore Singh’s 
family. According to recognised custom Jagat Baj, the eldest son of 
Kishore Singh, would have received Bs. 2,300, and his two hrothers 
Bs. 1,850 each. On the same principle, Bakht Singh, the eldest of the 
sons of Jagat Baj, reoeived Bs. 880 out of his father’s share of Bs. 2,300, 
and his younger brothers received Bs. 710 each. Both of these have since 
died, and their heirs receive half the allowance. To secure the peace of 
Alipura and its neighbourhood, Bakht Singh was kept under surveillance 
at Owalior. 

In 1862 the Chief of Alipura received a Sanad of Adoption (see 
No. LH). 

Hindupat, who was the great-grandson of Pratap Singh in the direct 
male line, and had succeeded in 1840, died in 1871 and was succeeded by 
his son Ohhatarpati. 

In 1884 the Tagirdar ceded land for the Jhansi-Manikpur Section 
of the Great Indian Peninsula Bailway, receiving compensation for the 
area acquired, and in 1888 he ceded (No. LXIII) criminal and civil 
jurisdiction thereon to the British Government. 

The Tagirdar consented in 1903 to grant land for the construction of 
the Dhasan Canal through his territory on the same terms as now exist in 
the case of the Beiwa Canal. 

In 1916 4he Tagir ceded land ter the ITnited Provinces Irrigation 
Department for the construction of the Pahari and Lachura reservoirs 
in the Dhasan river (Nos. LXIY and LXY). 

Ohhatarpati died on the 26th March 1922 and was succeeded by his 
son Harpal Singh, born on the 12th August 1882. Owing to his father’s 
ill-health, he had assisfed him in the administration of the Tagir from 
1901 to 1919, and had held sole charge of it, with the approval of Govern- 
ment, since 1919. 

In 1923 the Government of India decided that the Tagirdar should be 
designated the Bao of Alipura. 

In 1931 the personal title of Baja was conferred on Bao Harpal 
. Singh. 

The area of Alipura is about 73 square miles; the population, by 
the Census of 1921, 14,680; and the revenue about Bs. 60.000. 

Under the terms of the Adoption Sanad the Tagir was held subject 
to the payment of nasarana, of a quarter of a year’s net revenue on 
succession by adoption, up to 1911, when all Nasarana levies were 
abolished on the occasion of the Coronatioh Darbar. 

12. Oaurzhau. 

Baja Bam was Governor of the fort of Burhagarh, in thh service of 
Guman Singh, ancestor of the Bajas of Ajaigarh. During the anarchy cl 
the times he labelled against his master, and for a short while held the 

b2 
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lort successfnllj agiuast Ali Bahadur. At the time of the British occnpa* 
iion of Bundelkhimd ha was at the head of a hand of professed plunderere, 
and for long disturbed the peace of the country. The Baja of Ajaigarh 
was bound by the 5th Article of his Engagement (No.* ILVI), io reduce 
Baja Bam to obedience and to grant him subsistence; but he was unable 
to do this either by persuasion or force, and the resistance of Baja Bam 
was so BuccesslU that Ooyemment sanctioned the oSer of Bs. 80,000 
for his capture. But before the proclamation was issued he was induced 
•to surrender on the promise of receiving a territorial possession on terms 
similar to those granted to the Bundelkhand Chiefs. He received his 
Sanad (No, LXVI) on the 29th November 1807. 

Baja Bam died in 1846, and was succeeded by his only surviving 
son Sawai Bajdhar Budra Singh. For his services during the mutiny of 
1857 Sawai Bajdhar Budra Singh received a khilat worth Rs. 1,000. 

In .1862 the Chief received a Sanad of Adoption (see No. XXXVIII). 

Sawai Bajdhar Budra Sinirh died without issue in 1877. On his 
death-bed he requested the Political Agent to move the Government to 
permit his widow to adopt an heir to the T agir. For three years no action 
was taken regarding the succession, and the widow in the meantime 
managed the Bstate. In 1880 it was reported that she had adopted 
Oajadhar Prasad, a relative of the late Chief, and Government ap- 
proved of his succession. Gajadhar Prasad died in 1887, leaving neither 
a natural nor an adopted heir: and Shamle Prasad, a member of a col 
lateral branch of the family, was selected by Government as successor to 
the Chiefship. 

Shamle Prasad died on the 2nd April 1904, and was succeeded by bis 
eldest son, Prithpal Singh, boriw. in 1886, during whose minority the 
Tagir was administered by his mother with the help of a Eamdar ap- 
pointed by the Political Agent. In August 1911 Prithpal Singh was 
granted full administrative powers, but these were withdrawn in Decem- 
ber 1918 and the Tagir was placed under the supervision of the Political 
Agent. His powers were restored in April 1916 with certain restrictions, 
which were withdrawn in Tuly 1918 but again imposed in December 
1920. The family are Tijhoiia Brahmans. 

The area of Oaurihar is 71 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 9,486; and the revenue about Bs. 66,000. 

The Tagir was liable to the Nasarana rules up to 1911 when all 
such levies were abolished on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar. 

18. OamuAUU. 

Qopal 8i:pg]|i of Oarrauli was one of the most active and daring of the 
military aAv^iurers who opposed the occupation of Bundelkh.md by the 
British Goyemment. He hud been ip the service of Duijan Singh and 
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Hari Singhs the grand^ns of OUiatanali and on vthe invasion of Ali 
Baliadur he seised the paigana of Eotra lor himself. For years he resist- 
ed all efforts of persuasion or force to reduce him to submission ; but , being 
at last convinced of the hopelessness of the unequal contest with the 
British troops, he submitted on condition of receiving a full pardon and 
a provision in land. A Sanad (No. LXVII) was given to him in 1812. 

As an inducement to Oopal Singh to submit, the Baja of Panna, whom 
Oopal Singh had befriended in distress, gave him eighteen additional 
villages. The Baja of Panna asserted that these villages were given on a 
service tenure; but in 1821, after full enquiry, it was decided that no such 
condition was annexed to the grant. The villages continued with Gopal 
Singh till his death in 1831, when they were resumed by the Baja of 
Panna, the original grant having been only for the life of Oopal 
Singh. 

Oopal Singh was succeeded by Diwan Bahadur Parichat. 

In 1862 the Chief received a Sanad of Adoption (see No. LV). 

Diwan Bahadur Parichat died in 1884, and was succeeded bv his infant 
grandson Chandra Bhan Singh, who was born on the 2nd April 1883. 

In 1884 the Jagirdar ceded land for the Jhansi-Manikpur Section of 
the Great Indian Peninsula Bailway, receiving compensation for the ares 
acquired; and in 1888 he ceded (No. LXVIll) criminal and civil juris- 
diction thereon to the British Government. 

In 1898, on the death of the Superintendent appointed by Government, 
the administration was entrusted to the Jagirdar’s mother. On the let 
July 1904 the management was transferred to Chandra Bhan Singh, on 
his attaining his majority; but his extravagance necessitated interference 
and the temporary restoration of the administration to his mother in 
1905. She died in 1909, and administrative powers were restored to 
Chandra Bhan Singh on the 11th February 1910, on certain conditions 
which were subsequently withdrawn. 

The Jagirdar agreed in 1903 to grant land for the construction of the 
Dhasan Canal through his territory on the same terms as how exist in the 
case of the Betwa Canal. 

In 1908 the Jagirdar entered into an agreement with the United 
Provinces Government in respect of the closure of opium and drug shops 
in certain villages of the Jagir* 

In 1915 the Jagirdar ceded land to the United Provinces Irrigation 
Department for the construction of the Pahari Beservoir in the Dhasan 
]Rifir (No. LXIX) : and in 1921 a final Agreement was executed in res» 
peot to this land (No. LXX). 

The iuniljr are Bindela Ba|pnte»

the Census of 19^1, 4,817; and the revenue about Bs. 36,000. 

Under tkb terms of the Adoption &nad naiarana of a quarter of a 
yeif^B net revenue on direct succession, and half a year's net revenue 
on succession by adoption, was taken up to 1911, when all Nasarana 
levies were abolished on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar. 

14. Naigawan Bkbai. 

Lachhnian Singh, one of the banditti leaders of Bundelkhand, was 
induced to surrender on promise of pardon. He received in 1807 a Sanad 
(No. LXXI) for five villages. He died in 1808, and was succeeded by his 
sbn Jagat Singh. In 1860 it was decided that the Jagir of Naigawan 
Rebai is held merely on a life tenure, and ought to have been resumed on 
the death of Lachhman Singh. It was, however, continued to Jagat 
Singh, who had been so long in possession, on the distinct understand- 
ing that it was to lapse absolutely at his death. In the meantime, how- 
ever, in 1862, a Sanad of Adoption (see No. LY) was granted : and on the 
Jagirdar’s death in 1867 the' succession of his widow, Larai Dulhaiya, 
was sanctioned. ^In 1893 the Jagirdarin adopted Yiswanath Singh, a 
distant connection: the adoption was sanctioned by the Government of 
India and his right of succession to Thakurain Larai Dulhaiya was re- 
cognised. Yishwanath Singh was granted administrative powers on the 
8th Harch 1909. 

In 1908 the Jagir entered into an agreement with the United I'rov- 
inces Government in respect of the closure of liquor, opium and diug 
shops in the villages of Churari and Ragauli in the Jagir. 

The Jagirdar enjoys the tihe of Eunwar. 

The area of Naigawan Bebai is 12*26 square miles; the population, by 
the Census of 1921, 2,113; and the revenue* Bs. 14,000.

16. Baonx. 

Baoni is the only Muhammadan State in Bundelkhand. Nawab 
Ghaii-ud-Din Khan, grandson of Asaf Jah, Nisum-ul-Mulk of Hydera- 
bad, received from the Peshwa a grunt of fifty-two villag!|^.^ear Kalpi. 
At the time of the British occupation of Bundelkhttad;|ii^J^ Nasm^^ 
Daula was found in possession of forty-nine of these 
ing been usurped by the subordinate agents of the 

authblity from the Poona Darbar. The l fi ^j ^ |||^d h 
pi requests in 1806 (No. LXXII) claiming tim 
vOlagilr and, although actual possession wia witi^ the 
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ground of dUim to throe of them, ]r«t, as a measure of liberality and in 
consideration of the rank of the Nawab and his exemplary conduct from 
the time of the British occupation, it was resolVed to continue to him the 
whdie of the villages comprised in the Peshwa’s grant to his father. But 
the grant of a Sanad was withheld until the claims of the Nana of Kalpi 
could be adjusted, as the specific nature and extent of the Nawab's 
authority and privileges within his jagir might depend in a great measure 
on the nature of the settlement with the Nana. During the investigation 
of the Nana’s claims it appeared that he stood to the Peshwa in flie posi- 
tion of a tributary, and that the district of Kalpi, in which lay the 
Nawab’s jagir, did not form part of the lands actually held by the 
Peshwa and ceded under the Treaty of Bassein (see Yol. YU, The Pesh- 
wa). It was therefore ruled that the British Government had no right 
to grant a Sanad for the villages constituting the Nawab’s jagir, to exer- 
cise any authority over the Nawab and his possessions, or to ratify the 
paper of requests which the Nawab had presented. But Government con- 
sidered that there were no objections to the execution of a deed recognis- 
ing the validity of the Peshwa’s Sanad; and this was accordingly done 
in a letter addressed to the Nawab by the Governor-General on the 24ih 
December ISOti. Any claims to independence of the British Government, 
which the Nawab might have been disposed to base on this decision, were 
extinguished in 1817, when the Peshwa ceded all his sovereign rights to 
the British Government. 

Nasir-ud-Daula died in 1815, and was succeeded by his son Amir-ul- 
Hulk, who was succeeded in 1838 by hi\ son Muhammad Husain Khan. 
In 1856 the Nawab requested that he might be permitted to proceed on 
a pilgrimage to Mecca, and that his eldest son Mehdi Husain Khan 
might be recognised in the succession; and, with a view to prevent 
quarrels, he proposed to settle allowances amounting to Bs. 9,000 a year 
upon the other members of his family. These arrangements were sanc^ 
tioned, but owing to the mutiny and other causes the Nawab did not go on 
the pilgrimage. Nevertheless Mehdi Husain Khan continued to be ad- 
dressed as Nawab, and to have sole charge of the admiiiistratioii till the 
death of his father Muhammad Husain Khan, which took place in 1859i 
After the death of Muhammad Husain Khan, one of his sons, Abdulla 
Husain Khan, endeavoured to cast suspicion on Mehdi Hiisain Khan’s 
birth and so secure the succession to himself ; but after enquiry Govern- 
ment recognised Mehdi Husain Khan as the legitimate heir. 

In 1862 the Buler of Baoni received an Adoption Banad (No. 
liXXIII). 

In 1868> as a reward for various liberal measures adopted by the 
Nawabj and particularly the abolition of transit duties within the limits 
of his State^> Ctovernment sanction^ an addition to his oomplimentaiy 
titlea.

In 1867 the Nawab reoemd a Sanad («ee No. XXXI), granting hun> 
under certain conditiom, supreme criminal jurisdiction wiAin his lands ; 
these powers were not necessarily transmissible to his successors. 

In the same year the Buler of Baoni was granted a permanent salute 
of 11 guns. 

In 1874, at the special request of the Nawab, who was in ill-health, the 
management of the State was taken over by Government. In 1883 he 
abdicated, with the approval of the Government of India, in favour of 
his son Muhammad Hasan Khan, then about twenty-three years of age, 
receiving a cash allowance for his own maintenance. 

In 1884 Baoni ceded land for the Betwa Canal, receiving the usual 
compensation, and in 1888 entered into an Agreement {tee No. XX), rati- 
fied in 1889, regarding the cession of jurisdiction and other matters con- 
nected with the Canal. 

Full criminal jurisdiction, under certain conditions, was conferred on 
Muhammad Hasan Khan by a Sanad (see No. XXXIII) in 1887, the 
powers not being necessarily transmissible to his successors. In Feb- 
ruary 1881 it was ruled that the Sanad did not apply to any criminal 
case in which the person‘accused, or any one of the persons accused, was a 
European British subject, or of European or American nationality. 

Muhammad Hasan Khan died at Mecca in 1893. He was succeeded 
by his first cousin Biai-ul-Hasan Khan. The ex-Nawab Mehdi Husain 
Khan died in 1895. In 1903 the administration, till then vested in a 
Superintendent appointed by Government, was placed, under certain 
restrictions, in the young Nawab’s hands. 

Biai-ul-Hasan Khan died on the 27th October 1911 and was suc- 
ceeded by his eldest son Muhamujad Mustaqul Hassan Khan who was 
invested with full ruling powers on the 7th February 1818. 

A Sanad (tee No. XXXYl) conferring hereditary criminal powers on 
the Buler was granted in 1921. 

The revised complimentary titles of the Nawab, which have been re- 
cognised as hereditary by the Government of India, are Asam-ul-Um- 
ara, Iftikhar-ud-Daula, Imad-ul-Mulk, Sahib-i-Jah, Mihin Sirdar, and 
Safdar-Jung. 

The area of Baoni is 121 square miles; the population, by the Census 
of 1921, 19,734; and the revenue about 1,96,000. 

The military forces consist (1926) of 5 Cavalry, 32 Infantry and 6 
Artillery men with 2 serviceable guns. 

In accordance with the terms of its Adoption Sanad the Baoni State 
was liaUi to the payment of naiarana at the rate of half a year's net 
revenue, whenever the succession did not go to a direct lineal heir, up to 
1911, when all Nasarana levies were abolished on the occasion pf the 
Oormiation Darbar. 
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16. Thb Hasht-Beaita Jagibs. 

These jagiri orifinally formed part of the ()rchha State. The founder 
oi the family was Diwan Bai Singh, great-great-grandson of Bir Singh 
Deo, one of the Bajas of Orchha, who possessed the jagir of Baragaon. 
The name of Hasht-Bhaiya Jagirs is derived from the fact of Diwan Bai 
Singh having divided his jagir of Baragaon into eight shares, Eari, 
Pasari, Tarauli, Ohirgaon, Dhurwai, Bijna, Tori Fatehpur and Banka 
Pahari, among his eight sons. The jagir of Eari (or Dudpur) became at 
an early date merged in the other shares; Tarauli reverted to Orchha; 
and Pasari was incorporated in the Jhansi district and is now British 
territory. The dismemberment of the Orchha State by the Mahrattas 
and the formation of the separate State of Jhansi led to disputed claims 
between Orchha and Jhansi as to the supremacy over the remaining five 
jagirs. A careful investigation was made in 1821, and it was decided 
Aat these jagirs should be considered directly dependent on the British 
Oovernment, ^through whom the tribute levied by the Jhansi State would 
be paid; but that the jagirdars should continue the usual observances to 
the Baja of Orchha as the nominal head of the family. The Jhansi 
Chief, however, had seised several of the villages belonging to these 
jagirs, and was allowed to retain them in lieu of the tribute* which 
would otherwise have been eXac^ted. These arrangements were embodied 
in Sanads (No. LXXIV) which were granted in 1821 and 1828 to the 
jagirdars. For the jagir at Tarauli, which had reverted to Orchha, the 
Chief of Orchha was required to pay an annual tribute of Rs. 3,600 to 
Jhansi. This tribute became payable to the British Government on the 
lapse of Jhansi, but it was remitted in i860 as a reward for' the services 
rendered by the Baja of Orchha during the mutiny. Ghirgaon was con- 
fiscated in 1841 for the rebellion of the Jagirdar Bakht Singh, so that of 
the original eight shares into which the jagir of Baingaon was divided, 
there remain now only the four holdings which are described below. 

(a) D&uBWAt. 

Diwan Budh Singb of Dhurwai, to whom the Sanad was given in 
1823, was succeeded by his son Nabar Singh, and he, in 1851, by his 
son j^jor Singh. 

In 1862 the Jagirdar received a Sanad of Adoption {eee No. LY). 

In 1882 the Jagirdar ceded land for the Betwa Canal, receiving com* 
pensation for the area acquired.

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In 1888 i&e orders regarding diTisioiis and rerersioiis of shares in two 
of the three groups into which the family is divided.for the purpose oi 
succession were modified, and it was ruled that future devolutions should 
be regulated by the claims of legal shareholders. 

In 1898 the Jagirdar proved himself incapable of controlling his co- 
sharers; accordingly, to secure the regular repayment of the Owalior 
famine loan, the jagir was taken under management by the Political Agent 
till 1902. In that year an arrangement was made under which the 
co-sharers were to contribute to the cost of the Jagirdar’s administration. 
In 1906 the jagir, which had been reduced to bankruptcy by the impro- 
vidence of the Jagirdar and the co-sharers, was again Uken under 
management by the Political Agent. 

In 1908 the Jagir entered into an agreement with the United Provinces 
Qovemment in respect of the closure of the opium and hemp drug shops 
in the villages of Bichhaura and Oarari. 

Banjor Singh died in November 1910 and was succeeded by his son 
Diwan Jugal Prasad Singh, the present Jagirdar, who was bom in 1896. 
Ee was invested with administrative powers on the 1st July 1918. Owing 
to dissensions amongst Hissedars, the impoverished condition of the Jagir 
and the Jagirdar’s inability to control the Hissedars, the powers granted 
in 1918 were modified in 1921, the revenue administration of 
the Jagir and the general supervision being placed in the hands of the 
Political Agent, whilst the Jagirdar continues to exercise judicial powers. 

The area of Dhurwai is about 15 square miles; the population, by the 
Census of 1921, 1,880; and the revenue about Bs. 14,000. 

Dhurwai was liable to ^ay nazarana in accordance with the terms of 
its Adoption Sanad up te 1911, when all such levies were abolished 
on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar. 

(6) Butna. 

Diwan Surjaii Singh of Bijna was succeeded in 1839 by his soli 
Khande Bao, and he, in 1850, by his son Hakund Singh. 

In 1862 the Jagirdar received a Sanad of Adoption (see No. LV). 

Makund Singh died in December 1908 and was succeeded by his grand- 
son Himmat Singh, in preference to Himmat Singh’s father Hira Singh, 
who was incapable of administering the Estate. Diwan Himmat Singh 
was invested with administrative powers on the tst July 1018. 

In 1919 Mardan Singh, youngest son of Mukund Singh, advanced a 
claim to a half share in the Jagir, which was rejected ; he was granted an 
allowanM cf^Bs. 15 per mensem. In 1920 claims by Balwant Singh and 
JEfingb, Madidars of Bijna, to shares in the Jagir were referred to 
the arbitration of the Maharaja of Pinna, vdio gave his award w the 
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26ih June 19Si(K Under this Balwani Singh enjoys an annual income of 
approximately Be. 8,000 Oajaahahi as under: —

mately Bs. 1,200 Gajashahi). 

(б) balance (approximately Bs. 1,800 Gajashahi) in cash in lieu 

of land:

The area of Bijna is 8 square miles; the population, by the Census 
of 1921, 1,461 ; and the revenue about Bs. 8,000 a year. 

Bijna was liable to pay nasarana in accordance with the terms of its 
Adoption Sanad up to 1911, when all Nasarana levies were abolished on 
the occasion of the Coronation Darbar. 

(c) Tobi FATiHrun. 

Ear Prasad, Jagirdar oi Tori Fatehpur, before his death in 1858, 
adopted Piithwi Singh from the Bijna branch of the family, and his 
succession was recognised by Government, the jagir being left under the 
management of the widow of Ear Prasad during the minority. 

In 1862 the Jagirdar received a Sanad of Adoption (ue Ko. LV). 

Piithwi Singh died on the 6th Februaiy 1880. The Government of 
India sanctioned the succession of his nephew Arjun Singh, bom in 
1870, who, in accordance with her husband’s wishes, had been adopted by 
the widow. 

In 1882 the Jagirdar ceded land for the Betwa Canal, receiving com- 
pensation for the area acquired. 

On the 16th August 1896 the Dowager Thakurain, who had been 
managing the Jagir during Arjun Singh’s minority, died; and the 
administration of the estate was made over to Arjun Singh in October 
1896. The title of Bao Bahadur was conferred on him as a personal dis* 
tinotion on the 1st January 1907. 

The area of the Jagir is about 36 square miles; the population, by the 
Census of 1921, 6,680; and the revenue about Bs. 30,000 a year. 

Tori PatehpuT was liable to pay nasarana in accordance with the terms 
of its Adoption 'Sanad up to 1911, when all Nasarana levies Were 
abolished on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar. 

(d) Baitka PahabI. 

Diwan Isri Singh of Banka Pahari, so called from the title Banka ” 
belonging to the Jagirdar, was succeeded in 1847 by his ddest son Bije 
Bahadur. 
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In 1862 the Jagirdar received a Sanad of Adoption (i#e No. IjV). 

Bije Bahadur died ih 1871, and was succeeded Iff hie eldmi son 
Banka Piyariju, whb died in 1887 without wale iaauOi an4 enooeeded 
by his sole surviving brother Sukh Sahib. He died in 1880, without 
male issue, and was succeeded by his cqusin Heharhan Singh. The 
Government of India decided that, for the purposes of the Bundela 
Sanad, the succession should be regarded as direct, and that therefore 
nasarana of only one-fdurth of the net annual revenue was leviable. 
Having regard, moreover, to the impovevlihed oiroumstancei of the 
estate, the Jagirdar was called upon to pay a portion oidy of the 
nasarana thus taken. 

Meharban Singh died on the 4th June 1915 and was succeeded by his 
son Diwan Baldeo Singh. 

The area of Banka Pahari is 5 square miles; the population, by the 
Census of 1921, 1,613; and the yearly revenue about Be. 4,000. 

Banka Pahari was liable to pay nasarana in accordance with the terms 
of its Adoption Sanad up to 1911, when all Nasarana levies ware abolished 
on the occasion oi the Coronation Darbar.

And fast, in the event of your immediately coming into the British camp 
and of your future implicit submission to the orders of the British Government, 
I promise protection to your person and property, and every degree of personal 
liberty as well as of attention and respect on my own part. 
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I leem to you a piovuioii for Ufe» and for yow funily in parpot- 
nily, of four lakba of Rnpees oitlior m land or In money, to be set apart from 
the revennee of Bnndeicnnd by the British Qovemment in oonoert with His High* 
ness the Peishwa, 

Thirdly, 1 promise to recommend to onr Qovemment their interceding wHh 
His Highniwa the Peishwa for the continuance of the houses and villages in t^ 
vicinity of Poonah, which you state to ha^e been granted to you in jaghire, and 
their endeavouring to reconcile the mind of His Highness towards you in the 
event of his displeasure occasioned by ^ur late conduct or by any other cause. 

Finally, respecting the provision which I have now gruited to you, it is to 
be considered as a permanent provision made by the British Government in con- 
cert wish His Highness the Peishwa, and therefore not dependant for its duration 
upon the possession of Bundelcund. 

At the same time, you will observe that all these assurances on my part are 
binding only in the case of your arrival in the British camp on or before Monday 
next, the 16th of the present month, and in that event I have no hesitation in 
promising to recommend you to Government as a proper object of their further 
liberalify and kindness.

the province of Bundelcund, yielding an annual revenue of thirfy-siz lalrhn god 
sixteen thousand Rupees was permanently ceded to the British Government 
and annexed to their possessions in Hindoostan ; and Whereas at ^.he period when 
the British troops were first employed in the occupation of the province of Bun- 
dolcund, and in the punishment of the disafiected in this province, Nana Gh>vind 
Rao did for a time oppose the operations of the British troops in this province, 
by which conduct he the said Nana Gk>vind Rao placed himself in the condition 
of an enemy to the British Government, and several districts and forts in the 
province of Bundelcund, which were formerly possessed by him, were conquered 
by the British army and occupied by their authority ; and Whereas after the 
conquest of the aforesaid districts and forts, Nana Govind Rao, professing sin- 
cere obedience and submission to the Honorable Company, joined the British 
army with his troops, and since the period in question invariably regulated his 
conduct by a rigid observance of the duties of amity and attachment to the British 
Government and to its interests, in consideration of which the ilakas of Oorey 
and Mohummedabad were restored to him during the first year, and the peigun* 
nah of Mohaba in the second year after his submission ; and Whereas a promise 
was made by the British Government to grant to Nana Govind Rao an equivalent 
for the district of Galpee at some future period, the Honorable the Governor^ 
General in Goancil has lately been pleased to direct the performance of that 
promise ; Therefore, and with a view to the confidence and entire satisfaction 
of Nana Govind Rao regarding both his ancient possessions and those which are 
now to be ceded to him as an equivalent for the district of Calpeo, as well as 
for the purpose of confirming the said Nana Govind Rao in the principles and 
duties of good faith and attachment to the British Government, the following 
Articles have been agreed to and shall oontinae in force forever:— 


Abtioui 1. 

The Nana having professed a sincere attachment to the Honorable Gomiiany

All houses and gardens' which belonged to the ancestors of the Nana and to

Rao,-1817. 

Whereas by a Treaty oonolnded between the British Cbvemment and His 
Highuem the Peishwa, under date the Idth June 1S17, corresponding with the 
14th ^ssar 1874 Sumbut, the rights of sapremacy possessed by His Highness 
over Nana Govind Rao, and the lands in the Nana’s immediate ocbnpation, have 
been transferred to the British Qoverment ; and Whereas the British Govern- 
ment has consented on certain conuderations to relinquish the tribute and mili- 
tary service which by virtue of that transfer it had acquired a right to demand 
from the Nana, and to constitute the Nana the hereditary ruler of the lands at 
present in his actual possession : The following Articles have accordingly been 
concluded by mutual cdnaent between the British Government and the said Nana 
Govind Bao : 

Articu 1. 

All the Articles of the Bsgagement contracted with Nana Govind Bao by 
Ookmel John Baillie on the part of the British Government, under date the 3id 
day of October 1806» correi^ondiiig w^ the 10th of Shabun 1221 Hijree, and 
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titt llib of Sooii Sood 1863 Sumbat, sball itiDAin in foil Uam, oxoepiing in «a 
lor M ihe 7 ^ ^ altered by this Treaty. 

Abtiolb 2. 

The Biitiah GoTeomment hereby relinquishee for ever its right to tribute and 
mflitaxy eerviee from Nana Qovlnd Rao, hie heirs and euocessors. The British 
OovenuDoent nmceover acknowledges and hereby oonstitatee Nana Govind RaO| 
Us heirs and snoocpora, the hereditary rulers of the territory at present in the 
Nana's actual posseason. 

ABnoLE 3. 

The British Goveriimeat further engages to protect the aforesaid possessions 
of tho Nana from the aggressions of any foreign power, and it is aecordingly here- 
by agreed between the oontracting parties that whenever the Nana shall have 
reason to apprehend a design on the part of any power to invade his territories, 
whether in consequence of any disputed claim or on any other ground, he shall 
report the drcumstances of the case to the British Gk>vernment, which will inter- 
pose its mediation for the adjustment of such disputed claim ; the Nana, relying 
on the justioe and equity of the British Qovemment, agroM implicitly to abide 
by its award. If the apprehended aggression be referable to any other cause, 
the British Government will endeavour by representation and remonstrance to 
avert the design, and if, notwithstanding the Nang’s acquiescence in the award 
of the Biitiah Qovemment, the other party shall persist in its hostile designs, 
and the endeavours of thcBritish Government shall fail of success, liuch measures 
will be adopted for the protection of the Nana’s territories as the drcumstances 
of the case may appear to require. 

Ai^iclb 4. 

Nana Govind Bao hereby cedes to the British Government in perpetual sov- 
ereignty the whole of the lands of the ilakah of Kundah appertaining to the per- 
gnnnah of Mohabuh, citcumscribed by the territories of the British Government, 
and also certain villages on the banks of the Biver Jumna appertaining to the 
peigunnah of Ghoorke, and intermized with the Honorable Company’s lands 
of Bhudaick and Baypore, including mat, sayer, charity, and rent-free lands of 
every description, agreeably to a Schedule subjoined to the Treaty ; the Nana 
accordingly engages that the aforesaid lands shall be given up to tU Officers of 
the British Government immediately on demand. But with a view to the satis- 
faction of certain claims upon the Nana, for which some of these lands ate pledged, 
the British Qovemment hereby agrees to grant to the Nana the revenue of those 
lands to be paid in cash up to the end of Assar next, corresponding with July 
1818 ; the cnnent revenue, alter deducting the expense of collection, the out- 
standing balances, and^the advances of tuccavie which may be justly demand- 
able up to the end of Aw next, accordiiig to the Bggnlations of ^ British Gov- 
ernment, shall aceoidiiiity be colboted by the British Bevenue Offleeis and paid 
to the Nana mcnthty.

U at anytime the Nana have any cause of complaint against any of the Bajahs 
or Chieb allied to the British Government, the Nana engages to refer the case 
to the arbitration and decision' of that Government, and to abide implicitly by 
its award, and on no account to commit aggressions against the other party, or 
to employ his own force for the satisfaction of sncli claim or the redress of the 
grievance of which he may complain. 

Abtiglb 6. 

Nana Qovind Bao hereby engages to abstain from corresponding with foreign 
powers, excepting with the privity and consent of the British Government. 

Abtiglb 7 

With a View to facilitate the adjustment of boundary disputes between the 
subjects of the Nana and that of the 'British Government, and to avoid the delay 
of a reference to the Nana, the Nana hereby^engages to require all his Anmils 
and other Officers on the frontier to comply immediately with any ordera they 
may receive from the Superintendent /^ Political Affairs, for causing the attend- 
ance of parties and witnesses, or for any other purpose connected with tho ad-^ 
justment of boundary disputes without waiting the result of a reference to him. 
The Nana further agrees to give ready and due attention to all suggestioBB from 
the Superintendent respecting the punishment of any of .his subjects who may 
be convicted before the Superintmident of violence and aggresm. tewndli the 
British subjects.

as certain requests and agrejBments on the part of Shbo Bao Bhao were not 
moluded in the said Wajib-ool-Unt, and are now necessary to be added : 

The following Articles are now agreed on for the purpose of aBording addi- 
rional security and confidence to Sheo Bao Bhiio, and of constituting an addi- 
pMge of his fide^ and attachment to the British Government 

^imoui 1. 

The Bhao» professiiig his entbe subnuBrion and rincere attachment to the 
BritUi Goverament and to His Hpuhness the Feishwa, hereby engages to con- 
sider the friends of both Govesiments as his Mends, and their enemies as his 
enemMs, that is to say, he pramises net to molest any Chief or State who shall 
be obedient to the British Govenunent and to Hk Hi^jhness the Peishwa ; and 
aU such as may be rebeDions disaffected to these Governments 
as his enemies* he engages to give no protection in his oonntiy to such persons 
or their to hold no intercourse or correspondence *of any nature with 

them, and to use every means in his power to seise and deliver thm over to the 
Government against which they may offend.

If at any time a dispute or difference arise between the Bhao and any ndgn-

Seurao Bhao, Chief of Jhansic and other places, submits the following 
requests in separate Articles, and hopes that they may be granted by the British 
Government 

isf.— The degree of rank and respectability which I have hitherto enjoyed 
under His Highness the Peishwa, shall be continued and increased under the British 
Government. 

2nd.— The country and forts which I at present hold under the authority of 
His Highness the Peishwa shall remain in my possession, and the revenue which 
I have hitherto paid to the Peishwa shall hereafter be paid into the Company’s 
treasury. 

Srd . — As the English are now employed in the conquest of the territories and 
forts of Dowlut Rao Sciiidiah and Holkar, let a battalion or two with an Officer 
of rank be sent here, and I shall join and assist them in conquering the countries 
which are adjacent to my own. 

4th , — If the Honorable Company be desirous of possessing my country and

Whereas a Treaty of defensive alliance was concluded between the British 
Government and the late Sheo Bow Bhow, Souba^ar of Jhansie, under date 
the 6th of February 1804| or lOth of Phagoon Boodee 1860 Sumbut, when the 
said Soubahdar was in the condition of a tributary to His Highness the Peishwa ; 
and Whereas the whole of, the rights of His Highness the Peishwa over the prin- 
cipality of Jhansie have since that period been transferred to the British Govern- 
ment, in virtue of a Treaty concluded between that Government and the Peishwa, 
under date the 13th of June 1817, corresponding with the Uth Assar 1874 Sumbut, 
and in consequence of that transfer the relations established by the fonner 
Treaty between the British Government and Jhansie have become virtually ex- 
tinct ; and Whereas the British Government, in consideration of the very res- 
pectable character borne by the late Soubahdar Sheo Bow Bhow and his uni- 
form and faithful attachment to the British Government, and in deference to 
his wish expressed before his death that the principality of Jhansie might be con- 
firmed in perpetuity to his grandson, Row Kamchund Row, to be conducted 
during the minority of the said Row Ramchund Row by Row Gopaul Row Bhow 
manager nominated by the late Bhow and confirmed by the British Government :

Be it knoem to the Chowdriee, Genoongoee, and Zemindars of the Pergiin- 
nahs of Pnnwairee and Poirey, etc., in the provinoe of Bundelound : Wheteas 
the Rajah Risseiy, the Rajah of Jeytpoie, one of the ancient and respectable 
Ghiefs of the province, and a heredihury descendant of the Rajah Jnggnt Raje, 
previously to this period, having submitted himself to the authority and enter^ 
into engagements, and obligations of obedience, loyahy and submission to the 
British Qovemment, and delivered in an ikramamah, or written engagement, 
to the %bove effect, consisting of eight Articles, the said Rajah received from, the 
British Gfovemment fifty*two villages in the Pergnnnah of Punwarree, rent-free, 
and ever since has remained faithful in his obedience and loyalty : Wherefore, 
on the 18th pf July 1809 A.D., the said Rajah received from the British Qovem- 
ment in gift, certain villages in the Peigunnah of Powey, and on the 12th Septem- 
ber in the above year, he, the said Rajah, also received in free gift certain diamond 
mines in conrideration of his situation and claims to the favor of the British 
government. Now the said Rajah having requested to receive one Stinnud in- 
dnding the whole of the grants, a Sunnud is therefore given to the said Rajah, 
granting him, rent-free, the villages and possessions enumerated underneath. 
So long as the said Rajah, his heirs and snooessors, shall remain faithful to and 
truly disdiarge the terms of the ikramamah he has now entered into, consist- 
ing of eleven Artides, the villages and possessions, enumerated bdow, with the 
whole of their land revenues, and sayer, abkaree, and all other rights and duet 
belonging tiiereto, shall remain^ in his and their unmolested possession, rent-free; 
generation after generation for e^r. It is proper that you consider the<afore« 
said Rajah the true proprietor of the villages and possesiionB in question ; and 
the duties of the imid Rajah are to protect and promote the comfort of the inhab^ 
itants and cultivators, and, rendering his possessions popnlons and flourishing 
enjoy the produce in good wishes and prayers for the prosperity of the British 
Government.

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Teamblation of the Ixeabnamah of the Bajak Kisssby SinGi the Rajah of 
JlYTFOBB, dated 13th September 1812. 

Whereas I, Rajah Kissery Smg> Rajah of Jeytpore, one of the ancient and 
respectable Chiefs of the province of Bandelcnnd, and descended from the Rajah 
Jnggut Raje, from the time that 1 delivered in my Ikrarnaraah or obligation of 
submission and obedience, and obtained in jaghire fifty-two villages in the per- 
gumah of Punwanee from the British Government, have discharged with heart 
and soul the obligations of loyalty and obedience, and I have been admitted 
amongst the dependents of the British Government, and remained faithful to 
the terms of my engagements, in no instance deviating a tittle therefrom ; during 
the administration of Mr. John Richardson certain villages and possessions in the 
pergunnah of Powey were granted to me for my sustenance, and the aforesaid 
gentleman required from me a fresh Ikramamah, in terms appropriate to the change 
of circumstances : for which reason, and to confirm my submission, loyalty, and 
obedience to the British Government, I now deliver in the present Ikramamah, 
consisting of the eight Articles of my former engagements, and of three new Arti- 
cles, in all eleven Articles, under my seal and signature, and I hereby promise 
and engage that 1 shall never deviate a tittle from those Articles in letter, spirit, 
or tendency. 

Abtiolb 1. 

I promise never to unite on any occasion with external or internal enemies of 
the British Government, and to be ever obedient and submissive to their will and 
commands, from the due performance of which duties 1 shall never depart. 

Abtzolb 2. 

If any of my children and relations excite disturbances in the British terri- 
tories, 1 agree to use my utmost endeavours to prevent them, and in the event 
of their continuing to behave improperly, I promise to join the British troops 
with my forces for the purpose of punishing them. 

Abtiolb 3. 

If any of the peasantry or inhabitants of the British territory should desert 
from the British territory and take shelter in any of the villages granted to me, 
1 engage to seise and give them over to the Officers of the British Government ; 
and if persons be sent to apprehend them in my villages, I agree not only not to 
oppose but to assist the persons who may be sent into my villages to apprehend 
a^ secure the offenders. 


Abholb 4. 

I likewise promise never to protect or suffer to remain in my villages any robbers 
or thieves ; and if a robbery takes place in my villages on 'the property of mer- 
chants or travellers, 1 shall make the semindars of that village responsible, aud 
shall cause them either to restore the property or pay the value of it» or for the 
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■eisute and deliyery to the British Gk>yemment of thti thieyes and robbers. 1 
shall immediately seise and deliver over to the British aathority all murderers 
and others who may have conunitted crimes in the British possessions, and may 
have taken refuge in any of my villages. 

Abtiolb 5. 

If any of the neighbouring Chiefs rebel against the British authority, although 
shey be my near relations, I do hereby promise to abstain from all friendly com- 
munication witK them, and not to protect or suffer any of their relations or de« 
pendents to remain in any of my villages. 

AntrOLB 6. 

1 engage never to*quanrel with any Chief who is obedient and submissive to 
the British Government ; if any of them should quarrel with me, I promise to 
submit such dispute to the decision of Government. 

Aetiolb 7. 

I promise not to retain in my service a greater number of troops, horse or 
foot, than may absolutely be necessary for the collection of the revenues of my villa- 
gea, snd for the purposes pf personal state, without the authority and permission 
of the British Government. 

Aetiolb 8. 

I engajj^ isith my free will and consent never to have any concern of any 
nature with the fort of Jeytpore, and not permit my dependents to go round it, 
nor shall I repair the breaches of the fort. In short, I shall have nothing to do 
with the above fort. If anytl^ing contrary to the spirit and meaning of this agree- 
ment should ever take place, {‘'agree that all the villages which are included in 
the 8unnud granted by the British Government be resumed by them. 

Aetiolb 0. 

I engage to guard all the passes through the ghauts under my authority, so 
as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and ill-disposed persons from ascending 
or descending the ghauts, or from entering the British territories through any of 
those passes ; and if any neighbouring Chiefs or leaders should meditate an in- 
cursion into the British territories through my possessions, or those of the Chiefs 
in allegiance thereto, 1 engage to furnish the OfBicers of the British Government 
with information of the circumstance before his approach to the neighbourhood 
of my territories, and to exert my utmost efforts to obstruct his progress. 

Aetiolb 10. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the ghauts througo 
any of the passes subject to my authority, I agree not only not to obstruct or im- 
pede their progress, but to depute respectable and intelligent persons to conduct 
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thitai hj the moft convenient route, and to fujnieh them with the neceieary enp* 
plies so long as they may remain'within or in the vicinity of my possessions. 

Abtiolx 11. 

i sngage that one of my confidential servants shall always be in attendance 
as a vakeel on the Officer of the British Qovemment in this province for the pur- 
pose of executing his orders, and in the event of such vakeel being horn any refUK>n 
disapproved of by the said Officer, I agree immediately to appoint another in 
his st^.

Answes, 

As you are now one of the adher- 
ents and dependants of the British 
Government, it is incumbent on you 
to abstain from all intercourse and 
connection with the enemies and 
rebels of the British Government. 
You are not however prohibited 
from entering the service of any 
person not of the above description. 
But it is necessary that you previ- 
ously intimate your intention to the 
Government and obtain its permis- 
sion. In the event of hostilities 
arising between any of the depend- 
ants of the British Government and 
of either party offering you service 
or inviting your co-operation, your 
conduct in this case also must be 
guided by the instructions of the 
Odicers of the British Government.

If any of my dependants having separ- 
ated from me or any of niy creditors 
prefer any complaint against me, I 
request that it may not be listened to ; 
and my rank and dignity being entirely 
dependent on the favour of the British 
Government, I trust they may be in- 
oreasfd. 

5th Request. 

In former times the ilaka of Banda 
and lands on the opposite side of the 
River Cane, to the amount of four lakhs 
of Rupees, were farmed by me. In thut 
ilaka there are certain balances due to 
me by the zemindars which they hove 
no right to withhold. I request that the 
claim may be investigated by the Govern- 
ment and that they be required to dis- 
charge the balances. 


6th Request. 

I request permission to take possession 
of all the houses and gardens in the town 
of Banda belonging to me in whosever 
occupation they may be. 


7th Request. 

In certain villages of the peigunnahs 
of Banda, Motonnd and Soondah, the 
xemindars have granted me bonds for 
sums of money for which they have 
obtained remission in their kubooliuts 
with the Government, although they 
have not paid them to mo. Whatever 


ever that you carefully avoid pur- 
suing a line of . conduct that might 
give rise to suspicion. 

Answer. 

No complaint preferred against you 
of which the cause of action shall bo 
prior to the date of your Ikrarnamah 
shall 1)0 heard. But with respect to 
comj^laintM which shall have originated 
after that period, you shall be subject 
to the jurisdiction of the Court. 


Ansii>er. 

As no claims originating before 
the date of your Ikrarnamah are to 
l>e heard against you, it would be 
improper on the same principle to 
admit any old standing claims of yours 
against any other person ; at the 
same time whenever a complaint 
shall be preferred, the Officers of the 
Government, after investigating the 
nature of it, will decide upon the 
propriety of its ' admission or rejec- 
tion. 

Answer. 

Such of your houses as have been 
given to any person by the Govern- 
ment or as may be occupied without 
any written authority or permission 
from you shall be restored to you.

Those sums, after aseertainiiig the 
truth of your assertion, become the 
property of the Government, and by 
detecting those zemindars you will 
evince your zeal for the welfare of the 
Government.

I, Furseram, do hereby declare and acknowledge that 1 have submitted in 
person to the British Government, and with a view to confirm my obedience and 
submission I do hereby present this Ikrarnamah, comprising the following Arti- 
cles 

Article 1. 

Whereas I, Furseram, freely and sincerely professing my obedience and sub- 
mission to the British Government, have been ranked among the number of the 
dependants and adherents of that Government ; and Whereas John Richardson, 
Esq., Agent on the part of the Right Hon’ble the Governor-General in Council 
for the general superintendence and cohtrol of the province of Bundelound, has 
required from me an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance to the British Govern- 
ment: Therefore, and in consideration of the ample maintenance which has 
now been conferred upon me by the British Government, I do hereby present 
this Ikrarnamah, comprising the following Articles under my own seal and signa- 
ture, from which I hereby engage never to deviate and never to commit any act 
which shall in any degree violate the terms of the said Articles. 

j^BTIOLE 1 

I agree to reside with my family and ohildrem ii>: one of the villages of my 
jaghire and not to leave such village without orders from the Officers of the British 
Government. 

Abticub 3. 

I hereby engage to have no connection with any marauders, plunderers, 
robbers, or other evil-doers within or without the province of Buudeluuud, especially 
with Rajah Ram, and not to permit any such persons to reside in any of my vil- 
lages ; to give every information regarding them to the Officer of shs British 
Government and to relinquish all intercourse and correspondence whatever with 
them. I further engage not to enter into disputes with any of the servants and 
dependants of the British Government, and if a dispute should arise between any 
of the dependants of the Government, I engage to remain passive in such dispute, 
to afford no assistance to either party without orders from the British Govern- 
ment, and acrupulously to observe the duties of obedience and submisaion on 
all occasions.

Artioli 4. 

If any inhabitant of the British Government abscond and take refuge in any 
of my villages, I engage to seise and deliver him up to the Officers of the British 
Government ; and if any person should be deputed by the Government to appre- 
hend such absconder, 1 agree not only not to oppose or impede such person, but 
to afford him every assistance in the apprehension of the offender. I further 
engage to obey the orders of the Civil and Criminal Courts in all cases that shall 
occur after the dat^ of this Ikramamah, and never to excite any disturbances 
or commotions whatever. 

Artzolx 5. 

1 engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of the villages of my 
jaghire ; and if the property of any of the inhabitants or travellers be stolen or 
plundered in any of the villages, I engage to make the zemindar of such village 
responsible either for the restitution of stolen property or for the seizure and deliv- 
ery of the thief or robber to the Officers of the British Government. And if 
any person amenable to the British laws for murder, or any other crime com- 
mitted in the British territory, shall take refuge in any of my villages, 1 engage 
to apprehend such person and deliver him up to the Government. 

Artiole 6. 

The zemindars of the villages composing my jaghire having entered into engage-^ 
ments with the Collector for the payment of the revenue to the British Govern- 
ment, I hereby promise, until the expiration of those engagements, to collect 
their revenue conformably to their existing pottahs and kubooliuts. 

Dated the 7th of October 1807, corresponding with the Isl of Assin 1215 Fuslee, 


Bunnud granted to Pursbram,— 1807. 

To the mutsuddies, jaghiredars, kurorees, chowdries, and kanoongoes, present 
and future of the pergunnah of Motound, in the province of Bundelcund, be it 
known ; that Whereas Purserain, on hearing the fame of the juscice and bene- 
volence of the British Government, has freely and sincerely professed his obedience 
and submission to the Government and having accompanied Rajah Bukht Sing 
to the presence of the Agent to the Gbvernor-General in Bundelcund has asked 
forgiveness for his past offences, and has delivered an Ikrarnamah or obligation 
of allegiance comprising sLt Articles under his own seal and signature; and 
Whereas the benevolent principles of the British Government dispose it to show 
mercy to offenders and to afford support and protection to all its adherents : 
Therefore, and under the influence of those benevolent principles, the villages of 
Kudhee and Jybrimha with their dependencies situated in the pergunnah of 
Motound, and yielding a kamil jumma of fifteen thousand Rupees agreeably to 
the subjoined statement, are hereby granted by the British Government in jaghiis 
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to the said Puiseram. And ao long m the said Poneram shall continue firm in 
his obedience to the British Gbvemment and tme to the terms of his Ikramamah, 
the aforesaid villages shall remain in his possession in perpetuity. 

It is incumbent on the said Puraeram to render the inhabitants of his jaghire 
contented and grateful by his good government ; to direct his utmost exertions 
to promote their comfort and conciliate their affections and to give no asylum to 
thieves or robbers in any of his villages. It is the duty of the peasantry and in- 
habitants to consider the said Purseram as paramount jaghiredar of the afore- 
said villages, and to acknowledge his right to all the duties and immunities ap- 
pertaining thereto, to offer no opposition or disobedience to him, nor to require 
the annual renewal of their Sunnud. 

After obtaining the sanction of the Right Hon*ble the Governor-General 
this Sunnud shall be considered as valid.

Abtioui 1. 

It is agreed that daring the natoral life of Amrut Rao Bahadoor, and that 
of his son, Benaik Rao Bappa Sahib, he Amint Rao (and his son after his decease) 
shall be ensured the enjoyment of a revenue of seven lakhs of Rupees. This 
shall either be granted in territory or ia cash : the English Government considers 
itself responsible for its payment. The revenue of all such districts as are at present 
in Amrut Rao Bahadoor’a possession must be included in the account of his annual 
revenue, and he shall receive the difference between their amount and the sum 
fixed on for his support, of seven lakhs of Rupees. 

Abtiole 2. 

As a proof that Amrut Rao ia sincere in his professions of friendship to the 
English Government, he must meet the Honorable Major-General Wellesley, who 
means to advance to Aurangabad. 

Abtioui 3. 

Amrut Rao must on all occasions exert himself cor^lly to forward the interests 
of the Honorable Company and His Highness the PeiAwa. 

Aanoxji 4. 

Whatever friends and adherents may attend Amrut Rao may be satisfied of 
their perfect safety, and be assured they shall receive injury from no quarter 
whatever, as they will be under the protection of the British Government. After 
the meeting between the Honorable Major-General Wellesley and Amrut Rao 
shall have taken place, some arrangement shall be made for their support.* 

Abtioli 5. 

VThen Amrut Rao joins General Wellesley, the more force both in cavalry 
and infantry that accompany him, the more will be the General's satisfaction. 

Annou 6. 

When Amrut Rao proceeds to join General Wellesley’s army, he will send 
his wife and all his family to the fort of Ahmednagur, or to Bombay or Salsette,

Tbbaty of Fbiendsbip apd Dsvbmsivs Allumgb concluded between the 
Bbitibe QoyBBNMiiiT and the Rajah of Oorcha,->1812. 

The Rajah Mahender Biokennajeet Bahader, Rajah of Oorcha, one of the 
Chiefs of Bondelcund, by whom and his ancestors bis present possessions have 
been held in successive generations during a long course of years without paying 
tribute or acknowledging vassalage to any other power, having on all occasions, 
manifested a sincere friendship and attvshiPent to the British Government, and 
having solicitod to be placed under the powerful protection of that Government, 
the British Government, relying on the continuance of that disposition which the 
Rajah has hitherto manifested towards it, and on his adherence to whatever 
engagements he may form on the basis of a more intimate union of his interests 
with those of the Honorable Company, has acceded to the' Rajah's request, and 
the following Articles of a Treaty of friendship and alliance are accordingly by 
mutual consent concluded between the British Government and the said Rajah 
Mahender Bickerrmjeet Bahader, his heirs and successors. 

Article 1. 

The Rajah Mahender Bickermajeet Bahader, Rajah of Oorcha, having pro* 
fessed his obedience and attachment to the British Government, he is admitted 
henceforward among the number of the aiUes of the British Government ; accord* 
ingly the said Rajah hereby engages to consider the friends of that Government 
as his friends, and its enemieb as his enemies, and to abstain from molesting any 
Chief or State in alliance or in amity^with the British Government ; and consider- 
ing all persons who may be disaffected to that Government as his own enemies, 
he further engages to afford no protection to such persons or their families in his 
country, to hold no intercourse or correspondence of any nature with them, but 
on the contrary, to use every means in his power to seize and deliver them up 
to the Officers of the British Government. 

Article 2. 

The territory which from ancient times has descended to Rajah MAhender 
Bickermajeet Bahader by inheritance, and is now in his possession, is hereby 
guaranteed to the said Rajah and to his heirs and successors, and they shall never 
be molested in the enjoyment of the said territory by the British Government 
nor' any of its allies or dependents, nor shall any tribute be demanded from him 
or them* The British Government, moreover, engages to protect and defend 
the dominions at present in Rajah Mahender Bickermajeet Shader's possession 
from the aggressions of any foreign power. 

Articili 3. 

Tht Britiah Oovenmwnt bavmg, by the terms of the foregoing Artiele, en- 
gaged to protect the territories at present possessed by the Rajah of Oorcha from

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the aggressions of any foreign power, it is hereby agreed between the oontraotiDg 
parties that, whenever the Rajah shall have reason to apprehend design on the 
part of any foreign power to invade his territories, whether in conseqnence of 
any disputed claim or on any other ground, he shall report the oiroumstancea of 
the case to the British Government, which will interpose its mediation for the 
adjustment of such disputed claim, and the Rajah, relying on the justice and 
equity of the British Government, agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If 
the apprehended aggression shall be referable to any other cause, the British Gov- 
ernment will endeavor, by representation and remonstrance, to avert the design ; 
and if, in the former case, notwithstanding the Rajah’s acquiescence in the award 
of the British Government, the other power shall persist in its hostile designs, 
and if, in the latter case, the endeavors of the British Government should fail 
of success, such measures will be adopted for the protection of the Rajah’s terri- 
tories as the circumstances of the case may appear to require. 

Abtiolb 4. 

If at any tioM the Rajah of Ooroha shall have any claim or oaiue of oom- 
plaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependent on the British 
Government, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the arbitration and decision 
of that Government, and to abide by its award, and on no account to commit 
aggression against the other party, or to employ his own force for the satisfac- 
tion of such claim, or for the redress of the grievance of which he may complain. 
On the other hand, the British Government engages to withhold its allies or depen- 
dents from committing any aggression against the Rajah of Ooroha, or to punish 
the aggressor and to arbitrate any demand they may have upon the Rajah of Ooroha 
according to the strict principles of jusrice, the Rajah on his part agreeing im- 
plicitly to abide by its award. 

\ Aetioli 6. 

The Rajah of Ooroha engages at all times to employ his utmost exertions in 
defending the roads and passes of his country against any enemies or predatory 
bodies who may attempt to penetrate through it into the territories of the Honor- 
able Company, 

Artiolb 6. 

Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its troops 
through the dominions of the Rajah of Ooroha, or to station a British force within 
his territories, it shall be competent to the British Government so to detach or 
station its troops, and the Rajah of Ooroha shall give his consent accordingly, 
The Commander of the British troops which may thus eventually pass through 
or temporaniy occupy a position within the Rajah’s territories, sUU not in ai^ 
manner interfere in the internal eonoems of the Rajah’s Government. What^ 
ever materials or supplies may be required for the use of the British troops during 
their continuance in the Rajah’s territories shall be readily famished by the Rajah’s 
Ofloers and subjects* and shall be paid for at the prioncnirent qt the baaaf. 
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Abtioub 7. 

The Rajah engages never to entertain in his service ahy British subject or 
Buropeans of any nation or description whatever, without the consent of the British 
Qovemlnent. 

" Artiolb 8. 

This Treaty, consisting of eight Articles, having this day been concluded bet- 
ween the British Gc^ernment and the Rajah Mahender Biokermajeet Bahader, 
the Rajah of Oorcha, through the agency of John Wauchope, Esq., in virtue of 
powers delegated to him by the Right Honorable the Governor-General in Council 
on the one part, and Lalla Dhakun Lall, the vakeel of the said Rajah, on the other, 
Mr. John Wauchope has delivered to the said vakeel one copy of the Treaty in 
Bnglish, Persian, and Hindooi, signed and sealed by himself, and the said vakeel 
has delivered to Bfr. John Wauchope another copy duly executed by the Rajuh, 
and Mr. John Wanohope engages to procure and deliver to the said vakeel, within 
the space of thirty days, a copy ratified by the seal of the Company and the signa- 
ture of the Governor-General in Council, on the delivery of which the copy exe- 
cuted by Mr. John Wauchope shall be returned, and the Treaty shall be consid- 
ered from that time to have full force and effect. 

Signed, sealed, and exchanged at Banda, tn Bunddcund, on the Tnienty4h%fd 
day of December 1812, corresponding with the Sixth day of Poos 1220 Fuslee» 

Ratified by the Right Honorable the Governor-General in Council at Fort 
William in Bengal, this 8th day of January 1813.

Her Majesty being desirous that the governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India, who now govern their own territories, should be perpetuated, 
and that the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued $ 
in fulfilment of this desire, this Sunnud is given to you to convey to* you the assur- 
ance that| on failure of natural heirs, the British Government will recognise and 
confirm any adoption of a successor made by yourself or by any future Chief of 
your State that may be in accordance with Hindoo law and the, customs of your 
race. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so long 
as your House is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the Treaties^ 
Grants, or Bngagements which record its obligations to the British Government.

AJUf oomplimefUa , — ^In these days I have received a Robkar of the Bimdel- 
khand Agency, dated 15th September 1888; in which 1 an^ requested to send a 
Kharita ceding criminal and civil jurisdiction on lands (in Orchha territory) which 
come under the Indian Midland Railway. Correspondence has passed on this 
•abject before, and I now inform you by means of this letter that I cede to Gov- 
ernment the authority to hear criminal and civil cases that may arise on the lands 
which have come under the Indian Midland Railway. I therefore beg tliat you 
may inform the Government of India of this cession of the powers.

Terms of Revised Aobeemsmt with His Highness the Maharaja of Orohha 
in regard to the land required for the construction of the Pahabi Reservoir, 
—1916. 

(a) His Highness the Maharaja agrees to the submersion of the lands as 
generally shown in the map * accompanying and which as surveyed by the Canal 
Department are approximately of an area of 298*07 acres up to contour of cresfc 
of dam level R. L. 635*00 and 337*47 acres between contours of crest R. L. 635*00 
and top of gate R. L. 643*00. 

(5) The Maharaja will retain the whole of the lands in his own possession and 
agrees to make no claims for compensation for their submergence, nor for any 
damage to rabi crops which may be bown on the emergent area due to a rise of 
water level m the Reservoir from whatever cause, and no rate will be levied by 
the Canal Dq>artment for any benefits due to submergence which may accrue 
to the emergent land. 

(e) The Darbar shall have the right to lift water for irrigating any of the State 
lauds by the usual country methods such as Donri, Chant, Barat, etc., and no 
water rate shall be levied by the Canal Department for such irrigation.

Trkaty concluded between Rao Rajah Parbeohut of Duttbbau and Captain 
Bailue» Political Agent of His Excellency General Lake, Comroan- 
der-in-Chief, etc., etc., etc., at Koonjun Qbat, the 16 th day of March 
1804 . 

Whereas a firm Treaty of alliance and friendship subsists between the British 
Government and His Highness the Peishwa, and by a mutual agreement between 
these two powers, a portion of the Province of Bnndelonnd has been ceded in per- 
petual sovereignty to the Hon’ble Company : and Whereas shortly aftei the arrival 
of the British army in Bundelcund Rao Rajah Pareechiit Bahadoor, the ruler of 
Dutteeah, repaired to the British Standard, and was admitted among the number 
of the dependents of the British Government : Therefore, and aith a view to 
the greater secuiity and confidence of Rao Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor, a Treaty, 
comprising the following Articles, is now concluded between the British Govern- 
ment and the said Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor. 

Article 1. 

Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor having professed his obedience and attachment 
to the British Government and to that of His Highness the Peishwa, hereby engages 
to consider the friends of both Governmenta as his friends, and their enemies as 
his enemies : that is to say, he promises not to molest any Chief or State, who 
shall be obedient to the British Government and to His Highness the Peishwa, 
and considering all such as may be rebellious or disaffected to those Governments 
as his own enemies, he engages to give no protection in his country to such persons 
or their families, to hold no intercourse or correspondence of any nature with them, 
and to use every means in his power to seise and deliver them over to the Govern- 
ment against which they may offend. 

Article 2. 

If at any time a dispute arise between Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor, and any 
neighbouring State or Chieftain professing obedience to the British Government» 
the Rajah engages to communicate the grounds of such dispute to the British Gov- 
ernment, that they may have an opportunity of investigating the matter in dis- 
pute, and of adjusting it to the mutual satisfaction of the parties, or of punish- 
ing the party who shall be refractory. 


Article 3. 

The ilaka of Bhuadere and certain other mehals having been lately ceded by 
the British Government to the Rana of Qohud, the Rajah engages to abstain from 
all manner of interference with the said ilaka and mahali; and the Rajah 
further engages to live on terms of amity and firiendahip with all the neighbour* 
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ing Chiefs who have professed their obedienoe and attachment to the British Ckiv- 
emment, and to avoid entering into quarrels with any of those Chiefs. 

Abtxoub 4. 

Whenever a detachment of the British forces shall be employed in punishing 
the disaffected in the countries contiguous to the possessions of Rajah Pareechut 
Bahadoor, the Rajah engages to join the British forces with his army, and to assist 
in the accomplishment of their views, and if at any time a detachment of the 
British force shall march into the Rajah’s territory for the purpose of quelling 
disturbances there, the whole expenses of such detachment shall be defrayed by 
the Rajah ; on the other hand, if the assistance of the Rajah’s troops be at any 
time demanded for the purpose of quelling disturbances in the British territory, 
the expense of such troops shall be borne by the British Government. 

AnxiOLn 5. 

Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor is in reality the commander of his own troops, but 
it iri hereby agreed, that on every occasion, when they may be actii^ with the 
British forces, the general command of the whole shall be vested in the Com- 
manding Officer of the British troops ; and in the event of peace being concluded, 
line attention shall be paid to the interests of the Rajah. 

Abtioli 6. 

The Rajah engages never to entertain in his service any British subject, or 
European of any nation or description whatever, without the consent of the British 
Government. 

Abuclb 7. 

The ancestors of Rajah Pareeclimt Bahadoor having uniformly been treated 
with respect and distinction by the powers of Hindoostan and by His Highness 
the Peishwa, and having uniforml/ enjoyed the undisturbed possession of the 
territory now in the Rajiv’s occupation, the Rajah shall in like manner experience 
every degree of consideration and favor under the British Government, so long 
as he shall continue faithful and attached to its interests. 

AbtxoiiX 8. 

The territory which from ancient times has descended to Rajah Pareechut 
Bahadoor by inheritanoe, is hereby confirmed to the Rajah, and to his heirs and 
incoessors, and they shall never be molested in the enjoyment of the said terri* 
toiy by the British Government, nor by any of their allies. 

ARnoLi 9. 

If Rajah Ambajee IngUa at any time molest the possessions of the Rajah, 
the BiitiA Qovertiment shaU interfere to prevent him. 
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Abticu 10. 

Aocosations of diBaffectioD, if adduced by any person against the Rajah, shall 
not be attended to by the British Government, unless the truth of them be proved. 
This Agreement, containing ten Articles, signed and sealed by Captain John Baillie 
and Rao Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor on the 15th of the month of March, corres* 
ponding with the 2nd of the month of Zelhij 1218 Hijeree, and the 4th Jeit Soodee 
1861 Sumbat, at Koonjun Ghat, is delivered to Rao Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor, 
and another of the same date, tenor and contents, signed and sealed by the parties 
on the same day, is delivered to Captain John Baillie. Whenever the ratifica- 
tion of this Agreement under the seal and signature of His Excellency General 
Lake, or of His Excellency the Most Noble the Marquis Wellesley, Governor- 
General, shall be delivered to Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor, the Rajah engages to 
return this Agreement.

Treaty between the British Goverkment and the Rajah of Duttebab, 

dated Slst July 1818. 

Whereas a Treaty of friendship was concluded between the British Govern- ’ 
ment and Rajah Pareechut, Rajah of Dutteeah, on the 15th of March 1804 ; and 
Whereas by virtue of a Treaty concluded between the British Government and 
the late Peishwa, under date the 15th of June 1817| the territory held in jaghir, 
from the Peishwa by the Vinchoorker Jaghkedar, north of the Nerbuddah River 
was ceded to the British Government ; and Whereas the Rajah of Dutteeah by 
the zeal, fidelity and attachment which he has uniformly manifested to the British 
Government since the date of his former Treaty, and more especially by the prompt 
and effectual assistance he afforded the British troops during the late encamp- 
ment of the army under the personal command of the Most Noble the Governor- 
General within his country, has established a just claim to the liberality and indul- 
gence of the British Government, the Most Noble the Marquis of Hastings, Gov- 
ernor-General, influenced by these considerations, has consented to bestow in 
perpetuity upon the said Rajah Pareechut, Rajah of Dutteeah, that portion of 
the late jaghire of the VincWrker Jaghkedar, lying east of the River Binds, 
commonly called the Ohourassee, subject however to the charges and conditions 
set forth in the following Articles. With a view also to the further strengthening 
and confirming of the friendship and attachment of the State of Dutteeah, the 
British Government has consented to protect the Dutteeah territory against all 
foreign enemies. The following Articles have accordingly been concluded between 
Rajah Pareechut, Rajah of l^tteeah, and the British Government, in amend- 
ment of the former - 

Artxolb 1. 

The Treaty condnded between the British Government and Rajah Pareechut, 
under date the 15th of March 1804, is hereby confirmed, with exception to such 
parts of it as are amended or altered by the proviaioBs of this Ikeaty. 
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ABTidui 2. 

Tho British Government hereby grants in perpetuity to the said Pareeohut, 
Rajah of Dutteeah, all those lands lying to the east of the River Sinde, known 
by the name of Chourassee, and formerly held by the Vinchoorker Jaghiredar, 
as detailed in the subjoined list, subject however to the conditions and charges 
contained in the following Articles. The Rajah is hereby also confirmed in the 
permanent possession of that part of the Vinchoorker Jaghire, contained also 
in the subjoined list, which is already in the Rajah’s possession. 

Article 3. 

Rao Qunput Rao, the Agent of the Vinchoorker Jaghiredar, will receive an 
assignment to the amount of 10,000 Rupees per annum on the aforesaid lands ; 
and the Rajah of Dutteeah hereby agrees to pay to the said Gunput Rao the above 
provision, in such manner as the Most Noble the Governor-General may direct. 

Article 4. 

The British Government hereby agrees to protect the original territory of 
tke Rajah of Dutteeah, as well as the district now granted to the Rajah, from 
the aggressions of all foreign powers. 


Article 5. 

The British Government having by tho terms of the foregoing Article engaged to 
protect the territory of Dutteeah from the aggressions of all foreign powers, it is 
hereby agreed between the contracting parties, that whenever the Rajah of Dutteeah 
shall apprehend a design on the part of any foreign power to invade his territories, 
whether in consequence of any disputed claim or on any other ground, he shall 
report the circumstances of the casrto the British Government, which will inter- 
pose its mediation for the adjustment of such disputed claim, and the Rajah, 
relying on the justice and equity of the British Government, agrees implicitly 
to abide by its award. If the apprehended aggressions shall be referable to any 
other cause, the British Government will endeavour by representation and remons- 
trance to avert its design, and if, notwithstanding the Rajah’s acquiescence in 
the award of the British Government, the other power shall persist in its hostile 
designs, and the endeavours of the British Government shall fail of success, such 
measures wiU be adopted for the protection of the Rajah’s territories as the cir- 
cumstanoes of tho case may appear to require. 

Article 6. 

In consideration of the liberal grant of territory now made to the Rajah of 
Dutteeah, and the protection and guarantee afforded by the Un> foregoing Articles 
to the Rajah’s territory, the Rajah hereby binds himself to employ his troops, 
at bis own expense, whenever required to ^ so, in co-operation with tkose of the 
British Government, on all occariona in which the interests of the two States m$i 
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be mutually concerned. On all such oeoaeions the Dutteeah troops shall act 
under the orders and control of the Commanding Officer of the British troops. 

Artiolb 7. . 

The Rajah of Dutteeah hereby agrees to submit to the arbitration of the British 
Government all Kis disputes with other Chieftains, and implicitly to abide by its 
award. 

Artiolb 8. 

The Rajah engages at all times to employ his utmost exertions in defending 
the roads and passes of his country against any enemies or predatory bodies who 
may attempt to penetrate through it into the territories of the British Govern- 
ment. 

Artiolb 9. 

Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its troops 
through the territories of the Rajah of Dutteeah, or to station a British force within 
them, it shall be competent to the British Government so to detach or -station 
its troops, and the Rajah shall give his consent accordingly. The Commander 
of the British troops who may thus eventually pass through or permanently 
occupy a position within the Rajah’s territory, shall not in any manner interfere 
in the internal concerns of the Dutteeah Government. Whatever materials or 
supplies may be required for the use of the British troops during their continuance 
in the Dutteeah territories, shall be readUy furnished by the Rajah’s Officers and 
subjects, and shall be paid for at the price current of the bazar. 

Article 10. 

The Rajah of Dutteeah hereby binds himself to maintain no correspondence 
with Foreign States without the privity and consent of the British Government. 

Article 11. 

The Rajah of Dutteeah hereby engages to give no asylum to criminals nor 
to defaulters of the British Government who may abscond and take refuge within 
his territories ; and should the Officers of the British Government be sent in pur- 
suit of such criminals and defaulters, the Rajah further engages to afford such 
Officers every assistance in his power in apprehending them. 

Artiolb 12. 

This Treaty, consisting of twelve Articles, having been this day contracted, 
subject to the pleasure of the Most Noble the Governor-General, between the 
British Government and the Rajah of Dutteeah, through the agency of Mr. John 
Wanchope, Agent of the Governor-General, on the one part, and Rao Sheoperahaud, 
vakeel of the Rajah of Dutteeah, on the other, Mr. Wanchope and the said vakeel 
have signed, sealed, and exchanged two copies of it in the English, Persian, and 
Hindee languages. A corresponding copy, if approved, will be ratified by the 
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seal and aignatuxe of the Most Noble the Oovernor-Oenexal, and hereafter do* 
livered to i^e said vakeel for the purpoae of being transmitted to the Rajah, after 
which apothof copy, signed and sealed hy the Rajah, will be delivered to Mr. 
Wauohope for the purpose of being deposited among the records of the British 
Qovemment.

Datia Salt Aorsbemnt,— 1879. 

Agbbimbmt for the security of the Sait Revenue of British India in the event 
of the abolition of the Inland Customs line, and for the abolition of Salt duties 
within the Datia State between the British Government and the Maharaja Bhawani 
Singh Lokendr Bahadur of Datia his heirs and successors executed on the one 
part by Lieutenant-General Sir Henry Daly, K.C.B., Agent to the Governor- 
General for the States of Central India, in virtue of the full powers vested in him 
by the Governor-General of India in Council, and on the other part by the Maha- 
raja Bhawani Singh Lokendr Bahadur. 

Abtiolb 1. 

The Maharaja of Datia agrees that no salt shall be manufactured within the 
State of Datia except at the Works specified in Schedule A attached to the Agree- 
ment. The quantity manufactured at any single work in the schedule shall not 
in any year exceed double the quantity entered opposite to the work in the 
schedule. 

Article 2. 

Nothing in the foregoing Article shall be held to prohibit the bond fide manu- 
facture of saltpetre rasi, sajji, or saline products other than edible salt at those 
Works which are already in existence and entered in Schedule B attached to this 
Agreement, but the Maharaja agrees that no new works of this description shall 
be opened. 

Articlb 3. 

The Maharaja agrees to prevent— 

Id, the export from the State of Datia of any salt therein manufactured, 

2nd, the import into and passage through the State of any saH other than 
salt upon which duty has been levied by the British Government. 

Article 4. 

Further the Maharaja agrees that no tax, toll, nor duty of any kind shall be 
levied within the State of Datia on salt upon which duty has been levied by the 
British Government. 

Article 5. 

If any stocks of salt other than salt manufactured in the State of Datia be 
found to exist within the territories of such State on the date on which this Agree- 
ment comes into force, the Maharaja agrees, if so requested by the British Govern- 
ment, to take possession of such stocks and to give the owners thereof the option 
of either transferring the salt to the British Government at such equitable valua- 
tion as may be fixed by the Maharaja in concurrence with the Political Agent, 
or paying to the British Government such duty not exceeding two rupees eight 
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annas per maand on such salt as the Governor-General in Council may fix. In 
the event of the owners accepting the latter alternative they shall be allowed to 
retain the salt on which the said duty may have been paid, but not otherwise. 

Article 6. 

The Maharaja agrees to prohibit the export from his State of bhang, gaiija, 
spirits, opium or other intoxicating drug or preparation by all routes and in ail 
difeotions heretofore barred by the Inland Customs line. 

Article 7. 

Ill consideration of the enforcement of this Agreement by the Maharaja and 
of proclaiming throughout his State free trade and transit for all salt manufactured 
and excised at British Salt Works the British Government agree to pay him annu- 
ally the sum of Rupees ten thousand (10,000). 

The mode and date of payment will be arranged hereafter. 

Article 8. 

Returns of the produce of the works mentioned in Schedules A and B siiall 
be furnished annually by the Maharaja on dates to be hereafter fixed. 


Article 9. 

The British Government reserve to themselves the right of revising the above 
articles of agreement should experience prove that they are insuiiicient for the 
protection of thA British Salt Revenue.

Aobbimimt between the Bunsn Oovirnmint and the Datia* 8tati 
zegarding jurisdiction and other matters connected with the working 
of the Bitwa Canal, -<-1888. \ 

1. Subject to anj modifications or alterations which may hereafter appear 
necessaiy, His Highness the Maharajah of Datia will retain full jurisdiction on 
those portions of the Betwa canal w^h pass through the Datia State ; provided 
that the charge and custody of the camd, its banks and sluicts, as well as all 
arrangements lor regulating the issue of water, will rest ezdusivdiy with the British 
canal officers. 

2. In order to facilitate communication with British canal officers^ the Datia 
State will appoint a responsible official to be called *' the Canal Motamld,** whose 
name will be reported to the Executive Engineer of the Britirii Oovemment for 
the canal and the Political Agent In Bundelound ; and this Motamid will be' the 
medium of communication between the British Government and the Datia Datbar 
in an matters relating to the working of the canal 

3. The Maharaja hereby dedlaieo dausee 1, 2, 3, 6, 10 and 11 of section 70 
of the Act of the Govemor^toneral in Council, Mo. VIQ of 1873, to be in force 
as law in the Datia State; and His Highness engages to deal m^editions^ and 


*8sme lor Ssmthir sad Bsoal 
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in the mnnner oontwnpinted thn aiofwaid Motion with all oomplainto made 
by BiitUi oanal oiBoen in legaid to the working of the canal in Datia teliiitoij. 

4. Reporta or oomplainta will ordinarily be made by or thiongh the Bxeon- 
tive Engineer to the Oanal Motamid ; bnt in all nrgent oaam, anoh aa aeriona 
damage to the oanal and eonaeqnent waate or apprehension of waste of water, 
ohowkidais will report diieot to the Motamid, who will invariably give a written 
reoeipt lor every oomplaint so made. 

6 . l%e Datia Darbar will give the Executive Engineer dne notioe of the date, 
time, and place fixed lor the trial of any o^noe under Section 70 of the above- 
mentioned Act, Yin of lS7fi, or of any criminal cam to which a canal anbordinate 
may be a party ; and the Executive Engineer ahall be at liberty to depute an 
officer not below the rank of a Snb-Overseer to watch the proceedings in the 
Darbaris Court. 

6 . The Datia Darbar will report monthly to the Poli^cal Agent in Bnndel- 
ennd all complaints made during the month by Britiah canal officers, and the 
manner in which such cases may have been disposed of. 

7. (a) Any canal officer trho is accused of having committed in Datia terri- 
toiy a heinous offence, such as murder, culpable homicide not amounting to 
murder, and dakaiti, may be arrested by the Maharaja’s authorities. 

(h) Information of every such arrest shall be given by the Itebar at once to 
the nearest British canal officer. 

(d) In all other oases in which the arrest of a oanal officer is desiied, a warrant 
of arrest will be sent by the Darbar for execution through the Sub-Overseer if 
the offender is a ohowkidar, and to the Sub-Divisional Officer if the offender is 
of a higher grade. 

(d) Police Officers and Magistrates of the Darbar may exeroiM, with req>eot 
to European British subjects, in Datia territory, the same powers as may be exer- 
cised with respect to European Britiah subjects by Police Officers and by Magis- 
trates who are not Justices of the Peace, respectively, in places in BritiA India 
beyond the limits of the Pkesideii^ towns. 

8 . (a) The Datia State will be responsible to the British Government lor all 
wilful damage to the canal, its sluices or banks, and for theft of water within 
Datia territory ; but it will be open to the Darbar, when required by the Political 
Agent, to show cauM why it sh^d not be called upon.to compensate the Canal 
Department for any such injury or riiaft of water. 

(h) In such cases the award of the Political Agent as to the liability of the 
Datia State to pay compensation and as to the amount payable shall be binding 
on the Darbar, sabject to an a^eal to the Agent to the Govemcr-Geneial, whose

nestly solicited to be placed under the protectbn of the British Qovemment, 
and having on several occasions manifested his loyalty and attachment to it, 
both by professions and acts, the British Qovemment, rdying on the continuanee 
of those sentiments, and on the Rajah's strict adherence to whatever engage- 
ments he may form on the basis of a more intimate union of his interests wHh 
those of the Honorable Company, has now acceded to the Rajah's request, and 
the following Articles of a Treaty of Alliance are accordingly contracted bet- 
ween the British Government and Rajah Runjeet Singh, his heirs and snocea- 
sors:— 


AnnotB 1. 

Rajah Runjeet Singh,. Rajah of Sumptur, being' hereby admitted among 
the al^ of the British Government, engages to consider the briends of that Gov- 
ernment as his friends, and its enemies as his enemies.' He further engsgee to 
give no molestation to any Chief or State in amity with the British Government, 
but considering all persons who may be disaflfected to that Government as his 
own enemies, he promises to afford no protection to them or their families in his 
country, to hold no intercourse with them whatever, and to use every means 
in his power to seiie and deliver them up to the Officers of the British Government 

Abtiou 2. 

The British Government, with a view to confirm the attachment and fidelity 
of the Govemment of Sumptur, hereby guarantees to Rajah Runjeet Singh, 
his heuB and successors, the territcry actually possessed by him at the period 
of the establishment of the British Govemment in Bunddkhund, and now in 
his dccnpatioBi and ther British Govemment hereby agrees to protect and defend 
the "MW bom the aggressioiis of any foreign power. 

Ahiujub 3. 

The Brllish Qovefiimsiit having if the teima'ol the fonfoing Article eigifed 
to piolBot the Rajah of Smqte frani the a ggr sstio ps of any ioNigii powori 
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it ii hmby agreed between the oontraotang partioe, that whenever the Bajah 
ehaU have reason to apprehend a design on the part of any foreign power to in* 
^i^ide his territones, whethtf ift oonseqnenoe cl any diiq^nted c Mm pr on any other 
gmnd, he shall report the citoomstances of the ease to the Biituh Oovemment, 
whieh will interpose its mediation for the adjustment of sudh disputed daim, 
and the Rajah, relying on the juslaoe and equity (d the British Qovemment, 
agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If the apprehended aggression ahaU be 
referable to any other cause, the British ^vemment will endeavour by repre- 
sentation and remonstrance to avert the design, and if, notwitiiutanding the 
Rajah’s acquiescence in the award of the British Government^ the other power 
shall persiBt in its hostile designs, and the endeavors of the B^iah Government 
sIh^ Isil of success, such messures will be adopted lor tl^ protectum of the 
Rajah’s territories as the drcumstanoes of the case may appear to require. 


Annoui 4. 

Ri oonoderation of the guarantee and protection extended by the two fore- 
going Articles to the Rajah of Sumptur, the Rajah hereby binds at his 
own expense to employ his troops whenever r^uired to do so, in co-operation 
with those of the British Government on all occasions in which the interests of 
the two Governments may be mutually concerned. On all such occasions the 
Sumptur troops shill act under the orders and control of the Commanding Officer 
of the British troops. 

Aanou 6. 

If at any time the Rajah of Sumptur shall have any or cause <d.com* 
plaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependant on the British 
Government, the Rajah engages to refer the ease to the arbitration and decision 
of that Government, and to abide by its award, and on no account to commit 
eggression agai^ the other parfy^or to employ his own force for the utisfac- 
tion of such c l a im, or for the redress of the grievance of which he may complain. 
On the other hand, the British Government engages to withhold its allies or 
dependents from committing any aggression ageinst the Rajah of Sumptur, 
and to arbitrate any demand they may have upon the Rajah of Sumptur, ao* 
uofdin g to the strict principles of jnstioe, the Rajah on his part agreeing impli?

Whenever the Biitiah Government may have occadon to send its troops 
thioegh the dominions of the Rajah of Sumptur, or to station a Bdtidi foioe 
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within hif tttnitoxiet, it shall be competent to the British Government so to detach 
or station its troops, and the Bajah of Sumptv shall dive his consent aooord- 
inglyt The CommaDder of the British troops which shall thus eventually pass 
through or permanently occupy a Ifitbin the Baiah’s territories, shall 

not in any manner interfere in the internal concerns of the'Bajah’s Qovemment. 

Whatever materials or supplies may be required for the use of the British 
troops during their continuance in the Bajah's territories, shall be readily fur- 
nished by the Bajah’s Officers and subjects, and shall be paid for at the price 
current of the basar. 

Abtioub 8. 

The Bajah engages never to entertain in his service any British subject or 
European of any nation or description whatever, without the consent of the 
British Government. 


Abtiole 9. 

The Bajah of Sumptur hereby binds himsrif to maintain no oorrespond- 
ence with Foreign States without the privity and consent of the British Gov- 
ernment, 


Aetioiub 10. 

The Bajah engages to give no asylum to criminals nor to defaulters of the 
British Government who may abscond and take refuge within his territory ; and 
should the Officers of the British Government be sent in pursuit of such criminals 
and defaulters, the Bajah further engages to afford such Officers every assistance 
in his power in apprehending them. 


AnnoLi 11. 

This Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, having this day been concluded 
between the British Government and Bajah Bunjeet Singh, the Bajah of Sump* 
tur, through the agency of John Wauchope, Esquire, in virtue of powers dele- 
gated to him by the Most Noble the Governor-General on the one part, and Dureao 
Singh, vakeel of the said Bajah, on the other, Ifr. Wauchope and the vakeel have 
signed and seided two copies of the Treaty in English, Persian, and BQndee, one 
of which, after being ratified by the seal and signature of the Most Noble the 
Marquis of Hastings, Govemor-^etal, will be delivered to-morrow to the said 
vakeel, and the said vakeel having obtained the ratification of the Bajah to the 
other copy, engagjss to deliver it within the same time to Mr. Wauchope.

Bahtbau Salt AoBiiinNT,— 1879. 

Whereas it has been represented to me by Sir Henry Daly, K.C.B., Agent 
to the Oovemor^neral for the States of Central India, that the British Gov- 
ernment have offered to allow me^nd my successors annually free of cost and 
duty at the Sambhur works five hundred (600) maunds of salt for comumption 
in my State (which salt shall not be re-exported from the Sumthur State), I do 
hereby covenant that, from a date to be fixed by the British Government. 

I will not permit the manufacture of any salt in my State except at saltpetre 
works at present existing, nor the import into and pass^e through my State of 
any salt other than salt upon which duty has been-levied by the Bririi^ Govern- 
ment and the said 600 maunds of salt. 

1 WiU not permit any new saltpetre works to be opened in my State, nor aiqr 
extension of those now existing, nor will lallow the outturn d salt from these 
works to exceed an annual limit of 1,600 maunds of edible salt, in accordance 
with the list attached to the agreement. I will fittnish the British Government 
annually with a statement showing the quantity of edible salt pessiag out of each 
of these works. 

Farther, I will not permit any toll or tax whatever to be levied In my State

Be it known to all chondries, kauoongoes, aemindars, malgooiars, and talook- 
dais of that portion of Bnndelonnd above the Ghats, which was formerly in the 
possession of Herdee 8ah ; that Whereas the piimaiy objects of the British Gov- 
ernment ate the amelioration of the condition of their snbjects, and the adjust- 
ment of the r4^ts of all just dsimants : and Whereas, actuated by this prinoij[^ 
the Hon’bls the Bast In^ Company, from motiyes of liberality, have not 
thought proper to avail themselves of their title to the possession of the whole 
of Bunddound which, with an annual revenue of thirty-six lacs and sixteen 
thousand Rupees, was by an agreement between the two States ceded to the 
British Government by His Highness the Peishwa; but contenting themselves 
with that territory which is now in their actual possession, they have been jdeased

Teakslatioit of an IxBABNAMAH presented by the Rajah Kishobk Sing Baha- 
dur, the Rajah of Punnah,— 1811. 

Whereas since the first annexation of the province of Bondelonnd to the domi- 
nions of the British Government, 1, Rajah Eishore Sing Bahadur (the contract- 
ing party), and proprietor of the share of Herdee Sah (who was the Chief of all 
the Rajahs of Bundelcund), having acknowledged my allegiance and submissioa 
and remained obedient to the British Government, and never in any instance 
deviated from the obedience and loyalty due from a good subject, but during 
the period of the agency of Captain Baillie, by reason of a combination of acci- 
dental circumstances, I was prevented from appearing in the above Officer’s pre- 
sence, I however deputed to the above gentlemlin Raj Dhur Guga Sing Bahadur 
on my part, and applied for a Sunnud from the British Government: accord- 
ingly, the said Raj Dhur Guga Sing Bahadur above-mentioned delivered in an 
Ikrarnamah (or obligation of allegiance) under my seal and signature and received 
a Sunnud for several villages. Many villages that were then in the hands of 
usurpers and oppressors were not inserted therein, and to obtain possession of 
even those villages which were included in the above Sunnud from Lutchmun 
bowah and other unjust possessors, I was necessitated to wage war, and in conse- 
quence of my own want of power, and receiving no aid from the British Govern- 
ment, I was unable ^to obtain possession of the places in question. After the 
arrival of Mr. John Richardson, I waited upon that gentleman, and according 
to the orders of the Right Hon’ble the ^vernor-General in Council, by the 
aid of a bicitish force, I obtained possession of the villages included in the Sunnud 
gnuited by the BritiBh Government^ as well as those villages which were in the 
possession of usurpers and unjust claimants. At this period, and with a view 
to confirming my obadieiioe and attachment to the British Government, I have 
prepared, under my seal and signature, and hereby present, the Ikrarnamah con- 
taining eleven distinct Articles, to Mr. John Riohudson, Agent to the Governor- 
General in Bundebund, uid required a Sunnud lor the villages and lands now 
in my possession, and I theielote hereby declare and promise, that I will sern- 
pnloudy observe all the Aitkies contained In this Ikrarnamah, and never 
evade Of infringe any oiw of theni. 
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Abtioui 1. 

I hereby promise and bind myself on no oooasion to unite with external or 
internal enemies of the Hon'ble Company in Bundelcnnd, and to be ever 
obedient and eabmissitre to the will and commands of the British Government 
in all things. 

Annoia 2. 

If any one of my children, brothers, or relations, excite sediUon or disturb- 
ance in the British territories or possessions, or the territories or possessions of 
any of the Chiefs in allegiance to the British Government, 1 engage to do every- 
thing in my power to prevent and to restrain them ; and in the case of their per- 
sisting in such conduct, I engage to unite my force with the British troops in the 
punishment and suppression of such persons.

If any of the subjects of the British Government shall fly, and take refuge 
in my territories, on application from the Officers of the British Government, 
I will deliver them up to the British Government.

I farther engage that I will never harbour or give protection in my country 
to persons accused or suspected of robbery or theft ; that if a robbery be com- 
mitted, or the property of merchants or travellers be stolen in any of the villages 
subject to my authority, I will render the inhabitants of that village responsibie 
for the restitution, or value of the property stolen or robbed, or for the seiaure 
and delivery of the thieves or robbers ; and, in general, that murderers and ail 
other persons amenable to the criidnal jurisdiction of the British Government 
for crimes committed in the' British possessionB, who may take refuge in my dis- 
tricts, shall be immediately miaed and delivered over to the British authority 
in Bundelcund.

If any of the surrounding Chiefs rebel against the British authority, although 
they be my near rdations, I engage to abstain from every manner of friendly 
intercourse with such Chiefs, and not to harbour or give protection in my country 
to them or any of their relations.

I engage not to enter into quarrels or disputes with any Chief who is obedient 
or submissive to the British Government, and if at any time a quarrel or dispute 
arise between me and any of the other dependants of the British Government, 
in either case I promise to submit the cause of such dispute for the decision of 
the British Government. 

Abtiolb 7. 

I engage to guard all the passes through the Gh&ts under my authority, so 
as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and ill-disposed persons, from ascend- 
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ing or desoendiDg the QhAto, or fnm entering the British territories through any 
of those passes ; and if any neighbouring Chief or Leader should meditate an in- 
oursion into the British territory fchiough my possessionsa or those of the Chiefs 
in allegianoe thento, I engage to furnish the Officers of the British €lovemment 
with information of the drcumstanoe before his approach to the neighbourhood 
of my territory* and to exert my utmost efforts to obstruct his progress. 

Abtiou 8. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the GhAts through 
any of the passes subject to my authority, I agree not only not to obstruct or 
impede their progress, but to depute respectable and intelligent persons to con- 
duct them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them with the necessary 
supplies so long as they remain within or in the vicinity of my possessions. 

Abtiou 9. 

Whereas Oopaul Sing and Rao Himmut Sing of Murreadah, and Zalim Sing 
of Burdwaho, and Puddum Sing of Thingah, and Qotee Jumadar, and Manickjee 
of Mahut Qowha, have rebelled against the British Government and are guilty 
of marauding and plundering in the territories of that Government, I hereby 
declare that I will never have any intercourse with the above-mentioned rebels^ ; 
but, on the contrary, whenever I shall hear of any of their joint or separate de- 
predations in the territories of the British Government or any of its dependants, 

I engage to attack the aggressor or aggressors, and to the utmost of my power 
punish them, and in the event of any of them being seised, I engage to deliver 
them up to the British Government. 

Abtiou 10. 

Whereas between me and the Rajahs and Chiefs of Bundelcund there existed 
many disputed claims concerning many villages, which disputes have been ad- 
justed and settled by the decision of the British Government ; and as now there 
is no disputed point or cause of difference remaining, I hereby therefore dedare 
and promise, that hereafter I will not dispute or quarrel with any Rajah or Chief 
on account of any village or lands. If any Rajah or Chief shall dispute or quarrel 
with me on account of any village or lan^ claimed, I engage to submit the same 
to the British Government, and to abide by its deouion, and not to dilute or 
quarrel about the poin^ myself. 

Amou 11. 

I engage that one of my confidential servants shall always be in attendance 
as a vakeel on the Officer of the British Government in this province for the pur- 
pose of executing his orders, and in the event of such vaked being from any reason 
disapproved of by the said Officer, I agree immediately to appomt another in 
his stead.

Be it known to the ohowditee, oanoongoes, etc., of the peigonnah of Khut- 
tolah and the peigonnah of Powey» eto.| in the pioyinoe of Bondeloond, that 
Whereas the Uahaiajah Kishoie Sing Bahadur, one of the andent and heredi* 
tary Chieftains of Bundelound, the heir and proprietor of the share of Herdee 
Sah (who was the Chief of the Rajahs of Bondelcund) from the period of the an- 
nexation of the prorinoe of Bundeloand to the dominions of the BritiBh Govern- 
ment, has invariably observed a friendly and obedient conduct, and in no instance 
deviated from the loyalty or attachment due to the British Government, but 
who, during the perM of the Agency of Captain John Baillie, having been by 
a combination of accidental circumstances prevented from waiting upon that 
gentleman, deputed Raj Dhnr Guga Sing Bahadur on his (the said Rajah’s) part, 
who presented a list of several villages to the aforesaid gentleman, and received 
a Sunnud for the same, but was not put in possession of those villages ; and more- 
over many of the villages and lands belonging to the hereditary possessions of 
the said l^jah, as the share of Herdee Sah, which were in the possession of usurp- 
ers, and persons who had no claim thereto, were not included in the above Sun- 
nud-— Afterwards, during the Agency of Hr. John Richardson, the aforesaid 
Rajah Kishore Sing himself having waited upon that gentleman, was by the orders 
of the British Government put in possession of all the villages and lands included 
in the Sunnud already alluded to, and also of those villages and lands which were 
unjustly possessed by usurpers and false claimants, and every other dispute that 
existed with other Chiefs and Rajahs having been adjusted and settled:— 'At 
this juncture the said Rajah has .delivered in an Ikramamah (or obligation of 
allegiance), containing eleven distinct Articles, expressive of his allegiance and 
attachment to the British Government, and requesting that a Sunnud, confirm- 
ing the villages and lands at present in his possession may be granted by the 
British Government. For the above reasons the villages and lands enumerated 
in the subjoined schedule, with the rights and tenures and usages, revenues, 
lands or sayer, together with forts and fortified places, are hmby granted to 
the said Rajah and his heiiB, exempt from the payment of revenue in perpetuity. 
So long as the said Rajah Kishoie Sing and ^ heirs shall obMrve and adhere 
faithfully to the Articles of the obligation of allegiance which'he has delivered 
in to the British Government, no sort of molestation or resumption shall ever 
take place on the part of the British Government. It is necessary that you shall 
all consider and view the said Rajah as the proprietor and Lord of the above enu- 
merated poasesslonB. The conduct which it is incumbent on the said Maharajah 
to observe, is to exert himself to the utmost of his power in the cultivation and 
improvement of the said possessions, and to pay attention to the prosperity and 
comfort of the peo]^ and to enjoy the produce of the same in firm obe&nce, 
loyalty, and submission to the British Government. After the sanction cl the 
Bight Honourable the Govemor-Qeneral in Council shall be obtained, another 
Snmiud, to the same effect, signed by the Right Honourable the Qovemor^Geneial 
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in Connoil, Aall be exchanged or subetituted in the place of the pieaent Sniinnd 
granted hj the Agent to the Oovemor-General.

suspend or revoke the authority thus conveyed, should droumstances appear 
to call for such a proceeding. 

The full powers herein bestowed will continue only so long as the said Maharaja 
Bahadoor Nirput Sing continues to merit the distinction, and they will not neces- 
sarily be transmittible to his successors.

Whereas it has been ruled that the minor Chiefr of the province of Bundel- 
ound must refer all heinous cases involving sentence of death, or of transporta- 
tion, or of imprisonment for life, to the Local Political Officers of the British Gov- 
ernment ; and 

Whereas the same consideration which led to the restrictions imposed above 
cts., the axdelioration of criminal justice in Bundelcund, may now be held to 
justify their relaxation in thn case of any Chief who by personal qualifications 
and enlightened policy proves that the administration of justice may in respect 
even of the most heinous classes of crime be entrusted to him ; and 

Whereas it has been represented by the Agent to ^e Governor-General for 
Central India that the present Ruler of Panna, His Highness Maharajah Rudra 
Pratap Sirgh, Mahendra Bahadur, K.C.S.I., possesses these qualifications and 
enjoys this character : 

Therefore the Viceroy and Governor-General in Council hereby empowers 
the said Maharaja Rudra Pratap Singh to hear and decide all criminal cases 
within the limits of the State of Panna on the following conditions, namely, that 
sentences of death shall be immediately reported ta the Agent to the Governor- 
General, and be subject to confirmation by the Agent ; and that periodical reports 
shall be submitted by the Chief to the Local British Political Officer of all cases 
in which sentences of transportation or imprisonment for life are passed by him. 

It must be distinctly understood that the British Government will at any 
time suspend or revoke the authority thus conveyed, should cirodiDstanceB appear 
to call for such a proceeding. 

The full poweas herein bestowed will continue only so long as the said Maha- 
rajah Rudra Piatap 8iB|^ continues to merit the di^etion, and they will not 
necessarily be transmissihle to his successors.

anangementi lor regulating the issue of water, will rest exclusively with the British 
Canal Officers. 

2. In order to facilitate communication with British Canal Officers, the Panna 
State win appoint a responsible 01^1 to be called the Canal Motamid ", whose 
name wiU be reported to the Executive Engineer of the British Government for 
the Canal and the Political Agent in Bundelkhand ; and this Motamid will be 
the mfiiinm of communication between the British Government and the Panna 
Darbar in aU matters relating to the working of the Canal. 

3. The Maharaja hereby declares clauses 1, 2, 3, 5, 10 and 11 of section 70 
of the Act of the Governor-General in Council, No. YIII of 1873, to be in force 
as law in Panna State ; and His Highutss engagee to deal expeditiously and in 
the manner oonsemplated by the aforesaid section with all complaints made by 
British Canal Officers in regi^ to the working of the Canal in Panna Territory. 

4. Reports or compbints will oidinarfiy be made by or through the Exeou** 
tive Engmeer to the Canal Motamid ; but in all urgent cases, such as serious damage 
to the canal and consequent waste or apprehension of waste of water, ChouUdars 
win report direct to the Motamid, who wiU invariably give a written receipt for 
very complaint so made.

(o) In all other cases in which the arrest of a Canal Ofiicer is desired, a warrant 
for arrest will be sent by the Darbar for execution through the Sub-Overseer if 
the offender is a Chaukidar, and to the Sub-Divisional Officer if the offender is 
of higher grade. 

(d) Police Officers and Magistrates of the Darbar may exercise, with respect 
to European British subjects, in Panna territory, the same powers as may be 
exercis^ with respect to European British subjects by Police Officers and by ^ 
Magistmtes who are not justices of the peace, respectively, in places in Britiih 
India beyond limits of the presidency towns. 

8. (o) The Panna State will be responsible to the British Government for all 
Wilfal damage to the Canal, its sluices or banks, and for theft of water within 
Panna territory ; but it will be open to the Darbar, when required by the Poli- 
tical Agent, to snow cause why it should not be called upon to compensate the 
Canal Department for any such injury or theft of water. 

» (6) In such cases the award of the Politirul Agent as to the liabifity of the 

Panna State to pay compensation and as to the amount payable shall be binding 
on the Darbar, subject to an appeal to the Agent to the Governor-General whose 
decision shall be final 

9. The British Government may, from time to time, after hearing any repre- 
sentations which the State may wish to make^ frame rules regulating the distri- 
bution of water, the collection of the water rates, and any other matters which 
further experience in the workiiig of the Ken Canal may show to be necessary.

ted within the State by subjects of the State or others. This Sanad does not^ 
however, apply to any criminal case in which the person accused or any of the 
persons accused are Europeans, European British subjects, Americans or €k)vem- 
ment servants.

British Government has been pleased to bestow upon me, 1 have prepared, and 
do hereby present, this Ikramamah, comprising the following Articles, under 
my seal and signature, from the conditions of which I promise never to depart 
and never to commit any act in violation of any of the subjoined Articles. 

Abtiolb 2. 

1 hereby engage to have no intercourse, transactions, or correspondence with 
any marauders or evil disposed persons either within or without the province 
of Bundelcund and never to harbour or permit any such persons to reside in my 
villages : and whenever I sh^ obtain information of the haunts of such persons, 1 
engage to use my endeavours tcHipprehend them and deliver them up to the OfBeers 
of the British Government. 1 engage never to enter into disputes with any of 
the servants or dependants of the British Government, and never to afford assis- 
tance to any of the Chiefs dependent on the British Government, in the event of 
disputes arising among them, without orders from the British Officers, and on all 
occasions scrupulously to observe the strictest obedience and submission to the 
British Government. 

AnncLB 3. 

If any subjects of the British Government abscond and take refuge in any 
of the villages composiug my jaghires, 1 engage to seise and deliver him to ser- 
vants of the British Government, and if any person be deputed on the part of 
the British Government to apprehend such absconder, I agree not only not to 
oppose that person but to co-operate with him in the apprehension of the absconder, 
and I agree to obey the orders of the Civil and Criminal Courts on all occasions.

To the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars and mookuddims of the pergunnah 
of Punwany, in the province of Bundelcund : be it known that Whereas Dewan 
Deorich Sing of the Boondellah caste, and one o{ the Chieftains of rank of the pro 
vincQ of Bundelcund, having in token of his obedience and submission repaired 
in person to the Officers of the British Government, and having from the frst 
annexation of the province of Bundelcund to the British territories strictly observed 
all the duties of obedience and submission, and having moreover deposited among 
the records of the Government an Ikramamah or obligation of allegiance, under 
his own seal and signature, comprising five Articles, and expresuvo of his services, 
obedience, and faithful attachment to the British Government : Therefore, and 
from motives of benevolence and good faith, the villages specified underneatli, 
which from ancient times have been in the possession of the said Dewan Deorich 
Bing aforesaid, are hereby granted to him rent-free by the British Government ; 
and so long as the said Dewan Deorich Sing and his posterity shall abide by the 
terms of his Ikramamah, and shall continue strictly to observe all the duties of 
obedience 'and submission to the Government, the said villages enumerated below 
shall continue to be held rent-free by them in perpetuity. 

It is the duty of the said chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, etc., to be obe- 
dient to the said Dewan Deorich Sing, and to pay to him as heretofore the estab- 
lished dues and immunities of the said villages ; and it is incumbent on the said 
Dewan Deorich Sing to render the peasantry and inhabitants grateful and satis- 
fied by his good government, and to devote his attention to the increase of the 
population and the improvement of tiie cultivation of his possessioiis. 
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This Sunnud, after obtaining the sanction of the Bight Hon’ble the Qovemor- 
Qeneral in Council, shall be considered as valid, and another Sonnud shall here- 
after be granted under the seal and signature of the Bight Hon’ble the Oovemor- 
General.

Her Majesty being desirous that the Qovemments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued ; in 
fulfilment of this desire the Sunnud is given to you, to repeat to you the assurance 
which 1 communicated to you in the Cawnpore Durbar in December 1859, that 
on failure of direct heirs the British Government will recognise and confirm any 
adoption of a successor, made by yourself or by any future Chief of your State, 
that may be in accordance with the ancient custom of your family. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the Crown, and faithful to the conditions of the Trea- 
ties, Grants, or Engageme^^ts which record its obligations to the British Govern- 
ment. \

Whereas His Exoellenoy the Govw«nor-General has been pleased to bestow 
on me in jaghire, mousahh Jheenjun, Neemkhera, and Chowkundeh, pergunnah 
Pnnwarree, and mon»h Kunrore, pergunnah Chaitpoor, on the condition that 
the jungle which has been cut be kept clear ; that the land ** Bukheil which 
has been taken in mousah Chowkundeh for the Government horses attached to 
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thfl Kowgton OMtomnMit^ sod for wluoh Rupeei 85 hove been Allowed by Govem- 
mont M oompeniAtiott, be taken oare of ; that the clearances of the jangle be 
limitod to 900 yards in breadth, and that a road about 90 feet broad be made 
ihrongh the middle of it, so that two loaded carts may be able to {mms without 
any hindrance to each other : I do hereby bind myself under this written Agree- 
ment in the following terms 

That in the places marked below, I will keep clear 900 yards of jangle in 
breadth, and will not allow jungle to grow in that portion of the land. 

That through the cleared land I will make a road in the manner stated above. 

That I will also look after the preservation of the Rukheil ” land m mouaah 
Chowkundeh, and will not allow it to be injured in any way. 

Ftom mousah Jheenjun up to the boundary of Junao. 

From Jhewjun rid Kunrore a new road np to the boundary of Nowgaon. 

A road from Jheenjun to 8amana and Undheeria. 

From mousah Donee, ilakah Chutterpoor, a road to Majhgaon.

Be it known to the chowdxies, kanoongoes, etc., of the pergnnnahs of Raath 
and Sewndah and KatoUa, etc., in the province of Bunddcund; that Whereas 
the Rajah Beker Majeet Bejy Bahadur, one of the anddit and hereditary Chiefs 
of Bunddcund, on ^e annexation of the province of Bunddcund to the domi- 
nions of the British Government; was the first of the Boondellah Chieb who sub- 
mitted and acknowledged the authority of that Government, and during the Agency 
of Captain John Baillie, the former Agent to the Governor-General, delivered in 
an Ikramamah (or obligation of allegianoe) to the British Government, and received 
a Bunnud for the villages and lands in his possession, and has from that period 
remained firm and fdthful tb every Aztide of his engagement, and in no instance 
deviated or swerved from that obedience, loyalty, and attachment due to the 
British Government ; several villages bdonging to the share and possessions of 
the said Rajah, that were then in the possession of unjust daimants, and the right 
te which at that period had not been investigated^ zemained in the hands of those 
unjust^ claimants, and were not induded in the Suimnd before mentioned; on 
account of the above described viDages, *whieh were not induded as stated in the 
said Sunnud, disputes and quaiteb existed, and half of thetalook of Kurdah, which 
was inserted in the Sunniid received from Captain J. Baillie by the said Rajah, 
was resumed by the Britfih Goveininent aloi^ with the jaidad cf tlm Rajah Himmut 
Bahadur. Di^ the Agency of Mr. John Bichaidson, Agent to the Governor* 
General, after mbiite invesrigatioii, the said Rajah was put in possession of the 
efllagBS and lands withheld from him by several unjust ckimants, and the Rajah 
aforesaid received a deduction from the revenues of the tuppah of GhandeUah 
in lieu of the half share of Kurelah; and the disputes and olaiins that exis^

So long as the 
said Rajah and his heirs and snooessors shall observe and remain faithful to the 
seve^ Artioles of the Ikramamah that he has delivered In, no molestation or 
resumption of the posaessions hereby granted shall take place on the part of the 
British Government. It is neoessaty that you all consider and account the said 
Rajah the Lord and Proprietor of ^ poasessions in question ; and the conduct 
that is'iaonmbent on the said Rajah, is to exert himself to the utmost to increaw 
the cultivation, and to improve his poasessions by ptomotlng the prosperity and 
comfort of the inhabitaats, and to enjoy the produce of his good governance in 
obedience and byal attachment to the British Government.

Gohur Shahie Rupees, which allowance has been regularly paid to me up to the’ 
present date ; and Whereas with a view to the conciliation and happmess of the 
inhabitants, and to the suppression of commotions and disturbances, several 
mehals in this province were, lately confirmed in the possession of their rightful 
owners, and 1 1 ^, being amongthe number of the (ffiiefs possessing just claims, 
sbUoited from the said Captain Baillie a Bunnud for the psignnnah of KcMn and 
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oili«r mehils, whioh aie 1117 rightful piopeity isheiituioe, and ue now im- 
Justly oocapied by Ctopanl Sing, and my reqneat being approved ol, a Snnnud 
wae prolmiaed to me at a fatnre period ; and Whereas Mr. J. 'Biohardsbn having 
been lately appointed to the general snperintendenoe of the afisirs of Bnndel-

fie It known to the Judges and Collocton present and future, and mutasud 
dees in Government service, jaghiredars and kurorees and chowdries and kanoon- 
goes of perguinah Julalpore attached to the Soubah of Allahabad, and of per- 
gunnah Raat of the same Soubah ; that Whereas Maharajah Tej Sing Bahadur, 
who is of the descendants of Maharajah Jnggut Raj and is one of the rightful 
Chiefs* expressed his desire at the commencement of the Government authority 
in this country for protection from the kindness and generosity of the Officers 
of the Honorable Company : Therefore, in regard to the submission of the Maha- 
rajah abovenamed, mousah Sureela, for his necessary expenses of maintenance, 
and its fort as a residence for his family were given, with a promise for an increase 
of the maintenance, on condition of his submission and obedience to the Officers 
of Government. 

Inasmuch as the Maharajah has performed the duties of obedience in the way 
that was proper, and has represented the insufficiency of his maintenance and 
smallness of his revenue : Therefore, with a view to maintain and support the 
Maharajah and to fulfil the former promise, the villages according to the detail 
appended, with exception of the pudaruk and muafeo and lakhiraj holdings, have

fulness ; and that he should keep the subjects and people of the villages contented 
and thankful for his good management ; and should devote the greatest exertion 
to the cherishing and conciliation of all the inhabitants ; and should give no place 
or shelter to thieves and highway robbers in his villages ; but should aid and assist 
the Officers of Government in arresting and seising them, and in carrying out 
the rules and regulations issued from the territories of the Government of the 
Honorable Company. 

And for the ryots and people this is the proper course, that, having considered 
thti Maharajah the established jaghiredar of the villages named, they should re- 
cognize thn: the nei^^ssary and dependent business and affairs of the villages of 
the ja;;hitc are urjdcr him, oud should not attempt opposition in any way and 
should MOt asl: for n new Sunnud every year; but that, knowing there h strict 
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injonotion iu thin matter, they should act conformably to what has been written 
alx>ve.

Whereas it has been the practice that the Chief of Sarila should refer all heinous 
offences occurring in his State to the Political Agent for trial : and 

Whereas the present Chief of Sarila, Raja Mahipal Singh, has administered 
jnstico in his State with care, ability and discernment : 

Therefore the Qoyemor-General in Council hereby empowers the said Raja 
Mahipal Singh to hear and try all criminal cases, within the limits of the Sarila 
State, on the following conditions : viz., that sentences of death shall be reported 
without delay to the Agent to the Qovemor-General and be subject to confirma- 
tion by* the Agent; further, that any persons sentenced for the commission of 
offences punishable with death or transportation for life shall liave the right of pre^ 
ferring an appeal to the Agent to the Governor-General ; and further, that this 
Sanad does not apply to any criminal case in which the person accused or any 
of the persons accused are Europeans, European British subjects, Americans 
or Government servants. 

It mdst be distinctly understood that the British Government will at any 
time suspend or revoke the authority thus conveyed, should circumstances appear 
to call for such a proceeding.

Applicant will obtain a Sunnud from 
Government, which, on condition of 
fealty according to the Articles of his 
Ikramamah, will always remain in 
force. 


The malgoosaree villages wen in 
charge of the applicant. When the 
Government authority became estab- 
lished, then, according to the custom 
of Government, a settlement was made 
with the zemindars of the villages men- 
tioned. If the applicant has a claim 
to the proprietorship, he should file a 
complaint in the Civil Court, so that 
after investigatioh the right may come 
to the rightful owr sr. 

It is not the custom of the Officers 
of the British Government to accept 
the statement of interested persons 
without investigation.

To the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and moknddums of the pergunnah 
of Punwaree, in the province of Bundelcund, be it known ; that Whereas Rao 
Prithee Siug of the Bundela caste, and one of the Chieftains of rank of the pro- 
vince of Bundelcund, having in token of his obedience and submission repaired 
in person to the Officers of the British Government, and having from the first 
annexation of the province of Bundelcund to the British territories strictly ob- 
served all obedience and submission ; and having moreover deposited among 
the records of the Government an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance under 
his own seal and signature, comprising five Articles, and expressive of his sincere 
obedience and faithful attachment to the British Government : Therefore, and 
from motives of benevolence and good faith, the villages specified underneath, 
which from ancient times have been and now are in the possession of the said 
Rao Prithee Sing aforesaid, are hereby granted to him rent-free by the British 
Government ; and so long as the said Rao and his posterity shall abide by the 
terms of his Ikrarnamah, and shall continue strictly to observe all the duties of 
obedience and submission to the Government, the said villages shall continne 
to be held rent-free by them in perpetuity. It is the duty of the said ohowdiks 
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kanoongoeB, aad Mmiiidan, etc., to be obedient to the said Rao Pritliee Sing, 
and to pay to him as heretofore the estabfished does and immunities of the said 
Tillages ; and it is incumbent on the said Rao Prithee Sing to render the peasantry 
and inhabitants grateful and satisfied by his good government, to devote his 
attention to the increase of the prosperity and the extension of the cultivation 
of his possessions, and to enjoy the revenues thereof in obedience and allegiance 
to the British Qovernment. 

This Sunnud, after obtaining the sanction of the Right Hon’ble the Oovernor-

Tbansutxom of a Sunncd granted to Dbwan Joooul Pbbsbad on the 2&th 

of August 1809. 

To the kanoongoes and chowdries of the pergunnah of Jellalpore in ziiiah 
Bundcicpnd. fie it known — Whereas Dewan Joogul Pershod, who is one of 
the descendants of the resficctablc families and ancient Chiefs of this province, 
and who since the [leriod that the province of Biindclcund came under the control 
and authority of the British Government has in no way acted in opposition to 
the British Government, or o^^ any occasion discovered a refractory or disobe- 
dient disposition ; and W'hercas he held the village of Anmerec in his own pos- 
session as a rent-free village ; and Whereas he the said Joogul Pershad at this 
time has presented an arzec to the Presence, praying that he may be restored 
to the possession of the village of Chilleo in the pergunnah of JcllalpoFo, and to 
the village of Dudree in the pergunnah of Kirka, on the grounds and claim that 
the above villages were from ancient times his rent-free lands and were resumed 
by the British Government on its acquiring possession of Bundelcund ; and Where- 
as the pru('eodings held in the investigation of the said claim were submitted to 
the Bight Honorable tlie Governoi -General in Council, and the right of the said 
Dewan having been acknowledged to the three above-mentioned villages ; But 
as previous to this investigation the village of Dudree above-mentioned had been 
transferred to the Nana of Culfiee, with other villages, to effect an arrangement 
ordered by (lovernmcnt ; and as on that account it cannot now be taken from 
the Nana : For the foregoing reasons it was ordered by Government that the 
said Dewan should receive some other place in lien of Dudree : Accordingly in 
Conformity to the enquiry and determination of the Board of Commissioners and 
the Collector of the zillah of ^undelcuud, the transfer of the village of Bandee 
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Bucsooig, with Gurrah, and the vfllage of Benettee.in the pergnimah of Jellal- 
pore, in lieu of Dudiee, was sanctioned hy Ooverpment on the 22nd of July 1809 
as an adequate exchange, to be given to the aforesaid Dewan : For the above 
reasons the villages of Aumeree and ChiUee, his ancient rent-free tenures, and 
the villages Bandee Bussoorg and Gurrah, and the viUage Berrettee in lieu of 
the village of Dudree, together with all their appurtenances, are granted rent- 
free to the said Dewan Joogul Pershad in perpetuity, generation after generation. 
While the said Dewan and his heirs remain faithful to the terms of the several 
Articles of the Ikramamah or the engagement which he has entered into and 
delivered to Government, he shall receive no sort of molestation nor shall the 
above places be resumed. It is necessary that you consider the said Dewan the 
confirmed proprietor of the places in question ; and the said Dewan is bound to 
cultivate the said villages with industry and to treat the ryots and cultivators 
with kindness, justice, and encouragement, and to reap the adyantage of the 
produce in obedience and good wishes to the British Government. When another 
Sunnud shall be received from the Governor-General, the present Sunnud shall 
be exchanged for that signed by the Governor-General and be cancelled.

To the kanoongoes and chowdries of the pergunnah of Jellalpore and Humeer- 
pore in zillah Bundelcund. Be it known — Whereas Dewan Joogul Pershad, 
who is one of the descendants of the respectable families and ancient Chiefs of 
this province, and who, since the period that the province of Bundelcund came 
under the control and authority of the British Government, has in no way acted 
in opposition to the British Government or on any occasion discovered a refrac- 
tory or disobedient disposition ; and Whereas he held the village of Aumeree 
in his own possession as a rent-free village ; and Whereas he, the said Joogul 
Pershad, at this time has presented an arzee to the Presence, praying that he 
may bo restored to the possession of the viUage of Chillee in the pergunnah of 
Jellalpore and to the village of Dudree in the pergunah of Kirka, on the grounds 
and claim that the above villages were from ancient times his rent-free lands 
and were resumed by the British Government on its acquiring possession of Bun- 
delcund ; and Whereas the proceedings held in *■ ; investigation of the said claim 
were submitted to the Right Honorable the G ''nor-General in Council on the 
3id April 1809, and the right of the said Dewu. ving been acknowledged to 
the three above-ment*oned villages; But as previous to this investigation the 
viUage of Dudree abo^e-mentioned bid been transferred to the Nana of Culpee 
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with oth«r yillAges, to efieet an amngemeDt ordered bj Oovemment, and as 
on that account it cannot now be taken the Nana ; For thin reason, in lien 
of the village of Dudree, the village Bandee Bnssoorg, with Onraah, and tjie village 
Berrettee in the pergnnnah of Jellalpore were given to the said Dewan, and the 
copy of his Ikraroamah and Wajib-nl-Ura and his Snnnnd have been sent to the 
Bight Honorable the Oovemor-General in Council for the purpose of obtaining 
a Sunnud under the seal and signature of the Right Honorable the Qovemor- 
Qeneral ; But as it is written in the 3rd Article of the Dewaii’s Paper of Requests 
that his possessions should be exempted from the cognizance of the British Courts 
of Justice, and as the above promise, on account of the villages Aumeree and Chillee 
and Bandee Buzzoorg, with Qurrah, and the village Berrettee being intermixed 
with the British possessions, was disapproved of by the British Qovernment, 
the said Dewan having been left the option to exchange the above villages for 
others situated on the borders of the Company's territories and not intermixed 
with them, or to expunge from his Wajib-ul-Urz the 3rd Article together with 
its answer ; Accordingly the said Dewan determined in favor of an exchange 
of the lauds for others situated as above described on the borders of the British 
possessions, and according to the orders of Government, under date the 25th 
of August 1810, according to the free agreement of the said Dewan, and in pur- 
suance of the orders of the British Government, the village of Aumeree, ttc., were 
taken into the possession of Government, and in lieu thereof, the village Byree 
Knrseahpore and the village of Biselpore Islampore, and the village of Bojepore, 
and the village Kukeroo, and the village Pntteretah in the pergunnah of Jellal- 
pore, and the village of Parah in the pergunnah of Huraeerpore, and twenty 
beegahs of land in a garden situated in the village of Aumeree, in which garden 
is the tomb of the father of the said Dewan, with all the rights and appurtenances 
thereto, have been given in perpetuity to the said Dewan, generation after gene- 
ration. While the said Dewan and his heirs remain faithful to the terms of the 
several Articles of the Ikramamah or the engagement which he has entered into 
and delivered to Government, lie shall receive no sort of molestation, nor shall 
the above places be resumed. It is necessary that you consider the said Dewan 
the confirmed proprietor of the places in question, and the said Dewan is bound 
to cultivate the said villages with industry, and to treat the ryots and cultivators 
with kindness, justice, and encouragement, and to reap the advantage of the 
produce in obedience and good wishes to the British Government. When another 
Sunnud. shall be rec4$ived from the Governor-General, the present Sunnud shaU 
be exchanged for that signed by the Governor-General and be cancelled*

Her MajeHty being desirous that the Govern nients of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their Houses should be continued ; iu ful- 
hlroent of this desire this Sunnud is given to you, to convey to you the assurance 
that on failure of natural heirs the British Government will permit and confirm 
any adoption of a successor made by yourself or by any future Chief of your State, 
that may be in accordance with Hindoo law and the customs of your race : sub- 
ject to the payment as a relief of a quarter of a year’s net revenue on each direct 
succession, and half a year’s net revenue on successions by adoption. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as your House is loyal to the Crown, and faithful to the conditions of the 
Treaties, Grants or Engagements, which record its obligations to the British 
Government.

Whereas in the year 1806 A.D., corresponding with 1863 Sumbut, my father 
Koour Sonee Sah professed his obedience and submisBion to the British Govern- 
ment, and having in token thereof ceded to the British Government the town 
and chokee of Chutterpore and the towns of Mow and Salut, he obtained from 
Colonel John Baillie, then Agent to the Governor-General, a Sunnud in perpe- 
tuity for the lands and villages in his actual possession ; and Whereas in the year 
1808, the British Government was pleased to restore the town of Mow to my 
father and to settle the town of Chutterpore in jaghire upon me ; and Whereas 
in consequence of the demise of my father and with a view to the provision of 
my brothers, an obligation Of allegiance to the British Government, preparatory 
to my being invested with a Sunnud for the lands and villages composing the 
jaghire of the late Koour Sonee Sah, has been required of me ; Wherefore, and 
in further proof of my submission, fidelity, and attachment to the British Gov- 
ernment, I have prepared and hereby present to Mr. John Wauchope, Superin- 
tendent of Political Afiairs in Bundelcund, on the part of the Right Honorable 
the Governor-General, this Ikramamah, contaming the following ten Artides, 
from which I solemnly promise never to deviate or depart in any instance what- 
ever. 

Artiolr 1. 

I engage to maintain no mtercourse with any marauders, whether in or onl 
of the province of Bundelcund, to give them or their families no asylum in my

jaghin, and to abftain from all oorieapondenoe with them. I promise to engage 
in no dispute nor quarrel with tho adherents or depenoants of the British Govem- 
men^ and in the event of any Chieftain or Rajah of the province, in alliance with 
the British Government, entering into a dispute with me respecting the bound- 
aries of my mehals or villages, or in any other subject whatever, I engage to re- 
present all the circumstances of the case to the British Government, with a view

belonging to tho neighbouring countries attempt to penetrate through my juris- 
diction into tho British territories, I engage to convey iuteiligence of their approach 
to the British Officers before they shall have arrived on the frontier of my jaghire, 
and to exert myself to the utmost of my power in opposing them. 

Abticlb 3. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to pass through my jaghire, 
whether for the purpose of ascending the GhAts or of proceeding in any other 
direction, 1 promise not only not to oppose or obstruct their march, but on the 
contrary to depute respectable an^xlntelligent persons to conduct them by any 
route they may please to follow. I further engage to execute with zeal and alac- 
rity all requisitions I may receive from the Commanding Officer of the British 
troops, whether in furnishing him with supplies and other necessary articles, or 
in co-operating with my own troops and followers in accomplishing whatever 
object he may have in view. 


Abtiolb 4. 

If any of the inhabitants of tho British territory abscond and take refuge in 
any of ^e villages of my jaghire, I engage to seize and deliver them up to the 
Officers of the British Government ; and if a person on the part of the British 
Government be sent to apprehend such absconder, I agree not only not to oppose 
snoh person, but to co-operate with him effectually in apprehending the fugitive.

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of the villages oomposmg 
my jaghire ; and if the property of any of the inhabitants or travellers be stolen 
or robbed in any of my villages, 1 engage to make the zemindars of such village 
responsible for the restitution of the stolen property or for the seizure and snr* 
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fender of the thief or robber to the Biitieh Offioen ; and if any penon amenable 
to the British laws for murder or other crimes committed in the British territoiy,

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes and zemindars of the province 
of Bundelcund ; that Whereas in the year 1806, corresponding with the year 
1863 Sumbut, Kooar Sonee Sah, having professed his obe^ence and submission 
and having oeded to the British Government , the towns of Chutterpore, Mow, 
and Salut, with their depending villages, was vested by the British Government 
with a hereditary grant of the remaining lands then in his actual possession ; 
and Whereas, in the year 1808, the British Government was pleased to restore 
the tovm of Mow to Kooar Sonee Sah and to settle the town of Chutterpore upon 
his eldest son Kooar Pertab Sing ; and Whereas in consequence of the demise 
of Kooar Sonee Sah (which happened on the 4th May 1816, corresponding with 
the 20th Bysack, Sumbut 1873), and the unequal and inconvenient disposition 
which the Kooar before his deaihv made of his lands, rendering all his sons in- 
dependent of each other, it has become necessary for the British Government 
to interpose the power which its feudal supremacy legally vests in it, in order 
to prevent the public inconvenience that was likely to result from that unequal 
disposition ; and Whereas the British Government by virtue of that power and 
in view to the public security and tranquillity, has been pleased to recognise Kooar 
Pertab Sing as successor to his father Kooar Sonee Sah, and to confirm him in 
possession of his father’s jaghire, on condition of his making a suitable provision 
for his younger brothers and their families; and Whereas Kooar Pertab Smg 
has entered into and has this day presented an Ikzamamah or obligation of alle- 
giance to the British Government, comprising ten Articles, by which he binds 
himself among other stipulations to leave to his younger brothers the unmolested 
possession during their lifetime of the lands which are hereafter particularised 
in this Sunnud : Wherefore, and under the considerations and principles above 
set forth, the villages and lands specified in the subjoined schedule, with the re 
servation of the life4enute to his younger brothers, which is also paiticulaxiaed 
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Ai tkb mi ioh 0 diil 6 » m hmhj giuted to Kooar Poiteb fiiiig and to hk hein 
in perpetuity lent-iioe by the Biitieh GoTenunent ; and lo long as the said Kooar 
Pertab fljng and hie heize ehall oondnct themeelyea in obedience ond anbrninion 
to the British Oovemment, and shall strictly adhece to all the terms and condi- 
tions of their engagements, they shall not 1 m molested nor disturbed in the pos- 
session of their lands and Tillages aforesaid. 

It is your dnty therefore to acknowledge and obey Kooar Pertab Sing as 
the jaghiredar of the aforesaid villages, and to consito yourselyes as account- 
able to him for all rights and immunities eppertaining thereto. It is on the other 
hand incumbent bn the said Kooar Pertab Sing to conciliate arid render grateful 
the peasantry and inhabitants by his good goyemment, to deyote his endeavours 
to increase ib» population and to enhance the prosperity of his jaghire, and to 
employ its flourishing resources in the service of the BrilU Government.

Whereas Kooar Pertab Sing has succeeded by the death of KoosT Sonee Sah 
to the jaghire of Rajnagur, etc.; and Whereas the British Government, having, 
in consideration of the desire of Kooar Sonee Sah, and with a view to the support 
of Kooar Perthee Sing the second son of Kooar Sonee Sah and his family, deter- 
mined that the said Kooar Perthee Sing diould hold a life-tenure of the under- 
mentioned villages belonging to the aforesaid jaghire on certain conditions of 
submission to the British Government and subordination to Kooar Pertab Sing, 
the head and representative ol the family; and Whereas Kooar Perthee Sing 
has executed and presented to MrS^auchope, Superintendent of Politioal Aftkirs, 
an Ikiamamah containing three Articles, expressive of his sinoere obedience to 
the British Government, and stipulate a due subordination to Kooar Pertab 
Sing ; and Kooar Perthee Sing having solicited a Sunnud for the villages that 
have been assigned to him : Therefore, and in oomplianoe with the request of 
Kooar Perthee Sing, this Sunnud is hereby granted, after being approved under 
date the 11th April 1817 by the Bight Honorable the Governor-General, for 
the undermentioned villages, to be held by him during his lifetime, on oondUhion 
of his strictly observing all the terms of his Ikramamah, and to revert to Kooar 
Pertab Sing after bis death.

That in ooneequenoe of the demiee of Rejah Pertab Sing, late Rajah of C9iutter- 
poie, in the pioyinoe of Bnndelennd, without hdn male of his bod^, the laid State 
of Ohntteipoxe has become an eidieat to the British Chivenunent and is absolutely 
at its disposal ; But, having regaid to the fidelity displayed towaids the British 
Government both by Sonee Sah and his suooessoi the late Rajah Peitab Slug, 
and also to the benefit which the State of Ghutteipofe is said to have derived from 
the good management and the good oonduct of the late Rajah aforesaid ; The 
British Government has been pleased to resolve that the villages and lands cons- 
tituting she State of Ghutterpore, as held and possessed by the late Rajah Peitab 
Sing, shall be granted to Juggut Raj, a grandnephew of the said Rajah Pertab 
Sing, and the lineal heirs male of his body lawfully begotten. And ihib villages 
and lands as aforesaid constituting the State of Ghutterpore are accordingly hereby 
granted, as a special mark of favor, to the said Juggut Raj and the lineal heirs 
male of his body lawfully begotten, with the title and dignity of Rajah. 

Be it known, then, that so long as the said Juggut Raj and his lineal heirs 
male as aforesaid shall conduct themselves in obedience and submission to the 
British Government^ they shall not be molested or disturbed in the possession of 
the villagei and lands aforesaid. 

It is your duty, therefore, to acknowledge and obey Juggut Raj as the jaghife- 
dar of the Ghutterpore State, and to consider yourselves accountable to him for 
all tights and immunities appertaining thereto. 

It is, on the other hand, incumbent on the said Juggut Raj to conciliate and 
render grateful the peasantry and inhabitants by his good government, to devote 
his endeavours to increase the population and to enhance the prosperity of his 
jaghire, and to employ its flourishing resources in the service of the British Govern- 
ment.

even of the most heinous classes of crime be entrusted to him ; and 

Whereas it has been represented by the Agent to the Qovernor-Qeneral for 
Central India, that the present ruler of Chhatarpur, His Highness Baja Vishwa- 
nath Singh Bahadur, possesses these qualifications and enjoys this character ; 

Therefore the Viceroy and Govemor-Ceneral in Council hereby empowers 
the said Raja Vishwanath Singh Bahadur to hear and decide all criminal cases 
wiihifi the limits of the State of Chhatarpur on the following conditions, viz,, that 
sentences of death shall be immediately reported to the Agent to the Governor^ 
Qeneral and be subject to confirmation by the Agent, and that periodical reports 
shall be submitted by the Chief to the local British Political Officer of all cases 
in which sentences of transportation or imprisonment for life are passed by him, 
and further that this sanad does not apply to any oriminal case in which the person 
accused or any one of the persons accus^ is a Bnropean British subject, or is of 
Buiopcan or American natumality. 

It must be distinctly understood that the British Government will at any 
time suspend or revoke ^e authority thus conveyed, should cironmstanceo appear 
to call for such a proceeding. 

The full powers herein bestowed will continue only so long as the said Baja 
Vishwanath Singh Bahadur continues to merit the distinction, and they will not 
necessarily ^ transmittible to his successors.

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<niiid, liafing in tokni of bit obodknoe and lalnniMdon repoiied in person to the 
Od&ofnrs of the Brituh Gbrernment, end having from the first annexation of the 
province of Bundeicimd to the British territories strictly observed all the duties 
of obedience and submission, and having, moreover, deposited among the records of 
the Government an Ikramamah or obligation of allegianoe, under his own and 
signature, comprising five Articles, and expressive of his sincere obedience and 
faithful attachment to the British Government : Therefore, and from motives of 
benevolence and good faith, the villages specified underneath, which from ancient 
times have been in the possession of the said Dewan Aperbul Sing, are hereby 
granted to him rent-free by the Britbh Government. And so long as the said 
Dewan and his posterity shall abide by the terms of his Ikjamamah, and shall 
continue strictly to observe all the duties of obedience and submission to the 
Government, the said villages shall continue to be held rent-free by him in 
perpetuity. 

It is the duty of the said chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, etc., to be obedient 
to the said Dewan, and to pay him as heretofore the established dues and im- 
munities of the said villages ; and it is incumbent on the Dewan to render the 
peasantry and inhabitants grateful and satisfied by his good government, and 
to devote his attention to the increase of the population and the improvement 
Hif the cultivation of his possessions.

It is incumbent on the said Baja Bam to render the inhabitants and i>eaaantry 
of the aforesaid villages contended and grateful by his good government, to direct 
his utmost endeavour to the promotion of their comfort and happiness, and to 
afford no asylum to thieves and robbers in any of his villages. It is the duty of 
the inhabitants to consider Baja Bam as the jaghiredar of the aforementioned 
villages, to acknowledge his title to the privilege and immunities appertaining* 
to them, to evince no opposition or disobedience whatever to the said ^ja Bam, 
nor require from him the annual renewal of his Sunnud.

It is inonmbent on the said Dewan Gopanl Bing to render the inhabitants and 
peasantry of the aforesaid villages contented and gratefnl for his good govern- 
ment, to direct his utmost endeavonxs to the promotion of their comfort and 
happiness, and to afford no asylum to thieves and robbers in any one of his villages. 
It is the duty of the inhabitants to consider the said Dewan Gopanl Bing as the 
jaghiredar of the aforementioned villages; to acknowledge his title to the privilegea 
and immunities appertaining to them ; to evince no opposition or disobedience 
whatever to the said Dewan Gopanl Sing, nor require from him the annual renewal 
of his Suimud. 

This Sunuud, after obtaining the sanction of the Right Honorable the Gov- 
ernor-General in Gouncfl, shall be considered as valid and in full force.

1. The Jagirdar will refund to Government the sum of Rs. 34,000-4-10 being 
the amount received as compensation for the land acquired for Pahari Reservoir. 
This sum will be refunded in ten instalments of Rs, 3,400-0-6 to be paid on June 
let each year. No instalments will be paid in famine years and the Political 
Agent, Nowgong, will decide which years, if any, should be counted as famine 
years. The Jagirdar will also pay interest at 4 per cent, on the amount outstand- 
ing against him in each year until the whole sum has been repaid. 

2. Government will perpetually lease the land required for the Pahari Reservoir 
in Oarrauli Jagir from the Jagirdar as follows

I agree to reside with my family and children in one cf the villages comprised 
in my jaghire, and never to go elsewhere without the permission of the officers 
of the British Government.

1 hereby engage never to have any connection with maravders, plunderers* 
robbers, or other evil-doers (especially with Raja Ram), either within or without 
the province of Bundelcund ; never to harbour any such persons in any of the 
villages of my jaghire ; to convey every information regarding their haunts to 
the officers of the British Government ; to avoid all correspondence or intercourse 
whatever with them ; to enter into no disputes with any of the servants or de- 
pendants of the British Government, and in the event of a dispute arising be- 
tween any of the dependants of the Government to afford no assistanoe to either 
party without the permission of the Government ; and invariably and scrupu- 
lously to observe the duties of obedience and submission on all occasions. 


Artioli 4. 

If any of the inhabitants of the British territory abscond and take refuge in 
any of the villages of my jaghire, 1 engage to seise and deliver him up to the officers 
of the British Government ; and if a person on the part of the British Govern- 
ment be sent to apprehend such absconder, I agree not only not to oppose such 
person, but to co-operate with him in the apprehension of the said absconder ; 
and 1 engage to obey the orders of the civil and criminal courts m all cases that 
shall occur after the date of this Ikiamamah. '

1 engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of the villages comprisiDg 
my jaghire : and if the property of any inhabitants or travellers be stolen or robbed 
in any of those villages, I engage to make the semindars of such village respon- 
sible for the restitution of the stolen property, or for the seiiuie and surrender 
of the thief or robber to the British officers ; and if any person amenable to the 
British laws for murder, felony, or other crimes committed in the British territory 
shall take refuge in any of my villages, I engage also to apprehend and deliver 
up such offender to the British Government. 

Amnou 6. 

The semindars of the villages composing my jai^rite having already given 
kttbooleuts to the Collector of this district for payment of their revenue, I 
hereby engage, during the existence of their engagmnent with the Government, 

to ooUeot the revenue from them agreeably to their present pottahs and kubodleutib 

and to make no further demand upon thenu 
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Teahslatiov of a Butam gianted to Lugbmun Siko,— 1807 . 

To tike mootniddiee empbyed in the duties of the sirkar, the jaghiiedars and 
knroiies, the ohoirdzies and kanoongoes, pzesent and fotuze, of the pergunnah 
of Pnnwanyi in the province of Bundelcund, be it known ; that Whereas Koour 
Lnehmnn Sing, on hearing of the fame of the justice and benevolence of the British 
Qovemment in India, having fieelj and volontarily professed his cordial obedience 
and snbmission to the Britiah Oovermnent, and having accompanied Baja Bnkht 
Sing to this place, and in person asked forgiveness for his past offences, and having 
further deposited in the records of the Government an Doimamah or obligation 
of obedience and snbmission to the British Government comprising six distinct 
Articles, and attested by his own seal and signature ; and Whereas the principles 
of the British Government being founded on mercy and on the maintenance and 
support of its dependants : Therefore, and in conformity to those just and bene- 
volent principles, the village of Nugwan, together with four other villages situated 
in the pergunnah of Punwarry, and yielding kamil jumma of fifteen thousand 
and three hundred Rupees, as specified in the subjoined schedule, are hereby 
granted in jaghire to Koour Luchman Sing. And so long as the said Koour 
Luchmun Sing shall remain in obedience and submission to the British Govern- 
ment, and shall strictly adhere to the terms of his engagements, the aforesaid 
villages shall always continue in his possessbn. It is incumbent on the said 
Koour Luchmun Stag to conciliate and render grateful the peasantry and inhabi- 
tants by his good government, tc direct his utmost exertions to promote the com- 
fort and happiness of all the inhabitants of his jaghire, and to give no harbour 
to thieves and robbers in any of his villages. It is the duty of the inhabitants 
to acknowledge Koour Luchmun Sing as ^e jaghiredar of the aforesaid villages, 
to consider all the affairs and duties connected with the aforesaid villagse as sub- 
ject to his authority, and to offer no opposition or disobedience to him what- 
ever, and not to require the annual renewal of his Sunnud.

Translation of an Enoaqbiibnt given in by Rao Bahadoor Bukht Sing, 
Jagbiiredar of Churoaon, etc., under date 27th November 1821. 

An engagement of allegiance being required from me by Lieutenant Moodier 
Acting Agent of the Govemor-Qeneral in Bundelcund, in order to eetablieh my 
submission and obedience to the British Government ; Therefore, in considera- 
tion of the kindness and justice I have experienced from the British Government, 
I, Dewan Bahadoor Bukht Sing, have of my own free will written and delivered 
to the above-mentioned gentleman an engagement to the following effect 

That I will not abet or connive at any rebellions or suspected persons but 
will break off all correspondence and connection with them. On the contrary, 
I will use my utmost exertions to seise such persons, and having seized them will 
deliver them up to the ofiloer of the British €h>vemment. I will not hold enmity 
towards the servants or dependants of the Government ; and should any of the 
Chiefs of the districts and dependants of the Government have a difference with 
me, respecting any place, village or boundary, lands, etc., I will make known 
the cause of dispute to the officers of Government and request them to settle it, 
and I will implicitly submit to whatever may be the decision of Government, nor 
will I dispute with any one in revenge for his quarrrisomeness towards me. Should 
any disturbances take place between any one without the sanction of the officers 
of Government, I will not, in any respect whatever, swerve from my obedience 
and allegiance, acting always as a loyal and submissive dependant subject of 
the Government. Should any fugitive subject of the Honorable Company take 
refuge in any village of my jaghire, I will seize him and deliver him up to the ser- 
vants of Government; and shonl^ the servants of Government come to seize 
him I will aid them in so doing. In the event of troops of the Government pass- 
ing through my ilaka, I will cordially exert myself in collecting supplies and other 
requisitos, and act in conformity to the desire of the officer commanding the troops. 
I will not permit robbers or thieves to reside in my jaghire ; and should the pro- 
perty of any person be stolen or plundered in the villages or within the boundaries 
of my jaghire; I will either cause the propert 7 or its value to be restored by the 
samindar, or 1 will myself repay the amount. Should any one after committing 
a crime in the territories of the, Government take refuge in the villages of my 
jaghire, I will seize him and deliver him up to the officer of Government. I will 
not commit any act whatever that may give rise to disturbance or confusion in 
the territory of the Jhansi State. I will pay an annual tribute of Jhansi Rupees 
7,500 to the Subadar of Jhansi through the medium of the Agent of the Governor- 
General. I will always maintain the observances customary in this district to- 
wards the Rajah of Oorcha, as the head of my &mily. I will appomt a trust- 
worthy person on my own part, who will constantly attend on the officers of Gov- 
ernment as a vakeel to execute such orders as he may require, and should the 
officers of Government be displeas'id with him for any fault, I will immediately 
appoint another person in his stead. 
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I win in eveiy ve^)6ct» without swerving, finnly ndhers/to all the partioolars 
of this engagement ; and if I shall act contrary to it in aii^ point, I i^l submit 
to whatever may be thought proper by the officers of Government.

condition of hie perfonning the duties and engagements specified in an Ikramamah 
executed by him on the 27th November 1821 : yon will therefore consider the 
said Rao ^hadur Bukht Sing to be the confirmed hereditary jaghiredar of the 
villages in question, and fully entitled to manage and collect the land revenues 
and saycr on the same. The duty of the aforementioned is as follows to act 
with loyalty and obedience towards the British Government ; to conform strictly 
to the several Articles of the engagement executed by him ; to conduct himself 
with good faith and moderation towards all inferior sharers, huqdars, and ryots 
of whatever class, and to respect and observe the usages established from old 
times in regard to the internal management of his jaghire.

Baghdkhand Agency, which then comprised the States of iftewa, 

1 Nagod, Maihar, Sohawal and Eothi, was established in March 
1871. A Britiidi Agent was temporarily attached to Bewa in 1867, and 
shortly afterwards the confiscated Estate of Bijairaghogarh, and the 
States of Nagod, Maihar and Sohawal, which were under British 
management, were placed under his jurisdiction. The Political Ageni 
was withdrawn in 1862 at the Maharaja’s request, and his charge was 
added to that of the Political Agent, Bundelkhand, in whose hands it 
remaihed until the re-establishment of the separate Agency in 1871. 
For administrative convenience the State of Baraundha and the ^girs 
of Jaso, Paldeo, Taraon, Bhaisaunda, Pahra and Kamta Bajaula were 
in 1896 transferred from the Bundelkhand Agency to the Baghelkhand 
Agency. 

Transit duties have been abolished by all the Chiefs in Baghelkhand. 
No separate extradition arrangements have been concluded with them; 
extradition is efiected in accordance with the procedure for the time being 
in force in British India ; but there are reciprocal arrangements on cer- 
tain matteie, extradition, surrender of police and military deserters, 
service of summons, etc., between the States in Baghelkhand and certain 
other States in and outside Central India and adjoining British districts. 
Bewa is the only State in Baghelkhand held under treaty; the others 
are held under Sanads. None of the States or Jagirs pay any tribute, 
except the Jagir of Paldeo {q^v.). 

The area of Baghelkhand is 14,706 square miles, with a population, 
according to the Census of 1921, of 1,638,623. 

1>B»wa. 

The Chiefs of Bewa are Baghel Bajputs, descended from the Gujarat 
family which ruled at Anhilwara Patan from 1219 to 1296. A member 
of the family migrated to Northern India and obtained possession of 
Baudhogarh, which remained the capital of the Baghel possessions until 
its capture by Akbar in 1597, when Bewa became the chief town. 

The first Buler of Bewa with whom a treaty was made was Maharaja 
Jai Singh Deo. Overtures, made in 1803 after the conclusion of the 
Treaty of Bassein (see Vol, VII, The Peshwa), were rejected by him. 
In 1812, however, a body of Pindaris invaded Mirsapur through Bewa 
territory, and the Maharaja was believed either to have abetted this 
enterprise through deliberate design, or to have countenanced it through 
weakness. He was accordingly required in 1812 to accede to a Treaty 
(No. I), by which he was acknowledged as the ruler of his possessions; 
was brought under the protection of the British Government, to whose 
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arbitration he bound himeelf to refer all disputes ifith neighbouring 
Chiefs; and engaged to permit British troops to march through, or be 
stationed in, his territories. 

Jai Singh Deo failed to fulfil his obligations and, when a military 
post was established in his territory, he attempted to starve out the 
detachment. Troops were sent to enforce the execution of the engage- 
ments and to obtain security for their future fulfilment. Accordingly, on 
the 2nd June 1813, another Treaty (No. II) was mode, confirming the 
previous Treaty and defining more clearly the Kuler’s relations with the 
British Government. The fith Article of the Treaty acknowledged the 
right of the British Qoverniiient to punish Lai Zubardast Singh, Jagirdar 
of Churhat, who had contumaciously refused to allow the Qoveiimient 
post to be laid through his territories; and the 8th Article related to 
the punishment of certain landholders in the Singrauli district, who 
had attacked a party of British troops during an armistice which had 
been agreed on for the purpose of negotiating the Treaty. Zabardast 
Singh was pardoned on his engaging (No. Ill) never again to offend 
against the British Government. The landholders in Singrauli weic 
deprived of their proprietary rights, which were conferred in 1814 by a 
fr^sh Treaty (No. IV) on the Maharaja, on his promising not to molest 
cei-tain of his subordinate Chiefs who had rendered assistance to the 
British Government. The British Government have on two occasions 
directly interfered on behalf of the ^Thakur of Singrauli whose estates 
lie partly in Rewa and partly in British territory. 

Jai Singh Deo abdicated in favour of his son Bishwanath Singh, 
who was succeeded in 1854 by his son Haghuraj Singh, According to 
local chronicles, he was the thirty-second oi his line. , 

In 1847 the Maharaja prohibited sati throughout his dominions. 

For his services in the mutiny of 1857 the district of Sohagpur and 
the village of Amarkantak were conferred in sovereignty upon Raghuraj 
Singh, who was informed that, in his dealings with the samindars, he 
would be expected to adopt a course in conformity with the practice of 
the British Government. 

In 18(i2 the Ruler of Rewa received a Sanad of Adoption (No. Y). 

In 1863 the Maharaja ceded the land required for railway purpose 
with all his sovereign rights thereon (No. VI). 

In 1867 the Ruler of Rewa was granted a permanent salute of 1? 
guns. 

In 1867 Raghuraj Singh, at whose request the British Agent tem- 
porarily appointed in 1857 to assist him in his government had been 
withdrawn in 1862. desired the direct interfeienee of the British Gov- 
eriuuent in effecting reforms in the administration of his State; but 
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SM 

fk« ftppUMtioii WM dediiMd on the gionnd that it wm ineamhnt on 
the Mahamja hinuoli to diacharge his duties as a ruler. In 1868 he 
aholiihod the ^Tstem of levying transit does as wall as that of fanning 
the revenue to oontraetoiB: and, as a farther means of reme^ring the 
disoiganiaation into which the State had fallen, appointed Baja Il&kkar 
Bao ae his Minister. The British Government consented to the atiange- 
ment, hut declined to guarantee the position of the Minister, who was 
compelled eventually to abandon the task he had undertaken. In 
1870 Oovemment agreed to the Maharaja’s request for the re-estab- 
lishment of the separate Agenqy. Since its wi&diawal in 1868, the 
pdlitieal supervision of Bewa affairs had been entrusted to the Bwdel- 
khand Agent. 

In 1878 the Maharaja, to avenge an insult alleged to have been offered 
to the Maharani, violated his treaty engagements by despatching into 
Sohawal territary an armed force, which plundered a house and mur- 
dered one of its inmates. For this offence he was flned Bs. 10,000, 
and the Sardars who had aided him in its commission were 6nad Bs. 1,000 
each. 

In 1876 the Maharaja represented his inability to manage the affairs 
<4 his State, and agreed (Bo. YII) to make over the administratimi to 
tiM Pditioal Agent, aided ly the Minister, Lai Bandiman Singh, until 
the debts of the State shodd be liquidate and a proper government 
established. The proposal was acceded to on the t^erstanding that, 
when the time should arrive for the British Government to withdraw 
from the direct management of the State, an engagement should be given 
ly the Maharaja to maintain the system of administration introduced 
by the British Government, jsnd to protect any rights which might have 
q>mng up under British a^injstration. 

Maharaja Baghuraj Singh died in 1880, and was succeeded ly his son 
Yenhat Bman Singh. 

In May 1881 Bam Baj Singh, the subordinate Chief of Madhogarh, 
who was heir presumptive to the Bewa gaddi, died without issue. The 
Estate was resumed ly Bewa on the ground Aat the Maharaja was the 
nearest male relative of the deceased and that the Estate, which had 
been assigned. in 1809 by Maharaja Jai Singh Beo as the portion of 
his second son, reverted, on jhdlure of direct heirs, to ther'Stete. This 
sothw was uphold by the Government of India. 

In February 1882 the Politioel Agent, BaghelUiaad, who had con- 
tinued since 1876 to administer Bewa, was appointed Superintendent of 
Bewa. A Council of Sardars was appointed as a consultative body to 
aorist the Supasintendent in the admini^tion of the Stile, and to advise 
in matters connected with the Maharaja’s family and ffie customs of 
the State.

In 1882 the State ammed responsibility for the maintenanoe of the 
portions of the Gi*eat Deccan Boad, Bewa-Sutna Boad and Sohagi Pass 
Boad lying within Bewa territory. 

In 1883 the State agreed to cede, with full jurisdiction thereon, the 
lands required for the Bengal-Nagpur Railway (No. VIII). 

In Jaiiuiiiy 1886 the Bewu State handed over to the Government of 
India, with oAer necessary concessions for mining purposes, the surface 
and mining rights in the Uinaria coalfields, a tract of about three square 
miles. The terms includ^ the payment of a royalty to the Darbar. 
In April 1885 civil and criminal jurisdiction over the coalfields was 
ceded to the Government of India, who entrusted the immediate admin- 
istrative control of the tract and the executive management of the opera- 
tions to the Chief Commissioner of the Central Provinces. The whole 
arrangement, which was subject to reconsideration un the Maharaja’s 
majority, terminated at the Maharaja’s request on th^ 1st January 
when the colliery was retransferred to the Bewa Darbar on the under^ 
standing that any proposal to transfer it thereafter to a company 
would Im submitted for the consideration and orders of the Government 
of India (No. IX). 

In November 1896. the administration of the State was handed over 
to Maharaja Yenkat Baman Singh under certain conditions, and the 
Council of Sirdars was dissolved horn that date. 

In May 1902 an agreement was made between the Bengal-Nagpur 
Railway Company and the Maharaja, us the proprietor of the l^wa 
State colliery at Umaria, for the performance by the latter of certain 
services iit the pit-head terminus of the Umaria branch line, for the 
purpose of developing the coal traffic between the colliery and the stations 
of the railway company and other connected railway lines vid the Umaria 
station of the company. 

Yenkat Baman Singh died on the 30th October 1918 and was suc- 
ceeded by his elder son the present Maharaja Gulab Singh, born on 
the 13th March 1903. During the ensuing minority the administration 
was, in accordance with the wishes expressed by the late Maha;raja, 
carried on by his brother-in-law, Maharaja Sajjan Singh of Ratlam, 
as Begeut, assisted by a Council. 

The termination of the minority and the investiture of Maharaja 
Gulab Singh with full powers was announced the Viceroy at a Darbar 
held on the 81st Octobw 1922. 

In 1924 the State consented to the construction of a Bailway line 
from Hutra to Annupur through its teiritory. 

In the same year the State entered into an agreement with the 
Bengal-Nagpur Bailway for the construction, working and maintenance 
of a siding to serve the Rurhai State collieries. This was followed by 
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anotlieri concluded in 1926; and by a supplementaiy agreementi made 
in 1926, regarding the working of coal under the siding. 

In 1930 the title of Maharajadhiraja was recognised as a hereditary 
distinction in favour of the Ruler of Rewa, whose territorial designation 
of Maharaja of Rewa remains unaltered. 

The area of the State is 13,000 square miles; the population, accord* 
•ing to the Census of 1921, 1,401,524; and the revenue about GO lakhs. 

Under the icorgauisatlon scheme of January 1921 the authorised 
suength of the Rewa State Rorces consists (December 1926) of; —

The State possesses 40 serviceable and 33 unserviceable guns. 

The liability of the State to the payment of Nasaraiia on successions 
not been decided by 1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation 
'Iwbar, all such levies were abolished. 


2. Nagou on Unchauua. 

The founder of the ^agod family, who are Parihar Rajputs, is said 
to have been Bhoj Raj, who. is supposed to have migrated from Kotara, 
through tear of death at the Stands of his bastard brother, and settled 
in Unchahra in 1478. Like Kothi, the State of Nagod was originally 
included as one of the subordinates of Panna in the Sanad granted to Raja 
Kishore Singh. But, as Unchahra had been in the possession of the an- 
cestors of Lai Sheoraj Singh before the establishmeut of the power oi 
Chhatursal in Bundelkhatid, and the family had never been ousted 
either by the Bundela Rajas or by Ali Bahadur, a Sanad (No. X) was 
given to Lai Sheoraj Singh in 1809, confirming him in his possessions. 
He was succeeded in 1818 by his son Balbhaddar Singh, who was 
deposed in 1831 for the murdei* of his brother. Baghavendra Singh, 
son of Balbhaddar Singh, was then a minor, and the State was tern* 
porarily taken under British administration. On attaining his majority 
in 1838, Raghavendra Singh was installed; a new Sanad (No. XI) was 
given him, and a nasaraim of Rs. 8,000 was taken. He soon became 
deeply involved in debt and, ui bis own request, the State was again 
taken under British management in 1844. The Raja rendered good 
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service during ihe mutinyi and was rewarded in 1869 with the grant 
(No. XII) of eleven villages from the confiscated Estate of fiijairagho- 
garh, which had at one time formed a portion of the Maihar State. 

In 1802 the liuler of Nagod received a Sanad of Adoption (ses 
Bundelkliand No. XIII). 

In 1803 the Baja ceded lauds (No. XIII) for railway purposes, with 
full rights short of sovereignty. 

In 1805, at the llaja’s request, the manugemeni of the State was 
agaiu made over to him. 

iu 1807 the Uuler of Nagod was grunted a permanent salute of 9 guns. 

Kughavendra Singh died in 1874, and was succeeded by his sun 
Jadabiiidra Singh, culled also Sambhu lias, who was put in full charge 
of the State iu February 1882. The grave disorder existing in. the 
State rendered it necessary in 1893 to require the Baja to appoint a 
qualified person, approved by the Political Agent, as his Uiwan. He,, 
however, resented this advice, and in 1894 went to Benares and settled 
there. The Government of India were therefore compelled to direct 
the Political Agent to a.ssume charge of the State* The Baja lived iu 
voluntary exile at Benares, decliitiiig the allowance that Government 
were prepared to gruiit him from his State, until September 1994, when 
lie consented to live at Sutua and to accept an alWance of Ihk 2,000 
a month, paid from the revenues of the State. In 1904 he formally 
adopted from a Parihar family of Eatkon (Nagod State) a boy named 
lihurgvendra Singh, then aged about 17 years; hat he subsequently 
contracted another marriage, and sons were bom to him in 1912 and 
191(). Bestricted powers were restored to Jadabindia Singh in 1929* 
He died in 1922 and was succeeded by his elder eon Narharendra Singh, 
who died on the 2fith February 1920 and was succeeded hj hm ywuiger 
brother the present Baja Mahendra Singh. Since the commencemeni 
of the minority iu 1922 the administration hae been earned on n 
State Council with the Political Agent in Baghelkhand- as Ptesident* 

The area of Nagod is 501 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 68,166; and the revenue about 2| btkhe. 

The military forces consist (1926) of 11 Cavalry, 62 Armed Polios 
and 5 Artillery men, with 8 serviceable and 1 unserviceable guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nasaiana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 


8. Maiujir. 

The founder of Moihor was Beni Singh, known as Beni Hasuri, 
Minister to Baja Hindupat of Paniia, who in about 1770 granted him 
in jagir the territory which now forms the State. On the oocupatioa

of Bondelkliaiid, Thakur Durjan Smgli, a younger son of Beni Singli, 
waa ooaftrmed (No. XIV) in hia poaaeaaiona on hia executing a deed of 
allegiance in 1806. In 1814 a reviaed Sanad (No. XV) waa giuen to 
him. On the death of Durjan Singh in 1826 the State waa diyided 
(No. XVI) between hia two aona, Biahan Singh and Frag Daa, the 
former I'eneiring the cliatrict of Maihar and the latter Bijairaghogarh. 
The Katate of Bijairaghogarh waa eonfiacoted in 1868 for the rebellion 
of the Chief, Surju PruNad, aon of Frag Daa, and in 1866 waa included 
in the territoriea adminiatered by the Chief Commiaaioner of the Central 
PrriTincea. 

Biahan Singh became deeply inTolved in debt, and at hia own leqneat 
the State waa placed under Britiah management in 1848, at which time 
an Engagement (No. XVII) waa taken from him. He died in 1860| and 
waa BUco(^ed by hia aon Mohan Fraaad, who died in 1852, leauing a 
aon Baghubir Singh, who in 1866, on attaining his majority, waa in- 
▼eated with the management of the State. 

In 1862 the Buler of Maihar received a Sanad of Adoption (see 
Buadelkhand No. XIII). 

In 1863 the State ceded land for railway purposes (No. XVIII) with 
juriadictiott there^fn. 

In 1869 the heceditary title of Baja was conferred (No. XIX) upon 
the Buler of Maihar : and in 1H78 he gniiitc^d a |>ermanent salute 
of 9 guns. 

llaghubii* Singh died in 1908 and was succeeded by hia eldest son 
Jodubir Singh, who accepted an obligiition to conault the Political 
Agent in all important timttei%,^nnected with the State. 

He died in 1910 and waa succeeded by bis younger brother Bandhir 
Singh, who was murdered in December 1911, and was succeeded by hia 
aon the present Baja Brijnath Singh, bom on the 22nd February 1896. 
During hia minority the administration waa carried on by a Dewan 
under the supervision cif the Political Agent in Baghelkhand. Baja 
Brijnath Singh received ruling powers in 1917. In 1920 the Qovern- 
ment of India decided that the Buler of Maihar should be admitted ns 
a Member of the Chamber of Princes. In March 1921 he was granted 
a Sanad (see Bundelkhaud No. XXXVI) enhancing his poweni to dispose 
of criminal cases. 

The area of Maihar is 407 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1021, 66,540; and the revenue about 3} lakhs. 

The military forces consist (1926) of 14 Cavalry, 43 Infantry, 98 
Armed Police and 10 Artilleiy men, with 8 serviceable and 3 unservice- 
able guns. 
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The State wae liable to the opemtion of the Nasaruiia ruleH up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Barbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

4. SOHAWAL. 

Sohawal was formerly a portion of Rewa territory, but about the 
middle of the sixteenth ceiituty, when Amar Singh was Ruler of Rewa, 
his son Fateh Singh threw off his father’s authority and estubiished his 
independence as Chief of Scdiawnl. Afterwards the State beeanie snli- 
ordinato to Panna (are llundelkliaiid), and was so entered in (he Suiiud 
granted to Raja Kishoie Singh. Hut, for the same reasons that separate 
Sauads were granted to the Chiefs of Kothi and TTnchahra on the British 
occupation of Bundelkhaiid, a Sanad (No. XX) was granted in 1809 to 
Rais IaI Aman Singh, the siweiith Chief of Ifehawal, confirming him 
in his State on his tendering a deed of allegiance. Aman Singh resigned 
the State to his eldest son Raghunath Singh. In 1880 Sohawal was 
taken under British administration to liquidate a private money claim 
preferred against the Chief, but three years later was restored to Aman 
Singh, his son Raghunath Singh having died in the interval. 
In 1840 Aman Singh made over the State to his second son, 
Sheo Singh, who in 1843 received a Sanad (No. XXI) recognising his 
succession. By improvidence and misrule the State became involved 
in debt, and in 1^5 it was taken under British management at the 
Chief’s own request. 

The eldest son of Sheo Singh, Indrajit Singh, died in 1850, leaving 
a son Sher Tang Bahadur Singh, who succeeded his grandfather in 
1806, and was entrusted with the management of his State in 1871. 

In 1802 the Chief of Sohawal received a Sanad f»f Adopliou («ce 
Bundelkhand No. XIII). 

In 1863 the Chief ceded (No. XXII) lands for railway purposes, 
with full jurisdiction short of sovereign rights. 

Sher Tang Bahadur Singh died in 1899, and was succeeded by his 
eldest son Bhagwat Raj Bahadur Singh. 

In 1911 the hereditary title of Baja was conferred (No. XXIII) on 
the Chief of Sohawal. 

Bhagwat Raj Bahadur Singh died on the 16th Fehriiuiy 1930 and 
was succeeded hy his eldest sou the present Baja Togendra Bahadur 
Singh, bom on the 9th Tuly 1899. 

The territories of the State lie in two distinct districts separated from 
each other hy the State of Eotbi ; the northern portion is also intermixed 
with lands belonging to Panna. 

The area of Sohawal is 213 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 38,078; and the revenue slightly over one lakh. 
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The military forces of the State consist (1926) of 4 OoTalry and 60 
Armed Police, with 60 serviceable and 20 unserviceable 'guns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Nnsarana rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

Raigaon , — The Jagir of Baigaon belongs to a junior branch of the 
Sohawal family. This Tagir was originally granted by Mahipat, fifth in 
descent from Fateh Singh, to his brother Sarup Singh, on condition of 
service and of contribution towards the exigencies of the State. In 
1829 Rnghunath Singh, then administering the Sohnwal State, claimed 
the righf of either resuming the Tagir or of levying tribute and exacting 
allegiance from its holder. These demands were not supported by Gov- 
ernment. In 18n5, on the doath of the Tngirdar, a quit-rent (uhari) was 
imposed on the Tngir hv the British officer administering the Sohawal 
State; but on appeal this was disallowed by Government, on the under- 
standing that the Tagirdar faithfully performed his allegiance to the 
Chief of Sohawal. His claims, however, to independence of Sohawal, 
and^to certain other privileges inconsistent with his subordinate position, 
were absolutely negatived; for in the Sanads of 1809 and 1846 the Chief 
of Sohawal had been referred to as the hereditary Chieftain of the Soha- 
wal and Raigaon t/ippaSf and had been guaranteed in the permanent 
posseasion of them under certain conditions of allegiance to the Briiish 
Government. 

In October 1886, owing to the continued refusal of the Thakur, 
Bikramajit Singh, to comply with the just demands of his Chief, the 
Raja of Sohawal was permitted, under the orders of the Government of 
India, to attach the Raigaon^Tagir. But, the Thakur having submitted 
in Hovemher 1885, the Chief restored his Tagir, the Tagirdar executing 
an agreement binding himself to accept the supremacy of the Sohawal 
Darhnr and to fulfil the proper obligations of his tenure. 

The Tagirdar of Raigaon enjoys a revenue of Rs. 40,000 per annum. 

The present Tagirdar, Rnghiibansman Prasad Singh, succeeded to 
the FiState in November 1896. 

5. Kothx. 

In the Sannd granted to the Raja of Panna in 1807 (see Biindelkhand'; 
Eothi is entered as one of his subordinates. The founder of the Tagir 
was Jagnt Raj Singh Baghela. The family is of the Baghel caste and 
had long held their Tagir, paying submission to the sneressive conquerors 
of Bimdelkbond. They were never dispossessed either in the time of\the 
Bundela Rajas or of AH Bahadur, and therefore in 1810 a Sanad 
(No. XXIV) was granted to Rais Tial Huniyapat, the Tagirdar then in 
possession, making him directly dependent on the British Oovenunei^t, 
like the other Bundelkhand Chieftaiiii;?^ 
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tioi Duniyapnt was succeeded in tlie Chiefship by his son Lnl 
AMbnt, who wus in turn succeeded by his son Tail Ron Bahadur Siiiph. 

In 1802 the Chief of Kothi received a Saiiad of Adoption (see 
Bundelkhand !*Io. LV). 

In 1863 the Chief agreed (No. XXV) to make over lands for railway 
purposes free of cost, ami to surrender nil transit duties on goods ])a8sing 
through his territory. 

In 1878 the hereditary title of Rajir Bahadur was conferred upon the 
Chief of Kothi (No. XX VT). Ran Bahadur Singh died in 1887, and 
was succeeded by his eldest son Bhagwat Bahadur Singh, who died 
in 1805, and was succeeded by his eldest .son Avadhendra Bahndui 
Singh. ITe died on the 7th August 1014 and was succeeded h' liis 
eldest son the present Raja Bahadur Sitaramnn Pratap Bahadur Si -/h. 
horn in 1802. 

The area of Kothi is lliO square miles; the ]>opulation, according to 
the Census of 1021, 20,087; and the revenue about Rs. 75.000. 

The military forces of the State consist (1926) of 10 Cavalry, 17 
Infantry, 20 Armed Police and 3 Artillery, with 20 serviceable and 4 
unserviceable guns. 

Under tbe terms of its Adoption Sanad, Kothi was subject to the 
payment of Nnsarana of a quarter of a year's net revenue on direct 
succession and a half year’s net revenue on successions by adoption, 
up to 1011, when all Nazarana levies were abolished on the occasion 
of the Coronation Darbar. 

6, BAUArXDIfA OR pATIT.iRKAnillAR. 

This family is veiy ancient. It belongs to tbe Rnghubansi caste of 
Rajputs. The present line traces its des<*ent from (lauri Chnnd, a Chief 
of Baraandha who died in 1540. Under the rule of the Bnndein Chiefs, 
the State seems to have been lield under ti Sanad from TTirde Sah. 
Mohan Singh was coiiOrmcd liy the Britisli Government in the territoi-y' 
which he held under the Bundelns and Ali Bahadur, and a Sanad 
fNo. XXVTI) was giver to him in 1807. Ue died in 1827 wilhont 
male issue, leaving a will in whieli the whole of his property was i»e- 
queathed to his nephew Sarabjit Singli. Although Sarabjit Singh 
was not formally adopted. Government iecogni.sed lii.s succession to the 
exclusion of his two elder brothers. 

In 1862 the Chief received a Sanad of Adoption (see Bundelkhnnd 
No. XIIT). 

In 1863 Sarabjit Singh ceded lands (No. XXVITl) for railway 
purposes, with jurisdiction thereon.

Shortly before the death of Sarabjit Singh, which occurred in 1867, 
an unsuccessful attempt was made by his third son, Kam Dayal Singh, 
to secure for himself the Chiefship to the exclusion of Chhatarpal Singh, 
the son of Bishwanath Singh, who was the second son of Sarabjit Singh 
and had predeceased his father. Chhatai*pal Singh died in 1874, and 
WHS succeeded by his only surviving uncle Baghubar Dayal Singh. 

In 1878 the Buler of Barnundha was granted a permanent salute of 
I) guns. 

Baghubar Dayal Singh died in 1885, leaving neither issue nor neat 
relations and witJiout having exertdsed the right of adoption. In 1886 
the Governor-General in Council selected Thakur Prasad, a descendant 
from the late Chief’s original slock, as successor to the Cliiefship. The 
recognition of Thakur Prasad was held to constitute a re-grant of the 
State, to which it was within the competence of the Government to 
aitacli such conditions ns might seem to he necessary. For his coropli- 
. 'iy in an affray on the Baraundha border in April 1892, in which two 
Kanitu Ba jaula sepoys were killed and one man wounded by an armed 
party of the Barnundha State, a fine of Bs. 4,000 was imposed on 
Thakur Prasad, and he was debarred \intil further orders from attend^ 
ance at Darbars. The latter portion of the punishment was however 
leinitted in December 1897 in recognition of his creditable behaviour 
during the famine. 

Thakur Prasad Singh died on the 8th July 1908 and was succeeded 
1)V his onlv son the present Baja Gava Prasad Singh, who was born in 
1865. 

The area of the State is 218 square miles; the population, according to 
the (h*nsus of 1921, 15,912: nnM^the revenue about Bs. 40,000. 

The military forces of the State consist (1926) of 18 Cavalry, 92 
Infantry, 6 Armed Police and 2 Artillery men, wdth 20 serviceable and 
10 unserviceable ^^uns. 

The State was liable to the operation of the Naxaraua rules up to 
1911 when, on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies 
were abolished. 

7. Jaso. 

In the partition which Chbntarsal mode of his possessions the par- 
ganas of Kidra and .Faso were included in the share of Jagat Baj, 
who in 1766 divided his State between Guman Singh, from whom 
the Ajaigarh Baja is descended; Ehuman Singh, the ancestor 
of the Charkhari family; and Pahar Singh, the founder of the 
Stole of Jaitpur, now extinct. In this division the Eotra and Jaso 
districts were divided between Guman Singh and Ehuman Singh. 
Rharti Chand, the fourth son of Chhatarsal, held the district in sub- 
ordination to his elder brother and left it in two shares to his sons. 
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Durjan Singh and Hari Singh who, during the quarrels in the family 
of (^hatarsal, managed to maintain themselves in independent posses- 
sion. Durjan Singh, dying childless, left his share to Ohrit Singh, son 
of llari Singh, who was succeeded by his infant son Murat Singh, in 
the whole of the Jaso territory. Jaso, like the other Bundelkhand States, 
was conquered by Ali Bahadur, by whom Oopal Singh, a rebel servant 
of Chait Singh, was established in possession on condition of submission 
and allegiance. Gopal Singh took the infant Murat Singh into his 
protection. 

In the arrangement made with Bakht Singh of Ajaigarh in 1807 
the pargana of Eotra, in which Murat Singh's possessions lay, was in- 
cluded in the Ajaigarh territory. Murat Singh, however, refused to 
acknowledge the supremacy of Bakht Singh, and the peace of the country 
was disturbed by the quarrel. In 1813 the British ^vernment decided 
in favour of the Baja of Ajaigarh, and directed the Agent in Bundei- 
khand to eudeavoui to persuade Murat Singh to acknowledge the Baja’s 
.supremacy, and pay his revenue of Rs. 2,500 a year through the Briti.sli 
Oovernment, if not direct, to the Baja. But Murat Singh would listen 
to no terms wliicli involved u recognition of hi.s subordination to Bakht 
Singh in any form. The inability of the Baja to coerce Murat Singh led 
to furtlur enquiries into the claims of the latter. It was then clearly 
proved that, although the Jaso Jagir hud never been actually separated 
from tlie territories originally ruled over by Jngat Bnj, yet the authority 
of the Ajaigarh branch of the family over Jaso had never been more 
than nominal; that several influential Chiefs of Bundelkhand were in 
favour of the recognition of the claims of Murat Singh ; and that, had 
Ihe existence and claims of Murat Singh been known in 1807, his descent 
and rights would undoubtedly have ensured to him the separate recog- 
iiilion of his patrimonial possessions, according to the policy of the 
British Government in confirming possession ns it stood at the time of 
Ali Bahadur’s death. A separate Sanad (No. XXIX) uras therefore 
conferred on Murat Singh in ISIG, coniiriuing him in the possession of 
Jaso independently of any subjection to Bakht Singh. At the same 
time it was considered unjust, under a new and more accurate view of 
the case, to insist on the cession by Bakht Singh, without compensation, 
of vrhat had been acknowledged by the British Government in 1813 to 
be his right. A remission of the quit-rent of Bs. 2,600, which the 
Baja of Ajaigarh claimed from Jaso, was therefore granted to Baja 
Bakht Singh from the amount (»f his annual tribute; and, in considera- 
tion of the injury done to Murat Singh by his long exclusion from his 
rights. Government resolved to bear the loss nud not to exact the 
quit-rent from Jaso. 

Murat Singh had two sons, the elder of whom died childless, and 
the second, Isri Singh, succeeded to the Jagir. Isri Singh was long at 
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variance with two of his relatives, Saghunath Singh and Satarjit Singh, 
whom, in consequence of their rebellion, he had ousted from their re- 
spective Jagirs of Bichul and Duraha. From 1832 onwards the dispute 
had been frequently referred to the Agent in Bundelkhand for settle- 
ment, but it was contrary to the policy of Government to interfere in 
the internal affairs of the Jagir. As, however, the continuance of the 
quarrel threatened the disturbance of the public peace, Oovernmeiit at 
length interfered in 1846. Baghunath Singh was restored to the Estate 
of Bichul on condition of paying an annual quit-rent of Bs. 1,000 to 
the Jagirdar of Jaso; and an allowance of Bs. 1,000 a year was given 
to Satarjit Singh. 

Isri Singh died in I860, leaving a minor son Bam Singh, who died 
soon afterwards, the direct descendants of Murat Singh thus becoming 
extinct. The Baja of Ajaigarli claimed the State as a lapse to him; 
but his claim was considered to have been extinguished by the arrange- 
ments of 1816, the effect of which was to recognise and confirm the 
antecedent rights of the Jaso family, and thereby to entitle the collateral 
relatives of Murat Singh to suc(‘eed in direct subordination to the Britisli 
Government. Satarjit Singh, of the Duraha branch of the family and 
nephew of Murat Singh, was considered the nearest heir; and as he 
himself wished to succeed in preference to his youngesif son Ban jit 
Singh, whose adoption had been proposed by the widows of the late 
Jagirdar, he was recognised (No. XXX) as successor to the Jaso Estate 
ill 1862. 

In the same year the Chief received a Sanad of Adoption 
(No. XXXI). 

Satarjit Singh died in 1869, and was succeeded by his eldest son 
Bhopal Singh, who died in 1876, and was succeeded by his son Oajraj 
Singh. On his death in ISfi^, without male issue, he was succeeded 
by bis only surviving brother^ Chhatarpati Singh, who died in 1889, 
and was succeded by Jagat Baj, Ubaridar of Bichul, representative of 
the nearest collateral line. In 1900 the Government of India accepted 
the voluntary resignation of his Jagir by Jagat Baj. Owing to the 
minority of his son Girwar Singh, the Jagir remained under Govern- 
ment management until 1911, when the young Jagirdar received ad- 
ministrative powers subject to certain restrictions. Girwar Singh died 
in 1918 and was succeeded by his minor son Bam Pratap Singh, Iwrn 
on tbe 7th March 1910. The Jagir thus came again under management, 
and is now administered hy a Kamdar under the general control of the 
Political Agent in Baghelkhand. 

In 1923 the Government of India recognised the title of Dewan as 
the proper territorial designation of the Chief of Jaso. 

The area of the Estate is 72*1 square miles; the po])ulat.ion, arcordina 
to the Census of 1921, 7,221; and the revenue about Bs. 40,000. 
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The military forces of the Jagir consist (1926) of 1 Oayalry man and 
15 Armed Police, with 3 serviceable and 2 unserviceable gun** 

Nazarana of Bs. 2,500 was taken, according to the terras of the 
Adoption Sanod (No. XXXI), from the Jaso Estate on all successions, 
whether direct or by adoption, up to 1911, when all Nasarana levies 
were abolished on the occasion of the Coronation Darbar. 


8. Tbs Eaunjau Chaubss. 

The district of Kalinjar formed part of the territories of Ghhatarsul 
which fell to the share of Hirde Sah. Chaube Ram Krishna was gov* 
ernor of the fort. During the distractions which followed the invasion 
of Ali Bahadur, the Chaube family seised the fort for themselves, and 
successfully resisted for ten years the siege laid to it by Ali Bahadur, 
who died in the course of it. At the time of the British occupation 
the fort was held by the sons of Bam Krishna, of whom there were ori- 
ginally seven.* Baldeo, the eldest, was dead, and his son, Dariyao Singh, 
was commandant of the fort. Although the family, being merely rebel- 
lious servants of the family of Chhatarsal, had no claim to a settlement 
on the same terms as the descendants of the old Bundela Bajas, yet, in 
pursuance of the policy of the British Government to abandon the 
country above the Ghats, leaving its defence to the petty Chiefs, and 
with a view to the pacification of the country, Dariyao Singh on behalf 
of the family was confirmed in 1806 in the possessions they held on 
condition of allegiance (No. X XXII). Many of tlie villages, however, 
claimed by Dariyao Singh were in possession of the Killadar of Ajaigarh, 
and for this reason it was impossible at the time to grant Dariyao Singh 
a formal Sanad. 

The impolicy of leaving this family in the possession of the foriT of 
Kalinjar soon became apparent. The strength of the fortress induced 
Dariyao Singh persistently to oppose the British aiitbority, and to give 
secret encouragement to the predatory lenders who disturbed the peace 
of the country. It was therefore resolved to dispossess him. An attack 
made on the fort in January 1812 failed, but Dariyao Singh surrendered 
on condition of the family receiving other lands in exchange for tboue 
U'cv held. So violent were the dissensions in the family that it was 
found necessary in 1812 to grant separate Sanads (No. XXXIID to each 
member t.*r his individual share, and also to grant a separate Stinad to 
Go]>ul La), the family vakil, in order tJiat no one of the sharers might 
arrogate to himself a greater share of iiifiiieiice or patronage than 
another. At the time of this partition two of the brothers, Goviiid Dai 
and Gajadhar, were dead, and were represented by their sons, Pokbar 
Prasad and Gaya Prasad. Two of the shares were held by women, one

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by the mother of Clihatarsal and the other by the widow of Bharatju. 
The share of the former was, at her own request, and with the consent 
of the several sharars, joined in the Sanad granted to Chl^atarsal Ghaube; 
that of the latter in the Sanad granted to Nawal Kishor. Shortly after 
this settlement had been effected, quarrels broke out between Nawal 
Kishor and the widow .of Bharatju : and in 1817 it became necessary to 
separate their shares, and to grant them distinct Snnads (No. XXXIV) 

It is a rule of succession in this family that, when heirs fail to 
any sharer, the share is divided among the surviving branches of the 
family. In this way Iwo shares, that of the widow of Bharatju who died 
in 1836, and that of the mother of Ohhatarsal, were absorbed. Of the 
remaining seven shares, Purwa. which formed the share of Pokhar 
Prasad, was confiscated in 1865 on account of the complicity of his son 
and successor, Bishan Prasad, in murder. Naegaon, the share of Chha- 
tarsal, was absorbed under the following ciitmmstances : Chhatarsal 
was succeeded by his son, Jagannath, who in 1843 was succeeded by 
his widow, Nanni Bulahin. Under the Sanad granting her the right 
of adoption Nanni Dulahin wished to adopt one Bans Gopal; this was 
objected to by the other memlters of the family, on the ground that 
Bans Oopal was not directly descended from Bam Krishna, the founder 
of the family, but from one of Bam Krishna's ancestors. Without 
layi^ down any general nile which might limit the terms of the 
Adoption Sanad, Government considered that it was more in harmony 
both with the principle of Hindu law as to adoptive heirs, and also 
with the rights and customs of the Ghaube family, that the female 
Jagirdar should select an heir from among the direct descendants of Ram 
Krishna. Further than this Government would not circumscribe her 
privilege of adoption. Shortly after this decision Bans Gopal died, and 
his death was followed iiKJanuary 1804 by that of Nanni Dulahin, 
who left a deed adopting Bihari Lai, the son of Bans Gopal. The 
adoption was however disallowed on the ground that it did not come 
within the conditions of the Adoption Sanad, and the partition of the 
Jagir in equal shares among the other branches of the Chnubo family 
in accordance with the rule of succession was authorised. A suitable 
provision was made for Bihari Lai. and for the widow of Chhatarsal, 
the first Jngirdar; each share will revert at the death of its holder 
to the other members of the family. 

There remain now five* shores, of which four are held by the des- 
cendants of Bam Krishna Ghaube, and one by the family of Gopal Lai, 
the vakil, In each case a Sanad of Adoption (see Bundelkhand No. LY) 
was granted in 1862, and by the terms of the Adoption Sanads, the 
holding was subjec^t to the payment of naiarana of a quarter of a year’s 
net revenne on direct succession, and halt a year’s net revenue on

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auccessiou by adoption. In 1911, however, on the ocoaaion of the 
Coronation Darbar, all Noiarana levies wore abolished. 

(a) Paldeo. 

This Jagir was left by Dariyao Singh to his son Nathu Bam, who 
was succeeded by his son Raja Bam in 1840. Baja Bam died with- 
out issue in October 1842, and was succeeded by his uncle Sheo Prasad. 
Sheo Prasad was succeeded in 1805 by his eldest son Makund Singh, 
who died in 1874 aud> on failure of lineal male heirs, was succeeded by 
his brother Chaube Anrudh Singh. A nasarana of half a year’s net 
revenue was taken on this occasion. 

In 1888 the existing arrangements, whereby certain ladies of the 
family enjoyed laud for maintenance, were modified, the Jagirdar 
engaging to substitute suitable cash allowances. 

Anrudh Singh died in 1891, and the succession of his first cousin 
Narayuii Das was recognised by the Qovernment of India. As in the 
Banka Pahari case (sec Bundelkhand), the succession was considered 
direct, and a nazarana of one-fourth of a year’s revenue only was exacted. 

Xarayan Das. died in 1894, and was succeeded by his eldest son Jagat 
Bnj, who died on the 2nd October 1923 and was succeeded by his 
grandson Chaube Shiva Prasad, born on the 1st Mai'ch 1908. During 
his mijiovity the Estate is being managed by a Eaindar under the super- 
vision of the Political Agent. 

The urea of Paldeo is 58*14 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 9,088; and the revenue about half n lakh. The 
Estate pays annually a tribute of Ks. 242 on account of Jagir and a 
share of Seha diamond mine. 

The military forces of the Estate consist (192()) of 1 Cavalry man, 
12 Infantry, 12 Armed Police and 2 Artillery men, with 16 serviceable 
guns. 


(6) Taraon. 

Tarnon fell to the share of Gaya Prasad, who in 1840 left it to his 
son Kaiuta Prasad, who was .succeeded in 185(i by his son Bam Chand. 
Uam Chand died in 1872, and was succeeded by his son Chaturbhuj. 

In 1884 the Jagirdar ceded land for the Jhansi-Mnnikpur State (now 
Great Indian Peninsula) Railway, receiving payment for the area ac- 
quired : and in 1889 he ceded (No. XXXV) criminal and civil juris- 
diction thereon the British Government. 

A long standing dispute for precedence between the Jagirdars of 
Pahra and Taraon was decided in 1891 in favour of the former. 

Chaturbhuj died on the 81st January 1896, and his younger brother 
Brij Oopal, who was bom on the 21st September 1864, was recognised 
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<18 his Bttccessor. In 1911 lie became afflicted n^itb homicidal mania and 
eras eyentually sent for detention in the Lunatic Asylum at Nagpur, 
where he still remains. Meanwhile the Jagir u as administered by n 
Eamdar under the supervision of the Political Agent. In recent years, 
Chaube Oanga Prasad, eldest son of the Jagirdar and bom on the 
13th Novem^r 1905, has been closely associated with the administra- 
tion. In November 1925 the management of the Jagir was made ovei 
to him subject to certain restrictions, the removal of which is to lie 
considered after a period of five years. 

The area of Tarnon is 1G*6 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 4,390; and the revenue about Bs. 20,000. 

(o) Bhaisatjnda. 

Bhaisaunda was the share of Nawal Eishor, who was succeeded by 
his son Acharju, who in turn was succeeded by his second son Tirath 
Prasad. Tirath Prasad died in 1885, and was succeeded by his eldest 
grandson Chhatarsal Prasad. 

During the minority of Chhatarsal Prasad the Jagir was administered 
by a Eamdar under the general supervision of the Ptditical Agent. The 
management was handed over to the Jagirdar in 1895. He died in 
January 1910 and was succeeded by his younger brother Bharat 
Prasad, who died in November 1916, when the Estate passed to the 
third brother, Chaube Govind Prasad, who was bom in 1884. 

The area of Bhaisaunda is 32 square miles; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 4,390; and the revenue about Rs. 20,000. 

The military forces of the Estate consist (1926) of 32 Infantry and 
4 Artillery men, with 1 serviceable gun. 

( d ) Pahra. 

Salig Bam wished to divide his share during his life among his 
three sons, but this sub-division of the Jagir of Pahra was not sanctioned 
by Government. Salig Bam died in 1843 and was succeeded by his son 
Bam Prasad. He was succeeded in 1855 by his nephew Makhsudan 
Prasad, who had been adopted from Taraon. On the succession of 
Makhsudan Prasad it was ruled that he had no right to alienate the 
revenues of the Estate beyond his own life. Makhsudan Prasad died 
In 1868, when he was succeeded by Chaube Badha Charan, who died 
on the 20th August 1930, and was succeeded by his grandson the present 
Jagirdar Chaube Laxmi Prasad, who was born in January 1907. 

In 1884 the Jagirdar ceded land for the Jhansi-Manikpur State (now 
Great Indian Peninsula) Railway, compensation being awarded lor the 
area acquired; and in 1888 he ceded (No. XXXVI) oriminol and civil 
jurisdiction thereon to the British Government. 
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In 1891 a long standing dispute for precedence between the Jagirdars 
of Pahra and Taraon was decided in favour of PaLra. 

The area of Pahra is 27 square miles; the population, according tii 
the (.JeiisuH'of 1921, 3,388; and the revenue about Bs. 20,000. 

The military forces of the Estate consist (1926) of (» Cavalry, 66 In- 
fantry, 6 Armed Police and 4 Artillery men, with 12 servicealde guns. 

(e) EaMTA llAJAUIiA. 

Kamtu Rajaula was the share granted to the family v.ikil, Bao Gopa) 
iiol, who was not a member of the Ohaube family, but belonged to the 
Kiiyusth caste. He died in 1873, and was succeeded hy his eldest son 
liao JUmi-at Prasad, who died in December 1891 and was succeeded by 
his eldest son Bam Prasad, Imrn in 1870. 

Ill 1923 the title i f Bao was recognised by the •lovernment of India 
as the |)roper territorial designation of the Chief of Kamta Ra jaul . 

The area uf Kamta Bajuula is 13 square miles the popuhiiion, 
according to the Census of 1921, 1,055; and the revenue about Us. 8,000. 

The military forces of the Estate consist (1920) of 16 Infantry, 7 
Armed Police and 1 Artillery man, with 7 serviceable and 3 unservice- 
able guns.

Treaty of Fbiendshif and Defensive Alliance concluded between the Bbitish 
Government and the Rajab Jey Sinoh Deo, Baja of Rewah and Moo- 
KtTNDPORE,— 1812. 

Although the relations of amity have uniformly subsisted between the British 
Government and the State of Rewah, and especially since the augmentation of 
the intercourse between the two States by the annexation of a portion of the pro- 
vince of Bundelound to the British dominions, those amicable relations have been 
cultivated and improved by reciprocal acts of friendship*, yet no formal engage- 
ments, imposing upon the two parties specific obligations with respect to each 
other have hitherto been concluded ; and Rajah Jey Sing Deo, the present ruler 
of Rewah and Mookundpore, having now expressed a desire that this defect should 
bo supplied by the conclusion of a treaty of friendship and defensive alliance, 
and the Right Honorable the Governor-General in Council being cordially dis- 
posed to accede to the wishes of the Rajah in this respect declared ; the follow- 
ing Articles of Treaty am by mutual consent concluded between the British Gov- 
ernment and the said Rajah Jey Sing Deo, his heirs and successors 

Article 1. 

The Governor-General in Council acknowledges Rajah Jey Sing Deo to be 
the lawful possessor of the present dominions of Rewah, which have been held 
by him and his ancestors in successive generations during a long course of years, 
and in compliance with the Rajah's request, and for his entire satisfaction, assures 
him Agreeably to justice and the uniform principles of the British Government, 
that so long as the aforesaid Rajah, his heirs and successuis, shall truly and faith- 
fully fulfil the obligations of friendship and alliance according to the true spirit 
and iT'itent of this Treaty, it will not commit hostilities against the Rajah of Rewah, 
nor take possession of or in any'^ay encroach on any part of his territories. On 
the contrary, the British Govornirieut engages to protect and defend the domi- 
nions at present in the Rajah s poss.'^ssion from the aggressions of any foreign 
power in uhe .same mannor as the don\inions of the Hrtnr»*-blo Company are pro- 
tected and defended. 

Article 2. 

The Biitl.ih (Jovernment having, by the terms of the preceding Article engaged 
to protr/T the tcrritore.s at present possessed by the Rajah of Rewah from the 
ag'^rvSSKir '• of any lorrrign power, it is hereby agreed between the contracting 
pariie.s th'iv whtviever the Rajah shall have reason to apprehend a design on the 
|mrt of my ^!l•oigr^ power to invade his territories, be shall report the circum- 
htsLcc ’ of tins case to the British Government, which will endeavour by ropresen- 
li uo 1 aud remonstrance to avert such design, and if its endeavours to that effect 
'.iifdi fail of succour., the British Government will be prepared, on the requisition 
of tl.c Rajah, t ) dotuch a force of British troops into his territories for their pro- 
tection. tii event the expenses of those troops during the period thefy may

be 80 employed, oelcnlatiiig from the day of their entering the Rajah’s domi- 
nions until that their quitting them on their return, shall be defrayed by the afore- 
said Rajah. If the apprehended design of invading the Rajah’s territories shall 
be referable to any dh^nted claim between the Rajah and the other power, the 
Rajah shall report all the ciieorostances of such disputed claim to the British 
Oovemment, which will then interpose its mediation for the adjustment of the 
dispute, and the Rajah, relying in the justice and equity of the British Govern- 
ment, agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If, notwithstanding the Rajah’s 
acquiescence in that award, the other power shall i)ersi8t in its hostile designs, 
the British Government will be ready to afford its assistance in the manner above 
provided. If any of the Rajah’s troops shall at any time be required to serve 
in the British territories, the Rajah engages to furnish the same ; and in that 
event, the expense of them, calculated at the rate of 20 rupees per mensem for 
each horseman, and 6 rupees per mensem for each foot soldier actually furnished 
by the Rajah, shall be defrayed by the British Government from the date of their 
leaving the Rajah’s territories until that of their return. Whenever the troops 
of the British Government and of the Rajah shall have occasion to act together, 
the Commander of the Rajah’s troops shall conform to the advice and act under 
the instructions of the British Commanding Officers. 

Artxclc 3. 

The Rajah of Rewah being the aokoowl dged sovereign of his own dominions, 
the British Government will not consider itself entitled to taks cognisance of 
any complaint which may be preferred to it by any of the relations, subjects, 
or servants of the Rajah, who on his part shall not possess a claim to the aid of 
British troops for the support of his authority within the limits of his domirions. 

Article 4. 

If the Rrjah of Rewah shall at any time have any claim or c.*iu<*e of con' plaint 
against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependant on the British Govern- 
ment, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the arbitration and dcsision ol that 
Government, and to abide, by its award, and on no account- to commit aggres- 
sion against the other pariy, or to employ his own lorce for the satisfaction of 
such claim, or for the redress of the grievance cf which he .'itay coPiplairi. On 
the other hand, the British Government, engages to withhold its illics or depend- 
ants froth committing any aggiesuon against the Rajah of T«ewah cr to p misii 
the aggressor and to arbitrate any demand they may have upon the Rajah of 
Rewah, according to the strict principles of justice : the Rajah ol his fiart agree- 
ing implicitly to abide by its award. 

Artiolb 5. 

The RajaV of Rewah engages never to grant an asyLm w>tikin his dominions 
to any enemies of the Eritish Govermoont, or to reh s, but on the contrary to 
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exert hie utmost endeavours for the apprehension of such persons, and if appre- 
hended to deliver them up to the Officers of the British Government. The l^jah 
further engages not to permit the famiKes of persons of that description to reside 
within his territories. If any of the enemies of the Rajah or the rebels to his 
Government, shall take refuge within the British territories,. the British Govern- 
ment, on receiving notice thereof from the Rajah of Rewah, will, after due in- 
vestigation, pursue such measures with regard to the fugitives as equity and justice 
may appear to require, adopting at the same time every practicable means to 
prevent their committing any acts injurious to the territory and Government 
of the Rajah. 

Artiglb 6. 

Whereas robbers issuing from the territories of the Rajah of Rewah frequent- 
ly commit depredations in those of the Company, the Rajab encpiges, on receiv- 
ing an application from the Officers of the British Government, to exert his 
authority for the purpose of arresting the persons accused of such crimes and 
when apprehended to cause them to be delivered over to the said Officers. 

Abtio!.! 7. 

If any of the brothers or servants of the Rajah of Rewah shall calumniate, 
misrepresent, or accuse the Rajah before the British Government, that Govern- 
ment will not without enquiiy and proof give credit to the statements of such 
persons. 

Abtxclb 8 

The honor, rank, and dignity of the Rajah of Rewah shall be estiinated by the 
British Government in the saipe degree os that in which they were estimate by 
the former Emperors of Hindoortan. 

AmoiM 9. 

Whenever the British Government shall deem it expedient to send Ha troops 
into the oominioiu of the Rajah of R^wah oi to station or canton a BiitiBh force 
within the Rajah’s territories for the purpose of guarding against the advance 
or intercepting the retreat of an enemy, or of Pindarrahs, or other predatory 
bodies, it shall be competent to the Brituh Government so to detach its troops, 
md the Rajah of Rewah shall 3ive his oonaent accordingly. The Rajah shidl 
also on any *uoh occasion station his troops according to the advice of the Officers 
of th» British Government at the Ghaut of Chundeah, Kawreah, or such Ghauts 
or passes as the British Cenananding Officer shall point out The Command- 
ing Officer of the British troops which may be thus employed in the Rajah’s teni- 
tories, Bha.ll not in any Planner interfere in the internal oonoems of the Rajah’s 
Govei^ent. Whatever materials or supplies may be nquired for the British 
Cantonment , or lor the use of the Bti^ troops during their continuance in 
the Rajah s territories, shall be readily famished by the Rajah’s Officers and 
sabjeei% and thall be paid for at the price ounent of the baser If any materials 
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whksK ai6 indispenaibly necaBsary should happen not to be procuzable by pur- 
chase, and it shall consequently become necessaiy to take such articles wherever 
found in the Rajah’s dominions, the price of such articles shall be paid for by the 
British (Government at the rate that may be settled by arbitrators appointed 
by the British (Government and the Rajah respectively. 

Artiolb 10. 

The Rajah of Rewah being admitted among the number of the allies of the 
British Government, engages at all times to comply with any just and reasonable 
requisition connected with the interests and prosperity of that Government, to 
conform to its advice, and to the utmost of his power to fulfil the obligations of 
friendship and attachment towards the British power. 

Abtiolb 11. 

This Treaty, . consisting of eleven Articles, having this day been concluded 
between the British Government and Rajah Jey Sing Deo, Rajah of Rewah, 
through the agency of Mr. John Richardson, in virtue of powers delegated to 
him by the Right Honorable Lord Minto, Governor-General in Council, on the 
one part, and Bukshy Baugwan Dhut, the vakeel of the said Rajah on the other, 
Mr. Richardson has delivered to the said vakeel one copy of the Treaty in English, 
Persian and Hindee, signed and sealed by himself, and the said vakeel has deli- 
vered to Mi. Richardson another copy duly executed by the Rajah, and Mr. 
Richardson has engaged to procure and deliver to the said vakeel within the spMe 
of thirty days a copy ratified by the seal of the Company and the signature of 
the Governor-General in Council, on the delivery of which the copy executed 
by Mr. Richardson shall be returned, and the Treaty shall be considered from 
that time to have full force and effect. 

Signed, eeakd, and exchanged at Banda, an the Fifth of October A.D. 1812.

Second Treaty concluded between the British OoVERNhbnt and Rajah Jet 

SiNO Deo,— 1613. 

Whereas on the 5th of October 1812, corresponding with 16th Kooar 1869 
Sumbut, a Treaty of mutual friendship and defensive alliance was concluded 
between the British Government and the Rajah of Rewah ; and whereas the Rajah 
of Rewah having failed to fulfil the engagements which the aforementioned Treaty 
imposed upon him, the British Government was compelled, in vindication of its 
honour and its rights, to detach its troops info Rewah to enforce the execution 
of those engagements, and to obtain security for their due fulfilment in futuxs i 
and Whereas the Rajah, having now returned to a proper ssEse of his niatiant 
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with the British Government, and having expressed his contrition for the past, 
agrees to the following conditions, for himself, and for his heirs and successors. 

Abtiolb 1. 

All the stipulations of the Treaty concluded on the 6th of October 1812, cor- 
responding with the 16th of Kooar 1869 Snmbut, are hereby declared to be in 
full force and effect, in as far as they are not affected nor altered by the following 
conditions contained in this Treaty. 

Artioue 2. 

The Rajah of Rewah hereby binds himself to engage in no correspondence 
of a political nature with any Foreign State or Chief whatever without the pri- 
vity and consent of the British Government, or its representative, the Agent in 
Bundelcund. 


Abticlb 3. 

The Rajah engages to receive and permit to remain at his place of residence 
a news-writer or any other Agent on the part of the British Gk>vernment or the 
Agent in Bundelcund, and to maintain an authorized vakeel with the Agent and 
with the Commanding Officer of any British detachment which may be stationeJ 
within his territory, both for the purpose of maintaining the general relations 
of amity, and of enforcing the supply of provisions, and ready compliance with 
the just demands of the Commanding Officer. 

\ Articus 4. 

The Rajah of Rewah agrees to allow dawks to be established through his 
territory by the Officers of the British Government in any direction that may 
be deemed necessary, to compel his feudatory Chiefs to do the same, and to punish 
them ill case of opposition ; and the Rajah acknowledges the right of the British 
Government to punish them for such opposition, in the event of his own inability 
to do so. 


Abticlb 6. 

Lall Zubburdust Sing, the jaghiredar of Chourhut, having, in a very insult- 
ing and contumacious manner, refused to permit the Hon*ble Company’s dawk 
to be laid through his jaghire, the exemplary punishment of the aforesaid jaghire- 
dar is indispensable. The British Government is accordingly resolved to inflict 
exemplary punishment on this jaghiredar, and the Rajah of Rewah not only 
acknowledges the right of the British Government to do so, but agrees to aid 
and co-operate with the British troops in effecting that object. 

The Rajah further engages to use his utmost means to punish Lall Zubbur- 
dust Bing himself, whenever the Brituh Government shall require him to do so. 
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Article 6. 

FreqiY?*)t mstancen of robberies and other crimes have occurred within the 
British territory, the perpetrators of which issue from and take refuge within the 
Rewah territory ; and thereby not only escape the punishment due to their crimes, 
but continue to infest the Hoii’ble Company’s adjacent territory with imimnity, 
keeping the inhabitants in a constant state of alarm. With a view to suppress 
this evil, the Rajah hereby agrees to permit the troops or Police Officers of the 
British Government to pass into the Rewah territories for the pursuit end appre- 
hension of all such offenders, and also to afford them, and to cause his officers 
and jaghiredars to afford them, every necessary assistance in discovering and 
apprehending the objects of their pursuit. 

Article 7. 

The Rajah of Rewah agrees to consider those jaghiredars and others, resi- 
dents of his country, who have been well-disposed towards tlje British Govern- 
ment, on the present occasion, as his friends ; and will not molest or retaliate 
upon them for the favourable disposition they may have sho^n. The friends 
of the British Government shall be his friends, and its enemies his enemies. 

Article 8. 

On the 2nd of May 1813, corresp(»nding with the 17th Bysakh ^70 Sumbut, 
an agreement for the mutual suspension of hostilities was concluded between 
Lalla Pertab Singh, on the part of the Rajah of Rewah, and Colonel Martindell, 
Commanding the British troops. A party of sepoys escorting a cart of military 
stores appertaining to a detachment proceeding from the Siiigrownah^ Pass were 
oil the 7th of May 1813, corresponding with the 22nd of Bysakh 1870 Sumbut, 
treacherously, and in direct violation of the above agreement, attacked by a large 
body of horse and fo<it near to tin; village of Sutteuce, and several sepoys were 
killed and wounded, and the property plundered. The Rajah of Rewah having 
solemnly disavowed all knowledge or participation in the above atrocious act, 
hereby acknowledges the right of the British Government to punish the perpe- 
trators of it in whatever manner and at whatever time it may please ; and the 
Rajah further agrees to afford every assistance and co-oi)eration in the accom- 
plishment of the above object that the British Government may require of him. 

Article 9. 

It is both just and equitable that the Rajah of Rewah should indemnify the 
British Government for the expense of the armament which has been equipped 
and inarched into Rewah in consequence of his failure to perform the conditions 
of his former engagements. At the lowest estimation the extra expense of that 
armament costs the British Government the sum of thirty-three thousand eight 
hundred and eight Rupees per mensem, and the preparations having commenced 
some days before the Ist of April 1813, correspon^g with the 16th of Chyle 
1870 Sumbut, it is agreed by the British Government that the expense shall bo 
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oftloalated from that date. The Rajah of Rewah aooordlngly hereby aokaovr* 
ledges himself justly respoi:;sible for the paymeut of the above expense moathly 
to the British Government, calculating from the Ist of April 1813, or the 15th 
of Chyte 1870 Sumbut, until such time as the objects of the present detachment 
shall have been entirely completed. In consideraticn, however, of the Rajah 
having obeyed the summons to repair in person to Colonel Martindell*s camp 
on terms of unconditional submission, and in order to remove from the Rajah 
every excuse for the punctual liquidation of the amount, the British Government 
consents to limit the period of the charge to the 10th of Hay 1813, correspond- 
ing with the 25th Bysakh 1870 Sumbut, the day on which the Rajah came into 
camp. Upon this principle the sum to be paid by the Rajah is forty-live thousand 
one hundred and seventy-three Rupees. The Rajah hereby engages to pay the 
above sum by the following instalments, any deviation from which will subject 
him to the penalties of a breach of the Treaty

This Treaty consisting of ten Articles having this diy been concluded be- 
tween the British Government and Rajah Jey Sing Deo, Rajah of Rewah, through 
the agency of Mr. John Wauohope, in virtue of powers delegated to him by the 
Right Honorable Lord Minto, Governor-General in Council, on the one part, and 
the Rajah in person on the other, Mr. Wauchope has delivered to the liajah one 
copy of the Treaty in English, Persian, and Hindee; signed and sealed by him- 
self, and the said Rajah has delivered to Mr. Wauchope another copy duly exe- 
cuted by himself, and BIr. Wauchope has engaged to procure and deliver to the 
accredited vakeel of the Rajah within the space of thirty days a copy ratified 
by the seal and signature of the Governor-General in Council, on the delivery 
of which the copy executed by Mr. Wauchope shall be returned, and the Treaty 
shall be considered from that time to have full force and effect.

SuppLEMBMTAL Abtiou to the Tbbaty Concluded between the Hob’ble K\st 
India Company, and Rajah Jby Sinq Deo, the Rajah of Rbwah, oii the 
2nd of June 1813, corresponding with 19th Jyte 1870 Sumbut. 

Whereas by the 3rd Article of Treaty concluded between the Honorable Com- 
pany and the Rajah of Rewah on the 2nd of June 1813, corresponding with 19tb 
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Jyte 1870 Sambat» the Rajah of Rewah has engaged to leoeive and permit to 
remain at his place of residence, a news-writer or any otlier Agent on the part 
of the British Government, or the Agent in Bundelcund ; and Whereas the Rajah 
has by the 4th Article of the aforesaid. Treaty engaged to allow a dawk to be es- 
tablished through his territory, by the Officers of the British Government in any 
direction which may be deemed necessary : The Rajah, in the true spirit and 
intent of those stipulations, engages to treat the news-writer or Agent of the Bri- 
tish Government or of the Agent in Bundelcund with every mark of attention 
and consideration due to their relative rank and character, and also to allow a 
free passage through his territories to all hurcarrahs, cosjids, or other messengers, 
whom the officers of the British Government may, at any time, have occasion 
oo employ, and to compel his feudatory Chiefs to do the same under the penalties 
and conditions prescribed with respect to the dawk. The Rajah further promises 
and engages to perform at all times those offices of friendship which are usual 
between allied States, and which may be necessary to accomplish the objects of 
the Treatv.

Engaobmbnt taken from Lall Zubburdust Sino, Jaghiredar of Chourhut, 

---1813. 

Whereas in consequence of the opposition made by me to the establishment 
of the Honorable Company’s dawk in my jaghire, it became stipulated in the 
5th Article of the second Treaty concluded between the British Government and 
the Government of Rewah, under date the 2ad June 1813, that the British Gov- 
ernment should have the discretion of inflicting upon me an adequate punish- 
ment ; and Whereas in consequence of my having come into the British Camp 
on terms of unconditional obedience to the British Government and signed an 
engagement to the Superintendent of Political Affairs to surrender my lands and 
fort whenever required to the British Government, the British Government has 
been mercifully pleased to pardon my offences and to reinstate me in the enjoy- 
ment of my lands, on condition of my fulfllling all the objects of the alliance be- 
tween the British and Rewah Governments as far as may lie in my power : 1 do 
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tharafore hereby eDfgage to exert myaeli to the utmoat of my .power to obstruct 
the approach of Findaiiee or other predatory troops who may attempt to pass 
throiigh ray jurisdiction, t) obey without scruple all requisitions that may be 
made to me by Officers of the Tlritish Government connected with the obstruc* 
tion of predatory troops, with collecting materials for constructing cantonments, 
furnishing supplies to British troops, assisting and facilitating the progress of 
dawk hurcanuhs, cossids, and messengers of every other description, and with 
seising and delivering up criminals, whether such requisitions shall be made to 
me directly by Officers of the British Government, or through the Government 
of Rewah.

No. IV. 

Thied Treaty concluded between the British Government and the Govern- 
ment of Rewah,— 1814. 

Whereas by the 5th and 8th Articles of the second Treaty concluded between 
the British Government and the Government of Rewah on the 2nd June 1813, 
corresponding with the 19th Jeyth 1870 Sumbut, the British Government ac- 
quired the right to punish Lai Zubburdust Sing jaghiredar of Chourhut, and cer- 
tain landholders in the Singrownah district for certain offences committed by 
them against the British Government ; and as a necessary consequence of that 
right, the British Government acquired also the^right to expel those persons from 
their possessions and to dispose of their proprietary right to their lands (the rights 
of sovereignty over their lands, remaining, as heretofore, inviolate with the Rewah 
Government) : That is to say, the British Government has acquired the power 
to transfer all the rights formerly enjoyed by thase persons who have forfeited 
their possessions under the provisions of the 5th and 8th Articles of the Treaty 
aforesaid, to such new proprietors as it may please to select, the new pro- 
prietors agreeing to fulfil those duties of allegiance to the Rewah Gk>verument, 
to which their predecessors, who have been expelled, were subject ; and Whereas 
it being an object with the Rewah Government to obtain the proprietary right 
in the lands forfeited by the persons above alluded to, and it being also the dis- 
interested wish of the British Government to promote the interests of those who 
have shown their attachment, to its cause in the course of the operations of the 
British troops in Rewah : The following arrangement has accordingly been agreed 
to for the mutual accommodation of both States 

Article 1. 

All the stipulations in the Treaties and Engagements heretofore cenduded 
between the British Government and the Government of Rewah are hereby do- 
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eland to be in foil foioe and effect, in ae ffir as they an not altend nor affected 
by the following conditions contained in this Treaty. 

Annou 2. 

The British GoTernment henby transfers to the Qovernment of Bewah from 
this date all proprietary right in the lands in the Singrownah distriot which it 
has lately acqnir^ by the operation of the 8th Article of the second Treaty, dated 
2nd June 1813, corresponding with 19th Jeyth 1870 Sumbut, with this reserva- 
tion, that the Rewah Qovernment shall not ninstate Rnchpal Sing in the lands 
of Snttenee formerly held by him, and that the Rewah Qovernment shall be re- 
sponsible for the good conduct of the persons whom it may place in the possession 
of the forfeited lands. 


Amoui 3. 

The Rewah Government hereby disckims all right to levy from Lai Jugmohu^ 
Sing, jaghiredar of Simereeah, any portion of the penalty imposed upon the Rewah 
Government by the 9th Article of the Treaty of the 2n(l June 1813, corresponding 
with the 19th of Jeyth 1870 Sumbut. 

Abticlb 4. 

The British Government being desirous that Lai Jugmohun Sing of Simereeah 
be guaranteed in the possession of the lands now held by him in jaghire, the Rewah 
Government hereby engages that the said Lai Jugmohun Sing, shall remain in 
unmolested possession of the lands which he now occupies ; but without any change 
in his relation to the Rewah State. 


Artzcui 0. 

By Article 7th of the Second Treaty, the Rewah Government engages not 
to molest those jaghiredars and others, residents of Rewah, who have been weU 
disposed towards the British Government. Certain persons, who humanely 
succoured the British sepoys that were wounded at Suttenee in Bysakh 1870, 
and others who have given information respecting those who were concerned 
in the above outrage, as well as in the murder of a sepoy employed to protect 
the town of Raepore on the following day, having thereby exposed themselves 
to the resentment of all who were in any way impKcated in those outrages, the 
Rewah Government hereby solemnly pledges itself to protect all those persons 
from suffering any injury or molestation whatever in consequence of such assist- 
ance rendered by them to the British cause. 

Abtiolb 6. 

Lai Zubberdust Sing, Jaghiredar of Ohourhut, having voluntarily surren- 
dered himstlf to the British Government on terms of unconditional submission, 
the British Government has been pleased to pardon his offence, and to restore j 
him to the enjoyment of his possessions which he had forfeited by hii former mis- 
conduet, on his executing an engagement never again to offend against the British 
▼ T 
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OoTimmiiit. An ntfcestod copy of tbii engigement if fonuahed to the Rewah 
GoTornmenti and as that instrument contains nothing inconsistent with the rights 
deriyed by the British Government from its engagements with Rewah, the Rewah 
Government declares itself responsible to the British Government for the dne 
execution of the conditions of that engagement, in the same manner as it is of 
oonrse reqmnsible for the due execution of the terms of subsisting Treaties on 
the part of aO its subjects and feudatories. 

AnnoLB 7. 

This Treaty, consisting of seven Articles, having this day been concluded 
between the British Government and the Rewah State, through the agency of 
Mr. John Wanohope, in virtue of powers delegated to him by the Right Honor- 
able the Earl of Moira, Governor-General in Council, on the one part, and Rajah 
Jey Sing Deo, Rajah of Rewah and Mokundpore, and Baboo Bishonath Sing, 
the Rajah’s eldest son, and associated with him in the administration of the Rewah 
Government, in person, on the other part, Mr. Wauchope has delivered to the 
said Rajah and Baboo one copy of the Treaty, in English and Persian and Hindooi, 
signed and sealed by himself, and the said Rajah and Baboo have delivered to 
Mr. Wauchope another copy duly executed by them, and Mr. Wauchope has 
engaged to procure and deliver to the accredited vakeel of the Rewah Govern- 
ment within the space of thirty dajrs a copy ratified by the seal of the Company 
and the signature of the Governor-General in Council, on the delivery of which, 
the copy executed by Mr. Wauchope shall be returned, and the Treaty shall be 
considered from that time to have full force and effect. 

Signed, seakd and exchanged at Kurwaee, on this Eleventh day of March 1814, 
correitponding with the 5th of Chyth 1221 Fueke. 


No. V. 

Adoption Sunndd granted to Mahabaja Ruohoobaj Sinq of Rbwah,-— 1862. 

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes and 
Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpetuated, and 
that the representation and dignity of their houses should be continued ; I here- 
by, in fulfilment of this desire, repeat to you the assurance which I communi- 
cated to you in the Cawnpore Durbar in November 1859, that on failure of direct 
heirs the adoption by yourself and future Rulers of your State of a successor ac- 
cording to the ani^estral custom of your family will be recognised and confirmed. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you so 
long as your house is loyal to the Crown and faithful to the conditions of the Trea- 
ties, Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to the British Govern* 
ment.

Translation of Khuriita from Maharaja of Rrwah to the Oioond Poun« 
OAL Assistant, BuNDELOUND,--^dAted the 16th-2nd fiswimd, Snmbut 1920.) 
-*1863. 

(After aoknowledging receipt of Ehazeets, dated 31st July 1863.) 

According to your instmotioxis the required conditions are entered in the 
Agreement, ets.— 

All the land that may be required by Goyernment for the Railway or 
its works, etc., is given in perpetuity with its sovereign authority. 

All residents within the Railway boundaries, whether subjects of the Native 
Chiefs or of the British Government, shall be considered under the jurisdictioD 
of the Railway Officers and the Government authorities. 

All disputes between the officers and the dependants of the Railway 
and the subjects of the Native States outside the Railway limits shall be heard 
and settled by the Political Officers. 

The disposal of oases of criminals of this State, who may go within the Rail- 
way bounds, shall be disposed of and settled according to the rules which have 
been long current on the part of the Agency (Political) authorities. 


No. VII. 


1875. 

His Highness the Maharajah of Rewah, accompanied by his Chief Minister, 
Lall Rundmon Sing, at an interview with the Govemor-Generars Agent and 
Politioal Agent at Rewah on 30th January 1876, made the following represen- 
tation 

The management of my State has long been a matter of difficulty to me. The 
Government of India in view to relief at my earnest instance appointed a Poli- 
tioal Agent and granted a loan of ten lakhs. I thought that supported by the 
advice of the Political Agent, I should be able to introduce a fair system oi ad- 
ministration and restore the revenue which has long been decreasing. The result 
has not been to my antidpaHona. 

The revenue, though collected from the ryots, does not reach my Treasury, 
consequently there is no money wherewith to pay establishments or meet my 
engagements to Government respecting the payment of the ten lakhs* loan. 

1.— I desire, therefore, with the sanctiott of His Bzcellency the Viceroy, to 
make over my State, until debts are liquidated and a system of administiaticn 
established, to the care of the Political Agent. 
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2. — The Political Age&t knowa the oharaoter of my Chief Miiiicter, Rondmoii 
Sing, and is willing with his assistance to render me all help. 

3. — BVom the time the Politioal Agent assnmes charge of the administration 
I will abstain from interference of every sort. 

4. --I will issne no orders on State matters. 

5. — It will rest with the Political Agent to maintain or dismiss any State sw- 
vAnt, and I will do my best to support his anthority. 

6. — A suitable allowance will be regularly paid me to enable me to live with 
comfort and dignity. 

7. — I shall reside at Govindghui, Rewah, Sutna, as heretofore.

Translation of Mbmobanduh by the Rbwah Council of Sibdabs respecting 
the Uharia Coal and the proposed Railway from Katni to Bilaspub 
through Uhabia, etc.,— 1883. 

We, the Sirdars of the Council, came to Sutna this day, and the Superinten- 
dent of Rewah has informed bi| that the Government of India propose to open 
up the Umaria, Johilla and Sohagpur coal-fields, and to construct a railway from 
Katni to Bilaspur through the above-named places. 

Having understood the intention of Government, we consider that the Rewah 
State should giant land for the construction of the line of railway, together with 
full jurisdiction thereon, according to the arrangements observed when the Bast 
Indian Railway line was constructed, that is to say, the land and jurisdiction 
should now be granted to Government by the State, and the State should arrange 
to compensate landholders. 

As to the coal mines of Umaria, Johilla and Sohagpur, a contract is to be given 
to a company of capitalists for 99 years, and t!'.e agreement which may be en- 
tered into by Government on behalf of the Rewah State should be observed by 
this State. 

The Superintendent of Rewah has explained to us that, without malring a 
railway, the coal cannot be developed, and the greater the fsoilify of means for 

conveying it, the greater will be the extent to which the coal mines will be worked,

to Bflaspnr will coat aboTa two kroxas of rapaes. 

Wa imdantacd from what tha Snparintendent of Rewah has told os that the 
opening of this line will greatlj fr^ilitata the convayanoa of coal ; that it will also 
give an impolsa to trade in tha districts through wUchit passes ; that foodgrains, 
timber, etc., which are now exported with great difficulty for want of roads and 
transport, will be easily carried to markets by rail and ^era sell to advantage : 
that, in addition, the prosperity of towns and villages will increase, as will also 
the trade of the State. The rail will secure safety and comfort to the country, 
and improve the condition and civilisation of the people. In times of famine^ 
food will be easily carried from place to place. 

We are aware that the co|;uiitions under which the contract of the coal is to 
be given cannot now be precisely determined. The royalty to be charged on 
the coal is a point which the €k>vemment will settle with the company. This 
is a matter of great importance to Rewah. The Government wiU, of course, 
act as it thinks best in respect of the terms on which the coal mines will be given 
on contract, the amount of coal to be extracted and all other matters connected 
therewith. 

We fully trust that the arrangements which the Government will make in 
the matter will prove of great benefit to the Rewah State, and we concur entirely 
in the views expressed by the Governi^ent. In 1863 when arrangements were 
made for the Singrowli coal in the time of His Highness Maharaja Rughuraj Singh, 
the rate of royalty was fixed (by His Highness) at 6 pies per maund, or 14 annas 
per ton ; and we trust that, when fixing the royalty to be paid for the Umaria, 
Johilla and Sohagpur coal, the Government will bear in mind the proposals of 
1863 referred to.

I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of yonr letter No. 689, dated 28th 
ultimo, regarding conditions on which Umatia Colliery will be transferred to the 
State. 

2. I beg to say in reply that the Darbar agree to the proposal that for the 
purposes of account the colliery will be transferred to the Darbar from the Ist 
of April 1899, and that the (Government of India will continue working for a short 
time until it is possible for the Darbar to take over the actual possession after 
the arrangements for the transfer of services of the Manager and the staff arc 
made and other minor points, if any, are settled. 

3. The Darbar note that the selling price of colliery on the 31st March 1899 
will be treated as a loan from the (Government of India at an interest of Rs. 4 
(four) per cent, per annum, and the Darbar will be at liberty to pay the capital in 
fixed instalments. 

4. The Darbar quite understand that any proposal to transfer the colliery 
to a Company must be submitted for the oonsidenition and orders of the Qovern- 
ment of India*

Translation of an Ixrabnaiiah or Obuoation of Allbgianob presented bj 
liAUL Shbw Rajn Sing of Ouchbxrah and Naqodn,— 1809. 

Whereas I, Laul Shew Raje Sing, sincerely professing my submission and 
attachment to the British Government, have invariably manifested my obedience 
to the officers appointed to the superintendence of the province of Bundelcund 
from the period of its first annexation to the British territories ; and Whereas 
an Ikramamah or obligation of allegiance having lately been required of me : 
Therefore, and with a view to confirm my obedience and attachment to the British 
Government, I have prepared and hereby present this Ikxamamah, containing 
nine distinct Articles, to Mr. J. Richardson, from whom I have received a sunnud, 
oonfirming to me all my ancient possessions in this province ; and I hereby declare 
that I will scrupulously observe all the Articles contained in the Ikramamah 
and never evade nor infringe any one of them. 

Abticlr 1. 

I hereby engage never to connect myself with any marauders or plunderers 
either within or out of the province of Bundelcund, to afford them no asylum 
or permit their families or children to reside in my possessions, and to abstain 
from all intercourse and correspondence with them. 1 further engage to avoid 
entering into quarrels or disputes with the dei)endants and servants of the British 
Government ; and if at any time dispute should arise on account of mehal or 
village, or from any other cause, between me and any of the Rajahs and Chiefs 
of this province in dependence on the British Government, I agree to submit 
such dispute without delay to the officers of the British Government for their 
decision, and implicitly to observe and abide by what decision shall be passed 
upon it. I further engage to make no reprisals on any one for past injuries, nor 
to seek redress by force without the permission of the British Government, and 
always to be obedient and submissive to the Government. 

Abticlb 2. 

I engage to guard all the passes up the Ghats which are situated in my posses^ 
sions in such a manner as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and evibdisposed 
persons from ascending or descending the Ghats by any of those passes, and from 
entering the British territories for the purpt>se of exciting disturbances ; and if 
any sir^is of troops should meditate an invasion of the British territories through 
my possessions, I engage to give timely notice thereof to the officers of the British 
Government, and to use every practicable exertion to obstruct their progress. 

Abtiolb 8. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats by any 
of the passes situated within my possessions, I agree not only not to obstruot 
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or impede their progteee, but to depute an intelligent person to conduct them 
by the most convenient route, and to furnish them with the^necessary supplies 
and provisions so long as they shall oontittue within or in the vicinity of my pos- 
sessions. 

Abtxolb 4. 

If any of the subjects of the British Government abscond and take refuge 
in any of my villages, I engage to deliver up such person to the oflicers of the 
Britiidi Government immediately on his being demanded ; and if any of my ryots 
or semindars abscond and take refuge in the British territones, I agree to sub- 
mit to the principal officer in Bundelcund a statement of my complaint against 
such person, and to abide by whatever orders may be passed on the occasion agree- 
ably to the Regulations of the Government, and to take no steps of my own accord 
to apprehend him. 

Abtxolb 5. 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of my villages ; and if pro- 
perty of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any of the villages sub- 
ject to my authority, 1 agree to render the semindars of such village responsible 
for the restitution of the stolen property, or for the delivery of the thief or robber 
to the officers of the British Government ; and if any felon or murderer or person 
or persons amenable to the Bntish laws for crimes committed in the British pos- 
sessions should take refuge in any of my villages, I engage to seise and deliver 
over such offenders to the British Government and not to permit their escape 
from my possessions. 

Abtxolb 6. 

Having presented a statement and list of the villages in my possession, and 
having obtained a Suimud for the same, I therefore promise and engage that if, 
amongst the villages enumemted and stated by me, in any village the property 
of any other person shall be fo^d and the right to the same proved, or it shall 
appear that during the government of the Nawab Ali Bahadur the said village 
or villages were not in my possession, 1 bind myself to abide by whatever the 
British Government shall be pleased to direct and obey the same implicitly. 

Abtxolb 7. 

Whereas Gopaul Sing of the Boondellah caste and Bahadoor Sing of the Purhar 
sect have rebelled against the British Government, and have plundered and carried 
their outrages into the villages granted by the British Government to the Rajahs 
Bukht Sing and Kishore Sing I therefore engage and promise not to give the above 
rebek shelter or protection in any part of my possessions, and not to suffer them 
to pass through my territories to those of either of the aforesaid Rajahs or of the 
British Government ; and if the said men shall either openly or secretly come 
into my possessions I will by every means in my power attempt to seise or appre- 
hend them ; and if in the execution of this engagement 1 am negligent or step 
aside from its performance, I agree to any responsibility that the British Govern- 
ment may think proper. 
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Abtioub 8. 

As the villAgMi inaerted in the Sunnad now granted by the Britiah Govern- 
ment are my hereditary property, deaoended to me through many generationa, 
and aa I am now in poaaeaaion thereof, I hereby bind myaelf that, after having 
received my Snnnad from the Britiah Government, 1 will not require or aak to 
be put in poaaeaaion of one village amongat the before enumerated villagea, nor 
require from the Britiah Government any aid for their government. 

AgnoLB 9. 

I will appoint on my part a peraon from amongat thoae in whom 1 have con- 
fidence, who ahall remain at all timea aa a Vakeel for the tranaaction of my bnai- 
neaa in the preamice of the repreaentative of the Governor-General in Bnndel- 
cond, and if the Britiah repreaentativea ahall on any account or for any fault be 
diapleaaed with the above peraon, I will recall him and aend another. 

Thia Engagement, containing nine Artiolea under my aeal and aignature, I 
have delivered to the Britiah Government, and I promiae to bind myaelf atrictly 
to abide by the above atipulated Artdclea, and in no aort deviate therefrom.

Translation of a Bmnrm granted to Laul Shbw Rajb Bino. 

Be it known to all chowdriea, kanoongoea, aemindara, and mokudduma of 
the tuppaa of Nagode and Oucheerah, in the pergunnah of Bawee, in the pro- 
vince of Bundelcund ; that Whereaa Laul Shew Baje Sing, one of the hereditary 
Chieftains of the province of Bundelcund, having fimm the period of the annexa- 
tion of the said province to the territories of the Honorable the East India Com- 
pany invariably observed a friendly conduct and refrained from every outrage 
or any sort of improper conduct, and now manifrata his wish to be admitted to 
obedirace and submiaaion to the Britiah Government, and having lately presented 
an Ikramamah or obligation of allegiance to the Brhidi Government by the hands 
of Dewan Derreau Sing, and requeating a Sunnud confirming him in the pro- 
perty and possession of the villa^ now occupied by him ; He therefore enters 
into the present engagement consisting of nine Artudea, expressive of his ainoere 
attachment and fidelity to the Government : Therefore, and with view to the 
entile aatulaction of ^ British Government and to the support of his olaima 
as a hereditary Chieftain of this province the villagea contained in the subjoined 
schedule, whi^ from ancient times have been and stiU are in his possession, are 
hereby granted to the said Laul Shew Baje Sing, and the aajd villages shall con- 
tinue in the pennaaent poaaeasiim of the said Laul Shew Baje Sigg and hk sue* 
eaasors. So long Rc he and they shall eontinoe stdo^y to adhere to the ooodi- 
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tioDB of the Iknumamah and to be obedient and submieuve to the Britieh Gov- 
eniment, the vilimee enumerated below ehall be confirmed and continued to 
him and hia heirs free of revenue. The chowdxies, kanoongoes, aemindars, and 
mokuddums of the said villages will continue as heretofore to exercue their duties 
in their respective villages under the authority of the said Laul Shew Baje Sing ; 
and it is the duty of the said Laul Shew Raje Sing to render his ryots and lemin* 
dars happy and grateful by the just administration of his government, to devote 
his utmost attention to the prosperity and improvement of the country, and finally 
to remain firm in his obedience and submission to the British Government accord- 
ing to the several stipulated Articles of the Engagement. 

After the sanction of the Right Honorable the Governor-General shall be 
obtained, another Snnnud signed by the Right Honorable the Governor-General 
will be exchanged for and substituted in the place of the present Sunnud granted 
by the Agent to the Govemor^neral.

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Rajah Ruqhobind Sino of Naoodb and 

OUOBIIRA,— 1838. 

Be it known to the ohowdries, kanoongoes, aemindars, and mokuddums of 
tuppas Nagode and Ouohe^, pergunuah Burkoe, attached to Bundelcund; 
That sinee the country of Bundelcund came into the possession of the British 
Government, Laul Shew Raje Sing, who is one of the rightful Chiefs of the said 
country, having never rebelled against the Government or created disturbance, 
but having ever remained firm in his allegianee to the British Government and 
exouted the orders of its officers, a Sunnud, dated 90th March 1809, correspond- 
ing with 19th Cheyte 1210 Fuslie, was granted to him by Government, confirm- 
ing to him in perpetuity four hundred and four rent-free villages whi<di he held 
in his possession on condition of loyalty and submission ; on the death of the said 
Laul Shew Raje Sing, his eldest son. Rajah Bulbhudur Sing, held the said villages 
in his possession ; but conformably to a letter from the Secretary to Government, 
dated 15th August 1831, he was deposed from the Raj of Ouoheera, as Rajah 
Rughobind Sing, the eldest son of the said Rajah Bulbhudur Sing, having heen, 
educated under the tuition of Moulvee Hyder Ali, and having attained his major- 
ity, appeared before Mr. Charles Fraser, the Govemor-General*s Agent, exe- 
cuted au Agreement * containing seven Articles expressive of his sineere attach- 
ment and fidelity to Government, and prayed that his ancestral rent-free villages,

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enmnented in the former Bimnudi might be roitored to him : The undermen- 
tioned villageB as mentioned in the former Bunnud of 1809, are now granted to 
him in oondderation of his rightful claim. He and his descendants will hold 
possession of the villages so long as they abide by the terms of the Agreement 
and are strictly faithful in their allegiance to the British Government. It be- 
hoves the chowidries and others to obey the said Rajah and to give him the usual 
dues on account of the villages in question. It will be the duty of the Rajah 
to make the people and jeemindars happy and contented by a just administra- 
tion, to improve the cultivation of his country, and to enjoy the revenue of the 
villages in strict adherence to the Articles of the Agreement, and execution of 
the orders of Government.

DaUd 22nd 1869,

your sepoys at the disposal of the above officer, who made a promise that you 
should receive a jaghire when the rebellion was crushed : Accordingly I hereby 
confer upon you in perpetuity the undermentioned villages from the Bijeera- 
googurh State as a jaghire, yielding a clear profit of Rupees 4,000 per annum. 
Be it known that the jaghire in question shall be, like the rest of your territory, 
under the management of the British officers.

— That such disputes as may arise between the officers, workmen, and 
servants of the Railway, and the subjects of the State who dwell outside, should 
be settled by the Agency («.€., the Political authorities). 

As this matter is for the increase of the prosperity of my ilaka, the extension 
of traffic, and the benefit of the people, therefore I agree to give as much land 
as may be required from my State for the (Rail) road conformable to the above 
conditions.

Translation ot an Engaobmint taken from Tbakoor Doorjun Sing, dated 
17th Ootober 1806, and signed hy Captain Bailub, Agbnt to the Oovbr* 
nor-Obnbral in Bundblound. 

Whereas I, Doorjun Sing, having professed my cheerful and voluntary obe* 
dience and submission to the British Government, have been ranked among the 
well-wishers and adherents of the British Government; and, Whereas Captain 
John Baillie, Agent on the part of the Governor-General for the control of all 
the affairs of Bundelcund, having required from me an engagement comprehend- 
ing certain Articles specified beneath, I have therefore signed and sealed this 
engagement and transmitted it to Captain Baillie, and I hereby engage never 
to deviate from it, and never to be guilty of any act that shall be at variance with 
the Articles contained in it. 


Artiolb 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders either in or out of 
the province of Bundelcund ; to give no asylum to any of them in my jaghire ; 
to prevent their families from residing in my jurisdiction ; and to relinquish all 
correspondence with them. I also engage to commit no act of hostility against 
the adherents and servants of the British Government, and to neglect none of 
the duties of obedience and submission to the British Government. 

Article 2. 

In the event of the British troops ascending the Ghats, 1 agree to join them 
in person ; and whenever any English gentlemen shall pass through my country 
on their route to or from Nagpore, I engage to conduct them to my frontier in 
safety. 

Articlb 3. 

If any of the subjects of the British Government abscond and take refuge 
in my country, I engage to apprehend them and deliver them to the (MBcers of 
the British Government. If any persons on the part of the British Government 
come into my territory to seize them, I will not only not oppose such persons, 
but will co-operate with them in the apprehension of the fugitives. 

Articlb 4. 

I will not harbour thieves nor robbers in my country ; and if any merchant 
or traveller belonging to the British Government be robbed or plundered in any 
of my villages, I agree to cause the zemindars of such village to restore the plun* 
dered property, or to apprehend and deliver up the thief or robber ; and if any 
criminal who may have committed murder or any other offence within the British 
territory take refuge in my jurisdiction, I engage to seize and deliver him to the 
Officers of the British Ooveminent. 
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Artioli 5. 

I enga^ that a vakeel shall always attend the Agent of the Government for 
the purpose of carrying into effect his orders. 


Tbansution of a Sunnud granted by Captain Baillib, to Thakoor Doorjun 
S iNQ, dated 18th November 1806. 

To the mootsuddies for transacting public affairs both present and future 
bo it known; that Whereas, by the Treaty of Bassein concluded between the 
British Government and His Highness the Peishwa, certain lands in the province 
of Bundelcund were ceded and permanently annexed to the British Government ; 
and whereas British troops having been detached for the purpose of occupying 
those lands, and Thakoor Doorjun Sing, youngest son of Benee Sing Hoozooree, 
and the established ruler of the pergunnah of Mehur above the Ghats, having 
maintained a friendly correspondence with the Agent to the Governor-General, 
and professed his obedience and submission to the British Government, and having 
likewise on all occasions shewn every attention to the comfort and safety of 
English gentlemen and their attendants travelling through his jurisdiction to and 
from Nagpore ; and Whereas I (Captain Baillie) having now l^n again deputed 
by the Honorable Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Bart., Governor-General, for the 
settlement of the affairs of this province, and the said Thakoor having sent his 
accredited vakeels to solicit from the British Government a giant for his lands^ 
and having delivered to me an engagement comprehending five Articles declare* 
toiy of his submission to the British Government : Therefore, and in considera* 
tion of the protection and support which the British Government is always ready 
to extend towards its adherents and dependants, the pergunnah of Mehur with 
the undermentioned villages, which from the first establishment of the British 
Government have been actually^ possessed by the Thakoor aforesaid, is hereby 
granted to the said Doorjun Sing. So long as the said Thakoor shall firmly and 
steadfastly follow the path of obedienoe and submission, the British Govern* 
ment will never offer any molestation whatever to him or to his heirs and sue* 
coBsors in their possession of the pergunnah of Mehur.

Transijition of the Bnoaobmbnt taken from Thakoor Doorjun Sino, dated 
13th February 1814. 

Whereas I, Thakoor Doorjun Sing, jaghiredar of the pergunnah of Mehur, 
in the province of Bundelcund, having heretofore professed my obedience and 
submission to the British Government, having on all occasions afforded every 
possible attention to the comfort and safety of English gentlemen and their attend- 
ants in passing through my jurisdiction on their route to and from Nagpore, and 
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having ondeviatingly served the British Qovemment with teal and fidelity from 
the time of its first occupying the provinoe of Bundelcund ; and Whereas I for* 
merly deputed my confidential vakeels to Captain John Baillio to solicit from 
the British Government a Sunnud for my lands, and having presented an obli- 
gation of allegiance comprising five Articles, I obtained a Sunnud under CSaptain 
Baillie’s seal and signature ; and Whereas in consequence of the said Sunnud 
not having comprehended a detail of the names of the villages contained in my 
jaghiro 1 have now solicited another Sunnud to contain a list of all the villages 
in my possession, and with a view to confirm my allegiance and fidelity to the 
British Government, I have also delivered this revised obligation of allegiance 
comprising nine Articles duly executed, to Mr. John Wauchope, Superintendent 
of Political Affairs in Bundelcund ; and I do hereby promise and engage to adhere 
firmly to the provisions of this engagement and never to infringe nor deviate 
from them in any respect. 

AanoLB 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders, whether in or out 
of the province of Bundelcund ; to give them and their families no asylum in my 
jaghire, and to abstain from all correspondence with them. I promise to engage 
in no dispute nor quarrel with the adherents and dependants of the British Gov- 
ernment, and, in the event of any Chieftain or Rajah of this province, in alliance 
with Government, entering into any dispute with me respecting the boundaries 
of my mehals or villages or on any other subject, I engage to represent all the 
circumstances of the case to the British Government, to solicit its adjustment 
of the dispute, and to abide implicitly by its decision. I further engage to take 
no revenge with my own hands in return for an injury ; nor to take any steps 
towards obtaining redress without the authority of the British Government, to 
which I promise to conduct myself on all occasions in strict obedience and sub- 
mission. 

Amou 2. 

1 engage to guard all the passes in my jaghire in such manner as to obstruct 
the inroads of maraudeis, plunderers, and other malicious persons, and effeot- 
uaUy to prevent them from obtaining a passage by those passes into the British 
territories. And if any Chiefs or commanders of troops bdonging to neighbour- 
ing countries attempt to penetrate through my jurisdiction into the British terri- 
tories, I engage to convey intelligenoe of their approach to the British Officers 
before th^ shall have arrived on the frontier of my jaghire, and to exert myself 
to the utmost of my power in opposing them.

And if any of my ryots or zemindars 
abscond and take up their abode in the British dominions, I agree to present a 
speciflo request on the sulqect to the Officers of the British Government, and to 
snbmit to whatever course may in consequence be adopted according to the re- 
gnlationB of the British Government, but I will not myself attempt to seize the 
fugitive.

I engage not to harbour thieves nor robbers in my jaghire ; and if any pro- 
party be plundered or stolen from merchants or trav^ers in any of my villages, 
I engage to cause the zemindar of such village to restore the property stolen or 
robbed or to deliver up the thief or robber to the British Government ; and if 
any person charged with the commission of murder, or any other crime in the 
Blitbh territory take refuge in any of my villages, I agree to apprehend all such 
oSsnders and give them up to the British Government, and to prevent their 
escaping Into any other jurisdiotion. 

Artigli 0. 

Having received a Sunnud from the British Government containing a list 
of villages drawn out agreeably to a statement of the villages in my actual pos- 
ssnbn presented by myself, in the event of any of those villages proving to 
be the property, of others, or not to have been in my possession during the gov- 
eminent of AUee Bahadoor, I hereby engage to abide implicitly by whatever 
dseisibn the British Government '^may please to award respecting such disputed 
viUagos. 

Artiolk 7. 

In the year 1812, corresponding with 1219 Fuslie, a body of Pindarees passing 
thioagh the Ghat of Buddunpoor in my jurisdiction, succeeded in making a pre- 
datory inroad into the British territories ; and as the obstruction of these marau- 
dets is moumbent on all the adherents of the British Government, as well for 
the protection of their own territories as of those of the British Government, 1 
do hmby enga^ always to station a body of troops at the Ghat of Buddunpoor 
sufficient to obstruct the passage of these plunderers, and further to adopt such 
efficient arrangements as shall prevent the inroads of Pindarees into the British 
territory through any part of my jaghire. 

Artioui 8. 

As the villages enumerated in my Sunnud are in my actual possession and 
always have been so, I therefore promise that, from the time of my receiving 
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the Suniiiid, I will not tpply to the Bfitish Govenuneht to be pat in poeaeaeion 
of any of my Tillageaf nor will I aak aaaiatanee to control them. 

Abttclb 9. 

I agree to appoint one of my confidential persons to attend the Officer of the 
British Government as vakeel, in order to execute such orders as he may receive. 
And if the British Officer shall be from any reason displeased with such vakeel. 
I agree immediately to recall him and to appoint another in his stead. I hereby 
declare that I will in no respect whatever omit to fulfil all the conditions of the 
nine Articles contained in this obligation. 


Translation of a Sunnitd granted to Thaxoor Doorjun Sing, ratified by the 
Govbrnor-Genrral in Council on the 18th March 1814. 

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mookuddnms 
of the pergunnah of Mehur, dependent in Bundelcund ; that Whereas Thakoor 
Doorjun Sing, the younger son of Benee Hoozooree, being the established pro*’ 
prietor of the pergunnah of Mehur, situated above the Ghats, having professed 
his obedience and submission to the Br^ish Government, and having conducted, 
himself ever since the period of the accession of the province of Bundelcund to 
the British Government, with strict zeal and unshaken attachment to the British 
cause ; and Whereas the said Doorjun Sing having, during the officiate of Captain 
John Baillie, Agent to the Governor-General, deputed his confidential vakeel 
to that officer, to solicit a grant of his jaghire from the British Government, and 
having accordingly, after presenting an obligation of allegiance comprising five 
Articles received a Sunnud under the seal and signature of the said Captain Baillie ; 
and Whereas that Sunnud comprehending no separate list of villages, and the 
other jaghiredars of Bundelcund having received revised Sunnuds under the seal 
and signature of the Right Honorable the Governor-General, and Thakoor 
Doorjun Sing having now solicited a revised grant, comprising a list of the names 
of all the villages in his possession, and ratified by the Right Honorable the Gov^ 
emor-General, and having also, with a view to strengthen his allegiance to the 
British Government, presented a revised obligation of allegiance containing nine 
distinct Articles: This hereditary grant, ratified by the seal and signature of 
the Right Honorable the Governor-General, and confirming in perpetuity to 
Thakoor Doorjun Sing the villages detailed in the subjoined schedule, with all 
the rights, appurtenances, and revenues thereunto belonging, is hereby conferred 
upon the said Doorjun Sing ; and so long as the said Thakoor Doorjun Sing and 
his heirs and successors shall firmly abide by the conditions contained in his ob- 
ligation of allegianoe, which he has deliver^ the British Government will not 
interfere with nor resume these lands. 

Ton will accordingly consider the said Thakoor Doorjun Sing proprietor and 
manager of these villages ; and it is the duty of Thakoor Doorjun Bing, on his

TBANSLiTiON of the ENOiOBMBirT tskcn from Tbakoob Bishbb Sing,— 1826. 

I, Thakoor Bishen Sing, son of the late Thakoor Doorjun, jaghiredar of Myhere, 
in the Nerbodda and Saugor territories ; Whereas formerly when the authority 
of the British Government was first established in the territories dependent on 
Bundelcund, my late father Thakoor Doorjun Sing deceased, having professed 
his obedience to the said Government, obtained from the Agent for Political 
Affairs a Sunnud confirming to him his jaghire ; afterwards, at the request of 
my aforesaid father, an engagement of allegiance and submission under his hand 
and seal, comprising nine articles, was delivered to the Agent for Political Affairs 
and a Sunnud was granted under the hand and seal of the Governor-General, 
comprehending a detail of the villages contained in the ilakah of Myhere ; and 
Whereas my lather departed this life on the 23rd day of Phagoon in the Sumbut 
year 1882, having repeatedly during his lifetime solicited the permission of the 
British Government to make over his jaghire jointly to his two sons, namely, 
myself and my brother, which proposal being at variance with the usage establish- 
ed amongst the Chieftains of these provinces, and tending to create disorder in 
the ilakah of Myhere, was not assented to ; but after the death of my father and 
the occurrence of disputes betw^n myself and my brother, when the death of 
Thakoor Doorjun Sing and the circumstances of us his two sons were reported 
to Government by Mr. T. H. Maddock, Acting Agent of the Governor-General 
in these territories, the Government adverting to the constant desire and inten- 
tion of the late Thakoor, who from paternal affection wished that a perfect equal- 
ity should exist between us two brothers in the inheritance of his territory and 
effects, was pleased to direct that the town and fort of Myhere should be made 
over to Thakoor Bishen Sing, and that the remainder of the lands and property 
should be divided equally into two parts, and one of them granted to me and 
the other to my brother ; and Whereas in conformity to the above arrangement 
I have received throitgh Mr. Maddock, acting Agent of the Govemot^neral 
aforesaid, possession of the town and fort of Myhere and of half the territory, 
and am to receive hereafter a Sunnud for the same from Government ; with a 
view therefore to confirm my allegiance and fidelity to the British Government 
I have delivered to Mr. T. M. Maddock, acting Agent of the Governor-General, 
this obligation ; and I do hereby promise and engage to adhere firmly to the pro- 
visions contained in the five folloiring Articles, and never on any account to in- 
fringe or deviate from them. 
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Amaui 1. 

1 eagige to nmintim no inteiooiifae with any mAitudiii, whothor in or out 
of the prowinoe of Bnndeloand, end to give them or their femiliee no e^inm in 
my ilakeh, and to abstain from all correepondenoe with them. 1 prondie to en* 
gage in no dispute nor quarrel with the adherents or dependants of the British 
Qovemment ; and in the event of any Ohieffeain o^ Rajah of this territory m alli- 
ance with the (Government, entering into a dispute with me respecting the bound- 
aries of my mehals or villages or on any other subject whatever, I migige to re- 
present all the circumstances of the case to the' British (Government, with a view 
to its adjustment of the dispute, and to abide implicitly by its decision, and to 
take no steps towards obtaining redress with my own hands without the authority 
of the British (Government, to which I promise on all occasions to conduct myself 
with strict obedience and submission. 

Annoxji 2. 

I eogage to guard all the passes in my jaghire in such manner as to obstruct 
the inroads of marauders, plunderers or other malidons persons, and effectually 
to prevent them from obtaining a passage into the British territories, and if any 
ChielB or Oommanders of troops, belonging to neighbouring countries, attempt 
to penetrate through my jurisdiction into the Brituh territories, 1 engage to con- 
vey intelligenoe of their approach to the British OfBcers before they shall have 
arrived on the frontier of my jaghire, and to exert myself to the utmost of my 
power in opposing them. I will not harbour thieves nor robbers in my jaghire ; 
and if any property be plundered or stolen from merchants or travellers in any 
of my villages, 1 engage to cause the semindar of such village to restore the pro- 
perty stolen or robbed, or to deliver up the thief or robber to the British (Govern- 
ment, and if any person charged with commission of murder or any other crime 
in the British territory take refuge in any of my villages, I agree to apprehend 
and give up all such offenders to the British Cfovemment^ and to prevent their 
escaping into any other jurisdiction.

Whenever the British troops shaH have to pass through my jaghire in pro- 
gress to any place or in aniy direction, I promise not only not to oppose or obs- 
truct their march but also to dq^te respectable and intelligent persons to con- 
duet them by any route they may please to follow ; and so long as the British 
troops dudl remain in my jaghke or its vicinity, I prolnise to furnish them with 
supjdies and all necessary sTtioies.

As 1 have been put into possession of the viDsges enumerated in my Sunnud 
by the acting Agent ol the (Govinior*(Generai, I do not apply to the British Oov- 
ecmnent to be put in possession 1^ its assistance ; but in the event of any of the 
above villageo being claimed by any of the neighbouring Chieftains, and my right 
to them provfog not to be valid according to anoMiit and esteblished snooession,

To the ohowdries, kanoongoee, lemindara,. and mokuddums of the tuppaha 
of Myhete Khaa and othera appertaining to Bnndelcund, be it known ; Whereaa 
formoTiy in the year 1814 A.])., at the reqneat of the Thakoor Doorjun Bing de- 
eaaaed, who from the drat eatabliahment of the Britiah authority in Bundelound 
evineed hia aubmiaaion and obedienoe to the Britiah Government, he received 
from the Bi^t Hdn'ble the Governor-General a Sunnud confirming to him in 
Ja^^Ure the villagea of the ilakah of Myhere ; and ainoe the death of the afoieaaid 
Thakoor, adverting to the known intention of the aaid Thakoor who during hia 
lifetime had given in a WajibKK>l-uri, requeeting that the jagUie of Myhere nii/et 
be confirmed to hia two aona jointly, and on aooount of the occurrence of dkh 
putea and diaagreement between the two aona after the death of their fother, 
the following anangement ym directed by the Britiah Qovenunent to be caiiied 
intoefieot.

You wfll aoooidini^y oonaider the aaid Thakoor proprietor and manager of 
theae villagm ; and it ia the duty of the aaid Thakoor Biahen fling, on hia part, 
by the cuitivatioa and improvement d hia villagea, to render the inhahitaiite 
contented and gratefnl, and to enjoy ^ produce of hia jaghire in the emdae 
qf obedience and attachment to the BritUi Government.

As you are superintending this State, the entire authority lies with you ; you 
will (doubtless) do what will be proper for my advancement and wel&ure.

ment, 1 have prepared and hereby present this Ikrarnamah containing nine dis-

ther engage to make no reprisals on any one for past injuries, nor to seek redress 
by force without the permission of the British Government, and always to be obe- 
dient and submi..

Articles of Engagement. After the Mnction of the Bight Honorable the Gov- 
ernor-General in Council shall be obtained, another Sunnud signed by the Right 
Honorable the Governor-General will be exchanged for and substituted in the 
place of the present Sunnud granted by ^he Agent to the Govemor-OeneraL

TaaHSLATK^ of an Obuqatioii of Atuouncx presented by Lal Saw

Whereas from the period the provinces of Baghelcund and Bundelonnd came 
into the possession of the British Government, I, Lai Sew Sing, acknowledging 
my dependence to the Britidi Government, place myself in submission to its officers 
who may be appointed to the enlarge of thsM provinom with the view of confirm- 
ing my obedience and allegiance ^ the British Government. 1 now present this 
obligation containing eight Articles duly signed and sealed by me to Major William 
Henry Sleeman, Agent to the Governor-General, hoping to receive a Sunnud con- 
firming to me the villages which by inheritam have come into my possession 
I therefore promise to adhere to the Artkles contained in the obligation and never 
to depart or deviate from them. 

AmnoLi 1. 

I will not in any way connect mysdf with any evil-disposed persona either 
within or without the provinces of Baghelcund and Bundeleund, nor will 1 afford 
them shelter, nor allow the ffimihes of such persons, to lesida in mj pos s essions, 
nor will I hdd any correspondence with such persons, nor wiD 1 enter into any 
disputes with any of the adherents or servants of the British Goveinment» and 
if on any subject disputes with any of the adherents of the British Government 
should arise, I will instantly request the officers of the Britiah Government to 
settle the subject of the diipute, and whatever deewon may be made I will agree 
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to the lime aad not demte from inoh deoiiion. I further promiie not to retaliite 
enj ict of hoitUity leoeived from enother nor without permimion of the British 
Government to give myielf jnstice» end in every re^Mct I will be obedient to the 
Britiih Government. 

Annoin 2. 

I will mike luoh imuigementi with respect to the pines loiding into my pos* 
sessioiis is to prevent the egress end ingress of ill evil-disposed persons, miimad- 
eiB, end plundeiers, nor will I ever illow miriuders end suspicious persons to 
pus through my possessions for the purpose of cieiting disturbences in the British 
territories, end if eny Chief or Conunender of troops should design to penetrete 
into the British territory through my possessions, I will give intelligence of his 
ipproich before he errives neer my possessions , end I will use my utmost endea- 
vours to obstruct this idvance.

Whenever the British troops hive occasion to proceed through the passes 
leading into my possessions I will not in any maimer hinder them, and moreover 
will give orders to this effect to my people, and I will depute a confidential person 
to accompany them, and they are at liberty to proceed by any road they may 
please, and whilst the British troops are in my possessions or in the neighbour- 
hood I will cause ** Rusud ** supplies and all necessary articles to be continually 
furnished to them. 

Annojui 4. 

If any British subject should abscond and come and reside in my possessions, 
on application of the officers of the British Government I will give him up, and 
if any of my subjects should abscond and go and reside in the British territory, 
I will make my application to its officers to give up such persons, and whatever 
may be ordered agreeable to the legulationB of the British Government 1 will 
conform to. I will not of myself cause such penous to be seised. 


Amnoui 5. 

1 will not permit thieves and thugs to reside In my possessioiis, and if the pro- 
perty of any merchant or traveller should be stolen in my possessioiis, I will call 
on the semindais of the place where the robbery may occur and make them pay 
the value of the property stolen or seise and deliver over the thieves and plunderers 
to the officers of the Britiih Government, and any person who having committed 
murder in the British territory shall come into my p os sess i ons, I will have him 
seised and delivered over to the officers of the British Government and will not 
allow him to escape from my possess i oas into those of others. 

Araou 6. 

Should any village in the list of the villages in my .possessions which I have 
presented, and agreeable to which 1 have received from the British Government 
the firnmud, belong to another jpersoh, andlit be evident that in the time of Nawab

Of my Confidentud servants I will cause one to be always in attehdanbe as

This obligation of aUegiance containing eight Articles I have forwarded under 
my own signature to the office of the British Government, and 1 bind myself not 
to depart from it in any way.

Be it known to all ehowdrees, oanoongoes, semindars, and mukuddnins of the 
tuppas of Sohawul and Ryegaon in the talooks of Doorjnnpoor and Birsingpoor 
in the provinces of Bundelcund and Baghelound, that whereas Lall Aman Singi 
who is one of the hereditary Chieftains of these provinces, has never rebelled against 
the British Government, but has invariably remained firm in his allegiance to it, 
and bas obeyed the orders of its officers ; and whereas he has applied for the grant 
of a Sunnud confirming him in possession of the Chieftainship, and has presented 
an ikramamah or obligation of allegianoe to the British Government consisting 
of nine Articles and dated the Ifith July 1809, corresponding with the 19th Assar 
Sanie, Sun 1216 F. 3. : upon this a Sunnud, dated 18th July 1809, corresponding 
with 21st Asar Sank, Sumbut 1216 Fnslee, was granted to him confirming him 
in the permanent possession of 217^ villages so long as he and his successors con- 
tinue strictly to a^eie to the conditions of the ikramamah and to be obedient 
and submissive to the •ritish Government, Lall Aman Sing enjoyed those villageo 
during his lifetime, ani he ^ed on Tuesday, the 8th ICsroh 1842, corresponding 
with Fagoon Buddee Bkadussee, Son 1248 F^ee. Lall Sheo Sing, the eld st son 
of Lall Aman Sing, presented to the Agent, Governor-General, a neW ikrarnamah, 
oonsiBting of ei|^t Aitieies (caittiqg the 7th Artkie in the ilBaniteniah of' Lall 
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Aouin Sing Mt no bnger neoemr^ In llie promt ouemnotenooB), oxpiesaing hii 
linooie attachment and fidelity to the GoYomment, and requesting a new Sunnnd 
Confirming him in the property and poesesiion of the villages now occupied by 
him. Qovemment, therefore, acknowledging the right of Lall Sheo Sing, and with 
a view to the entire satisfaction of the British Oovemment, and to the support 
of his claims as a hereditary Chieftain of those provinces, the villages contained 
in the subjoined schedule are hereby granted to the said T^all Sheo Sing, and the 
said villages shall continue in the permanent possession of the said Lall Sheo Sing 
and his successors. So long as he and they shall continue to adhere to the condi- 
tions of the Ikramamah these vitlages shall be confirmed and not resumed. 

The ohowdrees, canoongoes, aemindars, and mukuddums of the said villages 
will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties in their respective villageB 
under the authority of the said Lall Sheo Sing, and it is the duty of the said LaU 
Sheo Sing to loAtder his ryots and leminders happy and grateful by the just admi- 
nistration of his Government, to devote his utmost attention to the prosperity 
and improvement of the country, and finally to remain firm in his obedience and 
submission to the British Qoverqment according to his several stipulated Articles 
of engagement.

tinct Articles, to Mr. John Richardson, from whom I have received a Sunnud 
confirming to me all my ancient poaaeaaions in this province ; and I hereby declare 
that I will scmpnloualy observe all the Articles conned in the Ikraniamah, and 
never evade nor infringe any one of them.

I hereby eng^pe never to connect myaelf with any maraudera or plnndeien

possession of any village amongst the before enumerated villages, nor require 
from the British Government any aid for their government.

I will appoint on my part a person from amongst those in whom I have con*

Translation of a Sunnuo granted to Laxjl Dhooniafut. 

Be it known to all chowdries, kanoongoes, semindars, and mokuddums of the 
pergunnah of Kotee, in the sUlah of Bundelcund, in the province of Bundelcund ; 
that Whereas Laul Dhooniaput, one of the hereditary Chieftains of the province 
of Bundelcund, having from the period of the annexation of the said province 
to the territories of the Honorable the East India Company invariably observed a 
friendly conduct and refrained from every outrage or any sort of improper conduct 
and now manifests his wish to be admitted to obedience and submission to the 
British Government ; and having lately in person presented an Ikramamah or 
obligation of allegiance to the British Government, and requesting that a Sunnud 
confirming him in the property and possession of the villages now occupied by 
him ; he therefore enters into the present engagement, consisting of nine Articles, 
expressive of his sincere attachment and fidelity to the Government : Therefore, 
and with a view to the entire satisfaction of tU British Government and to the 
support of his claims u a hereditary Chieftain of this province, the villages con- 
tained in the subjoined schedule, which from andent time have been and still 
are in his possession, are hereby granted to the said Laul Dhooniaput, and the 
said villagee.shatt continue in the permanent poasesiion of the said Laid Dhopniaput 
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tnd his BQcoenon. So long as he and they shall continne strictly to adhere to 
the conditions of the Ikramamah and to be obedient and submissive to the British 
Oovemment, the villages enumerated below shall be confirmed and continued to 
him and his heirs free of revenue. 

The chowdries, kanoongoes, semindars, and mokuddums of the said villages 
will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties in their respective villages 
under the authority of the said Laul Dhooniaput ; and it is the duty of the said 
Laul Dhooniaput to render his ryots and semindars happy and grateful by the 
just administration of his government, to devote his utmost attention to the 
prosperity and improvement of the country, and finally to remain firm in his 
obedience and submission to the British Government acoordifig to his several 
sripulated Articles of Engagement. 

After the sanction of the Right Honorable the Governor-General in Council 
shall be obtained, another Sunnud signed by the Right Honorable the Governor* 
General will be exchanged for and substitute in the place of the present Bunnud 
granted by the Agent to the Governor-General.

and implicMv to observe and abide by whatever decision shall be passed upon it. 
I furthtf engage to make no reprisals on any one for p^ injuries, nor seek 
redress by force, without the permission of the BritiA Govemmcmt, and always 
to be obedient and submissive to the Government in every transaction.

1 engege to ^uatd all the passes up the Ghats wbioh are situated in my posses* 
sions in such manner as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and evil-disposed 
persons from ascending or descending the Ghats by any of those passes, and from 
entering the British territories for the purpose of exciting disturbances ; and if 
any Sirdar or leaders of tloops should meditate an invasion of the British terri-

and to abide by whatever orders may be passed on the occasion agreeably to the 
Regulations of the Government, and to take no steps of my own accord to appre- 
hend him.

I engege not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of my villages, and if the 
property of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any of the villages subject 
to my authority, I agree to render the lemindars of such village req^nsible for 
the restitution of the stolen property, or for the delivery of the thief or robber to 
the officers of the British Government ; and if any felon or murderer, or person 
amenable to the British laws for crimes committed in the British possessions, should 
take refuge in any of my villages, 1 engage to seize and deliver over such ofienders 
to the British Government and not to permit their escape from my possessionB.

Whereas the British Government having taken into its considetation the cir- 
enmstanoes of my descent and former rights, and my sealons and submissive obe- 
dience, has liberally determined to admit me among the number of its immediate 
dependants, and to confirm me in the possession of the lands of Jessoo now actually 
occupied by me ; and whereas Mr. Wauchope, the Superintendent of Political 
Afiairs jn Bnndelcnnd, on the part of the Right Hon’ble the Governor-General 
in Council, has required me to present an Ikramamah or obligation of allegiance : 
Therefore, and in consideration of the ample provision which the British Govern- 
ment has been pleased to bestow upon me, I have prepared and do hereby present 
this Ikramamah, comprising the following ten Articles, having my seal and signa- 
ture duly attached to it, and I promise never to commit any act in violation of any 
of the subjoined Articles and never to depart from the conditions they contain 

Amncui 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders, whether in or out 
of the province of Bunddeund, to give them and their families no asylum in my 
jaghire, and to abstain from all correspondence with them. I promise to engage 
in no dispute nor quanel with the adherents or dependants of the British Govern- 
ment, and in the event of any Chieftain or Rajah of this province in alliance with 
the Government entering into a dispute with me respecting the boundaries of my 
mehals or villages, or on any other subjects whatever, I engage to represent all 
the circumstances of the case to the Government with a view to its adjust- 
ment of the dispute, to abide implicitly by its decision, and to take no steps towards 
obtaining redress with my own hands without the authority of the BritiA Govern- 
ment, to which I promise to conduct myself on aU occasions with strict obedience 
and submission. 

Abtiolb 2. 

I engage to guard all the passes in my jaghire in such manner as to obstruct 
the inroads of marauders and plunderers as well as all enemies of the British Go vem- 
ment^ and effectually to prevent them from obtaining a passage through my ilakah 
ii.to the British territories ; and if any Chiefii or Commanders of troops belonging 
to the neighbouring countries attempt to penetrate through my jurisdiction into 
the British territories, I engage to convey intelligence of their approach to the 
British Officers before they shall have arrived on the frontier of my jaghire, and 
to exert myself to the utmost of my power in opposLug them.

Be 
it known to you that as long as you and your heirs shall continue faithful to the 
BritiA Government and abide by the terms of the engagement executed by the 
late Dewan Moomt Sing, tuppa Jessoo shall remain to yon and tbe legitimate 
heirs of your body as a perpetual possession.

Be it known to the ohowdries, kanoongoes, and semindars, present and to 
come, of the pergonnah of Bhettree and Koonhuss, etc., in the sillah of Bundel- 
ound ; that T^ereas, at the time of delivering up the fortress of Galinger to the 
officers of the British Government, an engagement was entered into with the 
said Chobey Deriao Sing that in lieu of those villages of the former jaghire granted 
in his name, which he should transfer to the British Government, he should re- 
ceive his share in exchange thereof, over and above the shares of Newul Kishoro, 
etc., seven shares ; consequently the aforesaid Chobey has delivered in a request 
to receive the villages of Paldeo, etc., villages according to the statement under- 
neath, belonging to the pergunnahs above-mentioned For which reason, the 
villages aforesaid, with the revenues and duties, and all their rights and appur- 
tenances, except the alienated lands, which are not included in the settlement 
of the British Government in lieu of the villages transferred from hJ^iormer ja- 
ghire, together with the villages of his former jaghire, which were not transferred 
to the British Government, in conformity to the underneath statement, are here- 
by granted to the aforesaid Chobey Deriao Sing, in perpetuity, gmeration after 
generation, for ever, as Nankar, by the British Government. As long as the 
^oreeaid Chobey Deriao Sing and his heirs shall remain firm and faithful in the 
full discharge of the terms of the several Articles of the Ikrsmamah or written 
engagement which he has entered into with the British Government, the afore- 
said villages shall remain in the possession of the said Chobey Deriao Sing aad 
his heirs for ever, free and unmolested. It is necessary that you should con-

Be it known to the chowdries, kanoongoes and zemindars of the pergannah 
of Bhettree and KoonhuM, in the zillah of Bnndelonnd : Whereas at the penod 
of the surrender of the fortress of Calinger to the British Government an engage- 
ment was entered into by tJo British Government with the Chobey Deriao Sing 
and Newul Kiahore, etc., his oo-partners, that in lieu of whatevw villages belong- 
ing to the jaghire of Calinger they should deliver up to the British Government, 
th^ should receive an equivalent in exchange, accordingly the aforesaid j^rso^ 
have delivered* in their separate requests, enumerating the villages required in 
exchange for those delivered to the Brithih Government ; and Whereas the afore • 
said persons have stated that “ amongst the villages of their former jaghire, lands 
amounting to the annual sum of nine hundred and ninety Rupees were settled 
upon Qopaul Loll sinoe the time of his ancestors. Now the aforesaid lands are 
included in the villages delivered to the British Government, and the Sunnuds 
for the lands exchanged as an equivalent for those of the former jaghire delivered 
to the British Government have been received by each respective sharer.

SuNNUD to Ghobit Niwul Ki8hosb» dated the 11th January 1817. 

Be it known to the ohowdriea, kanoongoes, and aemindara of the pergunndh 
of Bhettree and Koonhuee, in the aiUah of Bundelcund ; that Whereas on the 
occasion of the surrender of the fortress of Galinger to the officers of the British 
Government, an engagement was entered into, in which it was stipulated that 
Ghobey Newul Kishore and the widow of Bhurt Jeo Chobey, proprietors of two 
shares out of eight shares of the former jaghire of Galinger, for which a Sunnud 
was granted in the name of Chobey Deriao Sing, the late Idlladar of Galinger, 
should receive from the British Government an equivalent for whatever portion 
of their shares of the said lands and villages should be transferred to the British 
Government ; and the said Newul Kishore and the widow of Bhurt Jeo Chobey 
having selected the villages of Bhysont and six other villages situated in the per- 
gnnnah of Bhettree and Koonhuss, in this district, in lien of such of their ordinal 
lands as were transferred to the British Government, and they having further 
agreed to hold their shares under one and a joint Sunnud, a joint Sunnud was 
accordingly granted to them, under date the 4th of July 1812, assigning to them 
and their heirs and successors in perpetuity, the following villages, namely, Bhy- 
sont, Buggunpore, Burwaiim, Bmher, Muckiee, Barach, and Thurree, seven

I N 1921 the Gwalior Reeidencj woe separated from the Central India 
Agency and placed in direct relations with the €k>vernmeut of Indio. 

The Residency includes, besides the Treaty State of Gwalior and the 
Sanad State of Khaniadhana, 36 guaranteed land and tanka holders. 
For a historical account of the genesis of the mediatised States and 
Elstates of Central India, see In tn^ notion to Volume IV. 

There were originally, under the Resident at Gwalior, one mediatised 
State (Amjhera) and seven mediatised Estates— Agra Barkhera, 
Bhadaura. Kathaui*. Paron, Raghugarh (including Dharnaoda and 
Qarha), Sirsi and Umri (including Ehiaoda). The Estate of Umri, and 

( ) 
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its ofldioot XhiaodBi were not included in the 1803 edition of this work, 
presnmably on the ground that they were not formally guaranteed. 
Thqr, howeyeri having for many years past been treats in practice as 
separate Estates and as possessing a prescriptive guarantee, were included 
in the 1909 edition. The Thakur of IJmri claims independence and his 
case is still iub as the question of his status et#-d-otf the Owalior 

Darbar is pending decision by the Government of India.

In 1921 the Estate of Bagli was transferred from the Halwa Agency 
to the Owalior Residency. 

The State of Amjhera was confiscated in 1857, and passed to Owalior. 
Mabudangarh, which at the time of its lapse was under the Bhopal 
Agency, lapsed to the Owalior Darbar in 1909 : Kamalpur in 1911, and 
Bhadaura in 1920 : and Ajraoda in 1916, and Dhulatia in 1919, lapsed 
to the Owalior and Indore Darbars. 

The Estates of Basoda and Pathari, though holding onfy from 
Owalior, are under the charge of the Political Agent, BhCj^l : and their 
aocciunts appear under that Agency (Yol. IV, Part 11, Bhopal). Basoda 
was, in the past, treated as guaranteed by the British Oovemmeni; but 
the question, whether it diould be so treated in future, is now under 
consideiation. 

Between 1913 and 1917 certain Thakurs exiMHited Tkraniamas resign-

In 1921, in view of the Owalior Darbar’s representations regarding 
the position of their guaranteed feudatories, the Government of India, 
relying on the assurance given by Maharaja Madho Rao Scindia of his 
perhonal goodwill towards his feudatories, and bearing in mind the great 
progress which had been made in the administration of the Owalior 
State, decided, after consultation with the Maharaja, so to modify the 
existing system, under which the guarantee holders had assjuned a 
giiost independent position and had neglected their proper duties towards 
the Maharaja’s Government, as to secure the exercise hj the Maharaja 
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of his luferain rights oyer the guaranteed Jagirdaii and Tanhadars, while 
at the same time maintaining inviolable the plighted word of the British 
Oovemmeni. 

In order to inaugurate the new system the Viceroy summoned the 
following guarantee holders to his Darbar at Delhi on the 14th March 
1821:—

and addressed to them a Pronouncement (No. XLII) on the subject. 

The accounts of these Estates follow the order given ; also (44) TJmri 
and (46) Khiaoda, whose Thakurs were not summoned to the Darbar. 
Their status is now under consideration by the Government of India. 

With regard to the dates given in the documents, it is to be noted 
that there are two (Vikrama) Samvat eras (the Northern and Southern) 
differing from each other by six months: two Fasli eras (the Northern 
and Deccan) differing from each other by two years: and two Arabic 
eras— Hijri (A. H.), the Lunar year, and Arab! (A. A.), the solar year 
that begins and ends on the same dates us the Fasli year, which runs 
from June to June. The Arab! year is seven years behind the Northern, 
and nine years behind the* Deccan Fasli; thus 1219 A.A. (June 6th 1818 
—June 6th 1819 A.D.)al226 Northern Fasli and 1228 Deccan Fasli, 
while the approximately corresponding lunar year was 1284 A. H. 

In 1924 the Gwalior Darbar issued fresh sanads to all the Ejitates 
restored to them. In virtue of the authority allowed to them by the 
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Viceroy’s Pronouncement, the Darbar have levied certain cesses on some 
of the guarantee holders. 

The Gwalior Darbar now pay and receive tankas in British currency. 


I.-1. GWALIOE. 

Banuji, the founder of the Scindia family, began his career in the 
service of Balaji Baji Rao, Peshwa, by whom he was appointed to a com- 
mand in the Paigah or body-guard. From this point his rise to the first 
rank of the Mahratta Chiefs was rapid. He died in 1750 in Malwa, 
where he had acquired some possessions, and was succeeded by his eldest 
son Jayapa, who was killed at Nagor in 1759. Jayapa w^s succeeded by 
his son Jankuji,. who in 17G1 was taken prisoner at Panipat and put to 
death. His uncle Madhuji Scindia, the youngest son of Banuji, then 
succeeded to the Chiefship. 

Madhuji Scindia was present at the battle of Panipat in 1761, in 
which he was severely uounded. After the disastrous flight of the Mah- 
rattas Scindia, like other Mahrattes Chiefs, lost his possessions in Malwa. 
On the return of the Mahrattiui to Northern India in 1764, the most 
active of the predatory leaders was Scindia, whose formidable army, 
organised under French officers, made him in reality the ruler of 
Northern India, though nominally the servant of the Peshwa. 

Madhuji Scindia played a most important part in the struggle which 
took place for the Peshwaship after the death of Madhav Bao Balal in 
1772*. He was the chief support of the party of Nana Famavis. It 
was the policy of the British Government to secure peace by concluding 
a separate treaty with Scindia, and then using him as a mediator with 
the other parties; but Scindia’s ambition, and his insistence on some 
of the inadmissible conditions of the Convention of Wargaon (1779)*, 
defeated the negotiations which had more than once been b^n. The 
reverses, however, which he met with from a force, which h^ invaded 
his territories from Bengal for the purpose of creating a powerful diver- 
sion, brought him to terms: and a Treaty (No. I) was concluded with 
him by Colonel Muir on the 13th October 1781, which the forces of 
Colonel Muir and Scindia were withdrawn, and Hindis agreed to use 
his good offices to eftect a peace, and failing that to remain neutral. 
Peaoe was concluded with the Mahrattas by the Treaty of Salbai in 
1782*, Scindia being the guarantee for its observance. Under the third 
article of this treaty the right of the British Government to the pargana 
and town of Brooch was recognised. In June 1782, Government con- 
ferred these on Scindia (No. II) in consideration of his services, on condi- 
tion of trade remaining unmolested. A separate Treaty was concluded on

Bj the Ikeaty of Salbai the independent power of Uadhuji Soindia 
in hie relatione with the Britieh Ooverninent waa firit reoognieed; but 
in all other reepeote he continued ostentatiouely to profem aubjection to 
the Peehwa. The eyetem of neutrality which Uie Britieh (fovemmeut 
then pursued left Scindia at liberty; and he availed himself of the 
Importunity to establish his power over Northern India^ and to obtain 
control over the person of the Emperor of Delhi. In 17M Scindia made 
pvertinres to share in the alliance against Tipu, but the conditions he 
proposed, that the British Government should defend his possessions in 
Northern India and aid him in his wars with the Bajput States, were 
inadmissible. After the peace with Tipu in 1782 (see Vol. IX, Mysore 
No. Till) the feelings of Scindia, who was probably jealous of the 
increasing asce nd a n cy of the British Government, were rather hostile 
than friendly. It was partly through his influence that the proposals 
made by Oomwallis in 1793 to the Niiam and the Peshwa lor a 
defliiBe trealy of guarantee against Tipu were defeated. 

Madhttji Seindia died in 1794 and was succeeded by his grand-nephew 
Danlat Bao iSdadia, who was too young to cariy out any dangerous 
designa which Madhuji Scindia might have entertained. During the 
distnmtions whieh followed the death of Hadhav Bao Narayan Peshwa 
in 1796, Scindia gained an ascendancy which enabled him to place Baji 
Boo in power; te usurp most of the possessions of Holhar ; and to secure 
to hims^ the foortress of Ahmadnagar, which gave him the key to the 
into the territories of the Peshwa and the Nisam. The power 
of whose army was commanded Iqr French officers, was at this 

time mo^ dangerous to iltesBritisfa Government. When by the Treaty 
of Bassein in 1808* the British Government had recovered its influence at 
Poona and osteHished a subsidiary force there, Daulat Bao Scindia 
entered into a league with the Baja of Berar to defeat the objects of the 
treaty. The deceit and evasion with which Scindia\met the overtures of 
General Wellesley for an amicable adjustment of their differences 
rendered war inevitable. In the campaign which followed the power of 
fUjwilU was completely broken both in Upper and Central India. He 
was compelled to sue for peace, and to sign the Treaty of Sarji Anjan- 
gaon in 1803 (No. IT). By this he ceded his territories in Northern 
India and south of the Ajanta hills, with the exception of some heredi- 
tary villages, and resigned his claims on subordinate Chiefs with whom 
the British Government had made treaties. 

Article 16 of the Treaty of Sarji Anjangaon left Scindia the option 
of becoming a party to the defensive alliance concluded by the Britis)i 

vffss ToL Vn, The Fsdnra, No. Xm. 
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Gormuneat with Gm Pathwa and the Niaaoi, and. boaad the Britieh 
Qoranunent, in the event cd hie eo doing, to maintain a enbaidiaiy force 
of eiz hattalions to be'paid for out of the territoriee ceded hj that Treaty. 
Smnfia agreed to ^ alliance; and by a aeparate Treaty (Ho. V) con* 
dadad on the 27th Febmaty 1804, arrangementa were made for the 
anbaidiary flHoe to ha atationad near Sdadia’a boundary, but witiiin 
Britieh territory. 

Whan the e^ednle of plaoaa to bo awnendered waa preaented four 
montha after the aigning of the Treaty of Saiji Anjangaon, Danlat Baa 
Seindia waa ineeaa^ to find the fertm of Gwalior and the pargana of 
Gdiad ineinded in it. Ho at once repreaontad the matter, and hie 
ropreaentation wae anppmrted Iqr General Wellaaley and Cdonel Halndm, 
fhM acting Beaident at Seindia'a Court. General Wellealqr declared 
tibt Scindia signed the Treaty on the diatinct nndmetanding Giat 
artielo 9 did not apply to the fartiem of Gwalior and the pargana of 
Gohad; but the Bri^ Oovamment disagreed. 

The discontent which Scindia felt at the dsterminatmn to deprive 
him of Gohad and Gwalior, indnoed him to enter into a correspondence 
with Holfcar which nearly led to an open mptnre. Aamag oGmr acta of 
hoetOity he attacked and plnndered the Baeident’s camp and datasnod 
the Beaident a priaoner. da Scindia refused to releoae the Boaideni, he 
was informed that his conduct had annulled the treatiae with him; 
that Govammeat were at liberty to deal wiUt him as they might tUnk 
dt; and that the surrender of the Bendent must precade any friwidly 
iateroonree. The change, however, in the pdliqr of Government on flia 
arrival of Lord Oomwallia who, ihdepeadentty of any roferenee to the 
setUemont of difhrenceo with Scindia, deem^ it expedient to retain 
pnnsceeinn of Gdud and Gwalior, led to' the renewal of negotiations on 
the basis of restoring th^ territories. 

A Treaty (Ho. '71) waa accordingly concluded on Ae 22id Hovembar 
1805, which condmied the Treaty of Sarji Anjangaon excepi in so far as 
it might be altered I 7 the new Treaty: ceded Gwalior ai^ Gohad to 
Soiadia: aboliahed the pensions of fifteen laUrn a year paid by Govern* 
wi—t to Seindia’s ofiloers; constituted the Ghambal tlie aiwlheni boundary 
of Soindia's territory; drived Scindia of all daim to tribute firom 
Bundi or any State north of the Chambal and east of lotah; bound the 
British Govemmoit not to make treatiae with Udaipur, Jodhpur, Xotah, 
or other Chiefs tributary to Scindia in Valwa, Xewar, or Ifarwar, or to 
interfere with the arrangements whidi;.8cindia might make in regmd to 
them; and granted an assignment of four lakhs a year to Seindk, and 
jagirs of two lakhs to his wife Bairn Bai, and of oms Uddi to his daughter 
Chimna Bai. 

In the Pindari war the plundering Chiefs locked for support to Daulat 
Bao Scindia as the moat powerful of the If ahratta Princes, a^ one whose 
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feelings were hostile to the British OoTsminent. He was also subjected 
to strong solicitations from the Peshwa^ who was endeaTOuring to restore 
the broken Mahratta confederacy. Scindia made no movement indicative 
of a design to aid the Peshwa, although he was no doubt hesitating as to 
the line he would take. When it was decided to form a system of 
political alliances against the Pindaris, negotiations were early opened 
with him, and the disposition of troops was so made as to compel him 
either to conform to the views of the British Gkivemment or range 
himself on the side of the Pindaris at the very outset. The points at 
issue were his co-operation against the Pindaris and the abrogation of 
artiqle 8 of the Treaty of 1805, which restrained the British Government 
frojh forming engagements with the Bajput States. This Treaty indeed 
had been regarded as substantially annulled in consequence of Scindia’s 
repeated infractions of it by his secret intercourse vnih the Pindari 
leaders. Still Government were willing, if Scindia cordially entered into 
their measures, to leave him in all other respects the full benefit of former 
treaties and to guarantee to him the tribute of those States. To secure 
his co-operation, he was required to surrender the tribute for three years; 
to put his troops in fixed positions, whence they were not to move with- 
out the consent of the British Government; and to give up the forts of 
Asirgarh and Hindia, both as security for the lines of communication and 
as a guarantee for the performance of his engagements. These objects 
were secured by the Treaty of the 5th November 1817 (No. YU). 

The open defection of the Peshwa and the Baja of Berar shook the 
fidelity of hindia to his engagements. The strong fortress of Asirgwrik 
was not surrendered as stipulated by the treaty, and it therefore became 
necessary to reduce it by force. In the captured fori a letter was found 
in which Scindia directed the Governor to obey all orders of the Peshwa 
who, by attacking the Besldency at Poona, had declared war on the 
British Government. In consequence of this want of good faith Scindia 
was required permanently to cede the fort of Asirgarh. 

On the 26th June 1818, a Treaty (No. YIII) was made with Scindia 
for the adjustment of boundaries, the British Government receiving 
Ajmer and other districts, and ceding lands of equal value. 

Daulat Bao Scindia died in 1827. He left no son, and had repeatedly 
evaded the advice of the Besident to adopt a successor, leaving it to the 
British Government to do what they might think proper. Jn accord- 
ance, however, with what were believed to be the last wishes of Daulat 
Bao, a youth of eleven years, named Hugat Bao, of an obscnie branch 
of the family, but declared to be the nearest relation of Daulat Bao, 
was adopted; was married to the grand-daughter of Daulat Bao. by 
Baisa Bai; and was placed in power, with the title of Ali Jah Jankuji 
Bao Flcindia, under the regency of Baiia Bai. Baisa Bai acknowledge 
this succession most reluctantly, and maintained that it was her late 
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kiuband’a intention that she ahonld hold the government during her life. 
She even preaaed on the Britiah Ctovemment the ooncluaion of a new 
treatji in order that ahe might obtain the formal recognition of her right 
to exerbiae the power.! of regent during her life. Although Government 
declined to conclude a new treaty^ and although in 1830 they insisted on 
Baiaa Bai using the young Maharaja’s seal in all official communications, 
she 9till clung to the hope of keeping the government in her own hands, 
and took no steps to train the young Chief for the future exercise of 
power. The restraints under which the youth was held by the Begent 
became at last intolerable to him, and he fled from the palace and 
took refuge with the Resident. A reconciliation was with difficulty 
effected; and, as Government gave no definite decision on the rights of 
the parties, the seeds of dissension remained and the quarrel came to a 
crisis in 1833. 

Baiza'Bai’s rule had then become most unpopular, and the cause of 
the young Maharaja was espoused by a large portion of the army; she 
was compelled to retire from Gwalior territory and the Maharaja was 
acknowledged by the British Government. To such a length was the 
principle of absolute neutrality carried at this time that Government 
declared it was a matter of indifference to them whether the Maharajk or 
Raisa Bat was at the head of the Gwalior State, and that the only 
object of Government was to preserve the general tranquillity and their 
own reputacion, recognising such ruler as might be placed by the popular 
voice at the head of the administration. Baisa Bai was prohibited from 
using her asylum in British territory of any dependent State for the 
purpose of organizing an invasion of Gwalior, but she was left at liberty 
to return to Gwalior and rely on the support of her own subjects. Tbe 
Resident was even censured for having called in the contingent in snp- 
port of the Maharaja’s authority : and it was ruled that tbe legitimate 
purpose for which the contingent was formed was the suppression of 
plunderers and *the repulse of external enemies. 

By the Treaty of 1817 Daulat Rao Scindia had engaged to furnish a 
contingent* of 6>900 horse and had assigned for its support the annual 
payments made to him by the British Government and the tribute from 
the States of Jodhpur, Bundi and Eotah. After the close of the war the 
contingent was reduced to 2,000 horse at a monthly cost of Rs. 1,20,000, 
but this amount was in excess' of the funds allotted to meet it. It was 
therefore agreed (No. IX) in February 1820 that the force should be 
reduced so as to bring its cost within the sum originally assigned, and 
that, for the debt due from Scindia on account of it, certain districts 
should be temporarily transferred to the British Government. On the 
death of Daulat Rao his annuaf grant of four lakhs, which he had assigned

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in part payment for the oontingent; oeaaed: and aonie ether amagpa 
mint became neoesaaiy. A loan of eighty lakhs of rupees at 5 per cent 
was taken from Baiia Bai; but, as this arrangement proved inconvenient^ 
the loan was paid oS, and in 1830 the funds allotted for the payment 
of the contingent stood as follows:—

The total was still less than the cost of the contingent, which was 
Bs. 7,09,224. 

When Baiaa Bai fled from Gwalior, the revenues of her jagir were 
no longer available for the payment of the contingent, and a correspond* 
ing reduction of the force b^me necessary. But this was no ^sooner 
resolved on than the Darbar demanded that the revenues of the Khandesh 
and Saugor districts, which had formed part of the territories restored to 
Scindia under the 6tK article of the IVeaty of Sarji Anjaugaon, should be 
given back; that only the tributes from the Rajput States, amounting to 
Be. 3,42,500, should be retained ; and that the oontingent should be still 
further reduced to correspond with this diminution of the funds. By the 
Treaty of 1820 it was optional with the British Government, on the 
extinction of the debt, either to restore these districts, to pay rent for 
them, or to give other lands'in exchange. 

It was finally arranged that, besides receiving the Rajput tributes, 
the British Gkivemment should retain the management of the districts 
of Garhakota and Malthon in Saugor; that the Khandesh districts should 
be restored to Scindia ; and that in lieu of them Scindia should pay a sum 
of Bs. 66,926-8 a year, which was equivalent to their net revenues. No 
written engagement was concluded, but the contingent was reorganised 
in accordance with this arrangement : and Scindia promised to take 
measures for the proper management of the couni^ and to respect the 
settlements which the British Government had made with the Bhils. 

The Court of Directors, however, were of opinion that the restoration 
of the districts was not required by the terms of the engagement of 1820; 
that Scindia was not likely to respect the Bhil settlements; and that there 
was danger of the country relapsing into anarchy by its transfer to 
Scindia’s government. They therefore desired that measures should be 
taken for obtaining the retrocession of the districts to the British Govern* 
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meiit; but thu Durbtr were unwilling to pert with them, and Goyemmeht 
at last resolved not to press the matter. The Darbw, however, were 
emphatically told that Government would not permit , these districts to 
become centras of oppression and disorder dangerous to neighbouring 
territories and that, if mismanagement should occur of a nature to 
endanger the security of the surrounding dfstricts, the parganas would at 
once be taken possession of by the British Gbvernxnent and not again 
restored. 

In 1823 the districts of Eandwai, Barwai, Punata, Sailani and the 
village of Dhangaon, and in the following year the districts of Asir (with 
the exception of three towns), Bhamgarh, Mundi, Bilora, Atud, Deori 
and Piplod, were made over (Eo. X) by Scindia to the management of 
the British Oovemment. 

In 1831 the exchange of r the pargana of eastern Shujawalpur for 
Scindia’s districts of Deori, Oaurjhamar, Chanwarpatha, Tendukhera 
and Naharmau was negotiated. The revenues of Shujawalpur were alwui; 
Rs. 90,939,. and those of Scindia’s districts Rs. 87,305. A money pay- 
ment of Rs. 3,634 remained therefore to be made to the Britidi Govern- 
ment by the Gwalior Barbar. The Court of Directors disapproved of this 
exchange of territory ; but, as the airangement was convenient for bo& 
parties and its cancellation would have been very unpalatable to the 
Gwalior Barbar, Government finally resolved not to disturb it. The 
Resident, however, was required, without inviting complaints, to use hii 
influence to prevent injury to the inhabilants. Guarantees were given iot 
life to four persons who had received jagirs in Shujawalpur from the 
British Government. Rajan Khan, a Pindari leader, brother of the 
notorious Ghitu, had also received a life grant* of lands in Shujawalpur.

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He di«d during the negotiations for the exchange : and the lands, the 
value of which had been excluded from the estimated value of Shujawal- 
pur, were continued to his family, and Scindia was required to abstain 
from any arbitrary measure of resumption. Questions of suocessinn to 
this jagir are usually decided the British Oovemment and the decision 
communicated to Scindia. 

The Agreement of 1823 was in a manner forced on the Darbar, who 
long oontinued to urge their right to the restoration of the districts (other 
than Deori) placed by them under British management. In 1837 it was 
decided that the arrangement was not revocable at the will of the Gwalior 
Darbar, and that the districts could not be relinquished .without dis- 
appointing the expectations of their people and causing danger to the 
general tranquillity and to the freedom of commercial intercourse with 
Bombay. The districts were eventually ceded in full sovereignty to the 
British Government under the Treaty of 1860 (STo. XII). 

The rule of Jankuji Scindia was very weak. Although Baiza Bai* 
had no strong party within Gwalior territories, she did not cease to 
intrigue and to use for this purpose a sum of Bs. 37,00,000, deposited 
in the Benares treasury, which, by the arbitration of the British Govern- 
ment, acquiesced in by Scindia, had been declared to be her private 
property. The Mama Sahib, the Maharaja’s maternal uncle, occupied 
the post of minister during the greater part of his rule; but the court 
was a constant scene of feuds and struggles for power among the nobles, 
while the army was in a chronic state of mutiny. The weakness of the 
internal government prepared the way for the hostilities with the British 
Government which broke out shortly after the Maharaja’s death, and 
resulted in an entire chqnge of BritiA policy towards the Gwalior State. 

Jankuji Scindia died in 1843. He had no children, and had expressed 
no wish regarding the succession, although repeatedly and earnestly 
urged by the Resident to do so. Tara Bani, the Maharaja’s widow, a 
girl twelve years of age, adopted, with the concurrence oi the Chiefs of 
the State and the army, Bhagirat Bao, a boy of about eight years, son of 
Hanwant Bao; usually called Bahaji Scindia. He was the nearest rela- 
tive, though a very distant one, of th^ late Maharaja, and the adoption 
was recognised by the British GoveiUment. On his accession he assumed 
the title of Ali Jah Jayaji Bao Scindia: and the Mama Sahib, who 
appeared to possess the greatest influence and was attached to British 
interests, was chosen by the Chiefs of Gwalior as Begent. His selection 
was reported to give universal satisfaction to the troops and people ; and 
he was accordingly recognised by the Britidi Government as the respon- 
sible head of the State during the minority, and was assured of support. 
Vor three months allairs went on smoothly ; but palace intrigues were

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carried on against the Mama Sahib a party headed by Dada Khasgi^* 
wala, who gained over a portion of the army to his cause. The com- 
mencement of the intrigue is attributed to apprehensions instilled into 
the mind of the young Maharani that the Mama Sahib, whose daughter 
was married to the Maharaja, would supersede her authority : and it 
ended in the expulsion of the Mama Sahib from Gwalior and the estab- 
lishment of the influence of Dada Ehasgiwala, notwithstanding the 
remonstrances of the Resident and the British Government. 

Dada Ehasgiwala showed himself hostile to the interests of the British 
Government. Offices were taken from those who were supposed to be 
favourable to the maintenance of friendly relations, and persons, who at 
the request of the Resident had been expelled from Gwalior by the late 
Maharaja, were recalled and restored to office. These proceedings nere 
accompanied by the assemblage of large bodies of mutinous troops at 
Gwalior, by a threatened attack on Sironj in the territories of the Nawab 
of Tonk, where the Mama Sahib had taken refuge, and by disorders on 
the frontier at a time when war on the Sutlej was impending, and it was 
necessary to secure the communications of the British army by the re- 
establishment of a friendly government in its rear at Gwalior, 

Accordingly, the British representative was withdrawn from Gwalior 
until either a settled government should be established there, or his inter- 
vention should be solicited by the Maharani and the Chiefs for the 
restoration of order. Before final measures were taken, the Resident 
wrote to the Maharani, in reply to a letter in which she had invited^is 
return, stating the conditions under which alone friendly relations could 
be re-established and requiring the banishment of Dada Ehasgiwala, 
whose presence was the only obstacle to the restoration of friendship. 
This letter was intercepted by Dada Ehasgiwala, whose right to interfere 
in the aflaijpB of the State, had never been admitted by the British (Govern- 
ment, and its contents concealed from the Maharani. This act was con- 
sidered as a virtual assumption of the powers of government by Dada 
Ehasgiwala and a supersession of the authority of the Maharani and 
the young Chief, whose position and supremacy the British (Government 
were bound by treaty to maintain. A demand was therefore made^for 
Dada Ehasgiwala’s surrender, as t|ie preliminaiy condition of further 
friendly intercourse. Dada Ehasgiwala was seised by the Chiefs who 
were favourable to the restoration of peace, but was released by the por- 
tion of the army w&ose support he had bought; and it was only on the 
advance of a British force towards (Gwalior that he was surrendered. 

It remained now to negotiate meaiures. for the formation of an efficient 
government and the reduction of the mutinous army, which possessed the 
real power in Gwalior and overawed the government of the State. - For 
this purpose an interview was agreed upon between the (Governor-General 
and the Maharaja, to take place at Hingona on the 26fh December 1843.

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The day passed without the appearance of the Maharani and her son, 
who were held in restraint by the mutinous troops. On the 29th Decem- 
ber, when the British force was taking up its advanced ground, it was 
fired on by the Gh^alidr troops. The battles of Mahanjpur Panniar 
were fought on. the same day and ended in the total defeat of the 
Gwalior army, and the conclusion on the 13th January 1844 of a Treaty 
(No. XI) by which it was agreed that territory yielding eighteen lakhs a 
year should be ceded to the British Government for the maintenance of a 
oonjtingent force, and other lands for the payment of the expenses of the 
war and the debts of the State to the British Government ; that the army 
Aould be reduced to 6,000 cavalry, 3,000 infantry, and 200 gunners with 
32 guns ; that the government, during the minority, should be conducted 
according to the advice of the British Resident; and that the just 
territorial rights of the Gwalior State should be maintained by the 
British Government. 

Prom this time till the mutiny of 1867 there was little change in the 
relations of the British Gkivemment with the Gwalior State. The mutiny 
of the contingent in June 1867 forced the Political Agent to quit Gwalior. 
The counsels, however, of the Maharajahs able Minister Dinkar Bao who, 
during the four preceding years of his tenure of office, had reformed the 
internal administration, were strongly in favour of British interests. In 
June 1868 the Maharaja was deserted by his troops on the approach of 
the rebels under Tantia Topi, and compelled with his Minister to seek 
refuge at Agra. On the 19th June Gwalior was retaken by Sir Hugh 
Boee’s force and the Maharaja was re-established in his palace. Prom 
that date the confidence of the Maharaja was withdrawn from his 
Minister, for whom he connived an intense dislike. Dinkar Bao vacated 
office in November 1860, and Balaji Chimnaji was appointed in his 
stead, with the concurrence of the British Government. In 1868, Balaji 
Ohimnaji having become incapacitated by old age for the performance of 
his duties, Ganpat Bao Ehadke was appointed Diwan. After Dinkar 
Bao’s removal the Maharaja himself superintended the whole of his 
affairs until his death in 1886. 

Por his services during the mutiny Scindia was informed that lands 
yielding three !.akhs of rupees a year would be added to his territories; 
that permission would be given to him to raise his infantry from 3,000 
to 6,000 men, and his artillery from 32 to 36 gnns; that the arrears due 
to the British Government, on account of the deficiency in the revenues 
of the. districts assigned under the Treaty of 1844, would be remitted, 
and no payments would in future be claimed should these revenues fall 
short of eighteeniakhs; and that the annual payment of Bs. 10,000 out 
of the revenues of Barwa Sagar in the Jhansi district would be heredi- 
tary. These modifications of the Treaty of 1844 were embodied in a new 
Treafy (No, XU) concluded on the 12th December 1860, based upon 
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certain proposale which had been made in 1854| but had in the interval 
remained in abeyance, for an exchange of territory with Scindia. The 
new Treaty provided for the restoration to Scindia of lands from the 
assigned districts yielding three lakhs of rupees a year; for the cession of 
the town of Burhanpur and the district of Zainabad in exchange for the 
town and part of the district of Jhansi; for the exchange of Scindia*s 
five districts in Gujarat, the pargaiia of Kanjia, the annual payment from 
Barwa Sagar, and all his territories south of the Narbada with the 
exception of seven hereditniy villages, in retuni for lands of equal value 
on the Sind and Betwa rivers ; for the cession to the British Government 
in full sovereignty of all the districts, etc., assigned in 1844 which might 
remain after the above exchanges should be effected; and for the sub- 
stitution of a subsidiary force costing not less than sixteen lakhs a year 
in the place of the extinct contingent. 

All pensionar}* and charitable allowances and religious endowments 
assigned on the lands transferred to Scindia under the Treaty of 1860 in 
exchange, whether originally ceded districts or British territory, are 
paid by the British Government; because, though the Treaty of 1860 
provided for the calculation of the value of the lands to be mutually 
exchanged on the gross revenues, all cash assignments of the nature in 
question, which were very common with the Mahrattas, were deducted 
in the valuation statement of the Gwalior Barbar. In the case of the 
pargana of Neeinuch, which was given as a reword to Scindia for servioes 
during the mutiny, the Maharaja was informed that the continuance of 
pensions and allowances was discretionary. The aggregate annual charge 
on both the lands exchanged and those given in reward was Es, 7,462-11-6 ; 
deducting from this Bs. 6,189-13-9, chargeable to the revenues of 
Neeinuch, an annual payment of Rs. 2,272-13-8 is made on this account. 

Subsequently to the conclusion of the Treaty of 1860 it was ascer- 
tained that the Char Tbnna estate, which formed one of the items of the 
assignments under the Treaty of 1844, had never been taken over by the 
British Government and had been allowed virtually to cease to form one 
of the ceded items, as its revenues never appeared in the annual accounts, 
which were mode up without i-eference to them. A note to this effect 
was entered opposite this item in schedule A appended to article 7 of the 
Treaty, and the necessary corrections were made in the numW of villages, 
and in the amount of their gross value in s('hedule 0. Char Thana was 
subsequently included in the exchanges with the Gwalior State, the 
Darbar iweiving credit in the account fot its gross value, Bs. 1,197-6-8. 

The Baja of Amjhera,* tributary to Scindia, formerly paid to the 
Gwalior State a yearly tribute of Hali Rupees 36,000, under an engage- 
ment mediated by the British Government. This tribute was of 
the sums assigned in 1844 for the payment of the contingent, and is now 
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payable by Scindia to the British Governmebt under the Treaty of 
1860. Besides this the Maharaja had to contribute Bs. 20,000 . on 
account of Amjhera towards the maintenance of the Malwa Bhil Corps. 
Scindia had formerly contributed only Hali Rs. 8,000 for this corps, 
and the llaja of Amjhera lls. 4,000; but the claim of Government for 
Hie contrilmtiun of Bs. 8,000 from Gwalior was found to be contrary to 
the provisions of the Treaty of 1844, and the Darbar were, on represen- 
tation, exempted from this levy. When, in consequence of the rebellion 
of the Baja in 1857, Amjhera was confiscated and made over to Scindia, 
the arrangement was made subject to a payment of Hali Bs. 20,000 on 
account of the Malwa Bhil Corps. This contribution was remitted in 
1925. 

In 1860 Scindia consented to the construction of a bridge over the 
Chambal river. It was decided that Scindia should share with Dholpur 
in the net profits of the bridge and ferry at Bajghat, and that Dholpur 
should receive a moiety of the profits accruing from Scindia’s ferry at 
Khaintri («ee Dholpur, Vol. III). 

In 1861 the Maharaja gave up the hereditary villages in the Deccan 
reserved to him under the 4th article of the Treaty of 1860 for an 
equivalent on the Pahuj river. 

In 1862 the Buler of Gwalior was granted a Sanad of Adoption 
(No, XIII). 

After the capture of Gwalior by the force under Sir Hugh Bose in 
1858, British troops continued to occupy the fort of Gwalior. During 
the negotiations which ended in the Treaty of 1860, Lord Canning 
promised that the fort should be restored to Scindia when this could be 
done with safety: and this prod^se was repeated by Lord Elgin. Its 
fulfilment depended on the withdrawal of the British force from Morar 
to some more eligible station, which vras at that time contemplated. 
It was, however, decided in 18G4 that the cantonment of Morar should 
be maintained : and this necessitated the continued tenure of the Gwalior 
fort by British troops. On the 29th March 1864 Scindia agreed to give 
up his right to the restoration of the fort on receiving an increase of 
twelve guns to his artillery, and on condition that his flag should fly 
on the ramparts of the fort; that he should be saluted from its guns; 
and that, if at any time the British Government should withdraw from 
its occupation, he should be allowed to occupy it with his* own troops. 
The documents (No. XIV) recording these arrangements, are held to 
constitute supplementary articles of the Treaty of 1860. The twelve 
guns referred to were supplied in the shape of two complete batteries 
of 9-pounder guns. In 1865 »Scindia received two 18-pounder guns in 
place of two of smaller calibre which were given up. 

In 1869 Scindia had agreed to give all land which might be required 
tor railway purposes in Nimar, and to compensate the proprietors. 
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except in cases where the property was of special yalue. Jurisdiction 
over all persons residing within railway limits was to rest with the 
railway authorities; but disputes between railway servants and Gwalior 
subjects were to be referred to the Agent to the Oovemor-Oeneral. On 
the transfer of Nimar to the British Government in 1861, compensation 
to the amount of Bs. 5,098 was paid by Government on account of land 
taken up by the railway. In 1864 the Maharaja agreed (No. XV) to 
cede to the British Government, in full sovereignty, such land as might 
be required for either of the then proposed lines of railway from Indore 
to the valley of the Narbada and Baroda, and also to exempt from 
transit duties all through traffic by the lines in question. He subse- 
quently preferred a request that all the concessions, regarding the 
treatment of offences and offenders within railway limits, which had 
been accorded to Holkar (see Vol. lY, Indore No. YI) in the case of a 
similar grant of lands for railway purposes, might also he extended to 
him: and this was agreed to. 

In 185G the Maharaja, being anxious to have his army under his 
immediate control, had withdrawn his troops on provincial service, 
amounting to 4,000 cavalry, 1,500 infantry and 12 guns, and proposed 
to entertain in their place a body of 3,000 Najibs who should be formed 
into three police corps: one to be stationed in Malwa, another in the 
Chambal district, and the third in Isagarh and the Bundelkhand frontier. 
This proposal had been sanctioned by Government on the understanding 
that the Najibs were to constitute a police and not a military force. 
In process of time they came to be regularly drilled soldiers: and in 
1866 the Maharaja urged that the Najib battalions lihould be organised 
on the same ^uo^i-military footing as were British police battalions at 
the time of the enlistment of these men. He also asked that article 9 
of the Treaty of 1860 mi^ht be moditled, so as to admit of their being 
added to the rogular strength of his army. The request was negatived 
as being contrary to treaty and opposed to the conditions on which the 
Maharaja had been allowed to raise the Najib battalions. The Maharaja 
accordingly re-organised them on the footing of police. 

In 1866 Scindia preferred a claim that the titles of holders of rent- 
free estates, in those portions of the assigned district of Bhander whidb 
became British territory under the operation of article 7 of the Treatj 
of 1860, should be conffrmed in perpetuity by the issue of Sanads from 
the British Government under the terms of article 8. The Mah$raja 
was informed l^at the terms of clause 4 of article 3 were not intended 
to apply to any portion of the assigned districts restored to him under 
the territorial exchanges provided for therein, and that he was free to 
deal with them as he pleaUd ; but that he must faithfully carry out the 
terms of that clause in respect of the landowners enjoying special rights 
in the British lands transferred to him, as would be done in respect of 
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the same class of persons in the Gwalior lands transferred in exchange 
to the British Ooyerument ; also that the conditions in question were not 
applicable to the portions of the assigned districts transferred to the 
British Government in full sovereignty under article 7, as the transfer, 
had not been subject to any such conditions. 

In 1866 certain rules were sanctioned by the Government of India 
for enforcing the responsibility of Indian States for mail robberies 
committed within their territories. Scindia asked for special exemption 
from the operation of these rules, on the ground of the comparative 
excellence of his police arrangements; but the request was disallowed, 
and he was informed that it rested with him, by still further improving 
his police, to avoid the chance of being affected by the penalties laid 
down in the rules. 

In 1867 the Ruler of Gwalior was granted a permanent salute of 19 
guns, and a permanent local salute of 21 guns within his own territories. 

After the exchanges effected by the Treaty of 1860 had been finally 
adjusted, there still remained a balance of Hs. 4,994*0-10 in Scindia’s 
favour : and, as there was no laiul then available, this balance was paid 
to him annually in cash. Scindia objected to this arrangement, and 
it was eventually decided to give him an equivalent in land out of the 
pargana of Bhander, in the Jalaun district, which had been ceded to 
the British Government under the Treaty of 1860. It was also decided 
to cede to the Maharaja territory of the annual value of Bs. 10,000 
as an equivalent for lands taken up for the extension of the Morar can* 
tonment, the Maharaja being left to settle tlie details of compensation 
with the proprietors and others interested in the alienation of the land. 

In the meantime the British Government had undertaken negotia- 
tions for the transfer to the Nizam of ten ancestral villages possessed 
by Scindia within the Hyderabad territories. These villages had 
enjoyed an exemption from the jurisdiction of the Nizam’s Government 
which, in the interests of the general peace of the country, could not be 
allowed to continue. Scindia consented to cede these villages to the 
British Government on condition of receiving from them an equivalent 
in lands bordering on his territory north of the Narbada; while the 
British Government were to transfer the ten villages by a separate 
exchange to the Nizam, receiving in lieu of them nn equivalent iii 
Hyderabad villages on the Bombay frontier (see Vol. IX, Hyderabad). 
The villages were valued by a British officer, by whose decision Scindia 
and the Nizam agreed beforeliand to be bound, at Be. 16,000 a year. 

It was settled that all these exchanges should form one ^ transaction 
and be included in a supplementary treaty. An annual payment to 
Scindia of Bs. 452-9-4, representing village-rights and holdings in the 
Poona Colleotorate, was afterwards included in the list of claims. From 
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this must be deducted an annual payment by Soindia of Bs. 325-lRG 
on account of other holdings in the Deccan, and the equivalent of the 
levenue of the jagir of Anai in the Poona Collectorate, viz,, Bs, 2,602-18-0 
per annum, which at Scindia’s request was conferred by the British 
Oovernment on his Minister, Dada Ganpat Bao Ehadke. The result 
of the settlement showed that territory to the annual value of about 
Bs. 27,500 had to be made over to Scindia and his heirs in perpetuity : 
and a Treaty (No. XYl) embodying these arrangements was concluded 
on the 2nd December 1871. The account was finally closed by a cash 
payment of Bs. 29,658-1-9, representing one year’s payments on account 
of the balance due under the Treaty of I860 for the land ceded for the 
Morar cantonment and for Sciiidia’s Hyderabad villages, up to the date 
of the actual transfer of the villages ceded in exchange to him. 

In November 1872 and January 1873 the Government of India 
accepted offers from Scindia of two loans, each of 75 lakhs, for the 
construction of lines of railway between Gwalior and Agra, and between 
Neemuch and Indore. The arrAugements made, which included the 
cession by Scindia of all lands required for the railways and of plenary 
civil and criminal jurisdiction on the lines, as well as an undertaking 
that he would levy no transit duties on through traffic, were embodied 
in an Engagement (No. XVII) and formally accepted in a Kharita from 
the Viceroy. 

In 1875 Jayaji Bao Scindia sat as a member of the mixed commission 
by which Malhar Bao, Gaekwar of Baroda, was tried for an attempt 
TO poison the British Besideut at Baroda. In 1877, on the occasion 
of the Delhi Assemblage, tlie title of Hisam-us-Saltanat was conferred 
upon him. 

In August 1877, owing to the unusually small rainfall and the 
consequent distress in Scindia's northern districts, which entailed heavy 
expenditure in relief operations, the Maharaja obtained from the British 
Government a loan of fifty lakhs. It was arranged (No. XVIIl) that 
the amount should be repaid in eleven years, from the interest annually 
payable to Scindia on his railway loan. The balance, Bs. 13,77,847-16-9, 
was paid off in 1887. 

In 1879 the Government of India concluded an Agreement (No. XIX) 
with Scindia under which he made certain concessions regarding the 
production, export and import of salt in Gwalior State. The Agreement 
also included an article prohibiting the export from the State of any 
intoxicating preparations, such as bhang, ganja, opium, etc. In con- 
sideration of these concessions, the Government of India, while reserving 
their right to revise the Agreement if necessary, agreed to pay to Scindia 
Bs. 3,12,500 annually, in half-yearly instalments. 

In 1879 Scindia accepted liability for the cost of the maintenance 
of prisoners convicted of offences committed in (hmlior territory and 
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confined in British jails in India. There is no special ezthiditioh treaty 
with Ghralior. The extradition arrangements with the Darbar are on a 
basis of reciprocity in all ordinary cases, and surrenders are effected in 
accordance with the procedure for the time being in force in British 
India. 

In 1855 the Gwalior Darbar had agreed to spend four lakhs of rupees 
on the construction of the portion of the Agra-Bombay road running 
through their territory. Up to the time of the mutiny Scindia had paid 
three lakhs of rupees : and between 1858 (when the construction of the 
road was resumed) and 18G0, from two to three lakhs more. In 1860 a 
fresh arrangement was made, by which the Maharaja agreed to con- 
tribute Es. 50,000 a year for six years towards the completion of the 
road, and thereafter an annual sum of Es. 12,000 towards its repairs. 
In 1867 Scindia agreed to allot, in lieu of the annual payment of 
Es. 60,000 for the Agra-Bombay road, Es. 63,000 annually for such 
portions of six roads named by him as lay in Gwalior territory; this 
sum was to be apportioned by the British Government in any way it 
pleased, until four-fifths of the entire cost of the roads had been made 
up. In 1883 it was found necessary to reconsider these arrangements : 
and it was then agreed that, after the payment by Scindia of the arrears 
that had accumulated under the former condition, he should, in April, 
of each year, contribute Es. 50,0(K) towards the repair of roads in his 
territory, in lieu of all })is existing payments under that head. 

In 1886 a Postal Convention (No. XX) was concluded by the British 
Government with the Gwalior State to facilitate the exchange of postal 
matter between the Imperial post office of British India and the post 
offices in the territories of the Maharaja. 

In 1885 the question of the's^render to Scindia of the Gw-alior foi*t, 
which had been occupied by the British since 1858, was again brought 
under discussion. It was eventually decided to make over the fort to 
the Maharaja, together with the cantonment of Morar. In return for 
this concession, Scindia agreed to pay to the British Government a sum 
of fifteen lakhs of rupees on account of expenditure incurred upon the 
fort, and to transfer to the British Government the town and fort of 
Jhansi. At the same time Scindia was. allowed to increase his infantry 
by 3,000 men, but it was stipulated that he should not bring his regular 
cavalry beyond the actual strength at which it stood in November 1885. 

The decision of the Government to effect this transfer was announced 
by the Viceroy at a Darbar held at Gwalior on the 2nd December 1885, 
and was confirmed by a Eharita (No. XXI), dated the 24th February 
1886. The actual evacuation of Gwalior and Morar by British troops 
took place on the 10th March 1886, and on the same date the town and 
tort of Jhansi were made over by the Gwalior authorities. 

Jayaji Eao Scindia died in 1886. In 1866, after the death of the 
last survivor of three infant sons, he had obtained the sanction of Gov- 
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eminent to the adoption of Banaji Scindin as his heir; but in 1870, 
in consequence of Banaji Scindia’s admitted complicity in a plot against 
the Maharaja’s life, the Maharaja had requested, and Oovemment had 
sanctioned, the cancellation of the adopti4)n. Jayaji Bao’s son Madho 
Bao, who succeeded him, was born in 1870. 

In accordance with the wishes of the late Chief, and with the concur- 
rence of the (ioveriiirfeiit of India, the administration of the Gwalior 
State during the minority was entrusted to a Council of Begency, 
appointed in September 1880. Bao Baja Ganpat Bao Ehadke, who 
had been for more than 20 years Diwan and Earbhari to Maharaja 
Jayaji Bao, was appointed President of the Council, and seven members 
were selected from the principal Sardars and ofRcials of the State. This 
administrative body was empowered to carry on the government of the 
Gwalior State in consultation with the Besident, who was instructed to 
supervise their proceedings and to suggest measures for the improvement 
of the administration. Reforms were initiated in almost every branch 
of the government; and special efforts, which met with a considerable 
measure of success, were made to supress crime, and more particularly 
organised dakaiti, throughout the State. 

The accession of Maharaja Madho Bao Scindia was signalised by the 
abolition of all transit duties throughout Gwalior State. This important 
measure was announced by a notification dated the 25th September 1886. 

In 1887 the Council of Regency offered the Government of India a 
loan of three and a half crores of rupees at 4 per cent, interest. This 
investment of a portion of the accumulated State treasure, which 
amounted to upwards of six crores, was approved,' the terms were em- 
bodied in an Agreement (No. XXII), and it was arranged that the repay- 
ment of the loan should be made by annual instalments of 12 lakhs, 
commencing one year after the Maharaja should come of age. The loan 
was finally repaid in full in 1924. 

Bao Baja Ganpat Bao died in 1888: and, with the concurrence of 
the Government of India, the junior Maharani was nominated to art as 
Regent, though without administrative powers or right of interference 
with the conduct of public affairs. Bapu Sahib Jadau, a member of the 
Council of Regency and the Maharaja’s maternal grandfather, was 
installed as President of the Council. 

In 1888 detailed arrangements were made for the trainsfer of the 
territory in the neighbourhood of Jhansi, ceded by Jayaji Bao Scindia 
in 1886. The conditions relating thereto were set forth in a Eharita 
(No. XXIII) dated the 13th June from the Viceroy to Madhc Bao 
Scindia, and accepted by him in a Eharita (No. XXIY) dated the 7th 
September. 
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In Decembnr 1888 an Agreement (No. XXV) was concluded with the 
Council of Begencjr, whereby the Darbar ceded full civil and criminal 
jurisdiction over the lands in Gwalior territory occupied by the extension 
of the Indian Midland Railway from Ga^alior to Jhansi and from Jhansi 
in the direction of Bhopal. These lands had been given, free of charge, 
by Jayaji Bao Scindia in 1882. In the same month the Postal Conven- 
tion of 1885 was modified by the conclusion of an additional Convention 
(No. XXVI). 

In 1887 the Council of Regency made a formal request that all the 
roads in Gwalior territoiy, then under the charge of the Public Works 
Department of the Central India Agency, should be made over to the 
administration of the Gwalior State. The transfer was agreed to, on 
condition that those roads which were important from an Imperial 
point of view should be kept in a state satisfactory to the Government 
of India, who would make arrangements for examining them from time 
to time : and that, if at any time the State should fail to keep the roads 
up to the required standard. Government would resume charge, the whole 
cost of such resumption and of future maintenance being chargeable to 
the Gwalior State. The transfer was accordingly carried out with 
effect from the 1st June 1888, and the yearly contribution of Rs. 50,000 
formerly paid by Gwalior ceased from that date. 

In 1890 an Agreement (No. XXVII) was made by the British Gov- 
ernment between the Gwalior and Ratlam States, for the construction 
by the former of a metalled road a portion of which runs through the 
liatlam State. 

In 1890 the Council of Regency placed at the disposal of the Govern- 
ment of India, for the purposes of Imperial defence, a force of two 
regiments of cavalry and a tiansport train of 500 ponies. This offer, 
which was made in the name of the Maharaja, was accepted by the 
Government of India. 

In December 1894 Maharaja Madho Rao Scindia was invested with 
ruling powers, and the Council of Regency was dissolved. 

In 1895 the Gwalior Transport Corps took part in the Chitral 
expedition. 

In the same year the following districts of the Isagarh Prant were 
transferred to the political charge of the Resident at Gwalior: — ^the 
Gwalior districts of Bhilsa and Mongaoli, and the Estate of Agra- 
Barkhera, from the Bhopal Agency : and the Ranod Pargana, from the 
Guna Agency. 

In 1890 the Gwalior Darbar had agreed to the construction of two 
lines of railway, one from Bina on the Indian Midland Railway to 
Guna, and the other from TJjjain to Bhopal by way of Sehore. These 
lines were opened for public traffic in 1895 and 1897. The working of 
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both was made otot to the Indian Midland Railway Company by Agree- 
meats (Nos. ZXVIII and XXIX) concluded in 1896. Full civil and 
criminal jurisdiction over these lines was ceded by the Darbar, but no 
formal agreement on this point was drawn up. 

In 1894 the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway Company 
emtemplated the construction of the Ujjain-Ratlam Railway and its 
extension to Delhi; and the Gwalior Darbar applied for permission to 
oonstmct the line from Ujjain to Nagda. The Government of India 
had decided that the line should be constructed as an imperial railway, 
but, in deference to the wishes of the Maharaja, they acceded to the 
Darbar’s request to own and pay for the railway, on the understanding 
that it. should be constructed and worked by the Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India Railway Company. The Darbar ced^ land for, and 
full civil and criminal jurisdiction* over, the line between Ujjain, 
Nagda and Ratlam; but no formal agreement was executed. The 
working of the Ujjain-Nagda section of the Ujjain-Ratlam Railway 
was handed over by the Gwalior Darbar to the Bombay, Baroda and 
Central India Railway Company under an Agreement (No. XXX) con- 
cluded in 1896. The Schedules to this Agreement were revised in 1903 : 
and additions and alterations to the Agreement were made in 1916, 
1919 and 1921. 

In 1896 the cantonment of Sipri, with all its buildings, was made 
over to the Gwalior Darbar at a valuation of Rs. 60,000. 

In November of the same year the Estates of Raghugarh, Paron, 
Oarha (Jamner), Umri, Bhadaura, Dhamaoda, Sirsi, and the Chhabra 
pargana of the Tonk State, and the Bajrangarh district of the Gwalior 
State, formerly under the political control of the Officer Commanding 
the Central India Horse at Guna, were transferred to the charge of the 
Resident at Gwalior . 

In the same year Maharaja Madho Rao Scindia placed his Transport 
Corps at the disposal of the Government of India for service on the 
North-West Frontier. 

In 1898 British Currency was introduced in the Gwalior and Isagarh 
Frants. Imperial rupees are now current throughout the State; but the 
State still maintains a mint, and retains the right of coinage. 

In the same year a fresh Postal Convention (No. XXXI) was con- 
cluded. 

The extension of the Bjna-Quna Railway to Baran had been sanc- 
tioned by the Govemment of India in 1896, the line runoing through 
the territories of the Gwalior and Tonk States. The Gwalior portion 
of the line was oonstructed'at the cost of the Gwalior Darbar, while the

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CUialra section, which lies in Tonk territory, was constructed from 
funds advanced by the Maharaja of Ghvalior to the Nawab of Tonk. 
The line was opened for public traffic in 1899, in which year full and 
exclusive power and jurisdiction of every kind were ceded by the Gwalior 
Darbar over the lands in that State which were, or might thereafter be, 
occupied by the line (No. XXXII). The line was worked by the Indian 
Midland Bailway with whom Agreements were concluded by the Darbars 
of Gwalior (No. XXXIII) and Tonk (see Vol. III). 

In 1900 the Maharaja placed at the disposal of the British Govern- 
ment 300 trained artillery horses for service in South Africa. In the 
same year an Agreement (No. XXXIV) was concluded, providing for 
the 'effective control and discipline of the Imperial Service Troops, 
maintained by the State, when serving beyond its frontier. 

In September 1900 the Maharaja proceeded on field service to China. 
He subsequently placed at the disposal of the British Government a 
fully equipped Hospital Ship for the use of the sick and wounded of the 
China expeditionary forces, at an initial cost of 20 lakhs of rupees. 

In 1897 the construction within the Gwalior State of two sections of 
the Gwalior Light Hallway on the 2-foot gauge, one from Gwalior to 
Sipri and the other from Gwalior to Bhijid, was sanctioned by the Gov- 
ernment of India at the rH)st of the Gwalior Darbar. The question of 
jurisdiction over these lines is left in the hands of the Darbar so long 
as the lines remain isolated, hut the Darhar have agreed to its cession 
in the event of its assumption by the British Government becoming 
necessary. The lines were worked by the Indian Midland Bailway 
under an Agreement (No. XXXY) concluded in October 1900. 

■\ 

In 1901 sanction was accorded by the Government of India to the 
extension of the Gwalior Light Bailway from Gwalior to Sahalgarh, on 
the same condition as that which applied to the line already opened; 
namely, that jurisdiction over the line should be retained by the Darbar 
HO lofig us the line remained iHolated, liul that the Darbar should cede the 
jurisdiction, etc., whenever its assumption by the Government of India 
might become necessary. In 1904 an Agreement (No. XXXVI) was 
concluded with the Great Indian Peninsula Bailway (with which the 
Indian Midland Bail way had been amalgamated) for the working of the 
Gwalior Light Bailway, including the Sahalgarh extension. In the 
same year the Darbar obtained sanction to the further extension .of the 
line ffrnn Sulmigarh to Sheopur. In 1913 the Darbar took over the 
working (»f the whole of the Gwalior Light Bailway. 

In 1904 the Government of India accepted an offer by the Maharaja 
to increase his Imperial Service Troops by the addition of a regiment of 
eavaltyi two battalions of infantry and a transport corps. 
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In 1906 the Tonk Darbar, finding themselvei unable to refund the 
money advanced by Scindia in 1890 for the constructfon of the Chhabra 
eeotion of the Ouna-Baran Bailway, concluded am Agreement (No. 
XXXVII) for its sale to the Gwalior Darbar. In the same year the 
Government of India decided to accept a contribution from the Gwalior 
Darbar towards the cost of constructing that portion of the Nagda- 
Muttra Bailway which lies within Gwalior territory : and in February 
1906 the Darbar ceded (No. XXXVIII) full and exclusive power and 
jurisdiction of every kind over the lands in the Gwalior State which 
were, or might thereafter be, occupied by the Nagda-Muttra Bailway. 

In 1911 Supplementary Agreements (No. XXXIX) were concluded 
between the Gwalior Darbar and the Secretary of State, consequent on 
the dissolution of the Indian Midland Bailway Company, for the working 
of the Bina-Guna, Guna-Baran (the portion in Tonk as well as that in 
Gwalior territory) and Ujjain-Bhopal Bailways, through the Bgency of 
the Great Indian Peninsula Bailway. 

In 1910 the headquarters of the Bhopawar Agency were transferred 
from Sardarpur to Manpur, and that of the Malwa Bhil Corps to Indore. 
As a result of this arrangement Sardarpur was vacated and handed 
over to the Gwalior Darbar on the 29th November 1911. For the civil 
and military buildings the Darbar paid a sum of Bs. 1,26,697. 

In 1911 the Imperial Post Offices within the State, except those at 
the Gwalior Besidency and Agar, were closed. The one at Agur was 
subsequently closed in October 1922. 

In 1912 a Convention (No. XL) was concluded regarding the free 
exchange of postal service telegrams and telegraph service correspon- 
dence. 

On the outbreak of the Great War the Maharaja placed his personal 
services and all the resources of the State at the disposal of the King 
Emperor. The whole of the Imperial Service Troops as well as a 
number of men from the Irregular Forces of the State served the Empire 
in different theatres of war. 

The Maharaja Scindia offered and, with the help of a number of 
Indian Princes, organised the Hospital Ship Loyalty He also 
established and maintained, at the cost of his own State, a Convalescent 
Home at Nairobi. 

The Darbar, besides arranging the postponement of payments due 
to them on account of State loans and other Treaty payments, advanced 
a fresh interest-free loan of 60 lakhs, and purchased 1 % lakhs worth of 
War Bonds. Their total financial assistance is said to have amounted 
(0 nearly 234 lakhs. 
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In October 1914 an Agreement (No. XLI) between the Gwalior Dar* 
bar and the Great Indian Peninsula Hallway was concluded for the 
joint use of the Gwalior Station. This Agreement was revised in 1923. 

In 1918 the permanent salute of the Ruler of Gwalior was raised to 
21 guns. 

In March 1921 the Government of India restored to the Gwalior 
Darbar suzerain rights over certain feudatories to whom the British 
Government, in the earlier part of the nineteenth Century, had guar- 
anteed in perpetuity certain Estates and allowances. This restoration, 
which affected 43 Estates, was announced (No. XLII) by the Viceroy 
at a Darbar held at Delhi on the 14th March 1921. As a result of this 
settlement the Gwalior Darbar granted new perpetual Sanads to the 
43 holders. 

In October 1922 the Cantonments of Agar and Guna were vacated 
by the Central India Horse, and the area occupied by them was restored 
to the Darbar. At the same time an assurance was given that their 
transfer should not prejudice the existing treaty obligations of the 
British Government to assist the Maharaja, should occasion arise. 

In 1924 certain extensions and realignments of the Gwalior Light 
Railway round Lashkar, Gwalior and Mbrar were carried out by the 
Darbar with the consent of the Government o^ India. 

A revised Postal Convention (No. XLIII) was concluded in February 
1925. 

Maharaja Madho Rao Scindia died (in Paris, on his way to England) 
on the 5th June 1925. He was succeeded by his son the present 
Maharaja George Jivaji lUm Scindia, born in June 1916 and named, 
with His Majesty’s consent, after King George .V. During his minority 
the State is administered, in accordance with the wishes of the late 
Maharaja, by a Council of Administration with the Senior Maharani 
as President. 

Opium cultivation in Malwa had received a severe blow from the 
extinction of the opium trade with China in 1913. In 1916 the C^v- 
emment of India had undertaken to purchase a part of .the opium 
required for the Ghazipur factory from the Malwa States, and had 
agreed to take over at a fixed price, for a period of six years, the produce 
of specified areas to be cultivated under State control. In 1922 the 
terms w^ere further extended for a period of six years, under a supple- 
mentary agreement terminable in 1927-28; but, owing to large over- 
deliveries, increasing accumulations and a shrinking demand, it became 
necessary to reduce production: and in 1924 the Government of India 
terminated the agreement, and in 1926 entered into a fresh Agreement 
(NW. XT.IV) for five years, reducing the Gwalior quota by fifty per cent, 
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The area of the State is 26,383 square miles; the population, accord- 
ing to the Census of 1921, 3,195,476; and the revenue from all sources 
about crores of rupees. 

The State pays to the British Government Rs. 33,018-14-0 on account 
of the Amjhera tribute: and receives from them Rs. 6,00,000 interest 
on the railway loan of 150 lakhs, and Rs. 3,12,500 salt compensation. 

Under the reorganisation schemes of January 1921 the authorised

2. KHANIADHANA. 

Although owing allegiance to the British Government from the time 
of the Peshwa’s cession of his sovereign power in Bundelkhand in 1817, 
the Chief oithis State never executed any written engagement till 1862, 
when it was considered expedient to embody the terms of his allegiance 
in a Sanad (No. XLV) before granting him the privilege of adoption, 
which was conceded in the same year (No. XLVI). 

The Jagir of Khaniadbana originally formed part of the Orchhii 
State, having been granted about 1703 by Udot Singh to bis younger 
brother Aman Singh. After the dismemberment of the Orcbha State by 
the Mahrattas, the Peshwa granted a sanad for the jagir to Amir Singh 
Aharwali in 1751. Thereafter the sovereignty over Khaniadbana was 
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^Not yet organised. 
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for many yam the subjMt of dispute between tbe Mebratta State of 
Jbanri and Oreblm : and after tbe lapse of Jbansi tbe British Oorern- 
ment inberited tbe dispute. Tbe Jagirdar indeed claimed absolute 
independence, both of tbe British Gbyemment and of Orcbba; but in 
18G2 it was decided that, like the Hasht*Bbaya Jagirs {see Fart II, 
Bundelkband), Kbaniadbana was directly dependent on tbe British gov- 
ernment, on tbe grounds that it had undoubtedly formed a part of tbe 
Mabratta conquest in Bundelkband, and bad been granted to Amir Singh 
by tbe Pesbwa, to whose rights the British Government had succeeded : 
and that, for half a century at least, Orchha had exercised no sovereign 
righip or jurisdiction whatever in Kbaniadbana. 

Guman Singh, who succeeded his father in 1863, executed a Deed of 
Allegiance (No. XLVII). He died in 1869, and was succeeded by his 
son Ohitra Singh, who in 1888 ceded (No. XLVIII) full jurisdiction, 
short of sovereign rights, over lands required for the Jhansi-Bhopal section 
of the Indian Midland Railway. As the circumstances of the jagir were 
considered exceptional, compensation of Rs. 8,353-10-9 was paid in 1890 
for the lands so acquired. It was at the same time intimated that this 
payment must be treated as a special case, and not as forming a precedent. 

Ghitra Singh died in November 1909 and was succeeded by bis son 
Kbalaq Singh born in 1892, who received the personal title of Raja in 
1911. invested with administrative powers in 1914; but, owing 

to indebtedness, the State was placed under superintendence in 1922. 
In 1927, however, bis powers were restored to him. 

The area of Kbaniadbana is 68 square miles; the population, accord- 
ing to the Census of 1921, 17,582; and the revenue about Rs. 34,000. 

There is a military force of 7 Cavalry, 100 Infantry and 2 Artillery 
men with 1 gun. 

Nasarana was levied by thV Government of India from the State, at 
the rate of a quarter of a year’s net revenue on direct succession and half 
a year’s net revenue on succession by adoption, up to 1911 when, on the 
occasion of the Coronation Darbar, all such levies were abolished. 
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a-MEDUnSED ESTATES. 

1. AOBA BABEHEBA. 

The Thakur receives, under a Settlement (No. XLIX) made with 
Thakur Nirbhai Singh in 1818, a tanka of Bs. dbo from Eurwai through* 
the Political Agent in Bhopal. He holds a grant of twelve villages in 
Soindia’s territory and pays annually Bs. 1,001 as quit-rent direct to 
Scindia (No. L). The family also held the grant of twenty-eight villages* 
in the Sironj district under British recognition ; but these, as well as the 
grant from Scindia, were confiscated for the rebellion of Thakur Chhatar 
Sal in 1857. The sanads were lost during the rebellion; but copies of 
them were subsequently discovered, and these have been verified and 
acknowledged by the Gwalior Darbar (Nos. LI to LIV). 

By Sanad No. LI the Thakur received three villages in jagir to defray 
his palki expenses ; by Sanad No. Lll he received an annuity of Bs. 75 
from three villages in the Shamshabad pargana ; by Sanad No. LIII he 
I'eceived a tanka of Bs. 222 a year. Sanad No. LIY is a confirmation by 
Jankuji Bao Scindia of the grants made to the Thakur in the foregoing 
sanads by Daulat Bao Scindia. 

The villages included in Scindia’s territory were restored and re- 
granted by Government in July 1859 to Balwant Singh. 

The Thakur pays the Gwalior Darbar a tanka of Bs. 2,502 for the 
guaranteed portion of the Estate. 

Thakur Balwant Singh died in 1891, and was succeeded by Baldeo 
Singh, who died in 1924, and was succeeded by his son the present 
Thakur Madhav Singh. 

The area of Agra Barkhera is 22,400 acres; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 6,449; and the revenue Bs. 17,276. 

2. ABNIA.

8. BAGLI.* 

Under a Settlement (No. LY) effected by Sir John Malcolm in 1819, 
Thakur Zalim Singh and his son Bhim Singh received Piplia and eight 
other villages on a quit-rent of Bs. 5,562 a year, and five other villages 
on a quit-rent of Bs. 909. The quit-rent for these villages is paid by 
the Thakur direct to the Gwalior Darbar. 

Thakur Subhag Singh died in 1866^ having adopted Baghunath 
Singh, a distant relative descended from a common ancestor. Doubts 

* HekNdm’s Malwa,*’ Nos. 9 to U of ScMule No. DL 
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were ezpreesed by Scindia' as to the validity of the adoption; but enquiry 
showed that it was perfectly genuine. Raghunath Singh was theiefore 
formally recognised as Thakur of Bagli by the British Government, on 
his paying to Scindia nasarana amounting to one-fourth of the net 
revenue of the fourteen guaranteed villages. 

Baghunath Singh died* in 1896, and was succeeded by his son Banjit 
Singh. He died in 1923, leaving no son, and was succeeded by his step- 
brother the present Thakur Sajjan Singh. 

The area of Bagli is 13,440 acres; the population, according to the 
Census of 1921, 14,449; and the revenue Bs. 20,621.

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The Thakur holds also the grant (No. LXYIII) of two villages in 
Shujawalpur (Gwalior) under the guarantee of the British Government, 
and pays a quit-rent which formerly amounted to Bs. 925. On the death 
in 1S70 of Thakur Sheodhan Singh, the Gwalior Darbar wished to resume 
these villages; but, at the instance of the Government of India, they 
continued the grant on an increased quit-rent of Bs. 1,075. 

Banjit Singh, son of Sheodhan Singh, died in 1888, and was suc- 
ceeded by his son Onkar Singh, the quit-rent being increased with the 
sijnction of the Government of India to Bs. 1,275 a year; but in 1921 it 
was fixed at Bs. 1,253. Onkar Singh died in 1899, and in 1900 the Gov- 
ernment of India sanctioned the succession of Baijnath Singh, son of 
Thakur Madan Singh of Kamalpur, who relinquished his claim to the 
Kamalpur Jagir. Baijnath Singh died in 1906, and was succeeded by 
his son Shimbhu Singh, who died in 1927, His elder son Bajendra 
Singh being only four years old, the Estate has been placed under the 
management of the Gwalior State Court of Wards. 

The urea of Daria-Eheri is 3,563 acres; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 442; and the revenue Bs. 3,357.

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The Thakur holds (tee second note to No. LXVIII) a Tillage in Shuja- 
walpUT on a quit-rent of Re. 1,050. Uopal Singh, who succeeded Gbbar- 
dhan Singh in 1834, died in 1900, and was succeeded by his son Chand 
Singh. On his succession the quit-rent payable to the Gwalior Darbak* 
was raised to Bs. 1,230; but in 1921 it was fixed at Bs. 1,097. 

in 1902 the Gwalior Darbar objected to the establishment by the 
Thakur of a new hat in his Estate, and to his levying dues on goods 
brought to it; but, the Estate being guaranteed, the Government of 
India declined to interfere with the action of the Thakur. 

The area of Dhabla-Ghosi is 3,930 acres; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 556; and the revenue Bs. 3,625.

In addition to these tankas tlie Thakur holds the Grant (No. LXXII), 
given in 1818, of three villages in Shujawalpur (Gwalior) under the 
guarantee of the British Government, and paid a quit-rent of Bs. 1,401 
up to 1921, when it was fixed at Bs. 1,428. 

In 1818 Dhabla-Dhir and Eankar-Eheri, which some years before 
had been jointly held by Gudar Singh, had become separate under his 
sons Subhag Singh and Lai Singh, the former being the founder of 
the Dhabla-Dhir branch. Subhag Singh, with whom the settlement 
was made in ln8, died in 1835, and was succeeded by his nephew and 
adopted son Baghunath Singh, whose brother Chand Singh succeeded to 
Eanka^Kheri. 

In 1871 Baghunath Singh was convicted of a criminal oSence and 
sentenced to transportation for life. By liis transportation the family 
of Subhag Singh becaiile extiiict, as sanction to adopt an heir was 
refused to his wives in consequence of their guilty cognisance of his 
crime. Government, however, did not treat the Estate as an escheat, 
but allowed it to descend in the same way as it would have done had 
Gudar Singh been alive. By this decision both branches of the family 
were united in the person of Chand Singh of Kankar-lQmri.

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The title of Chand Singh to the tanka of Be. 600 a year, received hj 
hie predecessor Baghunath Singh, was questioned by Holkaf on the 
ground that the tanka was a stipendiary service allowance ; but Gk>vern- 
nent decided that there was nothing in the sanad to Subhag Singh to 
justify that view and that, in pursuance of its general policy in respect 
to ail guaranteed holdings, Government must be the judge whether the 
oireumstances of any case allowed of forfeiture. 

Ohand Singh also held under an agreement (see third note to No. 
LXYIII), mediated in 1831 and guaranteed by the British Govemn\ent, 
the village of Sadan-Eheri in Shujawalpur (Gwalior), on a quit-rent of 
Bs. 176| subject to a deduction of 2 per cent., or Bs. 3-8-0, on the transfer 
of the pargana to Scindia. Since 1898, however, Sadan-Kheri has been 
treated as a separate Jagir and is no longer held by the Thakur of 
Dhabla-Dhir. 

A tanka of Bs. 800 (No. LXXVl) was formerly paid to the family of 
Subhag Singh. This agreement, which is signed by the British authori- 
ties, also recognises the grant of Eankar-Kheri to the family of Lai 
Singh. 

Chand Singh died in 1907 and was succeeded by his son the present 
Thakur Ishwari Singh, who received the personal title of Bao Bahadur 
in 1918.

On the setdament of Malwa, Bajan Ehan, foster brother of Chitu the 
notorious Pindari. was allowed to settle at Gorakhpur on an nnnnal pen- 
sion of Sonai Bs. 8,600. A few years afterwards he was allowed to return 
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io Malwa: and in 1826 his pension was commuted to an assignment (No. 
LXXIX) of land in Shujawalpur (Gwalior) for his life. The grant con- 
sisted of a jagir of three villages, Piplianagar, Ehajuri and Jabria-Bhil* 
and an ktimrari farm of Dugri and Jabri ai a rent for the two villages 
of Bs. 500. He was afterwards assured that, in consideration of his past 
good conduct and if he should continue by similar behaviour to merit 
the indulgence, the circumstances of his family would receive favourable 
consideration after his death. 

In 1831 the pargana of eastern Shujawalpur, in which the villages 
granted to Bajan Khan are situated, was transferred by the Government 
of India to Scindia in exchange for other lands {see account of Gwalior 
State). 

Bajan Khan died during the negotiations for the exchange; but the 
villuges were continued in jagir to his family, and the Gwalior Darbar 
was required to respect the grant. The villages were divided among 
Bajan Khan's five sons, the group of Estates being distinguished as the 
Pindara Jagirs. 

(i) Jabeia-Bhil and Jabri. 

JahrkhBKil and Jabri fell to Baj Bakksh. He died in 1874, and 
was succeeded by his son Jamal Bakhsh, who died in 1886, and was suc- 
ceeded by his minor nephew the present Mian Yusuf Muhammad. In 
1900 he was placed in charge of the Jagir, under the supervision and con- 
trol of the Political Agent, Bhopal ; and this arrangement continued till 
1921. 

The area of Jabria-Bhil and Jabri is 3,840 acres; the population, 
according to the Census of 1921, 766; and the revenue Bs. 8,408. 

(ii) Khajubi. 

Khajufi was ihe portion of Ilahi Bakhsh. He died in' 1859, and was 
succeeded by his posthumous son the present Mian Karim Bakhsh, who 
was put in charge of the Estate in 1881. 

The area of Khajuri is 640 acres; the population, according to 
the Census of 1921, 406; and the revenue about Bs. 2,750. 

(iii) Duou. 

Dugri was the share of Madar Bakhsh. He died in 1888, and was 
succeeded by his grandson Khuda Bakhsh, who died in 1920 and was 
succeeded by his con the present Mian Fail Muhammad Khan. 

The area of Dugri is 1,920 acres; the population, according to the 
Census of 1921» 104; and the revenue Bs. 9^. 
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(iv) PiPLlANAGAR. 

Piplianagar went to Hakhdum Baklish and Rahim Bakhsh. Makh- 
dum Bakhsh died in 1892 and his son Raja Mian succeeded to his share 
of the Estate. Raja Mian died in 1893 and was succeeded by. his son 
Fusuf Muhammad Khan, who had already succeeded to the Jabria-Bhil 
'/agir. Rahim Bakhsh died in 1901 and was succeeded by his son Masum 
Bakhsh, who died in 1903, and was succeeded by his son the present Mian 
Sultan Muhammad Khan. 

The area of Piplianagar is 640 acres; the population, according to the 
Census of 1921, 675, and the revenue Rs. 809.

of paying to Chain Singh his share, namely Bs. 850 annually, free of all 
charges. Khuman Singh was held reqK>iisible for the payment of all 
dues, etc., in connection with the village; and it was detennined that; 

Chain Singh, fresh arrange- 
ments for the disposal of the property should be made. Chain Singh 
died in 1896, but the arrangement regarding the village was not disturb- 
ed. Khuman Singh died in 1905, and was succeeded by his grandson 
Bam Singh, who was pertnitted to retain the management of the 
village. He died in 1918 and was succeeded by his son the present 
Thakur Balbhadra Singh. As regards the management of the village,

At the beginning of the nineteenth century Baja Madho Singh of 
Narwar, whose ancestors were established at Narwar before the Ifahratta 
invasioii of Central India, was driven out and deprived of his heredi- 
tary possessions by Dauht Bao Scindia: and, in retaliation, made 
frequent raids into Scindia’s territories. With the object of putti^ 
a stop to these, a grant (No. XCY) of the pargana of Paron and six 
villages war made to Baja Madho Singh in ISis, through the mediation 
of Major J. Stewart, acting Besident at Owalior, under the guarantee 
of the British Government. 

Man Singh, nephew and successor of Madho Singh, joined the rebels 
during the mutiny,, but surrendered in 1869 on condition of a free pardon 
and a suitable maintenance being granted to him. His former posses- 
sions were consequently restored to him under the same conditions as 
before his rebellion, t.e., under British guarantee. For his subsequent 
services in connection with the capture of Tantia Topi, a jagir in perpe- 
tuity, of the value of Bs. 1,0Q0 a year, was sanctioned for Man Singh; 
but, as no land was available in the United Provinces, where he wished 
to obtain the grant of a village, he received a cash allowance of Bs. 1,000 
a year instead. 

Man Singh died in 1882 and was succeeded by his son Oajendra 
Singh. 

The Owalior Darbar claimed the right of being consulted in I'egard to 
the succession, on the ground that the British guarantee had lapsed in 
consequence of Man Singh’s rebellion and the confiscation of his Estate, 
and also on the grounds of custom and precedent. The Government of 
India, however, held that the arrangements made with Man Singh in

1869 had the effect of preserving the British guarantee ; and accordingly 
determined that, in the particular case, as the succession was one of 
direct descent and the legitimacy of Gajendra Singh was not in dispute, 
the Maharaja was not entitled, as of right, to be consulted. It was at 
the same time intimated that, with this unilerstanding, the Government 
of India would not object to the attendance of a Darbar official at the 
ceremony of installation.

36. RAGHUOABH. 

The Chauhan Rajputs of Raghugarh are known by the name of Shiohi, 
and are one of the oldest families in Malwa. In 1780 Madhuji Scindia 
stripped the family of their possessions and imprisoned the Raja, Balwant 
Singh, and his son Jai Singh. From that time there was perpetual 
feud between Scindia and the Ehichi clan, till Jai Singh died in 1818, 
leaving his title to be disputed by two claimants, Dhaukal Singh and 
Ajit - Singh. With these claimants a Settlement (No. Cl) was made in 
1819, through the mediation and under the guarantee of the British 
(|overnment, by which Scindia gave them the fort and town of Raghu- 
g&rh and lands in their vicinity, supposed to yield an annual revenue 
of Be. 1,42,848*8, with a provision that any revenue derived from these 
lands which exceeded Rs. 66,000 should be paid to the Gwalior Darbar 
who, on their part, were to make good any deficiency. The Jagir never 
yielded so much as Bs. 66,000, and the result was that an annual balance 
WM shown against Scindia, which was advanced to the Ehichis from 
the British treasury. Up to 1828 the Darbar paid these balances ; but 
^reaftei they demurred, on the grounds that, if the Jagir were properly 
managed, it would yield more than Rs. 65;000, and that the Shichis 
realist more revenue than was credited in the accounts. 

The matter was complicated by disputes in the family ; and at last, 
in 1848r with the consent and by the mediation of the British Govern- 
ment, it was arranged that^e original agreement should be replaced 
by separate engagements with the three principal membehi of the family 
— Bijai Singh, Thakur Ohhatarsal and Ajit Singh. The Darbar, on 
granting these fresh sanads, stipulated for the payment of a nasarana 
of Rs. 90,000, to which Bijai Singh apd Ohhatarsal consented. 

(i) GimsA. 

A Sanad (eee Note to No. Oil) was accordingly granted to Bijai 
Singh, by which he received 62 villages yielding Rs. 16,000 selected 
horn the Ehichiwara lands and the right to certain collections specified 
in the sanad. The Jagir is known as the Garha Estate. 

Bifai Singh died in 1880 and was succeeded by his son, Balbhadar 
Singh, who died in 1900 and was succeeded by his son Dhirat Singh! 
He died in 1920 and was succeeded by his son the present Thakur Gaj 
Singh, during whose minority the Estate is managed by the Gwalior 
State Court of Wards. 
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The area of Oarha is 82,660 aores; the population, according to the 
Census of 1921, 10,008; and the revenue Bs. 33,130. 


(n) DKanvAODA. 

Chhatarsal also received a Sanad (No. CII), to which the one granted 
to the Oarha Chief was similar, by which he was given 32 villages yield- 
ing Bs. 9,000 and the right to certain collections specified in the Sanad. 
Chhatarsal was succeeded by Mangal Singh, and he by Bharat Singh, 
who died in 1877 and was succeeded by Kis son, Bhim Singh. 

In 1896 the Thakur ceded land for the Ouna-Baran Bailway free 
of compensation. 

Bhim Singh died in 1925 and was succeeded by his grandson, the 
present Thakur Bhupendra Singh, during whose minority the Estate is 
managed by a Superintendent under the Gwalior State Ccmrt of Wards. 

The area of Dhamaoda is 36,200 acres; the population, according to 
• the Census of 1921, 4,950; and the revenue about Bs. 12,000. 


(m) Baghuoabh. 

A sanad similar to the two last mentioned (No. CII) was offered 
to A jit Singh on condition that he abstained from plundering, and paid 
up the arrears of debt which he owed to the Gwalior Darbar; but he 
showed himself so faithless, and advanced claims, so impracticable that 
negotiations with him were suspended, and it was contemplated at one 
time to employ the Gwalior Contingent to reduce him to submission. 

The villages comprising the Estate are not held under any sanad 
but merely on the strength of the original Agreement (No. Cl). 

In 1857 Ajit Singh was succeeded by Jaimandal Singh. 

In 1896 the Baja of Raghugarh ceded, free of cost, land for the 
Gnna-Bina Railway. 

Jaimandal Singh died in 1900, leaving a son, Bikramajit Singh who, 
as he was considered unfit to rule .the Estate, was set aside. B!e was, 
however, allowed to adopt Madmp Singh, a near relative, as his son 
to succeed Jaimandal Singh. Bikramajit Singh died in 1906. Madrup 
Singh, who assumed the name of Bah.ndur Singh after his adoption, 
was installed in 1904. He became insane and was removed from his 
holding in 1918. During the minority of his son the present Raja 
Balbbadra Singh, the Estate has been placed under the Gwalior State 
Court of Words.

The DewM State deducts one rupee from its tanka. The orimnal 
taakadar was Ehushal Sirgh. Hia aon lari Singh was aucceeded hy 
an adopted son, Kumer Singh, who waa convicted of murder and forfeited 
hia tanka. It waa continu^, however, to hia adoptive mother Thakurain 
Solankni, till her death in 186t3, when Han Singh, aon of Kumer Singh, 
was reoogniaed as her successor. 

Han Singh died in 1915 and waa succeeded by hia nephew and 
adopted BOB, the present Thakur Tej Singh. 


3T. SADAN-KHEBI. 

Thakur Lnl Singh, who held the village of Sadan-Kheri for life, in 
addition to Kahkar-Kheri (see Dhabla-Dhir and Eankar-Kheri), from 
Scindia under an Agreement fsfe note to No. liXYIII) mediated and 
guaranteed by the British Government, died in 1865. The Gwalior 
Darbar resumed the village; but in 1879, owing to the intervention of 
the Agent to the Governor-General, granted it by a sanad to Lai Singh’s 
aon Hahtab Singh for life, on a quit-rent of Ba. 1,000. On the death 
of Hahtab Singh in 1898, the question of the statna of the Thakur waa 
referred to the Government of India; who ruled that, although the 
istamrari sanad granted to Hahtab Singh in 1879 waa for life only, and 
the rent waa liable to enhancement by the Darbar at each succession, yet 
the right of inheritance and protection was covered by British guaraniae, 
and the Darbar could neither resume altogether nor assess at full rates. 
In accordance with this ruling Hahtab Singh was succeeded by his son 
the pres'^nt Thakur laswant Singh: and in 1905, with the consent of 
the Government of India, the quit-rent was increased to Bs. 1,050, in 
1921 It was paid at Rs. 1,141. 

The area of Sadan-Kheri is 1,280 acres; "the population, ftccording 
to the Census of 1921, 215 ann the revenue about Bs 2,000.

Fiachhma n Singh wished to resume the village and the bighas of land, 
as there was no service required to be performed ; it was accordingly 
settlid in 1820 (No. GYIII) that Ocpal Singh should pay Bs, 600 for 
the village and Bs. 200 for the land, also a batta of 12) per cent 
on the above amount. 

Oopal Singht also held in perpetual jagir Sakatkheri$ (No. OIX) 
from the Jagirdar of Mandawal, for services rendered, paying an annual 
tribute of Bs. 600. The arrangement was that Gopal Singh should 
render military service, when required, for this jagir. Eventually it 
was agreed that, in lieu of this service, he should pay the Jagirdar 
an additional annual tribute of Bs. 300, or Bs. BOO in all. 

Han Singh, sou of Gopal Singh, died in 1887, and was succeeded by 
his son 'Amar Singh, who died in 1902 and was succeeded by Baghunath 
Singh. Be died in 1921 and was succeeded by his son the present 
Thakur Mahindr Singh. 

Mutation of Thakur Mahindr Singh’s name in respect of village 
Baraila and 466 bighas of land in Mauim Banigaon was sanctioned 1^ 
^e Gwalior Darbar in 1925, subject to the condition that the tanka 
of Bs. 800 per annum paid by the Thakur to the Jagirdar of Sonkhera 
would be paid to the Gwalior Darbar in future. The Darbar undertook 
to grant a cash muail of Bs. 800 per annum to the' Jagirdar of Sonkbera. 

In 1909 the claims of Batlam, Jaora and Piploda to the village of 
Amargarh were rejected by the Agent to the Governor-General, and it 
was held that the lands belonged to Saiwan under the suierainty of 
Bailnin

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Sahib Singh, the Thakur with whom the Bettlement was mediated^ 
diid in 1868, and was succeeded by his son Moti Singh, who in 1019 
was snoceeded by his son the present Thakur Banjit Singh. 

40. TAPPA. 

Thie Estate, which consists of twelve villages in the Gwalior pargana 
of Sonkach, was granted (No. CXI) by Daulat Bao Scindia in 1822 to 
Thakur Bup Singh, Oirasia of Tappa, under a mediation effected by 
Kajor Henley, the Political Agent in Bhopal, through the ofSces of 
ICajor Close, the Besident at Gwalior. 

The Estate continued in the possession of the family of the original 
grantee till the death in 1865, without issue, of his last surviving 
descendant, Kishor Singh. The mother and widow of Eishor Singh 
then proposed the adoption of his distant relative Takht Singh as heir 
to the Jagir. The Gwalior Darbar concurred, on condition that the 
adopted heir should pay to the Darbar the pi escribed nasarana of one- 
fon^ of the net revenue of the Estate. The succession of Takht Singh 
was thereupon recognised by Government, and the Estate was made 
over to him in 1877. Takht Singh died in 1900 and was succeeded by 
his eon the present Thakur Bhim Singh. 

The area of Tappa is 9,616 acres; the population, according to the 
Census of 1921, 1,127; and the revenue about Bs. 7,000.

The Thakur of Jhalera receives from Scindia a tanka {tee note to No. 
XC) of Hali Bs. 1,200, which was originally granted to Fateh Singh, 
and a moiety of Bs. 225 a year granted by the Chief of Dewas, Senior 
Branch, under Sanad (No. LXXXIX) to the Thakur of Kharsia (g. v.). 
|n all the conditions of his Unka he holds the same position as his 
kinsman of Kharsia. Hate Singh, who succeeded in 1884, died in 1895 
and was succeeded by his son, Bhawani Singh, who died in 1918 leaving 
no son, real or adopted. In 1920 the Gwalior Darbar, with the sanction 
of the Government of India, recognised the svcoession of his opusin, 
the present Thakur Nathu Singh.

Daulat Bao Scindia at ffrst granted three-fourths of the revenue of 
the taluka of Sirsi to Bharat Shah in 182D, on condition that he would

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fttj into the Qwalior treasury, the remaining one-fourth, and honestly 
discharge the duties entrusted to him by reducing the Girasias and 
others to obedience. In 1888 a fresh Sanad (No. CXIl) was granted 
to DeWan Hindu Singh of Sirsi by Jankuji Bao Scindia, by which the 
payment of one-fourth of the revenue of the district to the Darbar was 
remitted with certain conditions, and the Dewan agreed to proyide 
thirty sowars and seventy footmen, when required, without pay for the 
first three months; but the Darbar afterwards dispensed with the fulfil- 
ment of this condition. In 1910, however, the Darbar revived the 
question of the supply of sowars and footmen on their requisition ; but 
the Agent to the Governor-General in Central India advised them to leave 
matters as they were, unless and until the contingency contemplated 
arose — the need for aid in suppressing local disturbances. At the same 
time the Darbar claimed one-fourth of the revenue of the Estate : and 
in this respect he held that the claim was justified by the Sanad of 
1837, and decided that, with effect from 1910-11, the Darbar should 
receive a fourth share of the revenue of the Estate when it exceeds 
Rs. 4,000 a year. 

Hindu Singh was succeeded by Bikramajit, who died in 1872, when 
the succession of his soti Bijai Bahadur was recognised. He died in 
1891, leaving no sons. 

The succession of his younger brother Mihrban Singh was sanctioned 
by the Government of India. He was also direct heir of the late Chief, 
being n lineal descendant of the original grantee, ^o nasarana was 
taken on this occasion, either by the Government of India or by the 
Gwalior Darbar. 

Mihrban Singh died in 1901, when his son Jiwan Singh (formerly 
known as Jugmohan Singh) was acknowledged as his successor by the 
Government of India. On this occasion also no nasarana was levied. 

Jiwan Singh died in 1918: and, his widow having failed to exercise 
her right of adoption, the claims to succession of the present Dewan 
Pancham Singh, the legal heir, were recognised. During his minority 
the Estate is managed by the Gwalior State Court of Wards. 

The area of Sirsi is 72,900 acres; the population, according to the 
Census of 1921, 3,019; and the revenue about Be. 12,000. 

44. TIMRI.* 

The formal suierainty of the Gwalior Darbar over the Estate has been 
admitted by the Government of India, who also recognised the Darbar’s 
right to be consulted in cases of succession and to be represented at 
installation ceremonies. The Gwalior Darbar is not, however, permitted 
to interfere with the internal affairs of the Estate.

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Raja Mohkam Singh, who is Mid to haye succeeded his father Bhim

46.EHIAODA.* 

Khiaoda is an off-shoot of Umri. The present Thahur Madun Singh 
succeeded his father Sarwan Singh in 1^0. 

Khiaoda is subordinate to Umri, which, though not authorised to 
interfere in its affairs or to exercise any jurisdictional rights, is entitled 
to levy naiarana on successions. 

The area of Khiaoda is 22 square miles ; the population, according 
to the Census of 1921, 1,094; and the revenue about Rs. 1,600.

1. AJKAODA/ 

The Thakur of Ajraoda received, under British guarantee, iaukda 
from Scindia {see note to No. LIX) and Holkur (No. CXIII). The sue- 
ceBeion failed in 1916 and, with the sanction of the Qovernmeni of India, 
the holding lapsed to the Gwalior and Indora Uarhars. 

2, AUJHEBA. 

This State always paid tribute to the para:uount power, first to the 
Muhammadun Governors of Dhar, and afterwards to the Mahrattas. By 
an Agreement (No. CXIV) mediated by Sir. John Malcolm in 1820, 
it was arranged that Amjlieru should pay tribute to Scindia, who was 
excluded from all interference in the internal affairs of the State. This 
tribute was one of the items ceded by the Treaty of 1844 with Scindia, 
and it is now paid to the British Government permanently by Scindia 
under the Treaty of 1860. 

The Uaja of Amjheru rebelled in 1857. and Ids sttvte was confiscated* 
It was decided that Scindia, and not the British Government, had 
the claim to the territory. 


3. BHADAUBA. 

In 1821 the Baja of Blmdaura received i> Saiiad (No. CXV) mediated 
by the British Resident: and in 1822 tliis was replaced by another 
(No. CXVI). The succession failed in 1913 and, after full investiga- 
tion, the Government of India sanctioned in 1920 the escheat of the 
Estate to the Gwalior Darhar. 

4. DHULATIA.t 

The Thakur of Dhulatia received under British guarantee, tankas 
from Holkar (Nos. CXVII and GXVIII) and Scindia (No. GXIX). The 
snccession failed in 1918: and in 1919 the Government of India sanc- 
tioned the lapse of the holding to the Gwalior and Indore Darbars. 

6. KAMALPtJB.t 

The Thakur of Kamalptir received tankas from Scindia nnder agree- 
ments mediated in 1819 {see first note to Nos. LXXY and LXT). He 
also held a village nnder a Parwana {see first note to No. LXYIII)

8. MAKSIJBANGARH. 

This Estate originally formed part of the Estate of Ragbugarh. It 
did not possess a British guarantee, though its internal administration 
had been conducted under the supervision of the Political Agent, 
Bhopal. The succession failed in 1907 : and in 1909 the Government 
of India ruled that the Estate then lapsed to the Gwalior Darbar.

The Nawab, Amaud-al-Dowla, Telledut Jung Hastings, Bahadoor, Qovemor- 
Qeneral of Bengal, Ac., having obtained fall authority from the Governor-General 
of Bengal, Ac., grants fall povers to Colonel Muir, above-named, to negooiate a 
peace between Maharajah Saheb Soabadar, Madho Rao Sindia Bahadoor, and the 
BagUsh Company, in saoh manner, that whatever shall be agreed to by the Colonel, 
01 the part of the Cimpany, the Gorernor-Ganeral and Council shall also agree 
to and confirm : Colonel Matr and the Maharajah Saheb are both desirous of a 
peace and have determined upon and agreed to a peace on the followbg conditions, 
eif 

That having mutually resolved upon a peace and firm alliance they 
•hall respectively observe their agreements for ever. 

Eeooadly.— That within the term of eight days from the time of the confirma- 
tion of the Treaty, they shall, at one time, march off their respective armies. Colo- 
nel Muir, with his, shall return towards the country of Nawab Visier-ul-Mulmalik, 
and the Maharajah, with his army, shall return to his own country. 

TAifdfy.— That should it bo deotued advisable, tbe Maharajah, shall endea* 
vour to effect a peace between the English and Hydor Ally Cawn ; also a peace 
between the Bn^h and the Peishwa. Should this peace be effected, it is well ; 
otherwise the English have the choice to do as they shall judge proper, and the 
Maharajah shall not assist or oppose either party. 

PofwtMy.— That whatever country of the Maharajah’s shall have been taken 
possession of by the Company, on this side the Jumna, Colonel Muir shall restore ; 
and the Maharajah shall agree not to molest or disturb the country of Imkindar 
Rana Chatter Sing, Bahadoor, Deleor Jung, nor the fort of Gwalior, which is at 
present in his possession, so long as the Rana Saheb observes his Treaty with the 
English ; nor the country of Mhy-put Rum Sing, Juggunder, Bahadoor, which is 
at present m the possession of the Rana. 

That the Maharajah shall bring Rajah Ram Ohunder Rajah Chnndroy 
and place him on the Raj, in the presence of the Colonel, and shall demand nothing 
of him. And whatever of his country (except that which shall have been in the 
possession of the Peishwa for a long time) has been taken from him by Rajah Dhnr 
Dewan, in rebellion, the Maharaji^ shall cause the said Dhur to restore, and he 
shall depose the said Dhnr.

otherwise, without retaining claim of chouth, or any other demand whatever,

TnaATY with Mahaba^ah Madho Bao Simdia, relative to the Homoubabub 

East India Company’s Tbadb at Baboaob» dated the SOth September 1785. 

Whereas a Snnnnd, bearing date the seventeenth day of Rubee-oos-sanee 
of the year one thonsand one hundred and ninety-seven of the Hegira, corre- 
sponding with the twenty-first day of March, one thonsand seven hundred and 
eighty-three of the Christian era, was granted by Maharajah Soubadar Madho 
Rao Sindia, declaring that the English should carry on trade as usual in the city 
and pergunnah of Baroach, and that no improper molestation should be offered 
to them, the said Siiunud specifying also that no European nation excepting the 
English should be permitted to trade in any shape in the said city and pergunnah ; 
and whereas, in the said Sunnud, the particulars of the duties, etc., to be taken 
and the settlement of concerns of trade were omitted, and doubts have arisen on 
these subjects, which Maharajah Soubadar Madho Rao Sindia is willing to remove : 
For this purpose, and to support the English trade in the city and pergunnah of 
Baroach, We, the Covemor-Qeneral and Council of Fort William in Bengal, ap- 
pointed by the King and Parliament of Great Britain to direct and control all 
politioar affairs of the Honourable English Bast India Company in India, on the 
one part, and Maharajah Madho Rao Sindia Bahadoor on the other part, agree 
to the following Treaty containing seven Articles, and bind ourselves and suc- 
cessors to the full and invariable observance of them. 

Abtzolb 1. 

Maharajah Soubadar Madho Rao Sindia Bahadoor agrees that in every year 
in which the English Company carry on trade in the district of Baroach, the duties 
thereon shall be taken according to the Treaty with the Nawab of Baroach, in 
the year one thousand seven hundred and sixty-four; that is to say, on 
the cotton which is purchased from Baroach, on every candy of Surat weight, 
one and a half Rupees and four felloos shall be paid, and the duty on other articles 
which are imported or exported by the Company shall be one Rupee eight annas 
for every hundred Rupees ; and besides these established articles of the Company’s 
trade, whatever other ariiclos come from English individuals shall be subject to 
a dn^ of siz Rupees in every hundred thereon, conformably to the usage which 
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exifted when the Odmpelij hnd poieeeeion of Btronoh. The OoTenor-Oenenl 
gnd Oooaoil agree that the Bnglieh ehall not unite any Hindoetanee in their trade, 
and that in ease of anoh partnership, snch duties shall be paid thereon as are paid 
upon the .commeroe of the merchants wearing turbans. The Governor-General 
and Council consent that the duties stipulated to be paid upon the Company’s 
trjuie shall ba paid by the Company’s ^ident at Baroach to the Amil of that 
district. 

Axtiolb 2. 

It has been the old established custom, on the wreck of any ship, vessel or 
boats within any of the ports in the neighbourhood of Baroach, that the owner 
of the port should take possession of the goods ; but as at this time a firm friend- 
ship exists between the government of the Bnglish Company and Maharajah 
Soubadar Madho Rao Sindia Bahadoor, the Governor-General and Council have 
requested that the goods of the ships, vessels, and boats of the English that may 
be wrecked in the river of Baroach, may be released and Maharajah Soubadar 
Madho Rao Sindia Bahadoor agrees, for the sake of friendship, tbat when any 
ship, vessel, or boat belonging to the English shall be wrecked in the river Nerbudda 
which be'ongs to the district of Baroach, and the Amil of Baroach may save any 
goods which bear the mark of the Bnglish, the Amil shall deliver all such goods 
to the Company’s Resident at Baroach, who shall reimburse the amount expended 
in saving and keeping them. 

Annoui 3. 

Some disputes having arisen between the Bnglish and subjects of the Maha- 
rajah belonging to the fort of Baroach, in respect to the time of passing into the 
fort and out of it, it is now agreed, and the Maharajah has directed, that at the 
timas when it is customary that the gate should remain open, the people belong- 
ing to the Amil of Baroach shall not prevent the going and coming of the English 
or their dependants, but that ibq^gate shall be shut at the appointed hour, and none 
of the Bnglish or their dependant^ shall have any right to enter the fort, or go out 
of it, after that time. The Bnglish are not then to desire that the gate may be 
opaned for them, not even to give intelligence of the arrival of any ship that may 
come into the port at night. 


Asnoui 4. 

Maharajah Soubadar Madho Rao Sindia Bahadoor engages that the servants 
of the English factory, and their household attendants, and the tradesmen such 
as carpenters or smiths, or porters who work in the Company’s factory, and do not 
work anywhere but in the factory, shall be under the protection of the Resident 
at Baroach, and the Amil of Baroach shall in no manner molest them for duties 
or customs, etc. And when any crime committed or supposed to have been com- 
mitted, by any such persons, shall be discovered, the Amil of Baroach shall send 
notice to the Company’s Resident that he may examine and pam judgment upon 
such persons, or the Company’s Resident shall send back such persons to the Amil, 
that whatever is proper in the case may be done by him ; and the Govemor-Gs* 
neral and Oouncil agree that iriien any tradesmen, etc., working in the Oompany’s 
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/•ctoiy, tlitll go into the town of Bnioteb, and work nlao with other merchants 
and townsmen, the Amil of Baroach shall take the dniMO for such tradccmcn, 
eto., according to the practice now in use with to the peisons not working 
for the English only. For the lajke of Aviating any disputes that might occur 
on this point, the Company’s Besident at Baroach shall prepare a list of the server ts 
of the factory, with their descriptions and stations, ^nd deliyer it to the Amil. 

Abtioiji5. 

The Qoyemor-General and Council agree that the Company’s Besident at 
Baroach shall not afford protection to any person of the town who may 6y from 
the Amil and resort to the Besident for it, but shall, conformably to Iticndehip, 
deliver up such person to the Amil. 

AnncLBg. 

It is agreed that the Besident at Baroach shall not entertain more sepoys 
than the number necessary for the protection of the English property in rhe fac- 
tory, which number has been fixed at fifty men. It is also agreed that the English 
in future shall not beat the drum in the factory, as is the custom in the Company’s 
districts. Such persons as may be in the train or sowaree of the Besident may 
have distinguishing badges, but are not to carry muskets. 

Abtioli 7» 

Maharajah Soubadar Madho Bao Sindia Bahadoor engages in respec* to the 
debts recently iBCurred by the inhabitants of Baroach to the Company’s sub- 
jects, or such as may be incurred in future and not duly paid, that the Amil of 
Baroach shall examine the claim in the kutcheree of his own Adawluf , and enforce 
the payment of whatever may be proved to be just ; and in respect to the debts 
which were" owing from the inhabitants of Baroach to the Company’s subjects 
at the time when Baroach was given to Madhajee Sindia, the Amil shall ascertain 
whatever may be due, and if the debtor be m good circumstances, he shall fort e 
him to pay immediately ; if not in good circumstances, he shall fix on proper periods 
of payment by instalment, and oblige the observance of them. 

The parties mutually swear, according to their respective faiths, to abide by 
(his agreement.

WhetOAS in the fifit Article of the Treaty concluded hetween the Honour^ 
able Company and Maharajah Sonbadar H^o ftao jSindiai relative to the trade 
and other mattera of the town and pergunnah of broach, it ia apeciSed that in 
every year in which the English Company carry on trade in the diatrict of Baroachi 
.the dutiea thereon shall be taken according to the treaty with the Nawab of Baroach, 
in one thousand seven hundred and sixty four, that is to aay, on the cotton which 
is purehaaed from Baroaeh, on every caudy of Surat weight, one and a ludf Rupee 
and four felloes shall be paid and the duty on other articles, which are imported 
or exported by the Company, shall be one Rupee eight annas for every hundred 
Rupees. And whereas the extent of the Company*s trade at Baroach, in respect 
to thd weight of cotton and the amount of piece goods was not exactly known to 
either of the parties, and the specification of the same was required by Maharajah 
Sonbadar Madho Rao Sindia, the Govemor-Qeneral and Couneil of Bengal, in 
eomplianoe with the wishes of Maharajah Sonbadar Madho Rao Sindia, having 
written to the Qovemor and Council of Bombay on this subject, and ascertained 
the annual trade of the Honourable Company at Baroach to consist of eight hnn* 
dred candies of cotton of Surat weight, and piece goods to the amount of one lakh 
and fifty thousand Rupees, prime cost ; it is therefore mutually agreed to, that 
for 'jvery candy of cotton to the amount of eight hundred candies the Honour- 
able Company shall pay a duty of one and a half Rupee and four felloes ; and for 
piece goods to the amount of one lakh and fifty thousand Rupees, prime cost, 
a duty shall be taken of one Rupee eight annas for every hundr^ Biupees ; and 
that if ever a greater quantity of cotton or piece goods than what is here specified 
shall be purchased on account of the Honourable Company, they shall pay the same 
duty for such excess as has been settled with regard to English individuals.

Treaty of Peaob and Fuendsbip with Dowlut Rao Sindia. 

Treaty of Peace between the Honourable Enqlibh East India Company 
ahd their Alubs, on the one part, and t&e Maharajah Au Jab Dowlut 
Rao Sindia, on the other ; settled by Major-General the Honourable 
Arthur Wellesley, on the part of the Honourable Company and their 
Allies, and by Eetul Mahadeo, Moonbhen EIavel Nyn, Jbswunt Rao 
Goobparab Ameer-ool-Omrah and Narroo Hurry, on the part of the 
Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindu, who have each communicated to the other 
their full power8,--lfi03. 

Article 1. 

There shall be perpetual peace and friendship between the Honourable Com- 
pany and their allies, on the one part, and iue IlaliarAjah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao 
Sindia, on the other. 
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Abtioli 2. 

The Mahenjah oedei to the Honourable Company and their allies, in per- 
petual sovereignty, all his forts, territories, and rights in the Doab, or eonntiy 
situated between the Jumna and Ganges, and all his forts, territories, rights, and 
interests in the countries which are to the northward ofthose ofthe Rajahs of Jejrpore 
and Jodhpore, and of the Rana of Gohud, of which territories, Ac., a detaiM list 
is given in the accompanying schedule. Such countries formerly in the possession 
of the Maharajah, situated between Jeypore and Jodhpore, and to the southward 
of the former, are to belong to the libharajah. 

Abticlb Z . 

The Maharajah likewise cedes to the Honourable Company and their allies, 
in perpetual sovereignty, the fort of Baroach and territory depending thereon, 
and the fort of Ahmednuggur and territory depending thereon ; excepting those 
lands which it is agreed, by the eighth Article of this Treaty, that the MaWajah 
is to retain. 

Artiols 4. 

The Maharajah likewise cedes to the Honourable Company and their allies 
all the territories which belonged to him previous to the breaking out of the war, 
which are situated to the southward of the hills called the Ajuntoe Hills, including 
the fort and district of Jalnapore, the town and district of Gandapore, and all 
other districts between that range of hills and the river Godavery. 

Article 5. 

The Maharajah AH Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia, for himself, his heirs, and successors, 
hereby renounces all the claim to the forts, territories, rights, and interests, ceded 
by the second, third, and fourth Articles ; and all claims, of every description, 
upon the British Ooveniment and their allies, the Soubadar of the Deccan, the 
Peiahwa, and Anund Rao Guicowar. 

Article 6. 

The fort of Asserghur, the city of Boorhanpore, the forts of Powanghur and 
Dohud, and the territories in Kandeish and Guserat, depending on these forts, 
shall be restored to the Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia. 

Arholb 7. 

Whereas the Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia has represented that his family 
have long held in enaum, as a gift from the SUngs of Hindustan, the districts of 
Dholepore, Baree, and Rajah-Kenah, which are situated to the northward of the 
countries of the Rajahs of Jeypore and Jodhpore, and of the Rana of Gohud, 
and that lands in Iffindustan, ceded by the second Article of this Treaty to the 
Honourable Company and their allies, are held in jaghire by persons of the family 
of the late Madhajee Sindia and others by principal Sirdars in his service, all of 
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whom would £ufer distieM if deprived of the edrariUgee thqr enjoj in thoao 
eountriee : it is agreed that the Maharajah shall contii^e to hold and enjoy in era* 
um the lands of Dholepore, Baree, and Bajah*KerrahJ and that Bala Baye fifahib, 
and Monsoor Sahib» Moonshee Kavel Nyn, Boogajee Jamdah, Amiajee Jadhoo 
and Wirdah Charie, shall continue to hold their lan^ in jaghire under the protec* 
tion of the Honourable Company. And further, in order that no individu^ may 
incur loss or suffer distress in consequence of this arrangement, it is agreed that 
the Honourable Company shall either pay pensions or grant lands in jaghire, 
according to the option of the British Government, to certain other Sirdars and 
others, to be named by the Maharajah,- provided that the total amount of the sums 
paid, or jaghires granted or held, does not exceed seventeen lakhs of rupees per 
annum, including the annual value of the lands, which it is agreed by this Article 
that Bala Baye Sahib, Munsoor Sahib, Moonshee Kavel Nyn, Boogajee Jamdah, 
Amrajee Jadhoo, and Wirdah Charie are to continue to hold ; and provided that 
no troops in the service of the Maharajah are to be introduced into Dholepore, 
Baree, and Kajah-Kerrah, or the other lands held in jaghire, under the pretence 
of collecting the revenue, or any other pretence whatever. 


Artiolb 8. 

Whereas the Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia has represented that his family 
have long held certain lands, villages, &c., in the territories of Bao Pundit 
Pordhaun, viz,

Certain Treaties have been made by the British Government with Rajahs 
and others, heretofore feudatories of the Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia. 
These Treaties are to be confirmed ; and the Maharajah hereby renounces all claim 
upon the persons with whom such Trt^ ities have been made and declares them to 
be independent of his government and authority, provided that none of the ter- 
ritories belonging to the Maharajah, situated to the southward of those of the 
Bajahi of Jeypore and Jodhpore and the Bana of Gohud, of which the revenuea 
been cplle^ed hj him or his Amildars, in hnve beru npplicsble, si SBripjsuKOi 
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to. the poymont of his tioopn ore grouted owoy bj oneh Tieotiee. Lioto of tho 
persons with whom such Treaties hove been mi^e will be given to the Mohorojoh 
Dowlnt Rao Sindio, when this Treaty will be ratified by His BxoelleDoy the Gove^ 
nor^Geneval. 

AttTioLie 10. 

No person whatever is hereafter to be nmlested on oooount pf the port which 
he may have taken in the present war. 

AB'ilCUBli. 

It is agreed that the rights of His Highness the Peishwa to oertoin lands in 
Malwa and eleowkere shall be established as heretofore ; and in case any differ- 
ence should arise respecting those rights, it is agreed that the Honourable Company 
shall mediate, arbitrate, and decide, according to the principles of justice, between 
His Highness and the Maharajah, and whatever shall be thus decided will be agreed 
to by both parties, and will be carried into execution. 

AnncLS 12. 

The Maharajah Dowlnt Rao Sindia hereby renounces all claims upon His 
Majesty Shah Alum, and engages, on his part, to interfere no further in the affairs 
of His Majesty. 

Abticlb 13. 

Tho Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia engages never to take or retain 
in his service any Frenchman, or the subject of any other European or American 
power, the Government of which may be at war with the British Government ; 
or any British subject, whether European or native of India, without the consent 
of the British Government. 

Articlb 14. 

In order to secure and improve the relations of amity and peace hereby es- 
tablished between the Governments, it is agreed that accredited ministers from each 
shall reside at the court of the other. 

Abtzolb 16. 

The Honourable Company being bound by Treaties of general defensive al- 
liance with His Highness the Soubadar of the Deccan and His Highness Rao Pandit 
Purdhaun, to which the Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia is desiious of 
acceding, he ia to be admitted to the benefits thereof ; and the Honourable Com- 
pany, with a view to the future security of the Maharajah’s tenitories, engage, 
in the event of his agreeing to the Treaty abovementioned, in two months to fur- 
nish him with a force consisting of six battalions of infantry, with their comple- 
ment of ordnance’ and artilleiy, and usual equipments of military stores, Ae., 
and the expense of this force ia to be defrayed out of the revenues of the lands 
ceded by tho second, third, and fourth Articles. But it is agreed, that in cai^ it 
diould suit the interests of the Maharajah’s Government to decline to enter into 
the Treaty abovementioaed, such refusal shall not affect any of the other stipula* '

Abticui 16. 

Thia Treaty is to be ratified by the Bfaharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia in eight 
days from this time, and the ratification is to be delivered to Major-General Wel- 
lesley. 

Major-General Wellefley engages that it shall be ratified by His Excellency 
the Most Noble the Governor-General in Council, and the ratification shall be deli- 
vered to the Maharajah in three months or sooner, if possible. 

The orders for the oession of the territories shall be delivered to Major-General 
Wellesley at the same time with the ratification of the Treaty of Peace ; but the 
forts of Asseeighur, Powanghur, and Dohud are not to be delivered up till accounts 
will have been received that the territories ceded have been evacuated by the 
Maharajah’s officers and troops.

Tbsatt of Allukok with Dowlut Rao Sindia,— 1804. 

Tiiaty of Ailiancb and Mtttual Dbibnoe between the Honoukable the Enolisu 
Bast Indu Company and the Maharajah Au Jah Dowlut Rao Sinuia 
Rahadoor, and hia children, heirs and sucoessors, settled by Major John 
Malcolm, on the part of the Honourabijs Company, and by Bapoo £btuj< 
Jfmvt and Moonshbb Ka\£L Nyn, on the part of the Maharajah Dowlut 
Rao SiNDiA, after having communicated to each other their full powers, 
the said John Malcolm being deputed to the Court of Dowlut Rao Sxndxa 
by Major General the Honourable Arthxtr Wellesley ; the Honour- 
able Major-General aforesaid being invested with full powers and authority 
from His Excellency the Most Noble Richard, Marquis 'Wellesley, 
Kniqht of the Most Illustkiqus Order of Satnt Patrick, one of His 
Britannio Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, appointed by 
the Honourable Court of Directors of the said Company to direct and 
c^ontrol all their affairs in the East Indies. 

Whereas, by the blessing of God, the relations of friendship and union have 
been happily establiahed between the Government of the Honourable Company 
and that of the Maharaiah Ah Jah Dowlut Rao Bindia Bahadur by a recent Treaty 
of Peace, the two Gcvernnients aforesoid, adverting to the complexion of the times 
have now determined, with a view to the preservation of peace and tranquility 
to enter into this Treaty of general dcfnunve alliance, for the reciprocal protection 
of their respectivo territories, together with those of their several allies and depen- 
danta, against unprovoked aggression and encroaohments of all or any enemies 
whate/er. 


Afticlb 1. 

The friendship and union established by the former Treaty between the two 
states shall be pfomofeed and increased by this Treaty, and shall bo perpetual ;

the iriendi and ananiei of either State ahall be the ffiende and enemiee of both, 
and their mutual intereete shall henoefonraid be inseparable. 

AnnoLt 2. 

If any person or State whatever shall oomnat any act of unprovoked hostility 
or aggression against either of the contracting parties, and, alter due representa- 
tion, ahall refuse to enter into amicable eiplanation, or shall deny the just satis- 
faction or indemnity which the contracting parties shaQ have required, then the 
contracting parties wiU proceed to concert and prosecute such further measures 
as the case shall appear to demand. For the more distinct explanation of the 
true intent and edect of this Article, 'the Govemo^General in Council, in behalf 
of the Honourable Company, hereby declares that the British Government will 
never permit any power or State whatever to commit with impunity any act of 
unprovoked hostility or aggression against the rights and territories of the Maha- 
rajah Dowlut Rao l^ndia, but will, at all times, in compliance with the requisition 
of the Maharajah, maintain and defend the same, when auch requisition is made, 
in the like manner as the rights and territories of the Honourable Company are 
now maintained and defended. 


Abtiolk 3. 

With a view to fulfil this Treaty of mutual defence, the Maharajah agrees to 
receive, and the Honourable Bast India Company to furnish, a suMdiary force 
of not less than six thousand regular infantry, with the usual proportion of artillery, 
and with the proper equipment of warlike stores and ammunition. This force 
is to be stationed at such place near the frontier of Dowlut Rao Sindia as may here- 
after be deemed most eligible by the British Government, and it will be held in 
readiness at such station to proceed as soon as possible for the execution of any ser- 
vice on which it is liable to be employed by the condition of this Treaty. 

Abtiolb 4. 

And it is further agreed that in conformity to the stipulations of the fifteenth 
Article of the Treaty of Peace, concluded by Major-^neral Wellesley, on the part 
of the Honourable Company, and by Bapoo Betul, Moonshee Kavel Nyn, Ac., 
on the part of Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia, that all charges and expenses 
of the SIX' battalions abovementioned and of their ordnance, artillery, military 
stores, and equipment shall be defrayed by the Honourable Company out of the 
produce of the revenues of the territories ceded by the Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut 
Rao Sindia to the said Company, by the second, third, and fourth Articles (d the 
aforementioned Treaty of jPeace, which territories are specified in a statement 
annexed to that Treaty. 

AbtiouS, 

Grain and all other articles of consumption, and provisiona, and all sorts of 
materials for wearing apparel, togetherwiththeneoessaiyhumber of cattle, horses, 
and osmeis, leqmied for tea use of the Bubridiaiy foie^ shall, whenaver the ate 
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Mud foioe ii within the territoriee of the HnhantjAh^ in ooniequenee of his requi- 
sition, be entirely ezen^pt from duties ; and whenever any further force of the 
Honourable Company shall, in consequence of war with any other State, be in the 
dominions of the Ifaharajah, they shall, in like manner as the subsidiary force, 
be ezompt from all duties upon the aforesaid articles of necessary use and consump- 
tion : and it is also agreed that whenever any part of the army of the Mabaiajah 
is in the territories of the Hononrable Company, for purposes oozmooted with 
the fulfilment of this Treaty, that no duties on grain, camels, wearing apparel, 
&o., as stated above, which the party of the army of the said Maharajah may 
require, shall be collected : and it is further agreed that the Officers of the res- 
pective Governments, while they are in the fulfilment of the Articles of this Treaty, 
either with the army or in the territories of the other, shall be treated with that 
respect and consideration which is due to'their rank and station, 

Abtioli 6. 

The subsidiary force will, at all times, be ready, cn the requisition of the Maha- 
rajah, to ezecute services of importance, such as the care of the person of the Maha- 
rajah, his heirs and successors, the protection cf the country from attack and in- 
vasion, the overawing and chastisement of rebeb or ezeitors of distUTbance in the 
Maharajah’s dominions ; but it is not to be employed on trifling occasions. 

Abtiolb? 

Whereas it is agi-eed in the thirteenth Article of the Treaty of Peace that the 
Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia shall never take or retain in his service any 
Frenchman, or the subject c( any other European or American power, the govern- 
ment of which may be at war with Great Britain, or any British subject whatever, 
European or native of India, without the consent of the British Government, 
the Maharajah now further eng^es that he will hereafter never employ in his 
service, or permit to reside in his dominions, any European or American whatever, 
without the consent and acquiescence of the British Government ; the said British 
Government, on its part, engaging that it never will employ, or permit to reside 
in its dominions, any person subject of the Maharajah or others, who shall here- 
after be guilty of crimes or of hostility against the person or government of the 
aforesaid Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia, 

Articub 8. 

As, by the present Treaty, the union and friendship of the two States is so 
firmly cemented, that they may bo considered as one and the same, the Maharajah 
engages neither to commence nor t^ pursue in future any negociatioii with any 
principal States or powers, without giving previous notice and entering into mutual 
consultation with the Honourable Bast India Company’s Government : and the 
Honourable Company’s Government, on their part, declare that they will have 
no manner of concern with any of the Maharajah’s relations, dq»endants, military 
chiefs, or servants, with respeot to whom the Maharajali is absolute : and that 
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they will, on no occasion, ever afford encouragemeni, support, or protection, 
to any of the Maharajah’s relations, dependants, chiefs, or servants, who may 
eventually act in opposition to the Maharajah’s authority, but, on the contrary, 
at the requisition of the Maharajah, they will aid and assist to punish and reduce 
all such offenders to obedience : and it is further agreed that no officer of the Honour- 
able Company shall ever interfere in the internal affairs of the Maharajah’s govern- 
ment 


Article 9. 

As the chief object and design of the present defensive alliance u the security 
and protection of the dominions of the contracting parties, and their allies and 
dependants, from all attack whatsoever, the Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia engages 
never to commit any act of hostility or aggression against any State or Chief in 
alliance with the Honourable Company, or against any other principal State or 
power ; and in the event of diifcrences arising, whatever adjustment the Company’s 
Government, weighing matters in the scale of truth and justice, may determine, 
shall meet his full approbation and acqmescence. 

Artict^e 10. 

The contracting parties will employ all practicable means of conciliation to 
prevent the caiamity of war, and for that purpose will, at all times, be ready to 
enter into amicable explanations, with other principal States or powers, and to 
cultivate and improve the general rclationB cf peace and amity with all the prin- 
cipal powers of India, according to the true spirit and tenor of this Treaty ; but 
if a war should unfortunately break out between the contracting parties and any 
other State or power whatever, then the Maharajah Ali Jah Doulut Rao Sindia 
Bahadur engages that the English force, consisting of six battalions, with their 
guns, etc., joined by a detachment of his army, consisting of six thousand of the 
Maharajah’s infantry, and ten thousand of his Pagah and Sillahdar cavalry, which 
force the Maharajah engages always to keep ready, shall be immediately put in 
motion for the purpose of opposing the enemy : and the Maharajah also engages 
to employ every further effort for the purpose of bringing into the field the whole 
force which ho may be able to supply from his dominions, with a view to the effeo- 
tual prosecution and speedy termination of the said war. The Honourable Com- 
pany, in the same manner, engage on their part (on such event occurring) to em- 
ploy in active operations against the enemy as largo a force as the service may 
require, over and above the said submdiary force. 

Article 11. 

Whenever war shall appear probable the Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao 
Sindia engages to collect as many Binjarics as possible, and to store as much grain 
as may be practicable in the frontier garrisons. The Company’s Government 
also, with a view to the effectual prosecution of the war, engages to adopt similar 
meunres in their frontier garrisons. 
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Amioli 12. 

Tbe contracting parties enterUin no views or conquests of likteiision of tbeir 
reflective dominions, nor any intention of proceeding to hostilities against atiy 
Btate or principal power, unless in the case of unjust and unprovoked aggression, 
and after the failure of their joint endeavours to obtain reasonable satisfaction, 
through the channel of pacific negociation, according to the tenor of tiie preceding 
Treaty. If, contrary to the spirit and object of this defensive Treaty, war with 
any State should hereafter appear unavoidable (which God avert), the contract- 
ing 'parties will proceed to adjust the rule of pertition of all such advantages and 
acquisitions as may eventually result from the success of their united anus. It 
is declared that in the event of war and of a consequent partition of conquests 
between the contracting parties, the shares of each Government shall be equal, 
in the division of any territory which may be acquired by the successful exertions 
of their united arms, provided that each of the contracting parties shall have faiths 
fully fulfilled all the stipulations of this Treaty. 

Abtiole 13. 

The interests of the contracting parties being identified by this defensive al- 
liance, it is agreed that the Honourable Company's Government shall be at liberty 
to employ the whole or any part of the subsidiary force established by the Treaty 
in the quelling of any disturbances which may arise within their territories, or in 
the performance of any other service which may be required by the said Honour- 
able Company's Government, provided such service shall not interfere with any 
other duties on which the said subsidiary force is liable to be employed under the 
conditions of this Treaty. And if disturbances shall at any time break out in any 
part of the Maharajah’s dominions which lays contiguous to the frontier of the 
Honourable Company, and to which it might bo inconvenient to detach any pro* 
portion of the subsidiary foro^^the British Government, in like manner, if required 
by Dowlut Rao Bindia, shall direct such of the Company’s troops as may be most 
conveniently stationed for the purpose, to assist in quelling the said disturbances 
within the Maharajah’s dominions ; and if disturbances shall at any time break 
out in any part of the dominions of the British Government which lays contiguoua 
to the frontier of the Maharajah, the Maharajah, if required by the British Govern- 
ment, shall direct such of his troops as may be most conveniently stationed for the 
purpose, to assist in quelling the said disturbances within the dominions of the 
British Government. 

AimoLi 14. 

In order to strengthen and confirm the friendship established between the 
two States ; it is agreed thfit neither of the two contracting parties shall enter 
into any alliance, or have any concern with the tributaries or chiefs of the other : 
and, in order to support the independent authority of both Governments, it is 
agreed and declared, that hereafter neither of the contracting parties will give 
protection or countenance to the rebellious tributaries and subjects of the otheii 
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but they will um their utmoet endeaTouie for the eppreheneioii of suoh rebele, iu 
order t^t they niey be brought to punishment. 


Abholi 15. 

The Honourable Company agree to exert their influence to maintain the ob- 
servance of such usages on matters of form and ceremony, and other customs, 
as shall appear to have been fixed on all points of intercourse and communication 
between the Peishwa and his ancestors, and the Maharajah Dowlut Rao Bindia 
and his ancestors : and the English Gk>vernment also agree to recognise the rights 
of Dowlut Rao Sindia to all possessions he holds, whether by written Sunnuds, 
or by grants, or by the unwritten authority of the Peishwa, according to former 
usage, provided such Sunnuds do not interfere with the faithful fulfilment of the 
Treaty of Peace ; and provided also that in ail cases where disputes may arise, 
on the subject of possessions held by unwritten authority, the'Bfaharajah Dowlut 
Rao Sindia agrees to refer it to the arbitration of the said British Government, 
who will decide, with reference to former usage, on the principles of truth and justice. 
The English Government further agrees to use its endeavour to prevent any acts 
which have been done by Dowlut Rao Sindia, or his ancestors, under the author- 
ity reposed in him or them by the Peishwa, or his ancestors, from being sub- 
verted provided their being supported is strictly consistent with the preservation 
of the honour and dignity of His Highness the Peishwa, and of the stipulations 
of the Treaty of Peace. 

Abtiolx 16. 

This Treaty, consisting of sixteen Articles, being this day settled by Major 
Malcolm, on the part of the Honourable Company, and by.Eetul Punt and Moonshee 
Kavel Nyn, on the part of Dowlut Rao Sindia, Major Malcolm has delivered one 
copy thereof, in Persian and Marhatta and English signed and sealed by himself 
to the said Maharajah, who, on his part, has also delivered one copy of the same 
duly ex<M!uted by himself : and Major Malcobn by virtue of a special authority 
given him in that behalf, by Major-General the Honourable Arthur Wellesley 
(himself vested with full powers as before stated), hereby declares the said Treaty 
to be in full force from the date hereof, and engages that a copy of the same from 
the Governor-General in Council, in every respect a counterpart of that executed 
by himself, shall be delivered to the Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia, in the 
apace of two months and ten days, and on the delivery of such copy, the Treaty 
executed by Major Malcolm shall be returned.

Treaty with Dowlut Rao Sindia, with the Declaratory Article annexed^— 1805. 

Definitive Treaty of Amity and Alliance between the Honourable English 

East India Company and the Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindu 

Bahadoor, and his children, heirs and successors. 

Whereas various doubts and misunderstandings have arisen respecting the 
clear meaning and interiirctation of parts of the Treaty of Peace concluded be- 
tween the British Government and Dowlut Rao Sindia, at Surjee Anjengaum, ’ 
on the 30th December 1803, with a view of doing away all such doubts, and of pre- 
venting the recurrence in future of any misunderstanding, this definitive Treaty 
of ami£y and alliance is concluded between the two States by* Lieutenant-Colonel 
John Malcolm, acting under the immediate direction and superintendence of the 
Right Honourable General Gerard Lake, Commander-in-Chief of His Majesty’s 
and the Honourable Company’s Forces, Ac., Ac., Ac., and vested with full powers 
and authority from the Honourable Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Baronet, appoint- 
ed by the Honourable Court of Directors of the said Company to control and direct 
all their affairs in the East Indies, and Moonshee Kavel Nyn, vested with full 
powers and authority, on the part of the said Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia. 

Article 1. 

Every part of the Treaty of Peace concluded by General Sir Arthur Wellesley, 
K.H., at Surjee Anjengaum, except wbat may bo altered by this engagement, is 
to remain binding upon the two States. 

Article 2. 

The Honourable Company can' never acknowledge that Dowlut Rao Sindia 
has any claim or right, grounded on\ke Treaty of Surjee Anjengaum, to possess 
the fort of Gwalior or the territories of Gohud ; but, from considerations of friend- 
ship, it agrees to cede to the Maharajah that fortress, and such parts of the ter- 
ritory of Gohud as are described in the accompanying Schedule. 

AbtiolbS. 

As a compensation for this cession, and to remunerate the English Govern- 
ment for the annual expense incurred in supporting the Rana of Gohud, Dowlut 
Rao Sindia agrees, on his own part and that of his Sirdars, to relinquish, after the 
Ist of January 1806, all right and claim whatever to the pensions of fifteen lakhs 
of Rupees granted to several of the chief officers of his State, by the seventh Article 
of the aforesaid Treaty of Surjee Anjengaum. 

Artiolb 4. 

The Honourable Company agree to pay to Dowlut Rao Sindia the arrears due 
upon the penrions granted by the seventh Article of the Treaty of Peace, as above 
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iiiontioned, up to the Slit of December 1805, end also the^elence due upon the 
I evenues of Dholepore, Rejeh-Kerreh, and Baree up to w same date, making 
deduotions on the following heads 

iel.— Pensions forfeited by Bappoo Sindia and Sudasheo Rao, by acts 
of hostility towards the British Government, to bo stopped from the 
date of their hostility. 

;^9id.-~Plundcr of the British Residency. 

dfd.— Gash advanced by Mr. Jenkins to parties of the Maharajah’s troops. 

Ah.— Charges of collection, etc., for the provinces of Dholepore, Baree, 
and Rajah-Kerrah. 


Articlb 5. 

With a view of preventing any misunderstanding relating to their respective 
possessions on the quarter of Hindustan, it is agreed that the river Chumbul shall 
form the boundary between the two States, from the city of Kotah to the west 
to the limits of the territories of Qohud to the east, and within that extent of the 
course of the Chumbul, Dowlut Rao Sindia shall have no claim or right to any 
rule, tribute, revenue, or possessions on its north bank ; and the Honourable 
Company shall have no claim or right to any rule, tribute, revenues or possessions 
on the south bank of that river. The talooks of Bhadek and Sooseperarah, which 
are on the banks of the Jumna, will, however, remain in possession of the Honour* 
able Company. 


AanoLE 6. 

By the fifth Article of this Treaty, which makes the river Chumbul the bound* 
ary of the two States, from the city of Kotah to the west to the limits of the terri- 
tories of Gohnd to the east, the Maharajah resigns all pretensions and claims to 
any tribute from the Rajah of Boondee, or any other, on the north bank of the 
Chumbul, within the aforementioned limits ; also to the countries of Tank Kam- 
porah, Bahraungaum, Zemoidah, etc., and to the districts of Dholepore, Rajah- 
Kerrah, and Baree, all which xemain in the possession of the Honourable Company. 

Asnou 7. 

The Honourable Company, on consideration of the benefits derived from the 
Article which makes the Chumbul the boundary between the two States, and 
from friendship to the Maharajah, agree to grant him, personally and exclusively, 
the annual sum of four lakhs of rupees, to be paid by quarterly instalments, through 
the Resident at the Durbar ; and the Honourable Company also agree to assign, 
within their territories in Hindustan, a jaghire (to be holden on the same footing 
as that enjoyed by Balia Bai) amounting to a revenue of two lakhs of rupees per 
annum, to ^iza Bai, the wif«; of Dowlut Rao Sindia, and a jaghire, amounting U 
the sum of one lakh of rupees [mt a mum, to Chumna Bai, the daughter of thai 
Chief. 
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Astioli ft. 

The Honourable Company engage to enter into no Treaty irith the Bajahe 
of Oodeypore and Jodhpore, and Kotah or other Chiefs, tributaries of Dowlnt 
Rao Sindia, situated in Malwa, Heywar, or Marwar, and in no shape whatever 
to interfere with the settlement which GKndia make with those Chiefe. 

ABnoLi9. 

The Honourable Company are now engaged in a war with Jeswunt Rao Holkar, 
and using every exertion for his reduction ; but should they hereafter make a 
peace, or enter into any agreement with that Chief they engage not to restore to 
him, or desire to be restored to him, any of the possessions of the faiiuly of Holkar 
in the province of Malwa, lying between the river Tapti and Chumbul, which may 
have been taken by Dowlnt Rao Sindia, nor will the Honourable Company inter* 
fere in any manner whatever in the disposal of those provinces ; and they will 
consider l^wlut Rao Sindia at full liberty to make such arrangement as he chooses 
with Jeswunt Rao Holkar, or with any other branch of the Holkar family, res- 
pecting the claims of that family to tribute from the Rajahs, or others, or to any 
possessions situated to the north of the river Tapti and to the south of the river 
Chumbul : but it is clearly to be understood, that as the Company’s Government 
agrees not to cdnoem itself with the arrangements which Sindia may make with 
the family of Holkar, respecting sheir claims or he^tary possessions, situated 
between the Tapti and the Chumbul, that Government will not take part in any 
dispute or war which may be the result or consequence of such arrangements or 
settlement. 

AsnoialO. 

As Serjee Rao Ghaultka has acted in a manner calculated to disturb the friend- 
ship between the two States, the Maharajah agrees never to admit that Chief to 
share in his councils, or to hold any pubUo employment under his Government. 

AnnoLi 11, 

This Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, has been this day settled by Lieu- 
tenan^Colonel Malcolm, acting under directions of the Right Honourable Lord 
Lake, on the part of the Honourable Company, and by Moonshee Ravel Nyn, 
on the part of Dowlut Rao Sindia. Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm has deli- 
vered one copy thereof, in Persian and English, signed and sealed by himself, 
to the said Moonshee Ravel Nyn, to be forwarded to the Maharajah Dowlut Rao 
Ghndia, and has received from the said Moonshee Ravel Nyn a counterpart of the 
said Treaty signed and sealed by the said Moonshee. lientenant-Colonel John 
Malcolm engages that a copy of the said Treaty, ratified by the Honourable the 
Governor-General in every reqpect a counterpart of the TrMty now executed by 
himself, shall be delivered to Ifbonshce Ravel Nyn, to be forwiurded to the Maha- 
rajah, within the period of one month from this date, and on the delivery of such 
copy to the Maharajah, the Treaty executed by Lieutenant-Colonel John Malcolm, 
wider the immediate direction of the Bight Honourable Lord Lake, shall be ret 
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tamed ; and Moonehee KiTel Nyn, ia Hke manner, engage4 that another oopy 
of the said Treaty, ratified by the Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut iKao Sndia, in every

Whereas objections have arisen to the terms of the fifth, sixth, end seventh 
Articles of the aforesaid Tteniy, it is hereby agreed and declared that in lion of those 
three Articles, the two following shall be substituted 

Abholb 1 . 

With a view to prevent any misunderstanding relating to the respective pos- 
sessions of the Honourable Cmnpany and Maharajah Dowlut Bao Bindia in the 
quarter of Hindoetan, the Maharajah hereby agrees to c^e to the Honourable 
Company all the territory north of the river Ghumbul which was ceded to the 
Maharajah by the seventh Article of the Treaty of Bnrjee Anjengaum, that is 
to say, the whole of the districts of Dholepore, Baree and Bajah-Kertah, and the 
Honourable Company shall have no claim or right to any hile, tribute, revenues 
or possessions, on the south bank of that river. The talooks of Bhadek and Boose- 
perarah, which are on the banks of the Jumna, will, however, remain in the pos- 
session of the Honourable Company. 

AbtiouS. 

The Honourable Company, from friendship to the Maharajah, agrefw to .grant 
to him, peieonaUy and exdusively, the annual sum of four lakhs of Bupees, to be 
paid by quarterly instalments, through the Besident at ^e Durbar. And the 
Honourable Company also agree to assign, within their territories in Hindostan, 
a jaghire (to be holden on the same looting as that enjoyed by Balia Bai), amount- 
ing to a revenue of two lakhs of Bupees per annum, to Biusa Bai, the wife of Dowlut 
Bao Bindia, and a ja^iife, amounting to one lakh of Bupees per annum, to Chumna 
Bai, tho daughter of that Ohiel.

November 1817. 

Tbiaty of OoPQBAt and Aluakob h^ween the Honoubabub the Enoush Eabt 
India Ookpavt and Mahabajah Ah Jah Dowldt Bao Sindia, Babadoob, 
aad h» ohildien, heiis aad snooetson , rettled on the part of the Honodbablb 
C oKPANT by Captain Bobbbt Globb, by virtue of full powere to that effect 
veeted in him by Hie Bzoiuinoy the Most Nobib Fbanoi 8, IfABQUia of 
Habtinob, Kniqbt of the Mobt Nobub Obdbb of the Qabtbb, one of Kb 
Bbitannio Majbbty’b Mobt Honoubablb Pbiw Council, Oovbbnob- 
Gbnbbal, appointed by the Honoubablb Company to direct and control 
all their aflain in the Eabt Indibb, Comkandbb-in-Cbibf of Hib Majbbty’b 
and the Honoubablb Company’b Fobobb, Ac., fto., Ao., and on the part of 
Hu Hiohmbbb Dowlut Rao Sindia by Ram Chundbu Bkabbub, dnly em- 
powered by Hib Higbnbbb to that effect. 

WheieaB the Britudi Government and Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia 
Bahadooraremutnally actuated by a deeife to siqppreBBthe predatory powerol 
the Pindarees, and to deitroy and prevent the revival of the predatory Byitem 
in every part of India ; the following Articles have been agreed on for the purpose 
of giving effeot to the mutual wishes of the two States. 
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AinoLi L 

The oontfeoting pertiee engige to empky the foroee of their leepeotive govenn 
ments end of their allies and dependants in proseonting operations against the 
Pindarees and any other bodies of associated freebooters ; to expel them from their 
haunts, and to adopt the most effectual measures to disperse and prevent them 
from re-assembling. With this view the forces of the tr o Governments and their 
respective allies will immediately attack the Pindarees and their associates^ 
according to a concerted plan of operations, and will not desist until the objects 
of this engagement are entirely accomplished. The Maharajah further agrees to 
employ his utmost efforts to seise the persons of the Pindaree leaders and their 
families, and deliver them up to the British Government. 

Abtioli 2. 

The Pindaree hordes hiving established themselves in t^e territories of the 
Maharajah and other neighbouring States, it is hereby agreed that, on their 
expulsion, such of the lands occupied by them as heretofore belonged to the Maha- 
rajah, shall be immediately resumed by His Highness, who engages never to 
re-admit them to possession. Such of the lands now occupied by the Pindarees 
as belong to other States shall be restored to their rightful proprietors, provided 
they shall have exerted themselves to the extent required in expelling the Pindarees^ 
and shall engage never to re*admit them, or m any way to connect themselves 
with those freebooters. Those lands shall otherwise be delivered over to Maharajah 
Dowlut Rao Sindia, and be held by him on the same conditions. 


AxnoLi&. 

Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia hereby engages never to re-admit the Pindarees 
or any other predatory bodies into his territories, or in any manner to give them 
the smallest countenance or support, or to permit his officers to do so ; on the 
contrary. His Highness promises to issue the most positive orders to all his officers, 
civil and military, and to enforce them, by the severest penhlties, to employ their 
utmost efforts to expel or destroy any b<^es of plunderers who may attempt to 
take refuge in His Highness’ territories. All officers disregarding ^ Highness* 
orders are to be considered and dealt with as rebels to the Maharajah and enemies 
of the British Government!. 

Axticlb4. 

Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia is the undisputed master cl his own troops and 
lesouroes. With a view, however, to the more effectual accomplishment of the 
objects of this Treaty, His Highness agrees that the divisions of his troops (which 
taken together shall amount to 5,000 horse) employed in active operations against 
the Pindarees or other iieeboot^ shall act in concert with the British troepr^ 
and in conformity to the plan that may be counselled by the officer commanding 
the British divisions, with which His ^hness* troops may be appointed to act in 
concert. With the same view it is agreed that a British officer shall be statkmed 
with each division of the Maharajah’s troops, to be the channel el communication

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between tli«m ud tbe Britidi (hmunaiwhiig (HBcwr ; and to forwavd tlio oihor 
puipoMi of thob ooBjonet opintkma, Ss Highma oogagea that all hia olBoora, 
civil and mtlitagy,BhaMaioidevitydaggaa of aopport and aadatoBcam their powar, 
in procuhiig anppliea or othoiwiae to the Britiah troopa operating in hia territory ; 
and any fiilnre in thia shall subject the offending party to be oonridar^ 
and treated as a rebel to His Highness an enemy of the Britiah Qovemment. 

Aanoui 5. 

Haharajah Dowlnt Rao flindia engages that the diviaiona appointed to act 
in concert irith the Britidi troops shall be maintained in a state pf complete equip- 
ment, both men and horses, and regularly paid. In order to' provide effectnally 
for the latter object in such a manner as shall prevent all bitare disonadon or 
dispute, Hia Highness consents to renonnce, for the next three yearn, the payments 
now made by the Britiah Government to him, as well as to certain members of his 
family and mimaters of his Government, and that those sums shall be disbursed 
towa^ the payment of B is Highness* troops, throngh the Britidi officers stationed 
with them : and the Britiah Government agrees at the oonolndon of the war, and 
after His Highness* troops diall have recdved what may be dve to them, tc pay 
any balance that may remain to His Highness. With the same view, the 
Ma h araV hlkeilat Boo KndmKlMwise consents to rdinqnish in the fnll^ 
to the Mtiah Government, for a period of two years, the tribute which he is entitled 
to receive from the States of Jcdhpore, Boon^, and Kotah. 

AinoLi 6. 

It is agreed that the trocqis of Haharajah Dowlnt Bao Sindia, cavalry, infantry 
and artillery, diall cccapy, dnring the war, such podtions as shall be designated 
by the Bri^ Government, and shall not change them without the express con- 
currence of that Government, any unconcerted mqvements being caMated .to 
derange the joint qpetations of the tonom of the two States, and to give advantage 
totheenemy. It is also agreed, in oidm to ensure the due execution of the stipula- 
tion contaii^ in this Article, Aat the British Government shall be at liberty to 
station an officer in each of the divisions of the Haharajah's army above- 
mentioned. 

Amnoin 7. 

The force that will bo put in motion by the Britidi Government, and that 
actually in the service of Maharajah Dowlut Bao Sindia, being fully sufficient 
to chastise the Pindarees and effect the objeots of the present treaty, fiBs Highness 
agrees, in order to prevent the posdbility of oolludon between his officers and the 
Pindatiss, not to augment his forces during the war, without the conomtinoe df 
the British Government. His Highness expresdy engages to prohibit his officers 
from admitting into the ranks of his army, or otherwise harboiirii^ or protecting, 
the Pindaiees, or other fieabooters; and aU persons nsi^ecting or disobeying these 
orders are to be considered and treated as rebels to His Highness and enemies of 
the British Government 
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AsnoLia 

With ft viftw to the moie effectuftl proeeontion ‘of the jomt opeifttioiii of the 
two Govemmente, end to the leoilii^ end eeonrity of the oommnniofttion of the 
Biitiah troope with their eappliee, the Iffthftnjfth^ repoiiiig entire oonfidenee in 
the friendihip end good feith of the British Govemment^ ftgreee thftt British 
gftrrisons shell be edmitted into the forts of Hindift end Asseergnrh, end shell be 
oherged with the oftre end defence of those forts during the wer, end shell heve 
the liberty of esteblishing depots within them. The fleg of Dowlut Beo Sindie 
shftUi however, continue to fly in the fort of Asseergurh, end His Highness shell be 
et liberty to stetion e killeder, with e personel guerd of fifty men, in the seid fort ; 
but it is oleeriy understood thet the ectuel commend of thet piece es well es of 
Hindis, end the disposel of the werlike stores thet mey be found in those forts, 
shell be vested exclusively in the British Commending OiBcers. Any pert of those 
stores thet mey be demeged or expended, while the forts in question ere occupied 
by the British troops, shell be eooounted for, end the velue mede good to His 
ffighness. For the more effeotuel performence of this stipuletion, inventories 
shell be teken by officers, on the pert of both Governments, et the time of the 
occupetion of the forts by the British Government. The present gerrisons (with 
the exception ebove steted in regerd to Asseergurh) shell move out of the forts.,, 
The Meherejeh will thenceforwerd heve no further concern with the Sebundees 
of the gerrisons, but His Highness’ other troops, including the Peigeh, etc., shell 
encemp et such pieces es mey be prescribed by the British officers, in conformity 
to the provisions of the 6th Article. The territories depending on the forts ebove- 
mentioned will continue to be meneged by the officers of the Heherejeh, who will 
receive every support from the British Government end its officers. The whole 
or such portion (d the revenues es mey be necessary, shell be epproprieted to 
the payment of the Maharajah’s troops acting in concert with the British divisions, 
as stipulated in the 6th Article; and a faithful account of the whole shall be 
rendered to His Highness after the conclusion of the war. The two forts above- 
mentioned, end the territories dependent on them, will be restored to the Maharajah 
as soon as the operations against the Kndarees or their confederates shall be 
brought to a termination, in the same condition in which they may be delivered 
up to the British Government. All private property will be respected ; and the 
inhabitants of the towns or villages depending on the forts will enjoy the protection 
of the British Government, or be permitted to depart with their property, if they 
think proper. 


AnTioi.i9. 

The mein object of the contracting parties being to prevent for ever the revival 
of the predatory system in any form, and both Governments being satisfied that 
to accomplish t^ wise end j net end it mey be necessary for the British Government 
to form engagements of frienddiip and alliance with the several States of Hindosten, 
the Sth Article of the Treaty of the 22nd November 1806, by which the British 
Government is restrained frm entering into Treaties with certain Chiefs therein 
qpedfled, is hei^riiy abrogated end annulled; and it m dedeted that the British 
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Government ahall be at foil liberty to form engagemente with the States of Ondey- 
pore, Jodhpore, and Kotak, and witb the State of Boondee, and other snbstantive 
States on the left bank of the Ghnmbnl. Nothing in this Article shall, however, be 
oonstmed to give the British Government a ri^t to interfere with States or Chiefs 
in Malwa or Gnserat, clearly and indisputably dependent on, or tributary to, 
the Maharajah : and it is agreed that His Highness* authority over those States 
or Chiefs shall continue on the same footing as it has been here^ore. The Britirii 
•Government further agrees and promises, in the event of its forming any engage- 
ments with the above-mentioned States of Ondeypore, Jodhpore, Kotah, and 
Boondee, or with any others on the left bank of the Chumbul, to secure to Howlut 
Rao Sindia his ascertained tribute and to guarantee the same in perpetuity to be 
paid through the British Government ; and Dowlut Rao Sindia engages, on his 
part, on no account or pretence whatever, to interfere in any shape in the affairs 
of those States without the concurrence of the Britirii Government. 

Abtioli 10. 

If (which God forbid) the British Government and the Maharajah shall be 
compelled to wage war with any other State, on account of such State attacking 
either of the contracting parties, or aiding or protecting the Pindarees or other 
freebooters, the British Government, having at heart the welfare of Dowlut Rao 
Sindia, will, in the event of success, and of His Highness* sealous performance of his 
engagements, make the most liberal arrangements for the consolidation and increase 
of his territories. 

AwnoLi 11. 

Such parts of the Treaty of Surjee Anjengaum, and of the Treaty concluded 
on the 32nd of November 1805, as are not affected by the provisions of the present 
engagement, remain in full foroci and are mutually binding on the contracting 
parties. \ 

AnneuB 12. 

This Treaty, consisting of twelve Articles, having this day been concluded, 
subject to the ratification of the Governor-General and Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlut 
Rao Sindia, Captain Close engages to procure the ratification of the Governor- 
General in five days from this date, or sooner if possible ; and Ram Cbandm 
Bhaskur engages to obtain His Highness* ratification before sunset this evening.

Snoaquiint between the Honourabli the Bngusb East Ikdu Compart tad

Whereas by the 14th Article of the Treaty of Poona, oonohided on the IMi 
of June 1817, all the fights and territories of His Highness Rao Pnndit Pmdhan 
in Malwa were ceded to the Honourable Bast India Company ; and whereas some 
of those territories are contignons to, and intermixed with, those of Maharajah 
Dowlnt Rao Sindia ; it has therefore been agreed, for the mntnal coBTenience of 
both States, that certain exchanges of territory shonld take place ; and the British 
Oovemment hereby transfers to Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlnt Rao Sindia, his heirs 
and snocessors, all its rights and claims to the districts and territories mentioBed 
in the annexed Schedule, No. 1 ; and Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlnt Rao Sindia, for 
himself, his heirs and successors, hereby transfers to the British Oofemment all 
his rights and claims of every description to the places mentioned in the accom- 
panying Schedule, No. 2. 

Moreover the British Government having resolved to restore to Maharajah 
Ali Jah Dowlnt Rao the fort and territcwy of Jawud, etc., the Maharajah on his 
part engages, on his recovering that district, to establish such an administratioft 
there as shall afford security for the peace of the country, and the prevention of 
the revival of the predatory system. The Maharajah further engages to recall 
Jeswnnt Rao Bhaoo, for whose future conduct the Maharajah will be responaiblei 
. and wUl require him to reside at r distance from Jawud, on a provision to bo 
assigned him by the Maharajah either in jaghire or in any other manner His 
Highness may prefer. 

It is further stipulated, that in the event of Hindia and Asseergurh being 
restored by the British Government to the Maharajah, previous to the entire 
cessation of operations against the Pindarees, etc., the Maharajah engages that 
in lieu of the revenues of those districts, which by Treaty have been set aside for 
the payment of the contingent to be employed against the Pindarees, a third year’s 
tribute on the States of Kotah and Jodhpore shall, in the event of its beiiig required, 
be assigned (or that purpose. 

In witness whereof Maharajah Ali Jah Dowlnt Rao Sindia has hereunto affixed 
his seal, and Captain Josiah Stewart engages to obtain and deliver to Maharajah 
Dowlut Rao Sindia, without delay, a counterpart of this engagement, with the 
ratification of the Most Noble the Governor-General.

Rao SiNOiA, dated the 6th Febmaiy 1820. 

Whereaa the Mahaiajah Dowlnt Rao Sindia agreei to give up lor three yean 
the annnai payments made by the British Government to himself and certain other 
persons of his Court, and also the tribute to which he was entitled from the Rajpoot 
States (for three yean), for the purpose of maintaining a body of Auxiliary Horse ; 
and whereas the whole of that amount has already been paid by the British Govem- 
ment to the Mahanjah’s troops and a considenble balance remains due to the 
British Government ; it has now been agreed between the Maharajah and the 
British Government that the body of Auxiliary Horse to be maintained by His 
Highness shall be redueed, so that the abovementioned funds, namely, the annual 
payments formerly made to the Mahanjah and his family, and ministen, together 
with the tribute due from the Rajpoot States, may be fully adequate to the pay- 
ment of the force. 

It is further agreed that, for the liquidation of the debt incurred by the Maha- 
rajah to the British Government for the payments already made to the Auziliaiy

more conveniently situated, whichever mode may appear best to the British 
Government.

Translation of an AoBitMiuT between the Bninsn Qovibniiint and the 
Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia, regarding the Noiab Districts,— 182$. 

Whereas by an anaegement formerly effected by Majo^GeneIal Sir .rohn 
Malcolm, it was agreed that the Maharajah Dowlut Rao Sindia should pay annually 
the sum of Rupees four thousand and thirty-eight towards the support of certain 
Girassia Ghieb in Nimar, which contribution not having been paid for upwards of 
four years, a debt has consequently accumulated to near Rupees twenty thousand; 
and whereas the peignnnahs of Dhuigaon,Bnrwye,Sylanee,Poonasaai^ Kandwa, 
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wblob Adjoin oectain provinoes belonging to the British Government in Nimer, 
ere novr so desolate that the Maharajah does not receive the proper revenue of 
them, and 'in consequence of the disorder which prevails in them, great 
inoonvenience is occasioned to the adjacent distnets of the British Government 
in that quarter : Therefore, in order to remove those inconvenienoes and to provide 
lor the payment of the debt before-mentioned, as well as to secure the punctual 
discharge for the future of the annual contribution above noticed of Rupees four 
thousand and thirty-eight, it is hereby agreed by the Maharajah that the aforesaid 
pergunnahs including their dependencies shall (with the exception of certain long 
established rights or charitable giants as Nankar Pudarick av«<^ nhermdow) remain 
in the possession of the Honourable Company. 

The British Government consents that, after deducting the amount of the 
debt mentioned in the preceding Article, and aftei deducting the annual contri- 
bution of Rupees four thousand and thirty-eight, together with the expenses of 
management, the whole remaining revenue to be collected horn the districts 
abovemontioned shall be paid annually to the Maharajah for ever ; and as the 
expenses of management cannot now be correctly ascertained, it is likewise agreed 
that whatever sum those expenses may amount to during the first year that the 
pergunnahs a^resaid remain in the possession of the British Government, the 
same amount shall be considered for ever afterwards the fixed and permanent 
annual charge on that account. 

And whereas certain Girassia Chiels in Malwa are by former agreement entitled 
to receive from the Maharajah’s Government certain Tankha dues m the payment 
of which difficulties have been sometimes made by the Maharajah’s officers, it is 
her^y agreed by both Gcvernments that as long as those payments shall be 
faithfully and re^arly discharged, the Girassia Chiefs shall continue to receive 
them friun the Maharajah's kamavisdars, but if at any time the Maharajah’s 
officers hesitate to make the payments in question, it is understood that the Bfitiah 
Government shall be at liberty to discharge them and to add the amount of those 
paymeiits to the deductions already agreed to be made from the revenue of the 
distiiots abovementioned.

Whatever may be 
ooUeeted shall be paid into the Siroar*s treasnry year by year ; this is exelosive ol 
the Domallagaon* the Padamk Znmeen, which most be oontinned aooording to 
custom. When the mahals are restored to prosperity, and shall have teaohod their 
Knmal Jnma, they must be shown (in Malmtee " Anoon dakwae ”). 

In the year Knmns (Khama) Asseereen, ICoeateein-wo-Alnl, and the 93nd ol 
the month of Saier« A.D. 1836, the Oovemment of the Company having stated 
that certain mahals are not prosperons,lmt on the contrary very much depopulated 
and requested that they might be transferred to its mangement to be restored 
to pfjwperity ; for tUs reason the following mahals are transferred

** Anoon ^kwnnee ”). After the Xalmnskoor (this inoludes Sebnndee, Nemnook, 
Dnnikdar, Ao.) shall have been settled, the remainder of the colleotions, as in other 
mahals, aooording to the kistbvndee, shall be paid into the Birear’s treasury always 
tisolndiag Dnomndae, Wurohasun, Faduruke Znmeen, and Oaon Domale, Nat- 
khasgee, Ameene, Ao., which must be oontinned aooording to custom.

Trbatt between the HoKoumAiLi^irousH Bast India Compant and Maharajah 
A u Jah JrAjRi Rao Sindu, dAHADoon, and his children, heirs and auooes- 
sofs, settled on the part of the Honourablb Compavt by Fridirzoi Cubrii, 
Bsqihri, and Ltiuthnant-Golonbl William Hrmry Slrrman, by virtue 
of full powers to that effect vested in them by the Right HoMOumABLi 
Bdward, Lord Bllbnborouoh, one of Hun Britanmio Majrstt’s Most 
BIomourablr Frivt Councul, Oovirnor-Giniral, appointed by the 
Hdnonrable Company to direct and control all their aflairs m the Bast Indies ; 
and on the part of His Hiohmnss Jyajri Rao Sindu by Rao Ram Rao 
Phalxu Bakadoor Shuxshirr Jong, Dro Rao Jadhow Mama Sahnb, 
Durrnr-ood-Dowlah MooNsni Rajah Bulwunt Rao Bahadoor, Oodajii 
Rao Gmatgu, y.ooLLA Jn, and Narayun Rao Bhaoo Tumajrr, Potnu- 
vees, the Siidars nominated to conduct tho affairs of the Government during 
His Hi^ess’ minority. 

Artiolb 1. 

Every part of the Treaty of Peace c<mcluded by General Sir Arthur Wellesley, 
R.R., at Buijee Anjengaom, on the 8Qth December 1803, and of the Treaty of 
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•Uianoe and mutual d«ieupe» settled bj Major John Malcolm at Boorhanpoor^ on 
the 27th February 1804, and of the definitive Treaty of amity and allianoe, with 
the declaratory Artioles annexed, oonoluded by Licutenant-Colcnel John MalcohUf 
at Moostafapoor, on the 22nd November 1805, and of the Treaty ooncluded between 
Oaptain Robert Close, on the part of the British Government, and Maharajah Ali 
Jah Dowlut Rao Sindia, on the 5th November 1817, as well as every part of all 
other Treaties and Engagements between the two States, whioh may be now in 
force, except in so far as may be altered by this engagement, is to remain binding 
upon the two Governments. 


Artiolx 2. 

Whereas the late Maharajah Junkojee Rao Sindia engaged to defray all the 
charges of a force, to be commanded by British officers, and constantly stationed 
within His Highness* territories, for the protection thereof and the preservatioa 
of good order therein, and the cost of such force hitherto has been about Company's 
Rupees 5,00,000 per annum, and the revenues and receipts set apart and assigned 
for the maintaining of the said force, together with other revenues now received 
by the British Government on His Highness* account, amount to the sum of about . 
Company’s Rupees 5,46,000 ; and whereas it is expedient to iiicrease the amount 
of such force and to make permanent provision for defraying the charge thereof, 
it is therefore agreed between the British Government and His Highness the 
Maharajah Jyajee Rao Sindia, that in addition to all the revenues and other receipts* 
already set apart for the purpose of maintaining the said force, or received by the 
British Government on His Highness* account, the revenues of the districts 
enumerated and territory described in the Schedule A to, this Treaty shall be 
appropriated to the maintenance of such force. 


Artioli 3. 

It is further agreed that if the revenues of the districts so enumerated and 
described in such Schedule A, together with the revenues and payments men- 
tioned in the foregoing Article as set apart for the payment of the said force, or 
heretofore received. on His Highness* account, shall, after defraying thereout 
all the charges of civil administration, exceed the sum of Company’s Rupees 
eighteen lakhs, the surplus shall be paid over to His Highness Maharajah Jyajee 
Rao Sindia ; and if the said revenues and receipts shall fall short of Company's 
Rupees eighteen lakhs per annum, the deficiency shall be made good by ^ 
Highness. 


Axtzoli 4. 

And it is further agreed, for the better securing of the due payment of the 
revenues of such districts enumerated and described in Schedule A, and for the 
better preserving of good order within the same, that the civil administration 
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thereof ahall be condueted hj the Britiah Goremment, in the feeine meimer in whieh 
the civil edminiatretioii of the other diatricta belonging to the Mahaimiahr of which 
the revenuea are aimilarly aaaigned, ia oondncted-bj the Britiah Government lor 
Hia Highneaa. 

Abtioli 5. 

And whereaa there ia now dne to the Britiah Government the amn of ten lakha 
of Rupeea, more or leaa, aa may hereafter appear on examination of the acconnta, 
on the score of charges of the contingent force, and a further o«m of one lakh, <» 
account of advances made to Her Highness Baiaa Bai, and on other accounts^ and 
the charges of the present armament, of the British Government may be estimated 
at ten lakha (after deducting therefrom the expense of furnishing to His Highness 
six thousand men, with artillery and stores, free of cost to His Highness, under 
the provisions of the Treaty of Boorhanpoor), and a further expenditure of five 
lakhs will be incurred by the Britiah Government in affording compensation for 
losses sustained during, and in consequence of, the late hostilities, and in other 
changes connected therewith ; it is further agreed that His Highness shall pay to 
the British Government the sum of twenty-six lakhs of Rupees within fourteen 
days from the date of this Treaty, and in default thereof that the revenues of the 
several districts enumerated in Schedule B, attached to this Treaty, shall, together 
with the civil administration of such districts, be made over to the British Govern- 
ment until such time as the said sum of twenty-six lakhs of Company's Rupees 
shall have been paid, together with interest, at the rate of five per cent, per annum 
upon the same. 

ABTIOUSfi. 

And whereas the Britiah Government is bound by Treaty to protect the person 
of His Higliness the Maharajah, his heirs and successors, and to protect his 
dominions from foreign invasion, and to quell serious disturbances therein, and the 
army now maintained by Hia ^ighneas is of unnecessary amount, embarrassing 
to His Highness’ government and the cause of disquietude to neighbouring States, 
it is therefore further agreed that the military force of all arms hereafter to be 
maintained by His Highness, exclusive of the contingent above provided for, shall 
at no time exceed nine thousand men, of whom not mor» than three thousand shall 
bo infantry, with twelve field guns and two hundred gunners, with twenty other 
guns ; and His Highness the Maharajah engages to take immediate measures for 
the reduction of ^ army within the number above specified, and the British 
Government engages on its part to assist His Highness therein, riionld such aid 
appear to be required. 

>JtTIQLI 7. 

It is further agreed that His Highness will discharge all pay due to the troops 
disbanded, and also give a gratuity of three months* pay to such of the officei% 
non-oommissioned officers, and privates of the corps disbanded, as may not bo 
iMnlistod in the contingent or in any new ooips formed by His Highness. 
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AbticilbS. . 

And inasmuch as it is expedient to provide for the due administration of the 
government during the minority of His Highness the Maharajah, which minority 
shall be considered to terminate when His Highness shall have attained the full 
age of 18 years, and not sooner, that is, on the 5th Magh Vud Sumbut 1909, or 19th 
day of January A.D. 1853, it is further agreed that during such minority the persons 
entrusted with the administration of the government shall act upon the advice 
of the British Resident in all matters whereon such advice shall be offered, and no 
change shall be made in the persons entrusted with the administration without 
the consent of the British Resident acting under the express authority of the 
Governor-General. 


Abticlb 9. 

And it is agreed that the following persons shall, in the first instance, constitute 
the Council of Regency, and that the first-named person shall be President of the 
same. Rao Ram Rao Phalkia Bahadoor, Shumshcr Jung ; Deo Rao Jadhow 
Mama Sahob ; Dubeer-ood-dowlah Moonshee Raja Bulwunt Rao Bahadoor ; 
Oodajee Rao Ghatgia ; Moolla Jee ; and Narayun Rao Bhaoo Yumajee Potnuvees. 


Abticlb 10. 

And inasmuch as it is fitting that Her Highness Tara Bai should have a suitable 
provision now made for the maintenance of her court, it is further agreed that 
the sum of Rupees three lakhs shall be annually set apart for that purpose, and be 
at Her Highness’ sple disposal. 


Abtiolx 11. 

And it is further agreed thfit the British Government shaU, as heretofore, 
exert its influence and good ofilces for maintaining the just! territorial rights of 
the Maharajah and the[ subjects of the State of Sindia at present existing in the 
neighbouring and other Nati-ve States* ...

This Treaty, consisting of twelve Articles, has been this day settled by 
Frederick Currie, Esquire, and Lieutenant-Colonel William Henry Sleeman, acting 
under the directions of the Right Honourable Edward, Lord Ellenborpugh, 
Governor-General, on the part of the British Govei^ent, and by Rao Ram Rao

Tbiaty between the British Govbrkmeht on the one part, and Maharajah Ah 
Jah Jyajbr Bao 81NDIA Bahaooob, and his children, heirs and succesBors 
on the other part ; settled on the part of the British Government by Colo* 
NHL Sir Biohmond Campbell Shakbspear, Kt. and C.B., Agent to the 
Governor-General in Central India, by virtue of full powers to that effect 
vested in him by His Exoellenoy the Bight Honourable Charles John, 
Earl Canning, G. C. B., Vioeroy and Governor-General of India and one 
of Her Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, and on the part of His 
Highness Jyajee Bao Sindia by Juodeo Bao Mohurkur, Commander-in- 
Chiet, and Balajee Chimnajee, Durbar Dewan, nominated by His Highness 
to conduct this negotiation,*-1860. 

Whereas a Treaty was concluded on the 13th day of January, A.D. 1844, 
eorresponding with 22nd Zilhedge 1259 Hegira, between the Honourable East 
India Company and Maharajah Ali Jah Jyajee Bao Sindia ; and 

Whereas, in execution of the declared intention of the British Government 
to give to the Maharajah, in acknowledgment of services rendered by His Highness 
in 1857 and 1868, territory yielding a gross yearly revenue of three lakhs of 
Company’s Bupees, it has become expedient to restore a portion of the districts 
assigned to the British Government by the above mentioned Treaty ; and 

Whereas it will be to the advantage of both contracting parties that other 
portions of the said Assigned Districts be restored to the Maharajah in exchange 
for the possessions of His Highnm, situated in the Bombay Presidency, and to 
the south of the river Nerbudda, and elsewhere ; and 

Whereas it has been found inconvenient that the sovereignty of the Assigned 
Distnets should remain with the Maharajah, while their civil administration and 
management remain with the British Government ; and 

Whereas it has been declared on the part of the British Government that if 
the revenue and receipts of the Assigned Districts should fall short of 18 lakhs of 
Company’s Bupees per annum, the deficiency shall not be claimed from the Maha- 
rajah, and by the above declaration the provisions of Article S have been abrogated ; 
and 

Whereas, with reference to the sixth Article, it has been declared that the 
military force in the Maharajah’s service may, with certain limits, be increased ; 
and 

Whereas the fifth, seventh, eighth, ninth and tenth Articles of the above- 
mentioned Treaty relate to matters of a temporary nature, and havo been fulfilled, 
or are no longer applicable to the existing relations betireeu the two Governments ; 
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Therefon it it tgreed by the oontraotiiig ptrtiet that the Treaty of the 18th 
Jamiaiy 1844 ahtil be abrogated, and that in its place the following Artielea thall 
be cubetitutf d 

Aetioli 1. 

All Treaties and engagements, between the two Governments) previous tn 
that of the ISth of January 1844, shall, except in so far as they may be altered 
by this present engagement, remain binding upon the two Governments. 


Artxoli 2. 

The British Government restores to the Maharajah from the Assigned Districts 
now in its possession territory yielding a gross revenue of three lakhs of Cbmpany’s 
Rupees per annum, as a free gift and willing acknowledgment of Hia Highness* 
services during the years AJD. 1857 and 1858. 


AancLX 3. 

The Maharajah transfers to the British Government in full sovereignty the 
whole of His Highness’ possessions in the Punj Mahals and to the south of the river

given to your sincere friend by Lords Canning and Elgin, the late Vicero)*s and 
Governors^General, that the fort should be made over to your affectionate friend, 
notwithstanding these assurances, it is the free wish of my heart, and I hereby 
convey my written and formal consent to the occupation of the fort of Gwalior 
by British troops as long as the Government of India may deem su ch to be advisable 
on the condition that my fiag continues to fly from the ramparts, and I am saluted 
from its guns acqprding to established custom. 

That should the Govunment of India at any time and for any reason or cause 
decide on withdrawing the garrison of British troops, in such case the fort would 
be occupied by myself in such force as is deemed sufficient for its security. 

That with reference to this subject, I have requested Major Meade, Agent, 
Govemo^Gelleral, and 'Major Hutchinson, the Political Agent, to submit certain 
requests to Tour Ezcetlency, which I hope may meet with favourable consideration.

I agree to these conditions, ms., 1st, that Tour Highness’s flag shall continue 
to fly from the ramparts of the fort, and that Tour Highness will be saluted from 
its guns according to established custom ; 2nd, that if the Government of India 
should at any time and for any reason or cause decide on withdrawing the garrison 
of British troops from the fort, in such case the fort will be occupied by Tour 
Highness’s troops in such force as may be deemed suflicient for its security.

After usual compliments acknowledges the receipt of a khut, No. 447, dated 
2l8t December 1863, from the Political Agent, detailing the conversation which 
passed between His Highness the Maharajah and the Political Agent, respecting 
the proposed extension of Railway from Asserghur to Indore vid fiauglee and from 
Baroda itid Amjhera to Indore on the following conditions 

is(.— The ground which may be required by the Railway Officers may be granted 
to them free of charge, and that the sovepignty of the land in question rest with 
the British Government. 

2ad.~-That all sayer taxes on articles conveyed on the above lines be remitted, 
but that such taxes shall remain in force in the Durbar territory which may be out 
of the limits of the Railway line, and that the taxes be reidised on articles purchased 
within the Durbar ilaka, and where they may be landed from the rail. 

The Durbar in reply state that the purport of the Political Agent's letters, and 
its onoloBurc, has been duly communicated to His Highness the Maharajah, who 
has siguifted his consent to the terms specified therein.

; Whereas under the arrangements concluded with the Gwalior State by the 
treaty ratified at Benares on 12th December 1860, there remained due to the 
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Gwalior State on the part of the British Government an annual payment of Rupeea 
4,66S*l-9 as per Schedule A ; 

And whereas it is desirable to cede to the Gwalior State lands yielding a land 
revenue to that amount ; 

And whereas for reasons of State and for the advantage of both contracting 
parties, it is desirable to effect certain exchanges of territory between the con- 
tiaeting parties ; 

The following Articles are hereby agreed on 

Annoni 1. 

His Highness the Maharajah of Gwalior cedes in full sovereignty to the British 
Government the lands now included within the limits of the British Cantonment 
at Morar, with all his rights and interests therein. 


AattoLS 2. 

His Highness the Maharajah of Gwalior cedes to the British Government his 
rights and interests of every description in the villages, named in the Schedule B 
annexed to this Treaty. 


Artiolb 3. 

His Highness the Maharajah of Gwalior transfers to the British Government 
his rights and interests in the village of Sirusgaonkata in the Seroor Talooka of 
the Poona Collectorate, which are estimated to be of the present value of Rupees 
452>9-4 per annum. 

AnnctB 4. 

In consideration of these cessions^ and with a view to extinguish the annual 
payment of Rupees 4,658*1-9 referred to in the preamble of this Ireaty, the British 
Government cedes to the Gwalior State in full sovereignty, to be held on the same 
tenure as the rest of ^he Maharajah’s dominions, the villages named in Schedule 
C attached to this treaty ; and the Maharajah of Gwalior accepts the villages named 
in Schedule C in full satisfaction of all claims under the aforesaid Treaty of 1860 
and of the cessions made to the British Government under Articles 1, 2, and 3 
preceding. 


Article 6. 

The British Government having made a land settlement in the villages ceded 
under Article 4 preceding, the Maharajah of Gwalior engages to respect and maintain 
all rights recorded at that settlement ; and the Maharajah further engages to 
respect and maintain all sunnuds for jaghires or rent-free grants within the said 
villages which have been granted by the British Government or admitted by the 
British Government to be valid. 
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Artioub 6. 

The British Government, at the request of the Maharajah and in proof of 
friendship, engages to grant to Dada Qunput Rao Kherkey, the Dewan of Gwalior, 
the village of Aney in the Poona Collectorate as a perpetual jaghire to be held 
under conditions specified in a snnnud to be granted by the Bombay Government, 
the equivalent of the revenue of the jaghire, Rupees 2,602-13 per annum, having 
been deducted in estimating the value of the territories ceded in exchange to the 
Maharajah under Article 4 of this Treaty. 

This Treaty, consisting of six Articles, has been concluded by Major-General 
Henry D. Daly, C.B., on the part of His Excellency the Right Hon'ble Richard 
Southwell Bourke, Earl of Mayo, K.P., G.M.S.I., P.O., Ac., Viceroy and Governor- 
General of India, and by Dada Gunput Rao Kherkey on the part of Maharajah

1 have already through my Agent in Central India expressed my sense of Your 
Highness’s liberal and enlightened offer to place at the disposal of the Government 
of India a sum, payable in five years, aggregating 150 lakhs of Rupees, for the 
construction of two lines of railway, one from Gwalior to Agra and the other from 
Indore to Neemuch. 

I have now the pleasure to communicate formally to Tour Highness the accep- 
tance by the British Government of the loan on the conditions stated in the agree- 
ments made with General Daly on 19th November 1872 and 11th January 1873. 

I understand also from General Daly that Your Highness will provide, free 
of charge, all the land required for the railways, the stations, buildings, Ac., and 
that no transit duties will be levied on through-traffic ; also that no royalty or 
dues of any kind will be charged by Your Highness on materials required for the 
railways either procured from or in transit through Your Highness’s territories ; 
that the whole of the arrangements as to construction, equipment and maintenance 
of the lines, and the managemeiiU>f the lines after they are open, as well as plenary 
civil and criminal jurisdiction within the lands occupied for Railway purposes 
from the date of the land being made over, are to rest exclusively with the British 
Government; and that the British Government alone has interest in and the 
receipt and control of the receipts of the lines. 

The proofs which Your Highness has given of an earnest desire to extend the 
advantages of railway communication to your country^ve afforded me much 
gratification. The expressions of your heartfelt attachnmt to the British Govern- 
ment which General Daly has reported to me are fully reciprocated. 

1 beg to express the high consideration I entertainfor Yonr Highness, and to 
subscribe myself Your Highness’s sincere friend.

Amoui 1. 

There ahall be a mntaal exchange of oorreqpondenoe, jiaioele, money-orderii 
and India postal notes, between the Imperial Post Office of British India, hereb* 
after termed the ** Imperial Post/' and the post offices in the territories of His 
Highness the Maharaja of Gwalior, hereinafter termed the Gwalior State Post.” 
This exchange, whuA shall also include registered, insured and value-payable 
articles, shall be governed by the rules given in the Indian Postal Guide lor the 
time being. The term correspondence " shall include letters, post-cards, news* 
papers, and book and pattern packets. 

Amoui 2. 

Certain seleoted post offices in British India and in the Gwalior State shall be 
placed in postal communication with one another, that Is, they shall be authorised 
to exchange mail-bap containing registered and unregistered correspondence and 
ordinary parcels, but not insured or value-payable articles or money-orders. Some 
of these offices shall be constituted offices of exchange on the side of British India 
and on the side of Gwalior State, and these offices shall be the Mle medium of 
exchange for insured and value-payablck articles and money-orders, and shall 
alone be entrusted with the duty of preparing the aocounts resulting from the 
exchange of money-orders and India postal notes. 

Aaffioui 8. 

Indian postage stamps over-printed with the words Gwalior State ", and 
embossed envelopes and inland post-cards over-printed with the words " Gwalior 
State " and ^ with the Gwalior arms, shall be supplied on indent by the Govern- 
ment of India to the Gwalior State at cost price. They shall be sold by the Gwalior 
State to the public at the value marked on each postage stamp, post-card, or 
embossed envelope. 


AmoLi 4. 

These ove^printed postage stamps, post-cards, and embossed envelopes 
alone be used in the Gwalior State for the prepayment of inland correspondenoe, 
and they shall be recognised by the Imperial Post only for inland correspondence 
posted in any post office or letter-box (whether belonging to the Imperial Post 
or the Gwalior State Post) within the limits of the State of Gwalior*

The ifttes of postage, lees, or oommission oharged by the Gwalior State Post 
on all classes of correspondence, paid and unpaid, registered and unregistered, 
insured and value-payable, on all parcels, and on all mon^-orders and on all 
India postal notes, shall not be in excess of the rates charged by the Imperial Post, 
oaloulated at the rate of exchange fixed by the Gwalior Durbar under Article 31. 

Annoui 5. 

Responsibility for articles insured and for payment of compensation under the 
mbs given in the Indian Postal Guide for the time being shall rest with the Imperial 
Post Office while the articles concerned are in its tostody, and with the Gwalior 
State while the articles concerned arc in its custody. 

Abtiolx 7. 

Neither the Imperial Post Office nor the Gwalior State shall be liable to make 
good the loss of or damage to any uninsured article while in its custody, but it 
shill be incumbent on the Imperial Post Office or the Gwalior State to investigate 
eveiy case of such loss or damage occurring within its jurisdiction.

Unclaimed and refused inland oorrespondenoe shall be exoiianged in both 
directions, but the exchange shall be accompanied by no accounts.

Fn^ prepaid foreign oorrespondenoe, addressed to any place in the Gwalior 
State, shall be delivered by the Gwalior State Post free of all charges on account 
of postage , but if such oortespondence be unpaid or insufficiently paid, it shall 
be deUyered on payment of the amount taxed thereon by the Imperial Post, and the 
ninoime MvcoUeotcd shall be femitted to the Imperial Office of Bxohangf;

When I had the pleasure of visiting your capital in Deoember last, I informed 
Tour Higlipess.in pubKo Durbar that Her Majesfy*s Government had determined 
to restore to you the fortress of Gwalior and the cantonment of Morar. 

The arrangemeiits for the evacuation of the fortrem are now complete, and 
it win shortly be' handed over to Tour Highness’s troops. 1 therefore take the 
oppoftnnity of addreffiiqg to Tour Highness this friendly letter, which wiO be 
deliv«ed«to yon by Agent in Oential India, Sb Lcpel Griffin, and will serve 
as a lastfog r ecor d of the airangement lately conoluded between Tour HighnesB 
and Britiak Govemment. 

Tonr TBphiteM has agreed that the following conditions shaU be attached 
to the transfer of the fortress and cantonment 

(1) That Tour Hif^ess shaO in exchange for the cantonment of Morar make 
over in fuU sovereignty to the British Government the town and fort of Jhansi 
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(2) That Your Higbiiesi iIiaII pty to the Brifagh GoVtmmeiit 15 bUia of mpra 
on Aooonnt of the ooet incurred on the fortifioatione and building! in FortceM 
Gwalior. 

(3) Tliat the British ganiicn at present stationed in the lortress and at Morar 
shall be withdrawn and maintained at such stationa as may appear to the Govern- 
ment of India to be convenient, the obligation to assist Tour HighueM contained 
in Article 6 of the Treaty of the 13th of January 1844 remaining in force. 

On the other hand I have agreed that Tour Highness shall be at liberty to 
raise, in addition to the infantry force which may 1^ entertained by yuu under 
existing treaties and engagements, 3,000 drilled infantry soldiers, on ^e under- 
standing that the regular cavalry in your service is not increased beyond its pre- 
sent strength of 2,000 men. These conditions are in all req^ects satisfactory ; 
and it is a source of deep gratification to me that a measure to which Tour Highness 
attached so much importance should have been carried out during my tenure 
of the office of Viceroy. 1 trust thht Tour Highness will not fail to recognise in 
the restoration of the fortress and ciwtonment a signal proof of the good-will 
of the British Government and of th<dr confidence in Tour Highness’s loyalty 
to the Grown.*

Aobiimint relating to the sfbgul loaw of three and a half cntOBis of ntmis 
by the Gwauob State to the Bbribh GovnumiiT,— 1887. 

1. Ohandoti rupees and Gwalior rupees to be received at actual value as deter- 
mined by the usual process of assay at the mints. 

The remittances when received at the mint will be melted at the rate of from 
two lakhs to three lakhs a day, and credit will be given for each day’s mdting 
according to its assay value (f.e., one rupee fbr each 165 grains of purs silver), 
interest to run from the day of melting. 

2. The remittances to be made in Chandori rupees and G^ior rupees in the

Hereafter the Mint officials will pro-melt, aatty> and value the 
silver aooording to the usual method, and credit be given to the Durbar aooordbg 
to Astklel. 
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4. TIm remiHiaoes to be made at aaoh timei, and in such quantities, as may be 
deteimined by the Government of India with reference to the speed at which 
the Hint operations can be proceeded with. But the Government of India to 
be bound to receive at the minimum rate of two lakhs a day. 

5. Govemmont (Keldar) rupees to be received at full value, subject to the 
limitetion of Bri^h Indian law that no rupee shall have lost more than two per 
oent. of weight. Below two per cent, to be taken (according to the system current 
in India) at bullion value. Such rupees to be paid into the Agra Treasury, and 
oredit to be given from the date on which they are there received. 

6. Interest to be paid to the Durbar at the Agra Treasury in Government 
rupees half-yearly. The date to be determined by the Government of India. 

7. The loan to be repayable in yearly instalments of twelve lakhs of Govem- 
mout rupees, the first such instalment to be due as may be hereafter determined. 

8. The whole amount of the loan to be three and a half crores of rupees of 
the Government of India, and the rate of interest to be four per oent. per annum.

In December 1886 the CommiMioner of Jhanai and Sardar Santaji Rao Temak 
on behalf of the British Government and the Gwalior Dnrbar^ respectively, met 
to arrange for the late exchanges of territory in the neighbonrhood of Jhansi. 
The following terms were agreed to by both these trusted offioeu:-- 

(1) The villages to be exchanged are those aohednled in the Commissioner 

of Jhansi’s letter No. 1398, dated 27th February 1886. 

(2) The estimate of the annual value of the villages in list B made by the 

Commissioner, mil., Bs. 23,6i8, falling at 6 annas i pies the acre, 
is accepted. 

(3) The small portion of Toti-ld-Saiai, which is west of the Pahuj, shall 

be included with the Bhander villages in list 1 

(4) The annual value of the Tori-ki-Sarai land, west of the Pahuj, shall 

be completed and added to the annual value of the villagea in list A. 

(6) Whatever difference between the annual values of W two tracts shall 
then remain will be made good by a cash payment of twenty yean’ 
purchase. 

(6) The British Government wilt retain the zemindary rights it has acquired 

in certain patches of land in villages in list A', and its lien upon 
lands hypoAecated fer loans under Act XVI of 1882 : provided that 
the revenue demand on those lands shall be a fint charge on them. 
Should the Gwalior Government desire to acquire the lands or redeem . 
the lien upon them, the British Government will raise no objection. 

(7) Pnblio buildings shall be transferred by either party, as on former 

occasions, without payment. 

(8) The Bhander ferry shall be managed by the Gwalior State. 

(9) The Paran Kothi will remain the property of the Britidi Government 

but be reserved for the use of the Durbar officials. 

I desire now to reoeive Tour Highnea’s formal acceptance of these conditions 
and of the subsequent arrangements which gave effect to them. 

Further, Your Highnesa is aware that in the territory recently transferred 
to the Gwalior Government, proprietary and other ri^ts of landholders and 
tenants ate involved ; and I, therefore, trust that Tour Highness wiU give an 
avnrance that the Gwalior Durbar will adhere to the terms of the land settlemens 
effected by the British Government in the ceded villages, and reeogiiise the fights 
recorded thereat; and that the Durbar will reiqpect all sanada for jaghirs or ral» 
free grants within the said villages which had been given or admitted to be valid 
hy Bngliah authorities ; and further that Tour Highness will nresetve intact all

immediate vieimty of the old DisMel Road between the viUiigee of Pachlana and 
Ktmthana. 

ni. AH metal required for OMStruction of the above-mentioned road, and 
also for maintenance of the same in alter years, may be obtained free of ohaige 
from the waste land of the village of Kamer in the vicinity of the road %nd in 
Rutlam Distriet. 

lY. Vital xequifed'for oonVrpetion and future maintenance of a further piece 
of the same road in the Gwalior State, extending to a length ofabontsix miles 
aBugsther beyond Rntlam State limits, namely, 2} miles south of Pachlana to 
1 mOo north d Kamthana, may be simSariy obtained from tiie quarries mentioned 
in ibtiBle m. 

y. The BnGam Durbar shall not enforce any dues on GwaHor goods, except 
opium, passing through its tandtoiy along the road. 

VI. This arraogement ahall continue in force aa long as the road is required by 
tbe Gwalior Durbar, or ia oonridered necessary to be maintained in the interest of 
thepubfie.

Railway),— 1896. 

1. This Agreement shall remain in force for a period of ten years from the date 
of the opening of the Railway for public traffic of all kinds, and shall be terminable 
then, or on the 30th June or 31st December in any year thereafter, on twelve 
months* notice in writing being given by either party to this Agreement. 

2. The Railway during the term of this Agreement is to be worked by the 
Company as part of its own undertaking, subject to the same arrangements as 
are in force with the Company itself under its contract with Government except 
as hereinafter modified. 

3. All communications between His Highness* Government and the Company 
under this Agreement shall pass through the Resident at Gwalior and the Consulting 
Engineer to the Government of India, Lucknow CSrele, or such other Consulting 
Engineer as the Government of India may from time to time appoint for the 
purpose. The said Consulting Engines shall also, for the purposes of this Agree- 
ment, undertake the same general duties with reqieot to the Railway as are entrusted 
to him by Government of India In respect to the Indian Midland Railway. 

4. The Railway shall be constructed, in every reqpeot, in a substantial and 
satisfactory manner, and the works, permanent-way, buildings, fixed machinery, 
etc., on it shall be in every particular up to the standard applicable to fiiRte Rail- 
ways, or equal to that on which the Company's own line has been built, and 
stations and other buildings shall be fully equipped with the usual fittings, furni- 
ture and appliances. 

6. To meet the loss of ballast resultiiig from the subsidence of embankments 
during the period following the opening of the Railway, all embankments shiill 
be fully ballasted, in the first instance, with sand or sound moorum temporsiy 
ballast; the coat of any additional ballast found necessary during the twelve 
months subsequent to opening being provided at the cost of His Highness* Govern- 
ment. 

6. When the Railway is declared to be completed, it shall be inqiected by 
the Consulting Engmeer, and shall be passed by him as fit for the conv^ance of 
passenger and goods traffic, before it shall be made over to the Company under 
the terms of tiris Agreement. Further : schedules shall be prepared by the rq>- 
resentatives of the Railway and the Company of alterations and additions to 
existing works, fixed machinery, etc., and of additional works, fixed machinvn , 
etc., that may be necessary for the pro|>er completion of the Railway, in at 
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oordAoee with the requumentt abore noted 0 ^ of the Oomokiiig In^ 

giiieer» in view to the works, fixed miohineiy, eto.» in question being provided at 
the cost of the Baihraf. A list giving particulars of all furniture and moveable 
equipment at stations shall be prepared at the same time. 

7. Such schedules and list shall be submitted to the Agent of the Company 
in India, and when th^ are finally accepted by him on behalf of the Company, 
and by the Consulting Engineer, Highness* Government shall hand over the 
Railway to the Company, and the Company will aooept the Railway for the pur- 
poses of this Agreement, and will forthwith open the Railway for pnblio traifie,— 
HiS; Highness* Government guaranteeing to the Company full and undisturbed 
posseMon of the Railway at all times during the continuance of this Agreement. 

8. All additional works, and alterations in existing works that are not of the 
nature of repairs, which may from time to time be agieed upon, between His 
Highness* Government and the Company, as necessary for the efficient working 
of the Railway, shall be earned out by the Company at the cost of His Highness’ 
Government on estimates sanctioned and approved by ffis Highness* Government 
and the Consulting Engineer. 

0, The Company shall maintain the Railway in good repair and in good work- 
ing order and condition up to the standard of its own Line, and to the satisfaction 
of the Consulting Engineer, upon the fcdlowing terms— that is to say, the coi ts and 
expenses of inoh niaiiitenanee shall be borne by the Company so far only as such 
maintenance shall be necessary to make good dunage caused by the ordinary wear 
and tear inoidental to the use and working of the said Railway and works by'the 
Company, and the conveyance of traffic thereon by the Company, and not further 
or otherwise ; and thei Company shall not bear nor be put to any cost or expense for 
or in respect of any repair, iteration, renewal, or replacement necessary to make 
good any damage that may hccur to the said Railway and works, or any portion 
thereof, which may arise ^m defective original oonstmotion, or may caused 
by any extraordinary casualty not due to defects in the maintenance or woridng 
of the railway by the Company, and to the occurrence of which the Company 
shall not have in any wav contributed by any act, neglect, or default of their own. 
Piravided, that if in any case ffis Highness’ Government and the Oonipai^ shall 
not- agree as to the liabilities of the Company under this section, the matter in 
question shall be referred to arbitration as hereinafter providM, and the dedsion 
arrived at on such arbitration shall be binding on both parties to the lefetonce. 

10. All additional works and additions to and atterations of existing works 
witUn the Oompany*s bonndaries, as may be necessary at Bina Jnnetion in oonse- 
qugnoe of the connection of the Railway with the Company’s Line, shall be carried 
out by the Company at its own cost, on estimates sanctioned and approved by 
His ffighim’ Government and the CoiMultiiig Eogmecr, and the Company 
receive from Bis Highness’ Government rent at the rate of i per cent, pet anniim 
on all snch expenditure as may be so incurred in leq^ to worb for the sole nso 
of thp Railway ; as also on the Capital cost of existiiig worb which may b used 
sde^ by tb Ibilway. Similarly : rent shall also b paid at tb same lato by 
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^ ffighnM* Govmment to the 0fxmpan7 on e proportiot (to be nntnged^in 
MoordABoe with eetabliehed pnotioe) of the coet of eorietiii^ worke or eipendituie 
which may be incurred in additiona to or alterationa of anch worka, or in providing 
additional works which may be uaed jointly by the Railway and the Company, 
It ahall be understood that 1^ reason of the payment of rent in reflect to works 
in sole or joint use within the Company’s premises, His Highne»’ GoTemment 
shall acquire no right of ptqierty thereby. 

11, During the continuance of this contract the Company shall have entire 
control of the Railway, shall supply all staff required for the supervision and work- 
ing, including that for audit and accounts, and shall supply all locomotives and 
other rolling stock, fuel and working stores required for the efficient working 
of the Railway, 

12. The Company shall charge such rates, fares, and tolls and shall make such 
rules, conditions, and arrangements in respect of the traffic on . the Railway as are 
now, or shall be from time to time in force on the Indian Ifidland Railway ; and 
it shall be understood that the Company will not make or give any undue or un- 
reasonable preference or advantage to, or in favour of, any particular perron or 
Company, or any description cl traffic, or sulqect any particular person or Com-, 
pany to any undue or unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage, but shall do all in 
its power to develop traffic on the Riulway, 

15. All costa, chargee and expenses incarred by the Company, In conneiioB 
with the maintenance, management, use and working of the Railway, and the 
conveyance of traffic thereon shall be paid by the Company ; provided that in the 
event of the telepraph lines and instruments not being the property of the Railway, 
the cost of rent (and maintenance)* d the same shall be a o^ige against the 
Railway. 

14. The gross receipts of the Railway are to be coUeoted and treated as receipts 
of the Company, and the Company shall pay the same into the Government 
Treasuiy in the same way as their own earnings. The expression gross reoei^ ts ” 
in this Agreement means and includes gross earnings from coaoldQg and goods 
Icaffio and moneys received hj the Company from the working of any tdegiapho

17. If His Highness’ Government and the Railway Company shall fail to agree 
touching any matter with respect to which their agreement is required by this 
oontraet, or if, in any case not herein specially provided for, any dispute, question, 
or oontroven^ shall at any time arise between His Highness* Government and 
the Company, touching this contract, or any clause or thing herein contained, or 
the construction thereof, or any matter connected with this contract or the opera- 
tion thereof or the rights, duties, or liabilities of cither party in relation to the 
contract, then and in every such case the matter to whioh His Highness’ Govern- 
ment and the Company shall fail to agree, or the matter in difference, as the ease 
may b^ shall be refened for the decision of the Government of India.

RASA SmDHiA (hereinafter called Hxs Hiohkbss’ CtoviRmnnr) and the 
Bombat, Baroda and Central Indu Railway CompanV (hereafter styled 
the Company), for the use of Naoda station ; for the working of the Naoda-

Under the conditions hereinafter recited, the Company agree to work on behalf 
of Rb Highness* Government, the Nsgda-Ujjain Railway, with effect from the 
15tb July 1896, on which date the line was opened for public traffic. 

The arrangements herein laid dovm shall be in force from the 15th July 1896f 
but may, at any time thereafter, be terminated on one year’s notice from either 
pa^ to the Agreement. But such notice shall expire only on the 31st March* 
in ai^ year. 

9. The said Company shall have the entire control of the train and traffic 
arrangements of the Nagda- Ujjain Railway during the continuance of this Agrpe- 
inent. 

3. All communications between His Highness’ Government and the Company

(e) Funds for the constniction of all works used in common at Nagda and 
Ujjain shall be found by the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway as 
workers of the Oodhra-Rutlam-Nagda and Ksjputana-Malwa Railways in the 
same wav as funds for the latter Railways are provided. 

(d) His Highness* Government will provide funds for works dismantled and 
abandoned at Nagda or Ujjain of the cost of which a share or the whole falls to 
be borne by His Highness’ Govtinmcnt. 

(e His Highness’ Government will not hereby acquire any right of property 
witiin the premises of the Godhra-Rutlam-Nagda and Rajputana-Mahva Railways 
at Nagda and Ujjain, respectively. 

6. The whole of the engines, carriages, wagons, muq otUor appliances for the 
equipment of trains and vehicles shall be provided by the Company. 

7. As regards ordinary maintenance of way and works, including the repairs

Of the share debitable to the Nagda-Ujjain Railway so much as represents 
inter^t on the cost of works, etc., at 4 per cent, per annum shall be paid by His 
Highness’ Government to the Company in addition to the percentage for working 
under Clause 7 and the balance representing maintenance shall be borne by the 
Company out of the charge referred to in Clause 7*

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(6) The iaterert and maintenance ohaigee at the rate of 6) per cent, per annum 
for structures, and 9 per cent, per annum for ballast and peimanent-way upon 
the expenditure on the length of line from where the Nagda-Ujjain line enteis 
upon ]^jputana-Malwa Railway land near the Sipra Bridge up to the west end 
of Ujjain Station (excluding the Sipra Bridge regarding which other arrangements 
have been made) vide Schedule II shall be divided between the Rajputana-Malwa 
Railway and the Nagda-Ujjain Railway in proportion to the weight of traffic 
of each line which passes over the section. Of the share debitable to the Nagda- 
Ujjain Railway so much as represents interest on cost of works, etc., at 4 per cent, 
per annum shall be paid by His Highness* Government to the Company in addition 
to the percentage for working under dause 7 and the balance representing main- 
tenance shall be borne by the Company out of the charge referred to in Clause 7. 

(e) The interest at the rate of 4 per cent, per annum upon the expenditure on 
works constructed at Ujjain by the Rajputana-Malwa Railway for the exclusive 
use of the Nagda-Ujjain Railway (vide Schedule 111) 
debited to the Nagda-Ujjain Railway. The 
Uijain ^ Company shall, however, maintain such works at its 

own cost under Clauses 7 and 8 of this Agreement. 

(d) The interest and maintenance charges accruing at Ujjain, with the excep- 
tion of those works mentioned in Schedule III referred to in para, (o) of Clause 9 
of the Agreement, shall be charged to the Rajputana-Malwa l^ilway, the Ujjain- 
Bhopal Railway and the Nagda-Ujjain Railway in accordance with the separate 
Agreement for the Ujjain Station. 

*(e) It is hereby agreed that His Highness’ Government shall pay to the B. B. 
ft 0. I. Railway ^If-yearly a sum of Rs. 8,600 as their share of interest charges 
on the cost of way and works at Ujjain referred to in paras. (6) and (c) of this 
Clause and on the cost of Sipra Bridge {vide Bombay Government Resolution No. 
2765, dated 18th October 1898) on condition that either Railway may withdraw or 
modify the sum payable if desired, by giving a clear six months* notice to the 
other to terminate either on the 30th September or the Slst March in any year. 

The sum of Rs. 8,800 referred to above shall be held to include the Nagda- 
Ujjain Railway’s share of outlay on new minor works at Ujjain debitable to 
Revenue up to the.limit of Rs. 1,000 prescribed in para. (6), clause 10 of the Agieo- 
ment. But any large Revenue outlay incurred on extensive improvements such 
as remodelling of joint yards, and additions and alterations costing Rs. 5,000 
and over, or for adjustments in connection with the cost of old works abandoned 
or dismantled, shall be treated as outside the lump sum of Rs. 8,800 and dealt 
with in terms of the Agreement. 

The sum of Rs. 8,800 shall be subject to reconsideration and revision after 
three years from the date on which it begins to apply.

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Intereit and maintonanco chargea on the coat of electric inetallationa and fit* 
tings to works (exclusive of staff quarters) shall also be charged at the rates laid 
down by the Railway Board from time to time in addition to the oost of electricity 
conBumed and meteor hire. Of the share debitable to the Nagda-Ujjain Railway 
ao much as represents interest shall be paid by His Highness’ Government to the 
B. d; C. I. Railway in addition to the percentage for working under Clause 7 
and the balance 'epresenring maintenance, cost of electricity consumed and meter- 
hire shall be borne by the B. B. k G. I. Railway out of the charge referred to in 
Clause 7 of the above agreement. 

10. The cost of all additional works or such improvements to existing works 
as may bo necessary for the proper working of the line or to meet the growth of 
traffic, which are properly chargeable to Construction account, shall be dealt with 
as follows 

{a) All works estimated to cost over Rs. 1,000 shall be charged to the Capita] 
account of the Nagda-Ujjain Railway and shall be debited direct to 
His Highness’ Government. 

(h) In the case of works estimated to cost Rs. 1,000 or less, a charge to 
Revenue will be admitted up to the same percentage of gross receipts 
as obtains for similar expenditure during the same half-year on the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway; beyond this limit 
expenditure on works estimated to cost Rs. 1,000 or less shall be 
chaiged to the Capital account of the Nagda-Ujjain Railway and 
shall be debited direct to His Highness’ Government. 

11. The Company shall be responsible for the collection of all the revenue 
appertaining to the Nagda-Ujjain Railway, including such rents as may be charged, 
under the Company’s rules, to any of their servants or the servants of His Highness’ 
Government occupying dwelling-houses, the property of His Highness’ Govern- 
ment, and shall pay the same intb the Treasury in the same manner as their own 
earnings. 

12. The Company shall furnish His Highness’ Government through the Agent 
to the Governor-General in Central India and the Consulting Engineer for Rail-

14. The Capital and Revenue Accounts of the Railway shall be prepared for 
the year ending 31»t March, but the net earnings will be paid to His Highness’ 
Government every half-year, the payment for the first half of the year being 
subject to adjustment at the end of the year. The account as between the 
Bombay Government and His Highness* Government shall be finally adjusted at

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the cloee ol each year, as soon as possiUe after the Revenue Account is rendered, 
and the balance in favour of or against His Highness’ Government, after effecting 
the adjustment for the first half, shall then be paid over to it or by it, as the case 
maybe. 

16. (a) In the absence of any special agreement between His Highness* Govern* 
ment and the Company, the fares and rates, for codching, goods and miscellaneous 
traffic and the classification of goods on the Nagda-Ujjain Railway shall, as far as 
may be, conform to those generally in force on the Godhra-Rutlam-Nagda Railway. 

(6) Through rates and fares between stations on the Nagda*Uj jain Railway and 
stations on the Company’s own line or on other lines worked by the Company 
•hall, after apportioning in equal shares any terminal, that may be charged at 
stations of despatch and receipts, be divided in proportion to “ mileage.'* 

(e) Any terminals levied on traffic from and to the Indian Midland Railway 
and beyond to and from stations on the Nagda-Ujjain Railway shall be credited 
in full to the latter Railway. 

(d) Mails and postal officers on duty will be carried at the rates and on the condi- 
tions which may be in force from time to time on State Railways. 

16. All money transactions under this Agreement, as between the Bombay 
Government, His Highness* Government and the Company shall be in British 
Government Rupees, and the Company are to accept the British currency only in * 
payment of fares and rates 

17. The three saloon carriages presented b^ the Government of India to His 
Highness the Maharaja for use on the Indian Midland Railway shall be allowed to 
run fne of charge on the Nagda-Ujjain Railway. 

18. The Indian Railways Act, and the Standing Regulations of the Uoiupary 
as applicable to the Rajputana-Malwa line, as approved by the Governor-General 
in Council under the Indian Railway Act, which have been accepted by His 
Highness* Government, shall apply to the Nagda-Ujjain Railway. The above 
Act and the Standing Regulations shall, within Railway limits on the Nagda-Ujjain 
Railway, constitute the law in force under which offences and actions affecting the 
Company or their servants shall be tried. 

19. The telegraph line along the Nagda-Ujjain Railway shall be constructed 
and maintained by the Imperial Telegraph Department on the same terms as 
regards charges for rent and maintenanoc as may be from time to time in force in 
the case of State Railways. The Company shall work the line in strict accordance 
with the rules which have been, or which from time to time may be, authorised by 
the Governor-General in Council for the adoption and working of licensed Railway 
telegraph lines in British* India. 

20. Any question of dispute which may arise in carrying out these arrange- 
ment shall settled by arbitration in a manner to be arranged between the 
Government of Bombay, His Highness* Government and the Company.

Postal Conyintion for the bxobanqe of oobbbspondinoi, pabcxls, insuxbd 

AND VALUB^PAYABLE ARTIOLBS, NONBT OBDBB8, between the ImPBBIAL PoST 
OmoB of British Indu, and the Post OmoBs in the territories of His 
Hiornbss the Maharaja of Gwalior,— 1898. 

ARnCLB 1. 

There shall be a mutual exchange of correspondence, parcels and money orders 
between the Imperial Post Office of British India, hereinafter termed the ** Imperial 
Post,” and the Post Offices in the territories of His Highness the Maharaja of 
Gwalior, hereinafter termed the ” Gwalior State Post.” This exchange, which 
shall also include registered, insured and value-payable articles, shall be governed 
by the rules given in the Indian Postal Guide for the time being. The term ” cone* 
spondonce ” shall include letters, postcards, newspapers, and book and pattern 
packets. 

Artiolb 2. 

Certain selected Post Offices in British India, including section of the Railway 
Mail Service and in the Gwalior State, shall he placed in postal communication 
with one another, that is, they shall be authorised to exchange mail bags containing 
registered and unregistered correspondence and ordinary parcels, but not insured 
or value-payable articles or money orders. Some of these offices shall be con- 
stituted Offices of Exchange on the side of British India, and on the side of Gwalior 
State, and those offices shall be the sole medium of exchange for insured and value- 
payable articles and money orders, and shall alone be ontructed with the duty of 
preparing the accounts resulting )h>m the exchange of money orders. 

Artiolb 3. 

Indian postage stamps overprinted with the words ” Gwalior State” and 
embossed envelopes and inland post-cards overprinted with the words ” Gwalior 
State ” and also with the Gwalior Arms, shall be supplied on indent by the 
Govemmont of India to the Gwalior State at cost price. They shall be sold by 
the Gwalior State to the public at the value marked on each postage stamp, post 
card, or iniibossed envelope. Indian postage stamps overprinted with the word 
” Service ” in addition to the words ” Gwalior State ” shall also be supplied, on 
indent, by the Government of India to the Gwalior State at cost price, and those 
ovorprint(3d stamps shall be used solely for the purpose of prepaying correspond- 
ence on the service of the Gwalior State posted in that State. 

ARTIOLB 4. 

These overprinted postage stamps, post-cards, and embossed envelopes shall 
alone be used in the Gwalior State for the prepayment of inlaud correspondence, 
and they shall be recognised by the Imperial Post only when attached to inland 
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ootiMpondenoe potted in any Post Office maintained by the Gwalior State and 
deetined for delivery through the Impenal Poet. 

Artxclb 6. 

The rates of postage, fees, or oommiasion charged by the Gwalior State Post 
on all classes of correspondence, paid and unpaid, registered and unregistered, 
insured and value-payable, on all parcels, and on all money orders, shall not be 
in excess of the rates charged by the Imperial Post calculated at the rate of exchange 
fixed by the Gwalior Durbar under Article 30. 

Autigub 6. 

Responsibility for articles insured and for payment of compensation under 
the rules given in the Indian Postal Ouide for the time being shall rest with the 
Imperial Post Office while the articles concerned are in its custody, and with 
the Gwalior State while the articles concerned are in its custody. 

Artiolx 7. 

Neither the Imperial Post Office nOr the Gwalior State shall be liable to make 
good the loss of, or damage to, any uninsured article while in its custody, but it is 
incumbent on the Imperial Post Office or the Gwalior State to investigate every 
case of such loss or damage occurring within its jurisdiction. But nothing in this 
article shall be held to supersede the orders passed by the Supreme Government 
in Resolution No. 1095 , dated 18th July 1866 , relating to losses occasioned by 
highway robbery of Imperial Mails within the limits of the Gwalior State, or any 
future orders of a similar nature which may hereafter be issued by the Government 
of India. 

Artiolb 8. 

Articles of all kinds superscribed “ On Postal Service ” and franked by the 
signature and official designation of an officer of the Imperial Post or an officer 
of the Gwalior State Post shall be exchanged free of all charges as re^)cotB postage. 
Also, in Imperial Post Offices situated within Gwalior territory, all official articles 
relating to the affairs of the Durbar fully prepaid by means of Imperial Service 
postage stamps at official rates of postage and supported by the superscription 
on the cover ** On Gwalior State Service under the full signature and official 
designation of the Government officer who semis the article, shall be forwarded 
to their destination free of charge. 


Artioli 9. 

The Government of India shall bear the cost of conveying mails within the 
limits of British territory, and the Gwalior Durbar shall bear the cost of conveying 
mails within the limits of the State of Gwalior. But the Imperial Post shall be 
entitled to the free conveyance of mails over postal lines in the Gwalior State, 
whether such iqails be intended for transmission to a Gwalior State Post Office 
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or an Imperial Post Office, and similarly the Gwalior State Post shall be entitled 
to the free conveyance of mails over Imperial postal lines, whether such mails 
be intended for transmission to an Imperial Post Office or a Gwalior State Post 
Office. 

Abticlb 10. 

1. The Imperial Post will establish no new Post Offices within the Gwalior 
State territory (except at Railway Stations or within British Cantonments) without 
the permission of the Gwalior Durbar. The Gwalior Durbar undertakes to establish 
any Post Office or letter-box which may be required within the Gwalior State 
territory by the Imperial Post. 

2. The delivery work of an Imperial Post Office established in a Railway Station 
and British Cantonments within the Gwalior State territory shall be restricted 
only to the people residing within the limits of the Railway Station and British 
Cantonment. 

3. All Imperial letter-boxes within the Gwalior State territory, and served 
by messengers attached to an Imperial Post Office situated within British territory, 
s^ll be closed. 

Artiols 11. 

No new Gwalior State Post Office shall be established within the distance of one 
mile from any Railway Station in Gwalior State territory ; but if there be any 
such offices already in existence, they shall be retained. 

ARnoLR 12. 

When the Imperial Post desires to open a Post Office at a Railway Station 
within the Gwalior State territory, the Gwalior Durbar shall grant a suitable piece 
of land free of cost for the er^ion of the Post Office building. 

Article 13. 

Inland correspondence, registered and unregistered, received from the Gwalior 
State Post addressed to any place in British India, or in any Native State which 
has entered into a Postal Convention with the Imperial Post, and fully prepaid 
with Jhe over-printed postage stamps described in Article 3 (including corre- 
spondence prepaid by Gwalior State Service stamps), shall bo delivered free of 
all charge on account of postage. 

Artiolr 14. 

Inland correspondence received from the Gwalior State Post, addressed to 
any place in Bntish India or in any Native State which has entered into a Postal 
Convention with the Imperial Post, but not fully prepaid with the over-printed 
postage stamps described in Article 3, shall be treated by the Imperial Post as 
though originally posted in British India, and charged on delivery with the usual 
liiites for inland unpaid postage, which shall be retained by the Imperial Post, or 
the Native State, as the case may be, by which delivery oi such correspondence 
is effected. 
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ArticijI 15. 

Fully prepaid inland oorreepondonco, registered and unwgi®tered (including 
oorr^apondenoe prepaid by service stamps), transferred by the Imperial Posl, 
•hall be delivered by the Qwalior State Post free of all charges on account of postage. 

Articlb 16. 

On inland correspondence, not fully prepaid, transferred by the Imperial Pott 
for delivery through the Gwalior State Post, the latter shall retain the postage it 
realises. 

Antioi^s 17. 

Unclaimed and refused inland correspondence shall be exchanged in both 
directions, but the exchange shall be accompanied by no accounts. 

Aruclx 18. 

Fully prepaid foreign correspondence.,* addressed to any place in the Gwalior 
State, shall be delivered by the Gwalior State Post free of all charges on account 
of postage ; but if such correspondence be unpaid or insufficiently paid, it shall be 
delivered on payment of the amount taxed thereon by the Imperial Poet ; and the 
amount so collected shall be remitted to the Imperial Office of Exchange. 

Articijb 19. 

On foreign correspondence posted in the Gwalior Stote postage can be prepaid 
only by means of Imperial postage stamps not bearing the overprint Gwalior 
State.*’ Postage stamps overprinted with the words “ Gwalior State ” shall 
not be recognized in payment of postage on foreign correspondence. 

Article 20. 

Prepayment of inland parcel postojje between the Imperial Post and the Gwalior 
State Post, in both directions, shall be compulsory. 

Arhclb 21. 

Inland parcel^ received from the Gwalior State Post, shall bo delivered in 
British India free of all charge on account of postage. 

Article 22. 

Inland parcels, transferred by the Imperial Post, for delivery through the 
Gwalior State Post, shall be d:livcred free of all charge on account of postage. 

Article 23. 

Fully prepaid foreign parcels, addressed to any place in the Gwalior State, 
shall be delivered by the Gwalior State Post free of all charge on account of postage ; 
but if such parcels be unpaid, th^ shall bo delivered on payment of the amount 
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todwt fkraoH th Imperial Poet, and the amount to ooUeoted ehall be remiUed 
to the Imperial (HBoe it Biehaiu(e. 

Abtiole 24. 

Prepajment at postage, at the rates published in the Indian Paetal Guide, is 
oompulsoiy in the ease of all foreign parcels posted in the Gwalior State. The 
postage shall be either prepaid by Imperial postage stamps or, if collected in cash, 
it shall be remitted to the Imperial Office of Bzchange. 

Artiolb 25. 

The Imperial inland money order rules, as given in the Indian Poetal Guide, 
for the time being, shall be adopted by the Gwalior State Post, and the Imperial 
inland form of money order application ehall be used. 

Articlb 26. 

Money orders, issued by the Gwalior State Post for payment in British India 
or in any Native State which has entered into a Convention with the Imperial 
Post for the exchange of money orders, shall all bo sent by the Gwalior State Office 
of Exchange to the Imperial Office Exchange. Such money orders shall be paid 
in full in British India free of all okarges and without deduction on any account 
whatsoever. 

Artiolb 27. 

Money orders issued by the Imperial Post for pa 3 rment by the Gwalior State 
Post, shall be transferred to the Gwalior State Office of Exchange by the Imperial 
Office of Exchange, Such money orders shall be paid in full in the Gwabor State 
free of all charges and without deduction on any account whatsoever. 


xArholb 28. 

The Postal Administiation which collects the money from remitters of mon^ 
orders » hftll account to the Administrarion which pays them for the total amount 
of the orders issued in each month, together with one-half per cent, additional 
on the monthly total by way of commission. 

Abtiglb 29. 

A monthly account current showing the amount to be credited to the Gwalior 
State on account of money orders paid by the Gwalior State Post, and the amount 
to be debited to the Gwalior State on account of money orders issued by the Gwalior 
State Post, shall be rendered by the Imperial Office of Exchange to the Gwalior 
State Office of ExchanH^t Lashkar. If the balance of this account is in favour 
of the Gwalior State Post, it shall be paid at once by the Imperial Office of Exchange, 
and if it is in favour of the Imperial Post, it iffiall be paid by the Gwalior State 
Office of Ibiohange immediately after the monthly account current is rendered, 
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Abtiolb 90. 

Payments in adjustment of the monthly account current between the Imperial 
Post and the Gwalior State Post shall be made in Imperial currenoy, but as regards 
money order transactions with the public, the Gwalior Durbar shall, whenever 
necessary, fix the rate of exchange for the conversion of Gwalior currency into 
Imperial currency and all payments made to or by the Gwalior State Post on account 
of money orders shall be in accordance with the rate so fixed. 

ARTicnB 31. 

At the following places within the Gwalior State territory, namely, Shajapur, 
Bhilsa, Sepri, Agar, and also at all other places where the Gwalior Durbar 
maintains Fatchdars or Treasury Agents of any kind, the Imperial Post shall be at 
liberty to hand over its cash collections to such Fatehdars or Treasury Agents ; 
and the Gwalior Durbar shall give credit to the Imperial Post monthly for the 
total amount so handed over, in the account current described in Article 29, the 
receipt of the Fatehdars or Treasury Agents being attached to the account current. 

Article 32. 

At Mandsaur and Bamagar a suitable house for the accommodation of the 
Imperial Post Office shall be provided by the Gwalior Durbar in the immediate 
vicinity of the Railway Station at each of these places ; and if no house be avail- 
able, a Post Office shall be built by the Gwalior Durbar on a plan and site approved 
by the Imperial Post Office, and shall be kept in repair by the Gwalior Durbar, 
and rented to the Imperial Post at a rental fixed at 4 per cent, per annum on the 
original cost of construction of the building. This rcntabshall be inclusive of the 
eost of repairs which will be undertaken by the Durbar. 

Article 33. 

The Director-General of the Post Office of India and Gwalior Durbar shall have 
authority to draw up, in direct communication with one another, detailed regula- 
tions for giving effect to this convention, and to settle all matters of detail and 
procedure connected with the exchange of articles between the Imperial Post and 
the Gwalior State Post, including the selection of Post Offices situated in British 
India or in the Gwalior State between which postal communicabion shall be 
maintained, or which shall be constituted Offices of Exchange under Article 2. 
The detailed regulations so drawn up shall be subject to such modifications as 
may, from time to time, be mutually agreed to by the said authorities.

Dbtailed Regulations, drawn up by the Dibector-Qenbbal of the Post Office 
of India and the Gwalior Durbar, for the purpose of giving effect to the 
Postal Convention between the ImperiaIi Post and the Gwalior State 
Post, which was approved and confirmed by the Government of India on 
the 26th October 1898. 

Regulation 1. 

The Imperial Offices of Exchange (Neemuch, Ujjain Railway station, Jhansi 
and Agra) and the Gwalior State Offices of Exchange (Necmuch, Ujjain and 
Lashhar) shall be the channels of exchange for all insured and value-payablc articles 
and articles giving rise to accounts ; and the Agra Post Office shall prepare and 
adjust the accounts resulting from the exchange. Any other Imperial Post Offices 
(including sections of the Railway Mail Service) and GwaHor State Post Offices, 
conveniently situated for this purpose, may, with the concurrence of the Chief 
Postal Authority of the Gwalior State and the Fostmastcr-General of the North- 
Westerr Provinces and Oudh, be placed in cummuniration with one another, but 
articles exchanged by these offices shall not give rise to any account. 

Regulation 2. 

The offices of exchange shall dail^ send to, and receive from, each other a mail 
bag, which may contain— 

unregistered conespondence, paid and unpaid : 
registered correspondence ; 
paid registered and unregistered parcels ; 
insured letters and parcels ; 
value-payable articles. 

Other Offices and Sections of the Railway Mail Service placed in communication 
with one another shall likewise exchange mail bags daily, but such mail bags shall 
not contain any insured or value-payable articles. 

Regulation 3. 

Every registered insured and value-payable article posted in British India 
for delivery in the Gwalior State, shall be accompanied by a receipt to be 
signed by the addressee. The receipt shall be prepared by tho Imperial Post 
Office of posting, and shall be presented with the article by the Gwalior Stgte 
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Post Office of delivery to the addieasee^ whose aignatuie shall b3 taken on the 
receipt, which shall then be filed in the office of delivery^ 

Rboulation 4. 

In the case of registered, insured or value-payable articles exchanged with the 
Imperial Post, the Gwalior Stats Post shall use forms of receipt and acknowledg- 
ment printed in English precisely similar to those used in the Imperial Post, and 
shall bo responsible that all the necessary entries are filled in in 4Snglish. The 
receipts when signed by the addressee shall be filed in the office of delivery. 

Rxoulstion 6. 

Acknowledgments of delivery of insured letters and parcels, whether delivered 
in British India or in the Gwalior State, shall in every case be obtained by the 
offices of delivery and furnished to the senders without any additional charge. 
Similar acknowledgments shall be obtainable by senders of registered articles on 
payment of the fee prescribed in the Indian Postal Guide, All acknowledgments 
shall, in the case of articles posted in British India, be prepared by the Imperial 
Post Office of posting, and in the case of articles posted in the Gwalior State, by 
the Gwalior Post, and shall be signed by the addressees and returned to the offices 
of posting for delivery to the senders. 

BXQULITIOK 6. 

All insured letters and parcels shall pabs through the offices of exchange with 
usual forms containing necessary er.tries. Insured letters shall be transferred 
from one Office of Exchange to the other enclosed in sealed outer envelopes. 

Regulation 7. 

Value-payable, articles intended for delivery in the Gwalior State shall bo 
forwarded by the Imperial Office of Exchange to the State Office of Exchange 
entered in the daily list, and accompanied by money order forms ready filled up in 
favour of the senders. On delivery of a value-payable article, the money order 
appertaim*ng thereto shall be used as the means of remitting to the sendo; tho 
sum recovered from the addressee (less commission when not prepaid by tho sender) 
and shall be entered in the list of money orders in the same way as other money 
orders issued in the Gwalior State. Value-payable articles posted in the Gwalior 
State for delivery in British India shall be transferred by the State Office of 
Exchange to the Imperial Office of Kxchange for disposal, the amounts to be 
recovered tioifL the addressees, and remitted to the senders by meant of money 
orders, being specified in the daily list. 

REacn.ATioN 8. 

Money orders payable in the Gwalior State shall be foiwadcd by the Imperial 
Office of Exchange to the State Office of Exchange entied in a lilt (in the 
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ftiiiiiz«d Foim 8-A)* which ihcll be picpcfcd in duplicate. Both cqiies of the 
liat chall bo f orwaiM« with the money ofden, to the State Office of Bzchange, 
which ahall retain the original and return the duplicate lilt duly iigned,.and after 
oaiefttl verification, to the Imperial Office of Bzchange, Theie liiti shall be. 
numbered in a consecntive aeries commencing from the Ist of each month. The 
mon^ orders shall bear the numbers assigned to them by the offices of issue, and 
these numbers shall be entered in the lists. Lists shall not be prepared when there 
are no money orders to communicate, but if any list is not received in due coume, 
the Imperial Office of Exchange shall, on receiving information to that effect, 
transmit without delay a second copy of the list in duplicate. 

Rkoulation 9. 

Mon^ orders, in the form prescribed in the Indian FoitaX Quide, issued by the 
Gwalior State Post Offices and payable in British India, shall be forwarded by the 
State Office of Exchange to the Imperial Office of Exchange entered in a list (in 
the annexed Form 3)* which shall be prepared in duplicate. Both copies of the 
list shall be forwarded, with the money orders, to the Imperial Office of Exchange, 
which shalkretain the original and return the duplirate liat, duly signed and after 
careful verification, to the State Office of Exchange. These lists shall be numbered 
in a consecutive series commencing from the 1st of each month. The money orders 
shall not bear any serial numbers, but they shall be entered opposite to the printed 
numbers in the Ust. Lists shall not be prepar^ when there are no money order 
transactions id communicate, and if any list is not received in due course, the State 
Office of Exchange shall, on receiving information to that effect, transmit without 
delay a second copy of the list in duplicate. 

RsaULATtON 10. 

Each list shall be carefully verified by the receiving office of exchange, and 
corrected when it contains simple errors, such corrections being noted in red ink in 
both copies of the list. When a list shall contain erron or irregularities which 
cannot be rectified without previous communication with the despatching office, 
the receiving office shall request an explanation from the dei^atohing office, 
forwarding a copy of the list. This explanation shall be given with as little delay 
as possible, and in the meantime the payment of orders dependent on the irregular 
entries shall bo suspended. 


RiOULATtON 11. 

The amounts of money orders received by the Imperial and State Offices of 
Exchange shall be paid by the offices of pa 3 rment to the payees named, in full 
without delay, subject to the conditions governing the lapsing and forfeiture of 
mon^ orders and the treatment of undebverable money o^ers laid down in 
the Indian FaHil Chnde. The acknowledgments signed by the payees, whether

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in Bfitiih Indin or in the Gwnlior State, ihall be letnmed through the offices of 
ezehange. 

Rioulatioii 12. 

On the 5th’o{ each month, by which time the principal Imperial Office of 
Exchange (Agra) will have received from the State Office of Exchange (Laehkar) 
all the lists bearing dates in the previotui month, 'these lists as well as the Imperial 
bsts bearing dates in that month shall be made the subject of a monthly account 
current in the annexed Form 4,* which contains iqpedal provisions for the adjust- 
ment of commissions realized in advance by the office of posting for money orders 
to be issued in payment of the value of value-payable unregistered packets. This 
account shall be based on the corrected lists as corrected by the receiving office, 
any entries at the time under suspension pending explanation being omitted. 

The account shaU also include under the head “ special items *’ any necessary 
adjustments of previous accounts (such as adjustments on account of sounded 
entries) ; a detailed statement of such special items being annexed to the account 
and the correspondence or other documents forming the authority for each special 
item being quoted opposite it in the statement. A copy of the account current 
shall be furnished without delay to the State Office of Exchange. If the balance 
of the monthly account current is in favour of the Gwalior State, the Postmaster 
of the Imperial Office of Exchange shall immediately pay the amount to the credit 
of the Gwalior State at Lashkar ; if it is in favour of the Imperial Post Office, tSe 
Postmaster of the State Office shall on receipt of the account current make arrange- 
ments to pay the amount to the Postmaster of Agra. 


BlOULXTlON 13» 

If a money order, payable either in British India or the Gwalior State, is 
undeliverable, the amount thereof shaU be rq»aid to the remittor and entered in 
the usual course in the lists of money orders. 


ttxonLATtON 14. 

As soon as possible after the Ist of April of each year the Imperial Post Office 
shall, from an examination of the monthly accounts current of the previous year, 
determine the average balance on account of money orders due to or from the 
Gyslior State on the last day of each month. When such average balance is not 
less than Rs. 6,000, the indebted Postal Administration shall make over to the 
other the sum of Rs. 6,000 or the multiple of that sum which shall most nearly 
approximaie to the actual average monthly balance. This sum will remain in the 
hands of the Postal Administiation to which it is entrusted as a fixed imprest. It 
will not he shown in the monthly accounts current and will be subject to revision 
at the beginning of the following year.

All unpaid foreign artiolea and parcels, intended for delivery in the Gwalior 
Btate, shall pass through the Offices of Exchange. The postage and customs 
duty (if any) due on such foreign articles or parcels shall be noted in a list for 
recovery by the State Office of Exchange, which shall remit the amount in cash 
to the Imperial Office of Exchange. These transactions shall not be entered in the 
aooount current. 

Regulation 16. 

The following records appertaining to the exchange of regiitered, insured, 
and value-payable articles, parcels, and money orders between Imperial Post 
Offices and Post Offices in the Gwalior State shall be kept with due care for a period

Regulation 17. 

The Director-General of the Post Office of India conjointly with the Gwalior 
Durbar may make any additions to, or modiiications in, these regulations, which 
may be advisable in the interests of the Imperial or Gwalior State Post Offices ; 
provided that no such addition or modification shall be repugnant to any of the 
Articles of the Postal Convention between the Imperial Post Office and the GwaKor 
State, which w<is approved and confirmed by the Government of India on the 
26th October 1898. 

Regulation 18* 

The Direotor-Gcnoral of the Post Office of India shall have authority to issue, 
from time to time, Huch instructions as may be necessary for the guidance of 
Imperial Post Offices in carrying the details of the Postal Convention, and the 
Gwalior Durbar shall have similar authority in respect of Gwalior State Post Offices. 
A copy of the instructious issued by the Director-General of the Post Office of India 
shall in evoiy case be fuiniabed to the Gwalior Durbar, and a copy of the instruc- 
tions issued by. the Gwalior Durbar shall similarly bo furnished to the Director* 
General of the Post Office of India for information. 

Regulation 19. 

For ordinary correspondence affecting the preparation, transmission or correc- 
tion of lists, acoounts, etc., or relating to oases of loss, damage or other irregularities 
ooimeoted with the exchange of articles, the Offices of Exchange and the Offices 
of the Chief Postal Authoritici of the Imperial Post Office and the Chief Postal 
Authority of the Gwalior State shall be the medium ; but in matters involving 
questions of procedure, the offices of correspondence shall be the office of the 
Director-General of the Post Office of India on the cne hand, and the Gwalior 
Durbar on the other hand.

Memorandum of Aokeememt made this Twelfth day of May One thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-nine between The Government of Uis Hiqhmbsb the 
Maharajah Scindia of Gwauor (herdnafter called His Highness* Govern- 
ment) of the first part, and the Indian Midland Railway Company, Limit; 
ED (herdnafter called The Company), of the other part, for the working of 
His Highness The Maharajah’s Railway forming a portion of the Guna-Baran 
Railway (hereinafter calM The Railway) commendng at mileage 216 and 
4,912 feet from Itard Junction in Uie direction of Baran and extending to 
mileage 288 and 4,642 feet from Itard Junction in the same direction,— 1899. 

1 . This Agreement shall remain in force until the expiration of the Prindpal 
Contract subsisting between the Company and the Secretary of State for India, 
dated the 2nd of October 1885, or until the expiration of a period of ten years from 
the date of the opening of the Railway for public traffic of all kinds, whichever 
period shall first expire, and shall be determinable then, or upon the 30th June 
or the 31st December in any year thereafter, provided that not less than twelve 
months’ previous notice in writing has been given by one of the parties to this 
Agreement to the other of them. 

2 . The Railway during the term of this Agreement is to be worked by the Com- 
pany as part of the undertaking which consists of the Indian Midland Railway 
and Railways worked by the Company, subject to the same arrangements as are 
in force with the Company itself under the Principal Contract, except as hereinafter 
modified. 

3 . All communicatioiia of importance, or involving Capital expenditure between 
His Highness’ Government and the Company, under this Agreement, shall pass 
through the Resident at Gwalior and the Consulting Engineer to the Government 
of India, Lucknow Ciroie^ or such other Officer as the Government of India may 
from time to time appoint to undertake the same general duties with respect to the 
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Bailwaji m m anirnsted to that OfBoer hj tlio Qovenment of India in iMpeot 
to the Indian Midland Bailway. All ooireapondence aa to detaila in conneiion 
with aanotioned worka, and aa to txaffie and other matten, ahall be oanied on 
direct between the Beaident at Gwalior and the Indian IGdIand Bailway Company. 

4. Within one year from the opening of the Bailway, or aa aoon aa poaaible . 
before the eipiration of that period, the Bailway ahall be completely oonatracted 
and equipped and at the ezpenae of Hia Highneaa* Government in a aubatantial 
and aatiifactory manner, aa to worka, peimanent-way, buildinga, fixed machinery, 
and in all other req^ecta, and atationa and other buildinga ahall be fully equipp^ 
with the uaual plant, fittings, furniture and appliances. All the works so carried 
out, including the permanent-way, buildinga, machinery, plants fittings, furniture, 
appliances and equipments, shall be up to the standard on which the Company’s 
own line, buildings, and works have been constructed and equipped, or s^ be 
approved of by the Consulting Engineer. 

5., A full section of permanent ballaat or 84, OM cubic feet per mile of track 
laid on wooden sleepers outside cuttings, and 87,000 cubic feet per mile of track 
laid on steel sleepers, or in rock cuttings, shall be provided by and at the eapense 
of Hia Highness’ Government, and to meet the loss of ballaat resulting from the 
Bubaidence of embankments, a further quantity of 8,000 cubic feet per mile of track 
in bank is to be provided by and at the expense fsf His Highness’ Government. 
This ballast shall be distributed as follows : In cuttings and on light banks (under 
5 feet) and in station yards the permanent ballast diall be q[»read, or, with the 
sanction of the Bllginec^in•Ghief who is superintending the construction of the 
Bailway, shall be stacked or laid in such manner as the Company shall approve ; 
on embankments generally it^ould be stacked on cess, or in Depot for subsequent 
use. All permanent-way on dlOabankmentB, in the first instance, and before the 
opening for general traffic, is to be packed with temporary ballast of sand or sound 
moomm, or the best material obtainable in the district. The cost of distributing, 
q^reading and packing the permanent ballast^ which is chargeable to Capital, and 
has to be done by the Company, shall be settled finally before the line is taken 
over by the Oons^any. 

6. When the opening of the Bailway for publio traffic has been sanctioned by 
the Government of India, His Highness’ Government shall, except as provided 
in dause 7, band over the Bailway to the Company, and the Company shall acc^t 
the Bailway for the purposes of this Agreement, His Highness’ Government 
guaranteeing to the Company full and undisturbed possession of the Bailway at 
all during the continuance of this Agreement. 

7. The Bnginee^in-Ohief in charge of the construction of the Bailway, shall, 
within one year of the opening of the Bailway, complete at the cost of His Highness’ 
Government all additional worb, fixed structures, machinery, etc., that may be 
neceasaiy for the proper completion of the Bailway in accordance with the require^ 
ments of the Company or the orders of the Consulting Engineer. Schedules shall 
be prepared by the r^resentatives of the Bailway and the Company showing the 
worka which are considered necessary to the completion of the fine within this 
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period. Sobh wwks ihell not include the ipreading and paddng of pennanent 
ballast refeixed to in clause 5 above : and the petinanent-way and existing works 
shall be maintained by the Company. A list giving particulars of all furniture and 
moveable equipment at stations shall be prepared as soon as the furniture and 
equipment have been fully provided, and shall bo signed by a representative of the 
Railway and a rqiresentative of the Company. 

8. Except as provided in clause 7, all additional works and alterations in existing 
works that are not of the nature of repairs or new minor works, which may from 
time to time be agreed upon, between His Highness* Government and the Com- 
pany, as necessary for the efficient working of the Railway, shall be carried out 
by the Company at the cost of His Highness* Government, on estimates sanctioned 
and approved by His Highness* Government and the Consulting Engineer. 

9. For works which may be required after the first twelve months, the Com- 
pany shall submit to His Highness* Government an estimate of the probable Capital 
requirements for the coming official year, and shall during the said year be at liberty 
to expend the amount mentioned in the estimate or such part ^ereof as may he 
necessary on objects properly chargeable to Capital withouHufther reference to 
His Highness’ Government, provided that if the expenditure is incurred on any 
work not specified in the said estimate, an explanation of the necessity for such 
expenditure shall be furnished to His Highness* Government at the earliest possible 
opportunity^ Such estimates shall be submitted annually three months before 
the commencement of the official year. Or if, from any unforeseen circumstances, 
the total expenditure for which the estimate has been submitted is likely to be 
exceeded, a fresh application for funds with supplemental estimate shall be made 
as early as possible. His Highness* Government shall, after approval of the esti- 
mates, place at the disposal of the Company Jth of the whole amount for which the 
estimate has been submitted, and shall without delay meet all further demands 
from time to time up to the total amount of the estimate. These estimates shaU 
not include provision for additional ballast beyond the quantity provided for in 
clause 6. 

The cost of works the execution of which under clause 9 of this Agreement 
is required to be carried out by the Company shall be dealt with as follows 

(a) All such works costing over Hs. 1,000 shall be charged to the Capital 

Account of the Railway and paid for by His Highness* Government. 

(b) Petty works costing not more than Rs. 1,000 each shall be dratged to 

Revenue, .and shall be met firom the sum allowed to the Company 
for maintenance and working of the said Railway as herrinafter 
provided. 

Provided always ritat if for any half-year the aggregate expenditure on petty 
works thereon shall exceed Rs. 20 per mile open in any half-year, such excess Mhel l 
bo diaiged to the Capital Account of the said Railway and diall be met by His 
Highness* Government 
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11. The Company ahall maintain the Raaiiray in good repair and in 
good worldiig order and condition ap to the standard of its own line, and to the 
satiriaetion of the Consulting Engineer, upon the following terms— that ia to say, 
the cost and expenses of such maintenance shall be borne by the Company so far 
only as such maintenance shall be necessary to make good linage caused by the 
orc^iy wear and tear incidental to the use and working of the said Railway and 
works by the Company, and the conveyance of traffic thereon by the Company, and 
not further or otherwise ; and the Company shall not bear nor be put to any cost 
or expense for, or in respect of, any repair, restoration, renewal, or replacement ne- 
cessary to make good any damage that may occur to the said Railway and works, 
or any portion thereof, which may arise from defective original construction, or may 
be caused by weather, storm, accident or any extraordi^ry casualty not due to 
defects in the maintenance or working of the l^lway by the Company, and to the 
occurrence of which the Company shall not have in any way contributed by any 
act, neglect, or default of their own. Provided that if in any case His Highness* 
Government and the Company shall not agree as to the liability of the Company 
under this section the matter in question shall be referred to arbitration as here- 
inafter provided, and the decision arrived at on such arbitration shall be binding 
on both parties to the reference. 

12. During the continuance of this contract the Company shall be in possession 
of, and have entire control of, the Railway, shall supply all staff required for the 
supervision, 'maintonanoe and working, including that for audit and accounts, 
and shall supply all locomotives' and other rolling stock, fuel and working stores 
required for the efficient working of the Railway. 

IS. The Railway Police will be provided by the Company, and three equal 
tenth parts of the cost of providing and maintaining the force from time to time 
employed will, in aoooidance with the procedure laid down by Government, bo 
borne by His Highness’ Government, the remaining seven-tenths being a charge 
against the Company. The term ** Police ” shall include the force required for law 
and order as well as that required for watch and ward, 

14. The Company shall charge generally ouch rates, fares and tolls os are within 
the oohedule of maxima and minima rates sanctioned by Government from time 
to time for the Indian llfidland Railway, and shall make such rules, conditions 
and arrangements in respect of the traffic on the Railway as are now, or shall be 
from time to time, in force on the Indian Jlfidland Railway ; and it shall be under- 
stood that the Company will not make or give any undue or unreasonable pre- 
ference or advantage to, or in favour of, any particular person or company, or any 
description of traffic, or subject any particular person or company to any undue or 
unreasonable prejudice or disadvantage, but shall do all in its power to develop 
traffic on the Railway. 

15. All costs, charges and expenses incurred by the Company in connexion 
with tho maintenance, management, use and working, of the Railway, and the 
conveyance of traffic thereon shall be paid by the Company, provided that, in the 
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eyent <d the tdegnph lineB and inatnunents not being the property of the lUilwey, 
the cost of the rent of the same shall he a charge against the Railway. 

16. The gross leoeiptB of the Railway are to he collected and treated as receipts 
of the Company, and the Company shall pay the same into the Government Treasury 
in the same way as their own earnings. The expression “ gross receipts,” as used 
in this Agreement, means and includes gross earnings from coaching and goods 
traffic, and moneys received hy the Company from the working of any telegraphs 
or telegraphic appliances which are the property of the Railway, or of which the 
Government of India have allowed the Company the exclusive use for the purposes 
of the Railway ; also all sums received as rent and all other sundry receipts usually 
treated as Railway revenue. 

17. The Company shall keep distinct and separate accounts of the gross receipts 
of the Railway. Such accounts shall he made up half*yearly to the SOtu day of 
June and the 31st day of December in each year, or to such other days as may at 
any time be prescribed for the Indian Ifidland Railway, and so soon as the half- 
yearly accounts of the Company have been passed by the Consulting Engineer, 
and not later than three months after the close of each half-year, the Company 
shall render to His Highness’ Government, through the Consulting Engineer, a 
summary of the account of the Railway, signed by the Consulting Engineer and 
by the Government Examiner of Accounts attached to the Indian Midland Rail* 
way. 

18. The amount of the said gross receipts, ascertained as in the last preceding 
paragraph mentioned, shall be dealt with as follows, namely, for worki^ jind 
maintaining the Railway, as hereinbefore provided, the Company shall ii^in 
out of the said gross receipts a sum that shall bear the same percentage to the 
entire gross receipts of the Railway for each half-year as the aggregate working 
expenses of the whole System of the Company (including the Railway) shall bear 
to the gross receipts of that System for the same half-year, but such sum shall not 
in any half-year exceed 60 per cent, of the entire gross receipts' of the said Railway

Aorbbhbnt entered into between the Maharaja Soindia and the Governxbht 
of India for the introduction of more definite arrangements for the effective 
CONTROL and discipline of the Gwalior Imperial Service Troops when 
serving beyond the frontier of the State,— 1900. 

Whereas His Highness Madhav Rao Scindia, Maharaja of Gwalior, G.C.S.I., 
maintains a Force of Imperial Service Troops for the purpose of co-operating, if, 
need be, in the defence of the British Empire, and 

Whereas it is necessary that the Imporiai Service Troops of the Gwalior State 
when associated with troops of the British Army should be under the orders of 
the Officer Commanding the Combined Forces and subject to the like discipline 
and control as the Officers and soldiers of Her Majesty*s Indian Army, and 

Whereas it is not the wish or intention of the Government of India that a British 
Officer should be appointed to command any corps of Imperial Service troops, 
though British Officers are employed in order to instruct and inspect the said 
Troops, 
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It is hereby agreed between the Governor-General of India of the one part and 
Hia IlighneiB Bfadhav Rao Soindia, llaharaja of Gwalior, of tho other., aa followa 
namely,— 

I. Whenever the said Troops or any portion thereof are moved beyond the 
frontier of the said State they shall bo attached to the command and under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding tho District, Contingent, or Force in which they 
are employed, and such Officer shall; by virtue of this agreement, be authorised 
to administer in respect to tho said Troops so serving the Hilitaiy Laws and Regu- 
lations to which they are subject under the laws of the said State and for that 
purpose and for the due preservation of discipline among the same to convene 
all such Courts and to issue all such orders and to pass all such judgments and 
sentences and generally to exercise all such authority as may be lawfully convened, 
issued, passed and exercised by the authorities of the Gwalior State when the said 
Troops are serving within the territorial limits of the said State. Provided always 
that the execution of every sentence so passed in British territory shall bo carried 
out under the orders of His Highness Madhav Rao Scindia, Maharaja of Gwalior, 
or of some person to whom the requisite authority has been delegated by him. 

II. In order further to ensure the efficiency of the said Imperial Service Troops 
and the maintenance of discipline among them when serving along with Her 
Majesty’s Forces, His Highness Madhav Kao Scindia, Maharaja of Gwalior, has 
embodied in the Disciplinary Law of his State applicable to the said Imperial Ser- 
vice Troops when employed on active service either within or without British 
India, tho provisions, mutatw mutandis, of the Indian Articles of War for the time 
being in force. The due application and enforcement of the said provisions in 
respect of the Imperial Service Troops aforesaid shall be carried out under the 
authority of the Officer Commanding the District, Contingent, or Force aforesaid.

Mimobawdum rolfttiiig to the terms of sale hy the Ton Dabbab to the Gwauob 
Dubbab of that section of the OoBA-Bi^K Railway which lies within the 
Ton Statb,— 1906. 

Whereas under the Memorandum dated the dlst January 1898, regarding the 
tenns rdating to the construction of that section of the Guna-Baran Railway 
which lies within the Tonk State, the Tonic Darbar borrowed from the Gwalior 
Darbar the sum of Rs. 14,71,024-1-7 under the conditions as to repayment of 
principal and interest, etc., specified in the said Memorandum, it is herel^ agreed 
by the Tonk Darbar on the one part and by the Gwalior Darbar on the o^ part 
that the Tonk Darbar shall sell to the Gwalior Darbar and the Gwalior Darbar 
•hall purchase from the Tonk Darbar the section of the Guna-Baian Railway which 
lies within the Tonk State on the following conditioiis 

(a) Nothing shall be repaid by the Gwalior Darbar of any sums already 
paid by the Tonk Darbar to the Gwalior Darbar on account of the 
loan taken from the Gwalior Darbsr for the construction of this 
section of the line. 
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{b) NotbuofiiiiberiliBUbepiMbytheToiJtDarbar lOtlkeOiraliorDftrl^^ 
on MOoniit of tbo unpaid portion of tha principal or interest of the 
loan taken I 7 the Tonk Darbar from the Gwalior Darbar for the 
oonstmotion of this section of the line. 

2. Under conditions (a) and (5> above the Tonk Darbar relinquishes any claim 
for the refund of mon^ repaid to the Gwalior Darbar in liquidation of the principal 
of the loan and the Gwalior Darbar relinquishes any claim for the payment by the 
Tonk Darbar of the net earnings of the section up to date. 

3. All lights of property in the land included in the section of the Bailway 
reteed to in this Memorandum shall vest in the Tonk Darbar ineipectiTe of the 
power and jurisdiction ceded to the Government of India by the Took Darbar 
under the agreement dated the 26th July 1899. 

4. The Gwalior Darbar will have the use of the land under the Railway u long 
aa a Railway eriata. 

5. That no compensation whatsoever shall be payable to the Tonk Darbar 
by the Gwalior Darbar for the land now enclosed within the Ghabra section of the 
l^way or for the use thereof nor shall the Gwalior Darbar be charged with any 
compensation, etc., for the land which it may hereafter be neceasaty to acquire 
from the Tonk Darbar for the proper working of the said section. 

6 . That no sayer duty trill be levied by the Tonk Darbar on the articles imported 
locally for the maintenance of the Railway line and its appurtenances. 

7. That in view of the loss which is accruing to the Gwalior Darbar 'by the 
oondusion of the transaction being delayed, the Gwalior Darbar shall be entitled 
to reoehre the net earning of the said section from 1st July 1994 as the ^riay 
in the purchase being finally concluded the Darbar loses its interest on the amount 
advanoed to the Tonk Darbar.

for stations, for out-buildings and for other railway purposes), and over all persons 
and things whatsoever within the said lands.

Whereas this agreement isSntended to be supplemental to an agreement 
(hereinafter referred to as the Principal Contract) dated the 15th day of July 1896 
and made between His Highness* Government of the one part and the Indian 
Midland Railway Company Limited of the other part whereby it was agreed that 
His Highness* Bina-Guna Railway should be worked by the said Company as part 
of its own undertaking subject to the same arrangements as were in force with the 
said Company itself under its contract with the Government of India except as 
thereinafter modified and whereas by virtue of two several Indentures both dated 
the 21st day of December 1900 and the one being made between the Secretary 
of State of the one part and the Indian Midland Railway Company Limited of the 
other part and the other being made between the Secretary of State of the one 
part and the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company of the other part the Indian 
Midland Railway Company System including {inter alia) His Highness’ Bina-Guna 
Railway has been and is for the period of 25 years from the Ist day of July 1900 
being maintained managed and worked by the Secretary of State through the 
agency of the said Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company and whereas in 
conformity with the ]>roviAinnH of n certain Indeiitiiro dattMl the 2nd day of October 
1885 and mado between the Secretary of State of tlic one part and the Indian 
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Midland Railway Company Limited aforeiaid of the other part an arrangement 
hai been made whereby the Indian Midland Railway Company Limited is shortly 
about to relinquish and make over to the Secretary of State the property and 
undertaking of the Indian Midland Railway Company Limited together with all 
liabilities (if any) as shall then be subsisting and whereas His Highness* Oovem- 
ment has agreed with the Indian Midland Railway Company Limited accordingly 
.and with the Secretary of State to accept the Secretary of State as a party to the 
Principal Contract in Ueu and in the place of the Indian Midland Railway Company 
Umited as on and from the 1st day of January 1911 upon the terms of the Sec- 
retary of State undertaking to perform the Principal Contract and to be bound by 
the terms thereof : 

Now it is hereby agreed as follows 

(1) The Secretary of State undertakes to observe and perform the terms 

and provisions of the Principal Contract as on and from the 1st day 
of January 1911 and to be bound by the terms thereof in every way 
us if the Secretary of State were a party to the Principal Contract 
in lieu of the Indian ICdland Railway Company Limited. 

(2) His Highness* Gkivernment hereby accepts on and from the date afore- 

said the liability of the Secretary of State under and upon the 
Principal Contract in lieu of the liability of the Indian Midland Rail- 
way Company Limited and agrees to be bound by the terms of tho 
Principal Contract in every way as if the Secretary of State wore 
named therein as a party thereto in place of the Indian Midland 
Railway Company Limited and as acting therein through the agency 
of the Great Indian Pemnsula Railway aforesaid or through the 
agency of such other Company as the Secretary«f State shall at any 
time thereafter appoint and the terms and provisions of the Principal 
Contract were altered and made applicable accordingly.

Hbhobanduii of Aobmmbmt made this 21at day of Oetober 1214 between the 
Qovbbnmimt of His Hiohnbss Habarajah Soindu of Qwauor (here- 
inafter called His Highness* Qovemment) of the first par^, and the Gbbat 
bDUB PBNiirsuLA Railwat CowFANr (hereiosfter called the 0. 1, P. Rail- 
way) of the other part, for the joint use of Gwaliob Station on the G. I. P. 
R^way by His Highness* narrow gauge railways (commonly known as the 
Gwalior Light Railways and hereinafter called the G. L. Railways),— 1914. 

1. This Agreement shall be in force with effect from the 1st July 1913 and shall 
thereafter be subject to six months* notice on either side to terminate only* on the 
Slst March. 

3. The G. 1. P. Railway shall provide and maintain at its sole costi subject 
to the provision for ohaiges laid down in clauses 3 and 4 below, all such accommoda- 
tion as may be required within its own boundary for the exclusive use of the G. L. 
Railways and also all works and premises to be used in common for joint purposes 
by both Railways. Ballast and Permanent Way for the sidings of the G. L. Rail- 
ways within the G. I. P, Railway boundary shall, however, be supplied and main- 
tained by His Highness* Government, except at such places where the adii^s 
cross the G. L P. Railway broad-gauge track on the level ; at these places the 
narrow gauge track shall be laid and maintained by the G. I. P. Railway lor a dis- 
tance of 30 feet on each side of the broad-gauge tracks. 

3. For accommodation and structure of all descriptions required for the exclu- 
sive use of the G« L. Railways provided as in Clause 2. His Highness* Government 
shall pay to the G. L P. Railway an annual rent at the rate of five per cent, for 
Structures, Machinery and Plant, including Furniture, and seven and a half per 
cent, for Ballast and Permanent Way, Pmnts and Crossings, etc., to include main- 
tenance and renewal, estimates of Permanent Way, Points' and Crossings, etc., 
to be based on the current rate in the G. L. Railway books for G. L. Railway 
standard type of material. 

4. For Joint Structures, Machinery and Plant, provided as in Clause 2, the 
annual rent shall be at the rates per cent, shewn in Clause 3 and one-fifth of the 
same shall be chargeable against the G. L. Railways in respect of such accommo- 
dation and shall be payable' by His Highness* Government to the Company. 

6. The G. I. P. Railway*s works and premises to be used exclusively by the 
G. L. Railways, as well u works and premises to be used as joint premises are 
those mentioned in the schedule attached to this Agreement and the total of the 
amount set opposite to those several items respectively in that schedule shall be 
that on which rent is to be charged. 

6. In case of additional works being required in future within the G. I. P. 
Railway’s boundary for the exclusive use of tile G. L. Railways or jointly with the 
G. I. P. Railway, such works shall be provided Iqr the G. I. P. Railway after 
approval b y His Highness* Government and shall then be a dded to the schedule

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with the consent of His Highness’ Government, rent being charged in conformity 
with the foregoing clauses of this Agreement. 

7. * The G. I. P. Railway shall provide the staff at Gwalior lor deahiig with the 
Goods Traffic ** interchange ” between the G. I. P. and the Owafior light Rail* 
ways and in consideratioif of this the G. L. Railways shaU pay the G. 1. P. Rmlway 
the sum of Rs. 15 per month. 

8. * The G. L. Railways shali bear half the cost of handling ” interchanged ” 
Goods traffic, t.e., Goods traffic transhipped from the Gwalior light Railways 
to the G. I, P. Railway at Gwalior and etee-esrad. 

^ The G. L. Railways will bear the cost of any accident to their own trams, 
engines and rolling stock while within the limits of Gwalior station, from whatever 
cause arising. 

10. The G. Ji. Railways wiU bear the cost of any claim in connection with their 
Local Goods traffic (that is. Goods traffic booked between Gwalior and a G. L. 
Railway station, and vice-persd) which Is attributable to the fault of the joint goods 
staff at Gwalior. Similarly the G. I. P. Railway will bear the cost of any claim 
in connection with their Local Goods traffic which is attributable to the fault of 
the joint goods staff at Gwalior. 

11. f The G. L. Railways will bear the entire cost of any claim in connection 
with traffic from stations on their line to stations on the G. I. P. Railway and beyond 
transhipped at Gwalior, attributable to the fault of the joint staff at Gwalior from 
the time such traffic arrives at Gwalior till loaded and sealed in a broad gauge 
wagon. Alter sealing the G. I. P. Railway will be responsible for any claim. 
Similarly the G. I. P. Railway will bear the entire cost of any claim in connection 
with traffic from stations on their line and b^ond to stations on the G. L. Rail- 
ways transhipped at Gwalior, attributable to the fault of the joint staff at Gwalior» 
from the time such traffic araves at Gwalior till loaded and staled in a narrow 
gauge wagon. After sealing tl^e Gwalior Light Railways wiU be responsible for 
any daims. 

12. In case of any dispute in connection with this Agreement, it shall be re- 
ferred to arbitration. 

This Agreement is made subject to confirmation the Board of Direetora 
of the G. I. P. Railway and by the RaUway Board.

pROifovNCBitRNT by Hi8 Bxgbllenot Lord CHKT.VBroRn, Viobrov and Gov- 
rrnor-Genbral or India, addressed to the Jaqirdars and Tanbadars 
of the Gwauor State on the 14th March 1921. 

Jagirdars and Tanhadan of Ai Owaiiof Stale. 

It must bo within tho knowledge of most of you how your aiioeston oame to 
have direct access to the Political Officers and thus to enjoy tho protection of the 
British Government. 

2. In the beginning of the 19th Century the peace of Hindustan was very much 
disturbed by the prevalence of the predatory qrstem. The British Government 
desired to restore order and succeeded in doing so by 1818 A.D. To this result 
the co-operation of their Ally, Maharaja Daulat Rao Scindia, greatly contributed 

3. The overthrow of those who were given to marauding and levying black- 
mail, left the -chieftains and nobility of Malwa without means of subsistence and in 
consequence extremely sore and disaffected. The British Government, therefore, 
addressed themselves to the task of pacif 3 ring the country and appointed Sir John 
Malcolm to effect this end. Sir John accomplished his mission with the help of 
certain assistants and the ready co-operation of the Dar^rs of Central India. 

4. Settlements were thus effected which, by the fact of the mediation of Sit 
John Malctlm and his assistants, involved thl guarantee on the part of tho British 
Government that whatever was settled would be scrupulously observed. These 
settlements assured to the Thakurs the continuance, in perpetuity or for life-time, 
according as the terms of the grants provided, of their holdings and tankas subject 
to good conduct and in many cases the duties of watch and ward in respect of 
portions of the Darbar territory in proximity to their grants. But the British 
Government did not intend that the mediation of Sir John Malcolm should form 
the basis for encroachment upon, or interference with, the suserain rights of the 
Darbars. In the ^course of time, however, owing to the conditions prtvailiQg in 
most States, the settlements effected created a privileged poutioa for those to 
whom certain emoluments had been secured and British officers were led to inter- 
vene in matters with which Sir John Malcolm’s mediation had no concern. 

5. the conditions referred to have ceased to exist, and in Gwalior the Darbat’s 
administration is characterised by fairness and justice, and Lieutenant-General 
ffis Highness the Maharaja Srindia takes an active personal interest in aD branches 
of administration. And indeed lor safeguarding the mterests of this laige body 
of his Jagirdars he created, many years ago, a separate Department and framed a 
Manual which is complete in all reip^. 

6. But quite apart fitem that, the need for a revision of the praetioe which has 
subsequently grown up has been apparent for a eonriderable time. Che Govern- 

▼ 2if 
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meat of India have given their beet oonaideration to the problem and have arr'^ved 
at the following oonolusioni 

(1) that, while the pledgee originally given by the British Government must 
remain inviolable, the speoialiy privileged position whioh the 
guarantee-holders have acquired, and which was not contemplated 
at the time of the original settlement, should not continue ; and 
therefore, 

(2) that the Gwalior Darbar should no longer be prevented from exercising 
the rights whioh belong to it as Buierain. 

7. Consequently it has been arranged, in consultation with the Maharaja 
Scindia, that— 

(1) the Gwalior Darbar will issue to you fresh Sanadi in perpetuity in a 

form approved by the Government of India ; 

(2) these Sanads will in all oases confirm the spemfio rights secured to yon 

by the existing title deeds and the specific obligations laid on you 
by your existing title deeds .will be enforced by His Highness to a 
very limited extent ; 

(3) under His Highness's Nasarana Rules, as recently modified, the succes- 

sion dues, whioh were formerly levied on adoption at the rate of a 
whole year's revenue, are now to be levied at the reduced rate of 3 
moBtim’ levennsmily. 

8. In view of this settlement, Politick Officers will no longer concern them- 
selves with your affairs, and you will in future look to your Buxerain, His Highness 
the Maharaja Bcindia for the time being, and his Darbar in all matters connected 
with your estates and tankas. You will, therefore, henceforth be entitled to the 
rights and subject to the obligationu^oontained in the Manual of Jagirdars of the 
Gwalior Btate, Bambat 1970, as in forbe for the time being,

Booh arein brief the terms of the settlement which has been arrived at between 
my Government and the Gwalior Darbar on your behalf. These terms have been 
fully explained to you by my Agent, Colonel Beville, and I am glad to hear that 
you have accepted them as a fair and just settlement of your claims under the 
agreements guaranteed by the officers of the British Government a oMitnry ago, 
I feel that you have every reason to oongratulate yourselves on this aettiementi 
which is the result of the negotiation! of my offioers with His Highness the Maharaja 
Bcindia, His Highness has met their suggestions in a most generous spirit, and 
will, I am confident, always be ready to treat you ns his loyal feudatories, and 
extend to yon a fnendly hand in all your difficulties, I look to you on your part 
to bear true allegianoe towards your Buierain, and to perform faithfully the duties 
whioh you owe to him. By so doing you will ensure your own harness and 
contentment, and add to the strength and prosperity of the British Empire, of 
which the Gwalior Darbar and yourstives are a part.

Abtiolb 1. 

There shall be a mutual ezohange of oorrespondenoe, parcels and money orders 
between the Imperial Post Office of British India, hereinafter termed the ** Imperial 
Post,*’ and the Post Offices in the territories of His Highness the Maharaja Sbindia 
of Gwalior, hereinafter termed the '* Gwalior State Post This ezohange which 
shall also include registered, insured and vAlue-payable articles, shall be governed 
by the rules given in the Post and Tdegraph Quids for the time being. The term 

correspondence ” shall include Letters, Postcards, Newspapers, and Book and 
Pattern Packets. 

Abtiolb 2. 

Certain selected Post Offices in British India, including sections of the Railway 
Mail Service, and in the Gwalior State, shall be placed in postal oommunioaticn 
with one another, that is, they shall be authorised to exchange mail bags oontainirg 
registered and unregistered correspondence, value-payable articles and ordinary 
parcels, but not insured articles, and money orders. Some of these offices shall 
be constituted Offices of Rzchange on the side ot British India, and on the side 
of Gwalior State, and these offices shall be the sole medium of ezohange for insured 
articles and money orders, and shall alone be entrusted with the duty of preparing 
the accounts resulting from the exchange of money orders. 

Abtiolb 3. 

Indian postage stamps! overprinted with the words ** Gwalior State '* and 
embossed envelopes and inland postcards overprinted with the words Gwalior 
State ” and also with the Gwalior arms, shall be supplied, on indent, by the Govern- 
ment of India to the Gwalior State at cost price. They shall be sold by the Gwalior 
State to the public at the value marked on each postage stamp, postcard, or 
embossed envelope. Indian postage stampi and postcards overprinted with the 
word ** Service ’* in addition to the words ** Gwalior State *’ shall also be supplied, 
on indent* by the Govemineiit of India to the Gwalior State at cost price, and 
these overprinted stam^ shall be used solely for the purpose of praying oorcc' 
spondenoe on the servioe ol the Gwalior State posted in that State.

The Darbar snll arrange to place under poppy cultivation an area sufficient 
to produce yearly as nearly as posnUe 2,500 Government Maunds of crude opium 
of consistenoy 70^ (or an equivalent amount of crude opium of higher or lower 
consistency) and to deliver to Government the produce of the same. 

NovnHl) f^ofeiBBNnt will not take eioepCIoii to the Isiluie of the Buhar to produoe the 
quantity speoiiied above owing to oanees beyoiid their oonM. 

(^) In ^ event of an amiedable dimfauitioD oeowning in the denuud for opioni 
Iron the G^pnr Ibetoiy tht quantity of <^um epeciEed above suj be leduoed, mutual 
aneement between Ctovemment and the Darbar, without piejudioe to the lemaining olauees 
« this Memofamlnm; which shall then remain in foiee at if no such reduction had occurred.

2. The Darbar will use their best efforts to produoe opium of such quality 
as is best suited to the requirements of the Ghasipur Factory and to prevent the 
production of opium that is not suited to the Factory requirements. With this 
object in view the cultivation will be confined entirely to and even within 

these limits the Darbgr will eliminate such villages as produoe opium unsuited 
for use by Govenunent. 

Nori.-Opiaitt ranging in oobnrfmm fawn to dark ohsfdnnt is best suited to OovurosMat 
imiuireiiMts that ofa very (lark colour, IncHning to black, is uns^^ Qovemmeiit 
issarve the right to reject or to accept at a lower rate any opium found so uasuitaUs. 
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The cultivators by whom the cultivation wiU be undertaken and the area 
within which it will be undertaken by each cultivator will, before aowings com- 
mence, be determined by the Darbar either by means of licenses, or otherwise 
and the cultivators will be required to deliver the whole of the produce to the 
Darbar as soon as it is collected. 

3. As early as possible in each year, and in any case not later than the diet 
October, the Darbar will intimate to the Agent to the Govemor-Qeneral the area 
that they have arranged to place under poppy cultivation. By the 31st of Decem- 
ber in each year th^ will inform him of the area actually cultivated and of its 
anticipated output. Thereafter they will keep the Agent to the Govemor-Qeneral 
promptly informed of serious damage to the crop from hail, frost, blight or other 
causes. 

4. The Darbar will take delivery of the opium from the cultivators, and will 
despatch it as early as possible and not later than the end of May in each year to 
the Ghazipur Factory by such routes as may from time to time be arranged with the 
Factory Superintendent, to whom at least a month’s notice of the probable date 
of despatch of the first consignment for each season will be given. The opium 
will be placed in cloth bags, each of which will contain one maund of opium of, 
as far as possible, uniform consistency, and will be packed in an outer bag of gunny. 
A tin ticket bearing the name of the State and a serial munber will be attached 
to each inner bag, and a wood label bearing a paper ticket giving details of the 
contents of the bag and the tare will be attached to each outer bag. Each bag 
will be sealed before despatch. The opium will be despatched in wagon loads 
comprising such quantities as may be arranged with the Factory Superintendent, 
each wagon being looked and run through to destination, and being accompanied 
by a peon or other person, who will be in possession of the keys of the wagon, 
so as to be able to open it should any accident necessitate it being opened in 
transit. On arrival at the fke^tory the bags and jars will be examined and if found 
intact, with seals in order, a receipt will be granted him by the Import officer 
in the same manner as is done for Government chalans. As each consignment 
of opium is despatched, invoices or chalans, showing the number and weight of 
each bag and the estimated consistency of its contents, will be despatched to the 
Factory Superintendent, Qhasipur. The forms wiU be provided by Government. 
These invoices will be in duplicate, and one copy will be returned by the Factory 
Superintendent to the Darbar for record. The entries in the invoices will be made 
in mauiids, seers and chitaks, Government standard weights being used. 

5. The Darbar will cause all reasonable, and in particular, the following further 
prwuiultiMiH to be taken in connection with the despatch of opium 

(a) Every wagon that is tendered by the Railway authorities for the 
carriage of opium will be examined before any opium is placed in it, 
and if it is of wood, or if it contains or has contained kerosene or 
other oils, molasses, coaltar, assafestida, or any other substance 
likely to damage the opium or to impair its flavour or aroma, the 
Railway authorities wiU be required to replace it. 
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(6) No opium will be placed in any bag that is not perfectly diy or that 
has in any way become contaminated with a^y substance likely 
to affect the quality, flavour or aroma of opium packed in it. 

(c) In order to prevent leakage from the bags, all opium delivered by culti- 
vators at consistency lower than 67” will, before being despatched, 
be exposed to the atmosphere until its consistency is not lower 
than 67”« With the same object bags will not be piled more than 
2 deep in a wagon. 

6. Doubtful opium should not be sent to the Ghazipur Factory. 

Inferior opium opium containing an excess of water or passewa in admix- 
ture should be separately packed and despatched, on separate invoices and chalan 

registers, and marked “ Inferior, “*7 

Non.— PsMSwa is a hyaioseopio liquid thsi forms in opium when thers is an ezesss of 
hamidity in the atmosphora but can be easily separated by draining, 

7. The Opium will be assayed as soon as possible after its arrival at the factory, 
and the weight, consistency and quality of the contents of each bag reported to 
the Darbar. For Opium classed as '* pure ” payment will be made to the Darbar 
(at the Bombay or Indore Treasury as may be prefened by the Darbar) at the 
rate of Rs. 13 per seer of consistency 70”, the price of opium of higher or lower 
GOBsistency being proportionately increased or reduced (t.e., the price paid for 
each seer will depend on the amount of pure dry opium contained in it, the weight 
of moisture or oil being neglected). Should the price paid to cultivators in the 
United Provinoea at any time be increased or reduced, the price paid to the Darbar 
wiD be c ori ey m d h i| fr increased or reduced with effect from the season in which 
the increase or redaction takes effect in the United Provinces, but such redaction 
in price will not he made otherwise than after previous notice given to the Darbar 
not later than August in the calendar year preceding that in which the reduction 
is to have effect. In addition a premium of Be. 1 per seer at consistency 70” 
will be paid by Government for all opium that is delivered absolutely free of oil. 

8. This agreement is to the delivery of pure opium only. Acconlingly all 
opium that contains adulterants may be returned to the Darbar, and all opium 
that is so adulterated as to be entirely useless to factory purposes will be so 
returned. Subject, however, to its quantity not being in excess of that which 
can conveniently be utilised by Government, opium which, although slightly 
adulterated, is capable of being used in the manufacture of excise opium or of 
** lewa", will be paid to at a reduced price proportional to the amount of pure 
opium contained in it. Opium that is too impure for excise opium or lewa ”

13. This agreement will have effect for five years from the season 1925-26 
to the season 1929-30 induaive: It may be previously determined either by the 
Darbar or by Government by notice given not later than the Ist of March in any 
year, such notice having the effect of determining the agre<^ment as soon as the 
produce of the crop then b the ground has been delivered and paid for. 

14. The examination and assay of each consignment of opium will ordinarily 
commence within about three days of its arrival at the factory and will ordinarily 
take between 5 and 10 days, but these periods may be exceeded when numerous 
consignments are being simultaneously received from different places. An official 
deputed by Darbar will, if the Darbar so desire, be permitted to be present at the 
examination of the opium supplied by the Darbar. Ho will also be instructed 
in the process of assay, and will be permitted to visit the laboratory from time to 
time in the company of the Factory Superintendent, while the produce of the 
State is under assay. (The conditions under which laboratory work is necessarily 
conducted preclude his being given unrestricted access to the laboratory.) 

The Darbar official, if any, deputed for this purpose, should arrange to reach 
the factory at the same time as the first consignment, and to remain until the exa- 
mination of the last consignment is complete. In no case can the examination 
of opium be postponed owing to his absence.

Afiide Whereas I have cheerfully and voluntarily acknowledged my 
obedience and submission to the British Government, and have been admitted 
among the number of its dependents (like other Bundelcund Jaghiredars similarly 
circumstanoed) ; and whereas 1 have now been required to submit an Hrramamah 
or oath of allegiance to the British Qov<Bnment : Therefore, and in consideration 
of the protection extended to me 1^ the British Government, I have prepared 
and do hereby present this Ikramamah, comprising the following Articles under 
my seal and signature, from the conditions of which I premise never to dqpart, 
and never to commit any act in violation of the same.

Sarkar to the Khichia for the maintenance of their families and children. Before 
it was made over a clerk, accompanied by an official of the Bast India Gompany 
and others, were sent who measured the land and fixed its value; thirty-two 
villages 3 rieiding a revenue of Rs. 9,000 were allotted to you. In additfen to this 
you were granted (with the exception of Bari sayer) the (Moti sayer of the thirty- 
two villages, and in each village duties on exports, the Baser collections and 
the cess levied on sale of buffaloes and bullocks that were formerly credited to the 
Sarkar. (You ask that) these may kindly be continued to you from this year and 
a sanad granted to you for its continuance from year to year. 

On this the Sarkar granted you a new sanad for the thirty-two villages yield- 
ing a revenue of rupees nine thousand out of the villages of Khichi situated in the 
limits of Raghogad, that yielded a revenue of one lakh fOrty-two thousand eight 
hundred and for^-eight and a half. rupees, granted in san Asharin Mayaten, 
the revenues of which were estimated by the clerk and others and an official deput- 
ed by the Company. The thirty-two villages yielding a revenue of Rs. 9,000 with 
the right of Chhoti Sayar (Bari Sayar being excluded) duties upon exports, Basar 
oollections and oess levied on sale of cattle, are granted to the aforesaid Thakur.

three qnertera of it are in lien of aervice and one quarter to be credited to the 
Suku. Ton ihodd make proper arrangements (for the control) of the Oirasnaii 
etc. Failing this the estate will be forfeited. Yon now r^resent that the reyenne 
of Sirsi Talnka is four thousand and not more and ask the Suku as by way of 
favou it did not demand that one-fonrth up to this time, to show the sanu 
favou now. The estate has been granted in lieu of services independently of 
that one-fourth. You shodd render services to the Sarkar and yon shodd pay 
that one-fonrth to the Suku without fail when the income eioeeds fou thonsand. 
Whenever the Suku orders yon should supply thirty Sowars and seventy fpot- 
men for service anywhere without asking for their feeding charges for three months. 
Yon will not misbehave in any way : neither shelter thieves, freebooters, mur- 
derers and dacoits whether living in your estate or coming to you estate from the 
Suku*s territory or from other territories nor shodd yon associate with them. 
Yon will also co-operate with the Suku troops in putting down thieves etc. You 
will also give compensation for the thefts proved to have oocnned within you 
Estate. Enqdry will be made by the Sarku into the income of the villages of 
Tduka Sira. Up to four thousand the one-fourth share will not be levied : in 
the case of it exceeding this amount the one-fourth share will be taken on the 
whole amount including excess. You must come and render service when called 
upon to do so. You will keep down thieves, distubers of the peace and murder- 
ers as written. Be loyal to the Sarkar and act up to you other obligations as 
above stated, if yon fail to do this the estate will not be allowed to remain with 
yon. Raise no objection to the Sayar Chodd stationed from of old within your 
estate.

S nro, Tbakoor of Dbulatu,— 1843. 

You are hereby informed that yon submitted a petition to me to the effect 
that your uncle Pirthaji having died yon would arrange for the maintenance and 
olothing of his widow Qehana Bai, that the maintenance allowance due to the 
deceased Psrthaji was included in your tanka, that as he had no heir the amount 
of Tanka might be paid to yon. Gehana Bai lodged a complaint mentioning that 
she app^ted her nephew Samtaji as successor to the Tanka. With a view to 
ascertain the facts of the complaints lodged by the plaintiff and defendac* in 
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MOordAiioe with onatoni the Yekil of Naiie Soheb wm directed to make enquixies 
into the matter and send a report with the file. Nana Baheb wa^ addreeeed hy 
the Vakil who after making neoeesary enquiries returned the file of the case with 
his letter and a KaffOBnama (opinion). A perusal of the Kayasnama showed that 
the complaint of the defendant Gehana Bai was not correct and that your state- 
ment proved to be just and proper. It is, therefore, with reference to' the Xayas- 
n cm* decided that yon shall receive every year the sum of Rs. 470 (four hundred 
and seventy) on account of Tanka which was enjoyed by the deceased Pirthaji. 
Gehana Bai has since died and her claim to the tanka, to which she had appointed 
her nephew as successor, was not proved, but as she adopted Samtaji you should 
make suoh a provision for his maintenance and clothing as you may deem neces* 
sary.
